Mutual    Friendship    is

Rabal.     Morocco,      Oct.      8. — Sultan 
Abdul      Azsiz      yesterday      received   in 
audience   the   French   minister  to   Mo- 
rocco,   M.    Regnault;       Gen.      Liautrl, 
commander    of    the    minister's    e-scort. 
The   French      representatives     arrived 
here    on    horseback,    escorted    by    the 
n.emb.rs  of  the   French  military  mis- 
eion,  whic  h  recently  arrived  here  from 
Fez,   and   were   received   with   military 
honors.      The    sultan,     who    was    sur- 
rounded    by    his    prominent    advisors, 
was  seatf-J  on  a   large  velvet  cushion' 
After  the  first  exchange  of  court''«ies' 
M.     Regmiult,    C.en.    Liautri    and    Ad- 
miral   Philibert    were    invited    to    take 
places  on   velvet   cushions   by  the  sul- 
tans    side.       M.     Regnault    then    pre- 
sented hjs  letters  ..f  credence    accom- 
panied   by    the    u«ual    diplomatic    a.«- 
surances   of   Frances   best    wishes    for 
the    grandeur    and    piosperlty    of    tht, 
Moroccan    einpire   and    the    hope    that 
"Thanks  to  the  firmness  and  wisdom" 
of    his    majesty,    order    and    security 
which    were    necessary    for    the    com- 
mercial   development    of    the    country 
would    be    restored,    but    also    making 
It  clear  that  France  expected  the  sul- 
tan's   sincere   co-operation    in    the    ex- 
ecution   of   the    reforms    provided    for 
by  the  -Mgeciras  convention. 

The    sultan    replied    in    a    low    voice 

his    words    being    translated    by    Abdel 

Kerim   B«n   Sliman.   the  ex-minist-^r  of 

foreign  affairs  of  Morocco.  He  thanked 

France  for  her  evidences  of  friendship 

and    interest,    declared    his    purpose    of 

apj'lying  the  reforms  agreed  upon  and 

expressed    his      entire      confidence        in 

Frances    sincere     collaboration    in    all 

matters  touching  the  common  interests 

of   the   Stat''   countries. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  audience  M. 
Rfkgnault  (onftrrtd  on  the  sultan  the 
cross  of  the  iegion  of  honor,  in  the 
name  <.f  President   Fallieres. 

The  members  of  the  branch  mission 
expressed  themselves  as  being  satisfied 
with  the  audience,  which,  however,  wa.s 
only  in  the  nature  of  a  presentation  of 
credentials.  It  will  be  followed  by  an- 
othfr  audience  at  which  the  demand'* 
of   France    will    te    formally   submitted.

But  Peter  Hanson  Sent 

a  Bullet  to  Its 

Heart 

A  big  blu-k  bear  lies  dead  on  a 
stand  in  front  of  the  store  of  M.  M. 
Gasser.  209-11  West  Superior  street. 
The  bear  owes  its  death  to  the  fea-.-- 
j  lessne.ss  of  I'eter  Han.son  of  Iron  River, 
'  who  shot  the  animal  and  then  dis- 
posed of  Its  carcass  to  the  Gasser  com- 
pany. 

i  Hanson  encountered  the  bear  yes- 
terday morning  as  he  was  wanderinj 
in  the  woods  near  his  home.  Luckily 
the  bear  did  not  see  him  at  the  same 
time  as  he  was  unarmed.  Yet  his  ex- 
periences with  bruin  did  not  end  with 
the  first  meeting.  Returning  to  the 
house  he  secured  a  rifle  and  returned 
to  the  spot  where  the  bear  was,  to 
begin  hostilities. 

Hanson  may  not  be  the  best  shot  in 
these  parts,  but  he  has  nerve.  Three 
times  he  fired  at  the  bear  and  three 
times  he  missed.  The  bear  began  to 
take  notice  at  the  second  shot  and 
when  the  third  bullet  missed  its  mar'i 
he  was  making  for  the  thoroughly 
alarmed  Hanson. 

Hanson,  however,  refused  to  break 
Aground.  Taking  careful  aim  he  fired! 
I  his  fourth  bullet  at  the  rapidly  ap- 
proaching brute.  This  time  the  bul- 
let went  true  to  its  mark,  and  the 
bear  dropped  in  its  tracks,  only  a  few 
feet  from  the  spot  where  Hanson 
stood. 

If  the  marksmanship  of  Hanson  had 
proved  as  poor  during  his  last  shot  as 
it  was  during  the  first  three,  it  is 
probable  that  there  would  have  been 
no  bear  in  front  of  the  store  today, 
nor  would  Hanson  be  telling  his  story 
to  his   fricnd.s.

CANNOT  PAY 
THEREWARD 

County  Has  No  Right  to 

Remunerate  Captors 

of  Criminals. 

Board  Gets  Legal  Opin- 
ion on  Nelson  and 
Peterson  Claims. 


County  boards  may  pass  resolutions  ap- 
propriating money  to  pay  rewards  to  the 
captors  of  persons  accused  of  crime,  but 
the  county  is  not  legally  bound  to  pay 
such  claims,  according  to  the  opinion  of 
First  Assistant  County  Attorney  W.  J. 
Stevenson. 

Under  this  ruling  by  the  county  attor- 
ney's office,  presented  to  the  board  at 
the  meeting  held  this  morning,  Isaac  Nel- 
son and  Fred  Peterson,  who  have  had  a 
claim  pending  since  1906,  will  be  unable 
to   collect   anything   from   the   county. 

Nelson  and  Peterson  captured,  May  15, 
19Ct5,  Frank  Lenich  and  Louis  Marlnsell, 
fugitivfs  from  justice  and  for  whom  a 
warrant  was  out  charging  them  with  the 
murder  of  Peter  CrasovJC  at  Eveleth. 
April  23,  1905. 

For  nearly  a  month  Lenich  -and  his  ac- 
complice in  crime  succeeded  in  avoiding 
arrest,  but  finally  in  a  half  starved  con- 
dition they  stopptd  at  Nelson's  shack  on 
the  Miller  Trunk  road  for  food.  Nelson, 
fed  the  men,  then  covered  them  with  a 
gun  and  detained  them  while  Peterson 
came  to  Duluth  alter  the  officers. 

-ne  county  Itoard  passed  a  resolution 
appropriating  $50  for  Nelson  and  ?25  for 
Peterson,  but  the  question  of  the  legality 
of  the  proceeding  was  raised  and  the 
claims    havje   been   pending   ever   since. 

Mr.  Stevenson  went  into  the  matter 
thoroughly,  but  was  able  to  find  no  pro- 
vision in  the  statutes  by  which  the  tax- 
payers' money  could  be  diverted  for  the 
purpose  mentioned,  and  no  matter  how 
meritorious  tne  claims  might  be  he  fell 
oljliged  to  withhold  his  approval  as  to 
payment.  He  suggested  that  the  two 
claimants  might  get  some  relief  through 
the  legislature.

Because  the  corner  posts  and  the  quar- 
ter posts  in  Sections  34  and  35,  til-20  have 
become  lost  or'  destroyed,  and  the  loss

The  man 
who  was  sentenced  to  hang  for  killing 
Johanson  was  collected  after  being 
taken  back  to  his  cell,  and  beyond  cry- 
ing for  a  few  moments,  nppeared  to 
be  but  little  affected  by  the  seriousneas 
of  his  condition.  He  eats  regularly  and 
heartily,  and  one  would  never  think 
that  the  innocent-looking  individual, 
who  is  a  cellmate  of  Munn,  was  a 
condemned  murderer.

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Henle  One  of  Three  Who 
Lived  Through  New  Dim  Tragedy. 

New  L'lm,  Minn.,  Oct.  S.  —  (Special  to 
The  Ht  raid. >— The  funeral  will  be  held 
here  tomorrow  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Henle, 
cnt  of  the  three  survivors  of  the  original 
band  of  settlers  of  New  Ulm,  who  per- 
ished in  the  famous  New  Ulm  massacre. 
Mrs.  Henle  died  Sunday  evening,  at  the 
age   of  76. 

Mrs.  Henle  came  to  Minnesota  in  1S54 
and  two  years  later  was  married  to  At- 
hanias  Henle.  They  homesteaded  land  in 
Milford  township.  Brown  county,  and  re- 
sided there  until  1892,  when  they  moved 
to  New  Ulm.     Mr.  Henle  died  in  1S93. 

The  Henlee  nearly  lost  their  lives  in  the 
Southern  Minnesota  Indian  massacres. 
Mrs.  Henle's  parents  and  her  brothers 
and  sisters  were  among  the  victims  of 
those  bloody  days.  Her  husband  a.ssisted 
in  the  d«  fense  of  New  Ulm  and  had  sev- 
eral  narrow  escapes  fro  mdeath. 

Mfs.  Henle  was  the  mother  of  twelve 
children,  six  of  whom  are  still  living, 
either  in  this  city  or  in  the  Immediate 
vicinity.  Her  funeral  will  be  attended  by 
a  large  number  of  the  pioneers.

OBLIGATORY 

ARBITRATION 

Discussed  by  Committee 

of  Peace  Conference 

at  The  Hague. 

The  Hague.  ( >ct.  7.— The  arbitration 
cjinmittee  of  the  peace  conference.  M. 
Bourgoise  presiding,  today  continued 
•  he  dLscu.ssloii  of  the  Anirio-.Vtnerican 
project,  providing  for  obligatory  arbi- 
tration. After  a  long  debate  the  ar- 
tici,.  establishing  two  lists,  one  con- 
taining the  ca.ses  to  be  submitted  to 
oiiUgatory  arbitration,  and  the  other 
Ci>ntuinlng  the  names  of  the  powers 
whj  h  adhere  to  the  article,  was  adopt- 
e-J.  Jl  to  8. 

The  article  providing  that  sentey- 
c^s  of  the  arbitration  court  sliall  have 
only  an  advisory  effect.  \vhe«  they 
concern  questions  coming  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  national  courts, 
vvas  suppres.sed,  while  the  article  es- 
ablislung  that  the  sentences  of  the 
arbifration  court  shall  become  part  of 
the  convention,  so  far  as  the  signatory 
powers  are  concerned,    was  adopted.

KEYHOLES 

Boys  Tamper  With  Fire 
Alarm  Boxes  and  Wor- 
ry Firemen. 

Many  Boxes  In  West  Du- 
luth Plugged  With 
Clay. 


The  fire  department  is  having  trou- 
ble again  with  the  crinainally  mis- 
chievous boy.  who  persists  in  blocking 
up  the  key  holes  of  the  fire  alarm 
boxes.  The  practice  is  an  old  one, 
but  the  boys  had  evidently  given  it  up 
for  a  time  In  West  Duluth.  Now.  they 
have  bobtied  up  aga-in,  and  the  fire- 
waen  are  compelled  to  Keep  a  continual 
WAtch  on  the  boxes,  and  uhey  fear  that 


a  fire  will  occur  at  some  ti'me  and 
the  alarm  will  be  late  on  account  of 
the  inability  of  the  discoverer  to  open 
the  nearest  box. 

Peas  are  most  freely  used  in  the 
blocking  process.  The  largest  part  of 
the  key-hole  is  just  about  large  enoug'h 
to  allow  the  insertion  of  a  gcKKl-sized 
pea,  in  such  a  way  that  it  cannot  be 
removed  very  easily  from  the  outside. 
Where  peas  are  not  available,  red  clay 
is  used  ajid,  if  it  is  not  discovered  in 
time,  the  clay  blocks  the  holes  very 
effectually. 

The  practice  is  or>e  born  of  a  mis- 
chievous spirit.  There  is  nothing  to 
be  gained  by  the  blocking  of  the  holes, 
and  much  to  be  lost,  but  the  holes  are 
tempting,  and  the  thoughtless  children 
fall.  If  any  of  them  are  caught  by 
the  firemen,  they  v.ill  likely  be  severe- 
ly dealt  with.  In  the  meantime,  the 
boxes  are  being  closely  watched,  and 
the  obstructions  removed  as  soon  as 
disco  verc-d.

THE  TARIFF  ON  WHEAT. 

Senator  iiansbrougli  of  North  Dakota  and  Leslie  M. 
Shaw  are  having  a  tariff  dispute.  Since  both  are  ardent 
protectionists  of  the  rankest  stripe,  it  might  seem  that 
they  would  find  it  difficult  to  disagree  on  this  subject, 
but  it  seems  to  have  been  easy. 

First  Senator  Hansbrough,  who  is  confronted  by  the 
necessity  oi  getting  himself  re-elected  to  the  senate,  at- 
tacked Mr.  Shaw  for  having,  when  lie  was  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  admitted  Canadian  wheat  free  of  duty  under 
the  "drawback"  clause  of  the  Dingicy  tariff  law.  This 
provides  that  the  secretary  may  rebate  the  duty  on  raw 
materials  which  arc  to  be  mingled  with  domestic  mate- 
rials and  manufactured  into  fmished  products  for  export, 
with  tills  proviso:  "That,  when  the  articles  exported  are 
made  fn  part  from  domestic  materials,  the  imported  mate- 
rials, or  the  parts  of  the  articles  made  from  such  niate- 
riab,  shall  so  appear  in  the  completed  articles  that  the 
quantity  thereof  may  be  ascertained." 

Senator  Hansbrough  accused  Secretary  Shaw  of  prac- 
tically nullifying  the  J5-cent  duty  on  wheat,  which  he 
describes  in  a  communication  to  the  Grand  Forks  Herald 
in  an.-,»vcr  to  a  defense  of  his  action  by  Mr.  Shaw,  as  a 
"projection  to  the  American  farmer."  Mr.  Shaw  says 
that  while  the  imported  and  domestic  wheat  cannot  be 
picked  out  of  a  barrel  of  flour  made  for  export 
mider  this  drawback  privilege,  the  books  of  the  millers 
will  show  what  relative  quantities  were  used,  and  this 
is  enough.  Senator  Hansbrough  says  it  isn't,  and 
charges  the  ex-secretary  with  having  destroyed  that 
"protection  to  the  American  farmer"  which  he  is  using 
for  campaign  purposes  out  in  North  Dakota. 

The  controversy  d<»es  not  amount  to  very  much,  being 
largely  personal.  Shaw  is  no  longer  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  and  the  senator's  only  object  in  attacking  him 
is  to  show  the  farmers  of  North  Dakota  that  he  is  a 
staunch  advocate  of  making  money  for  them  by  keepiu'^ 
that  tariff  wall  intact. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  nothing  more  absurd 
than  the  claim  that  a  tariff  on  wheat  is  a  protection  to 
the  American  farmer.  If  there  is  a  commodity  on  earth 
that  is  controlled  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  and 
that  spurns  all  attempts  to  regulate  it  by  fictitious  tariff 
walls,  it  is  wheat.  Its.  price  is  fixed  in  the  world's  mar- 
kets. It  is  affected  by  the  conditions  of  crops  in  Russia, 
Argentina,  North  Dakota,  Minnesota,  and  all  other 
wheat-growing  regions. 

Tile  price  of  wheat  in  the  Duluth  and  Minneapolis 
markets  would  not  be  affected  by  so  much  as  a  penny  in 
the  thousand  bushels  if  the  25-cent  duty  were  abolished 
absolutely.  Its  only  effect  has  been  to  shut  the  Duluth 
and  Minneapolis  markets  against  Canadian  wheat,  and 
to  stimulate  the  building  up  of  a  Canadian  head  of  the 
lakes  at  Port  Arthur,  where  the  Canadian  wheat  that 
might  have  been  handled  at  Duluth  is  now  cared  for. 
And  when  it  comes  about  that  this  country  does  not  pro- 
duce enough  wheat  for  its  own  use,  as  it  must  within  a 
few  years,  that  duty  will  be  an  incumbrance  of  far  wider 
injury  tl;an  it  is  now. 


of  municipal  ownership  that  Duluth  has  to  tell.  Duluth 
has  so  far  acquired  only  the  water  and  gas  plants,  but 
that  is  no  sign  it  is  going  to  stop  there.  If  it  can  do  as 
well  as  it  has  with  these  pubhc  utilities,  there  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  it  cannot  do  as  well  with  any 
others  it  may  choose  to  take  up,  and  no  man  can  say 
where  municipal  ownership  will  stop,  either  here  or  else- 
where. 

Duluth  has  not  been  able  to  make  its  water  rates  so 
low  as  those  in  Cleveland,  because  of  its  peculiar  situa- 
tion and  the  unusual  expense  of  extending  the  service. 
But  it  has  reduced  the  rates  very  materially  from  thosi 
charged  by  the  private  concern,  and  it  has  also  cut  down 
the  gas  rates  until  they  are  within  the  reach  of  every- 
body. 

When  public  ownership  is  kept  out  of  politics,  as  it  is 
in  Duluth  by  the  system  of  non-partisan  commissions, 
there  is  every  reason  why  it  should  succeed,  and  few  why 
it  should  fail. 

The  gain  politically  is  greater  even  than  the  gain 
economically.  It  is  more  tangible,  perhaps,  to  have 
water,  light,  telephone  or  street  car  service  provided 
cheaper  by  a  community  than  it  was  by  the  private  cor- 
porations; but  a  still  greater  gain  is  that  these  corpora- 
tions are  taken  out  of  municipal  politics,  which  they  have 
corrupted  and  demoralized  in  nearly  every  city  in  the 
land. 

Public  service  corporations  are  not  only  heavily 
stocked,  but  bonds  to  large  amounts  are  issued,  and  the 
communities  are  expected  to  pay  interest  and  dividends 
on  this  inflated  capitalization.  The  municipal  plant  has 
no  dividends  to  pay,  and  it  pays  interest  only  on  its 
actual  cost,  not  on  watered  franchise  valuation.

NOBODY  IS  HURT  YET. 

J.  M.  Hannaford,  second  vice  president  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railroad  company,  was  quoted  by  The  Herald 
in  an  interview  last  night  as  saying  that  he  has  so  far 
failed  to  observe  any  bad  effects  that  have  resulted  to 
the   railroads   from   the   action   of  the   state  legislatures 

and  the  laws  passed  by  congress. 

You  may  be  sure  that  the  most  rigid  search  for  evi- 
dence of  evil  results  has  been  made,  and  that  if  there  had 
been  any  tiiey  would  have  been  heralded  to  the  world 
long  ago.     But  there  have  been  none. 

It  is  true  that  most  of  the  laws  regulating  railroad 
rates  have  so  far  been  held  up  by  the  courts,  with  the 
exception  of  the  passenger  rate  laws,  but  there  is  no 
probability  that  any  railroad  will  suffer  harm  from  any 
of  these  laws.  If  they  are  confiscatory,  as  some  of  the 
railroads  assert,  the  courts  will  not  sustain  them.  If 
they  are  reasonable,  as  the  legislature  undoubtedly  sup- 
posed them  to  be  when  they  were  passed,  they  can  do  no 
harm,  because  any  loss  in  revenue  they  may  cause  the 
railroads  will  be  made  up  by  the  gain  in  business  that 
always  follows  reduced  rates. 

Mr.  Hannaford's  sensible  remarks  are  in  line  with 
the  altered  tone  taken  by  railroad  men  generally  in  dis- 
cussing these  matters.  It  is  no  longer  open  to  question 
that  the  railroads  are  subject  to  public  regulation,  and 
that  regulation  is  going  to  be  applied.  Even  if  it  be  ad- 
mitted that  here  and  there  a  legislature  has  been  too 
hasty  and  too  drastic,  there  is  no  danger  of  harm  to  the 
railroads,  because  the  courts  may  be  relied  upon  to  pro- 
tect them. 

It  is  all  going  to  work  out  not  only  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people,  but  of  the  railroads  as  well.  Under  public 
regulation  the  railroads  will  not  waste  so  much  of  their 
earnings  in  "yellow  dog"  funds  and  in  Wall  street 
games;  their  energies  will  be  more  closely  applied  to 
serving  the  public  and  to  earning  honest  dividends  for 
the   stockholders. 


GOOD  WORK. 

The  city  council  deserves  applause  for  at  least  three 
of  its  acts  during  a  busy  session  last  night. 

The  extension  of  Railroad  street  from  Fifteenth  ave- 
nue west  to  Garfield  avenue,  which  the  council  author- 
ized in  response  to  the  request  of  the  jobbers  of  the 
city,  will  prove  a  very  important  service  to  business, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  so  slight  an  extension  of  any  thor- 
oughfare in  the  city  could  accomplish  so  much  good  as 
this  one  will.  It  will  provide  a  short  route  from  the 
wholesale  district  01  Duluth  to  Superior  and  the  West 
end.  and  it  will  provide  in  addition  an  emergency  route 
to  the  western  part  of  the  city  in  case  the  present  team- 
ing route  should  be  put  out  of  commission  by  any  cause. 

The  council  also  took  up  for  fav<»rable  action  the  sug- 
gestion recently  made  by  The  Herald  that  the  sidewalks 
on  Fourth  avenue  west  from  Superior  street  to  Second 
street  and  around  the  new  courthouse  block  should  be 
widened  from  ten  feet  to  fourten  feet.  When  the  court- 
house is  completed  Fourth  avenue  west  will  be  a  very 
busy  thoroughfare,  and  the  proposed  widening  of  the 
walks  will  adapt  it  to  the  demands  that  will  be  made 
upon  it.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  board  of  public 
works  tor  its  investigati.ju.  and  prompt  action  should  be 
taken  by  that  body. 

A  start  was  also  made  toward  following  out  Alder- 
man McEwen's  suggestion  that  the  garbage  incinerator 
be  made  to  furnish  power  for  the  destruction  of  the 
Point  of  Rocks  where  it  bars  the  passageway  from  the 
downtown  districts  to  the  West  end.

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 

Municipal  ownersiup,  so  plentifully  damned  as  a 
failure  and  an  improper  exercise  of  public  rights  by  the 
syndicate  that  furnishes  'free  copy."  for  such  newspapers 
as  will  publish  it,  on  behalf  of  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions of  the  country,  will  be  one  of  the  strongest  cards  in 
the  campaign  for  re-ekction  of  Tom  L.  Johnson,  the 
mayor  of  Cleveland,  under  whose  leadership  it  has  been 
made  a  thorough  success. 

Frederick  C.  Howe,  writing  in  the  Reader  Magazine 
on  this  subject,  shows  what  municipal  ownership  has 
done  for  Cleveland.  Water  enough  for  the  average 
household,  he  says,  is  now  sold  in  the  city  of  Cleveland 
from  the  city  water  plant  fpr  $5  a  year.  Free  water  is 
supplied  the  schools  and  for  police,  health  and  tire  pur- 
poses. Even  with  these  limitations  the  plant  earns 
nearly  half  a  million  dollars  a  year. 

Since  acquiring  the  plant  from  the  private  owners  the 
city  has  constructed  a  tunnel,  which  the  private  contract- 
ors had  left  abandoned  for  years,  far  out  into  Lake  Erie 
where  pure  water  is  assured.  The  consequence  is  that 
the  water  supply  is  now  free  from  infection,  whereas 
under  private  ownership  the  greed  and  niggardliness  of 
the  water  company  exposed  the  entire  city  to  a  constant 
and  ever  present  danger. 

This  story  from  Cleveland  is  singularly  like  the  story 


AN  IMPORTANT  GATHERING. 

The  trust  problem,  which  is  more  of  a  problem  than 
many  people  have  even  begun  to  imagine,  will  have  an 
airing  at  Chicago  beginning  Oct.  22,  when  a  great  con- 
ference will  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Civic  Federation  to  discuss  it. 

Shall  centralization  of  business  and  the  elimination 
of  competition  be  treated  as  an  economic  evolution  of 
value,  and  merely  regulated  so  as  to  abolish  its  abuses, 
or  shall  it  be  treated  as  a  vital  evil  in  itself,  and  de- 
stroyed? 

This  is  the  trust  problem.  Until  it  is  decided,  and  it 
will  not  soon  be  decided  by  anything  approaching 
unanimity,  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  com- 
mon people  will  be  handicapped  and  more  or  less  futile, 
because  they  will  not  have  an  objective  in  which  all  are 
agreed-

lactor  in  small  business  everywhere.     1  he  milkmen  get 

together  and  announce  an  increase  in  the  price  of  milk 
in  whicli  all  agree  and  to  which  all  stand  fast.  That  is 
"combination  in  restraint  of  trade,"  for  which  the  law 
of  this  state  imposes  a  severe  penitentiary  sentence. 
Shall  the  milk  man  go  to  jail?  If  he  does  he  will  demand 
that  other  offender.s  shall  go  with  him,  and  that  would 
include  practically  every  line  of  industry  in  this  and  other 
states. 

In  fact,  the  business  in  which  there  is  not  a  combina- 
tion to  prevent  disastrous  price-cutting  is  hard  to  find, 
and  when  you  find  it  you  will  find  a  business  that  is  in 
anything  but  a  flourishing  condition. 

Such  problems  as  these  will  be  discussed  at  the  com- 
ing conference,  and  the  discussions  will  be  of  deep  inter- 
est. The  governors  of  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union 
have  appointed  delegates  of  marked  abilitj',  and  the 
leading  boards  of  trade  and  chambers  of  commerce,  as 
well  as  the  organized  agricultural,  labor  and  other  defi- 
nite interests,  will  be  represented  by  their  best  men.  A 
similar  conference  was  held  in  1899.  which  resulted  in 
much  valuable  discussion.  But  vast  changes  have  taken 
place  since  then,  and  the  coming  conference  will  have 
more  facts  at  hand  than  that  of  1899.  It  will  be  made 
up  to  a  large  extent  of  men  whose  interest  in  the  dis- 
cussion is  practical,  not  political;  in  other  words,  of  men 
who  will  honestly  seek  a  proper  solution  instead  of  their 
own    political    aggrandizement. 

The  conflict  between  national  and  state  authorities  in 
the  treatment  of  the  economic  problems  of  the  day  will 
naturally  come  in  for  considerable  attention,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  some  reasonable  solution  of  this  diffi- 
culty will  be  evolved  out  of  the  discussions. 

Much  good  should  result  from  such  a  conference, 
where,  if  anywhere,  these  questions  can  be  approached 
by  earnest  seekers  after  the  truth  who  are  not  biased 
and  misguided  by  partisanship  and  the  political  ambi- 
tion which  makes  self-advantage  the  end  of  all  public 
efforts.

Boss   of   the   Nation.  ^ 

New  York  Herald:  Mr.  Roosevelt's  re- 
tention In  office  for  another  four  years 
would  be  less  objectionable,  less  dan- 
gerous, than  hia  re-election  at  the  end 
of  that  period  after  an  intervad  of  re- 
tirement and  of  political  activity  in  an- 
other sphere— say  in  the  senate. 

If  re-elected  next  year  Mr.  Roosevelt's 
popularity  would  probably  be  exhausted 
before  the  end  of  his  fresh  term,  and  his 
withdrawal  from  the  presidency  then 
would  be  definite.  If,  on  the  contrary, 
he  should  voluntarily  retire  now  in  fa- 
vor of  his  own  nominee— say  Secretary 
Taft— *nd  the  latter  should  be  elected, 
Mr.  Roosevelt's  popularity  would  be 
greatly  enhanced  and  his  political  Influ- 
ence enormously  Increased.  He  would 
enjoy  all  the  prerogatives  of  power  un- 
alloyed with  its  responsibilities.  In  the 
senate  his  authority  would  be  supreme 
and  In  the  executive  mansion  he  would 
be  the  power  behind  the  throne.  In  the 
eyes  of  all  he  would  be  an  American 
Warwick— a  president  ma'ner— and  would 
control  the  political  destinies  of  the  na- 
tion. 

He  would  be.  in  fact,  as  much  the 
"boss"  of  the  United  States  as  Kelly  or 
Croker  were  the  "bosses"  of  Tammany, 
and  through  the  figurehead  whom  he 
might  choose  to  have  elected  to  the  pres- 
idency he  would  govern  the  country  as 
effectually  and  as  autocratically  as  Kelly 
or  Croker  governed  the  city  of  New 
York  through  the  figureheads  whom  they 
chose  to  have  elected  to  the  mayoralty, 
and  at  the  end  of  four  years  of  such  a 
presidency  by  deputy,  Mr.  Roosevelt  could 
como  forward  again  as  a  candidate  for 
re-election,  and  favored  by  his  personal 
popularity  with  the  people,  the  political 
power  he  would  have  acquired  and  the 
necessity  of  Intrusting  to  a  strong  man 
the  .settlement  of  a  series  of  vitally  im- 
portant questions,  including  the  tariff  re- 
form and  the  Philippines  problem,  his  re- 
newed occupancy  of  the  White  House 
could    be    indefinitely     prolonged.

Extension  to  Steel  Plant 
Location    Will  be 
.  Necessary. 

Steps  Toward  That  End 

Likely  to  be  Taken 

Soon. 


Among  the  new  districts  that  will 
need  water  and  gas  by  another  year 
Is  that  recently  acquired  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  Steel  corporation  as  the  site 
for  its  new  steel  plant,  on  the  west 
shore  of  Spirit  lake.  The  3teel  com- 
pany has  purchased  about  1,T0«)  acres 
for  the  steel  plant  site  and  locatian 
of  the  homes  of  its  employes  and  It 
is  rumored  that  certain  representations 

have  been  made  to  the  city  that  It 
.would  be  desirable  to  get  water  and 
gas,  particularly  tht;  former,  to  tiie 
bteel  plant  location  by  next  season.  At 
that  time  the  company  expects  to 
have  an  army  of  laborers  at  work  on 
the  big  tract  that  it  has  acquired,  and 
good  waer  will  be  one  of  the  necessi- 
ties. 

While  no  official  confirmation  can  be 
had  of  Ihe  city  water  department  thxt 
the  Spirit  Lake  extensi'jn  is  bting  con- 
eidered,  it  is  understood  that  some 
little  consi-.kration  has  been  given  to 
the  matter  and  there  is  a  strong  prob- 
ability that  steps  will  be  tak'-n  be- 
fore many  weeks  looking  toward  an 
extension  of  the  mains  from  Sixly- 
third  avenue  west  and  (irand  avenue, 
to  the  new  steel  plant  site. 

The  city's  12-inch  water  main  ends  .it 
the  corner  just  mentioned,  and  it  wouid 
require,  approximately,  tive  miles  uf 
water  and  gas  mains  to  give  the  Spirit 
L,ak<'  tract  the  service  that  will  be 
needed.  It  i^j  understood  that  one  es- 
timate, xvhothtr  official  or  unofficial. 
is  not  known,  places  tlic  rt-quired  num- 
ber of  feet  of  extension  at 
about  25,<)<>0,  which  would  be  a  little 
less   than   ilve    miles. 

The  cost  of  the  extension  of  the 
mains  in  the  city,  under  ordinary  con- 
ditions, has  been  from  $2.50  to  $3  per 
fiA)t  and  th<  Spirit  Luke  extension  will 
probably  cost  about  the  average,  or 
f62.r>ttO,  iiroviding  the  cost  does  not  ex- 
ceed  the   lowest   estimate. 

That  the  city  has  not  the  funds  to 
cover  the  cost  of  such  an  extension  is 
easily  apparent,  in  fact  it  has  only 
been  of  comparatively  n^cent  date  that 
the  department  ?»a3  been  able  to  get 
the  funds  on  the  water  and  light 
bonds  provided  for  the  Lakeside  and 
hillside  extensions  and  all  other  or- 
dinary extensions. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  arrange- 
ments coud  be  made  between  the  city 
and  the  steel  company  to  lay  the  main.-? 
and  give  the  required  service  on  a 
guaranteed  8  per  cent  income  on  the . 
Investment,  the  money  to  be  advanced 
by  the  stetel  company  interests  at  a 
low  rate  of  interest,  but  nothing  de- 
finite, it  is  said,  has  i»een  ligured  out 
along  tho.se  lines. 

A  special  el«^ction  for  the  taxpayers 
to  vote  on  addition  water  b<ind.s  would 
be  another  way  out  of  the  difficulty, 
but  .some  of  those  who  have  been  fol- 
lowing eiiy  affairs  pretty  closely  sav 
that  the  latter  proposition  is  not 
likely  to  be  considered. 

The  matter  of  water  extension  has 
not  yet  been  gone  into  to  any  great 
extent  by  the  water  and  light  commis- 
sioners, as  nearly  as  ran  be  ascer- 
tained, but  it  is  probable  that  the 
board  will  take  some  definite  steps  in 
the  matter  in  the  near  future.

Ed  Jenisen.  John  Wold  and  M.  M. 
Monson  have  just  returned  from  a 
hunting  exi>edltlon  up  in  the  vicinity 
of  Net  Lake,  sixty  miles  north  of 
Virginia,  and  report  a  pleasant  trip 
and  game  in  plenty.  They  succeeded 
In  bagging  a  number  of  ducks,  and 
spent   a   week   camping   at    the   lake. 

On  account  of  an  unfortunate  esca- 
pade, in  which  an  Indian  and  a  Min- 
noapolis  traveling  man  figured  re- 
cently, the  invaswn  of  the  Duluth 
men  upon  the  hunting  grounds  of  the 
Indians  of  th©  rt'servatlon,  near  the 
lake,  was  .somewhat  resented  by  the 
old  chief,  but  he  finally  came  around 
and  treated   the  nimrods  with   favor. 

It  appears  that  a  Minneapolis  travel- 
ing man  recently  spent  a  few  days  at 
Ne.t  lake,  and  engaged  an  Indian  to 
row  the  canoe  about  while  the  drum- 
mer sat  in  the  bow  on  the  look  out 
for   ducks. 

Suddenly  a  flock  of  ducks  arose  and 
the  excited  hunter  let  go  both  barrels, 
a  lot  of  fine  shot  striking  the  Indian 
in  the  back  of  the  head  and  toppling 
him  over  in  the  boat.  The  salesman 
v/as  almost  frigilitened  to  death,  but 
rowed  the  wounded  Indlln  to  shore, 
and  his  wounds  were  dressed.  He  re- 
covered, but  for  a  time  that  drummer 
had  difficulty  in  convincing  the  old 
chief  of  the  tribe  that  he  did  not  wil- 
fully take  a  .shot  at  his  companion. 

As  a  consequence,  the  pary  of  Du- 
luth hunters  were  looked  upon  with 
suspicion,  but  Jensen,  with  his  custo- 
mary convincing  arguments,  finally 
njade  the  old  chief  come  over  and  be 
friendly.  Baking  powder  salesman., 
who  don't  know  the  difference  between 
an  Indian's  head  and  a  flock  of  mal- 
lards, are  not  welcome  at  Net  laike, 
just   the  same. 

The  party  had  to  portage  their  boats 
over  from  Pelican  lake  to  Net  lake,  a 
distance  of  about  four  miles,  and  they 
pitched  their  camp  In  a  fine  spot  on 
the  pretty  sheet  of  water. 

The  lake  has  an  abundance  of  wild 
rioe  beds  and  the  Indians  make  a  sort 
of  bread  out  of  It,  which  was  pro- 
nounced palatable  by  the  local  hunt- 
ers. With  duoks,  deer,  and  other  game 
in  abundance,  and  the  fishing  excel- 
lent, the  lot  of  "Poor  Lo"  is  far  from 
an  unhappy  one  in  that  locality. 

There  are  ab<iut  400  Indians  on  the 
reservatioji,  and  the  government  agent 
made  things  plea.'?ant  for  the  visitors. 
The  old  chief  rules  his  village  with 
an  iron  hand,  nevetheless.  and  feels 
his  Importance,  according  to  those  who 
met    the   old   chap. 

The  Indians  have  become  sufficiently 
wise  to  the  white  man's  methods  to 
know  how  to  drive  a  goid  bargain, 
and  a  little  change  advanced  for  fav- 
ors   with    them    will    act    like    magic.

the  two  sisters  of  Mrs.  Hartje  and 
Thornus  Madine.  the  coachman  co-iv- 
spondent.  the  object  being  to  show,  it 
is  alleged,  that  the  respundeni  was 
guilty  of  the  charges  brought  against 
her  by  Hartje. 

The  letters,  said  to  have  been  writ- 
ten by  Mrs.  Hartje's  sisters,  are  ill 
said  to  contain  admissions  with  refe.'- 
ence  to  the  divorce  case.  Madine  is  also 
alleged  to  have  made  a  confession  to 
tho  attorneys  of  Mr.  Hartje  and  to  have 
turned  over  to  them  masses  of  docu- 
mentary evidence. 

D.  T.  Watson,  attorney  for  Mrs.  Hart- 
je. stated  today  that  the  alleged  let- 
ters have  no  bearing  on  the  case  and 
will  have  no  possible  influence  on  the 
final  outcome.

Chicago    and     Detroit 

Teams  Open  Great 

Series. 

Detroit  Fans  Interested 

in  Games  at  Clii- 

cago. 


Bvcry  baseball  fan  in  the  country 
turns  toward  Chicago  today.  Those  who 
cannot  get  to  the  Windy  City,  will 
•nxiously  watch  the  bulletin  boards  in 
hundreds  of  cities  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  eagerly  consume  every  scrap  of 
news,  which  ccwnes  over  the  wire.  In 
regard  to  the  first  game  between  the 
Detroit  team  of  the  American  league  and 
the  Chicago  team  of  the  National  league, 
for  the   championship   of   the  world. 

Advices  from  Chicago  early  today  were 
that  the  temperature  was  lov,',  but  it  did 
not  serve  to  put  a  frost  on  the  interest. 
The  crowds  will  be  record-breakers.  The 
ehort  distance  between  l>etroJt  and  Cni- 
cago  will  be  covei*ed  by  many  lietroit 
enthusiasts  find  from  towns  within  a 
radius  of  hundreds  of  miles  from  Chica- 
go, fan.¥  will  troop  in  to  see  the  world's 
greatest    teams   contest. 

It  Is  undfrstecd  that  Overall  will  work 
In  the  first  gauie  for  Chicago,  and  I>on- 
ovan  for  Deiro;t.  In  the  second  game, 
Mullin  is  slated  to  oppose  Pfeister  and  in 
the  third,  Siever  wiH  probably  be  sent 
against  Reulbach  or  Brown.  Chance  is 
countinjJT  on  se:idin.:?  Overall  back  for 
the  fourth  game,  if  he  pitches  good  ball 
today,  and  Jenni.'igs  wiil  do  the  same  by 
Donovan.  Chance  will  hold  Lundgreh 
and  Fraser  in  reserve,  while  Kiilian  may 
work   fer   Detroit   in  a  pinch. 

Duiulh  Is  net  shy  en  baseball  fans,  if 
one  may  judge  by  the  Interest  displayed 
In  the  worlds  series  and  in  the  Ameri- 
can le.igu'j  race  for  the  past  few  weeks. 
There  is  c-onsi'l^rable  betting  going  on 
and  it  is  nearly  all  at  even  money.  The 
Chicago  supporters  evidently  out  num- 
ber Jennings'  adhi^.rents.  but  they  are 
averse  to  backing  their  team  to  the  ex- 
lent  of  givinjT  odds.  A  few  bets  at  lO 
to  7  and  6  to  5  have  been  made,  but 
they  are  not  numerous  and  small  sums 
at  even  money  are  the  rule. 

Detroit  supporters  claim  that  under  the 
circumstances,  their  team  cannot  lose. 
They  had  to  fight  hard  to  gain  the  Am- 
erican league  pennant  and  they  are  nr.w 
Imbued  v.-ith  the  fighting  spirit,  which 
will  never  say  die.  Keyed  to  the  highest 
pitch,  they  are  at  their  best,  watching 
for  every  advantage  and  grasping  evrry 
opKTtunity.  Their  pitchers  snowed  the 
bett  form  for  the  vear  in  the  final  spurt 
of  the  American  league  race  anj  they 
think  tl-.ey  will  be  able  to  maintain  the 
pace   during  the   worlds  series. 

On  the  othfr  h;tnci,  they  claim,  the 
Cubs  have  had  a  runaway  race  and  it  has 
made  them  careless.  The  National 
league,  as  a  whole,  is  admittedly  weaker 
than  the  younger  organization,  and  the 
Cubs  have  had  less  formidable  opponents 
to  defeat  than  have  tb«  Tigers.  Chi- 
cago practically  had  the  pennnnt  cinched 
long  before  the  season  ended  and  they 
trotted  along  It-isurt-ly  for  the  past  few 
weeks.  Detroit  supporters  claim  that  this 
fact  would  tend  to  make  them  careless 
and  slow,  while  Chicago  adhtrents  claim 
the  rest  will  make  them  better. 

What  the  Cubs'  pitchers  will  do 
against  a  team  of  batters  like  Jennings 
has  is  a  question.  The  National  league 
has  few  great  batters  and  has  no  team 
with  a  collection  like  the  Tigers.  It  is 
claimed  that  (<verall,  Reulbach  and 
Brown  will  not  be  able  to  stand  up  be- 
fore men  like  Cf.bb,  Crawford,  Schmidt. 
Rossman  and  Sehaefer.  It  is  significant 
that  Chicago  had  a  harder  time  beating 
Pittsburg  this  past  season  than  any  other 
team,  and  Pittsburg  has  probably  the 
hardest  hitting  team  in  the  National 
league. 

On  the  other  hand.  "Wild  Bill"  Dono- 
van, Mullin.  Siever  and  Kiilian  have  been 
working  against  strong  teams  all  season. 
They  have  all  gradually  improved  until 
they  are  at  their  best. 

But  basebal  Is  an  uncertain  game  and 
either  te?m  may  spring  some  surprises. 
The  series  will  be  a  battle  of  giants,  the 
best  m  the  country  and  in  the  world  and 
Interest  In  the  games  may  well  run 
high.

National  Champion  Miss  Harriett  Cur-

Small  portholes  on  lake  passenger  and 
freight  steamers  may  be  a  thing  of  the 
past  within  another  year  If  the  plan  of 
Congressman  William  J.  Cary.  of  Wiscon- 
sin, is  productive  of  results.  He  will  try 
to  get  congress  to  pass  a  law  making  It 
compulsory  for  all  shipbuilders  to  con- 
struct larger  portholes. 

It  is  the  belief  of  Congressman  Caxy 
that  the  danger  of  loss  of  life  on  lake 
and  also  on  ocean  would  be  lessened  con- 
siderably if  the  portholes  were  of  a  larger 
size.  The  fate  of  the  four  members  of 
the  crew  and  passengers  on  the  steamer 
i  Naomi  la.st  spring  emphasized  this  and 
many  other  accidents  have  also  demon- 
strated that  the  small  portholes  are  dead- 
ly affairs  to  the.  men  on  board  a  ship. 

Mr.  Cary  is  now  conducting  correspond- 
ence with  shipbuilders,  engineers  and 
marine  experts  to  establish  his  theory 
to  a  certainty.  During  the  coming  ses- 
sion of  congress  he  expects  to  Introduce 
an  amendment  to  the  marine  laws  mak- 
ing the  construction  of  larger  portholes 
complsory.  H>;  thinks  that  they  should 
all  be  large  enough  at  least  for  a  man  to 
climb   through   in  time  of  danger. 

"Recent  accidents  on  the  lake  and  on 
the  ocean  have  shown  that  if  men  in  the 
hold  could  get  through  the  portholes  they 
would  have  some  chances  of  being 
saved."  said  Mr.  Cary,  recently.  "Where 
all  the  people  on  the  upper  part  of  the 
ships  have  been  saved  by  boats  in  the 
vicinity,  or  by  the  life  rafts,  the  men 
below  have  been  drowned  like  rats  in  a 
trap. 

■  These  men  In  the  hold  have  met  hor- 
rible death.s.  They  have  thrust  their 
heads  through  the  little  portholes  and 
cried  for  help  until  the  surging  waters 
drew  them  down.  If  the  portholes  were 
just  a  little  larger  these  men  could  have 
crawled  through  and  had  a  show  of  be- 
ing picked  up  m  the  water. 

"Even  if  the  men  who  crawled  through 

i  the    portholes    were    not    picked    up    by 

pari.^ing  steamers  or  life  boats,  their  deal  a 

i>y   drowning    would    be   far   less    horrible 

I  than    if    they    were   cooped    up   inside   the 

hold  of  the   i>oat. 

"Time  and  again  men  have  drowned 
just  because  they  couldn't  get  through 
portholes.  The  latest  acident  of  that 
kind  was  near  home,  tix>,  when  the  sand 
scow  H.  A.  Root  went  down  at  Kenosha. 
Bort holes  could  be  made  large  enough  to 
permit  a  man  to  escape  In  ca.se  of 
<?laaster,  and  they  could  be  provided 
with  water-tight  covers  to  be  opened  in 
emergencies  of  this  kind."

Philadelphia,  Oct.  8.— The  attorneys  rep- 
resenting both  sides  in  the  sensational 
Hartje  divorce  case  held  a  conference 
this  afternoon  to  select  a  day  on  which 
arguments  will  be  made  In  the  superior 
court  on  the  petition  on  behalf  of  Augus- 
tus Hartje  requesting  that  the  case  be  re- 
opened because  of  newly  discovered  evi- 
dence. The  date  to  be  fixed  Is  of  course, 
suhiect  to  the  approval  of  the  court. 

The  appeal  filed  by  Hartje  from  the 
verdict  of  the  Pittsburg  court  refusing  to 
grant  him  a  divorce  is  pending  in  the  su- 
perior court.  A  decision  in  the  case  was 
expected  yesterday,  but  the  application 
to  reopen  the  case  filed  In  chambers  Sat- 
urday probably  is  responsible  for  the  fail- 
ure of  the  court  to  announce  its  de- 
cision. 

Lawyers  appeared  before  the  superior 
court  "today  and  made  arguments  on  the 
appeal  of  William  D.  De  Cost,  a  negro 
tai'lor  of  Pittsburg,  who  was  convicted 
of  pc'rjury  in  testimony  given  in  one  of 
the  cases'growing  out  of  the  divorce  liti- 
gation. De  Cost  is  serving  an  imprison- 
ment of  tv.'o  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
The  charge  again.st  De  Cost  is  based  up- 
on testimony  he  gave  In  the  trial  of 
Clifford  Hooe,  the  negro  coachman,  who 
was  also  named  by  Hartje  as  c-orespon- 
dent.  Hooe  was  convicted  of  giving 
false  testimony  In  favor  of  the  husband 
during  the  divorce  suit.  De  Cost,  during 
the  Hoce  trial,  testified  that  a  white 
woman  came  to  his  tailoring  establish- 
ment and  had  shaken  hands  and  con- 
versed with  Hooe  and  that  the  latter  had 
Introduced  her  to  him  as  Mrs.  Hartje.  He 
subsequently  Identified  Mrs.  Hartje  In  the 
court  room  as  the  woman  who  visited  his 
place  of  business.  As  the  result  of  this 
testimony  he  was  indicted  for  perjury. 

In  the  argument  today,  counsel  for  the 
negro  contended  that  the  indictment  was 
defective  because  it  accused  him  of  one 
charge  of  perjury  and  De  Cost  was  con- 
victed of  another.  Counsel  laid  stress  on 
the  point  that  the  identification  of  Mrs. 
Hartje  in  court  was  merely  a  matter  of 
belief  and  that  if  he  was  mistaken  he 
did  not  commit  perjury.  Counsel  for 
Mrs.  Hartje  contended  that  the  identi- 
fication was  positive  and  direct  and 
therefore  De  Cost  was  guilty  of  perjury. 
"The  court  reversed  the  decision. 


PORTER  TRIED 
ON  TWO  CHARGES 


The  case  of  the  State  vs.  Henry- 
Walker,  charged  with  assault  and  with 
pointing  a  revolver  at  a  human  being, 
took  up  the  attention  of  the  municipal 
court  today. 

Walker  is  a  colored  man,  employed 
eus  porter  at  the  plant  of  ^tlhe  X>^uluth 
Brewing  company  and  about  two  weeks 
ago  had  aji  altercation  with  one  of 
the  men  during  the  noon  hour.  It  Is 
alleged  that  he  struck  the  complalnitig- 
witness,  Josepih  Sovczyk  over  the  head 
with  a  club,  and  then  threatened  others 
with  a  revolver,  which  he  procured 
from  the  offlc*. 

Walker  Was  arraigned  on  the  two 
counts  today,  the  cases  being  so  in- 
terwoven tlhat  the  attorneys  agreed  to 
the  jury  rende-rlng  two  separate  ver- 
dicts, the  cases  tried  as  one. 

The  complaining  witness  was  on  the 
stand  for  the  state  most  of  the  morn- 
ing, and  the  case  was  adjourned  until 
2   o'clock    this  afternoon.     It   is    being 
{  tried  before  a  jury,  and  a  verdict  may 
1  be     expected     today.      Walker,      it    is 
j  stated,  has  bet>n  a  trusted  employe  of 
j  the    company,    and    there    is    consider- 
able sympatiiy  for  him  among  his  em- 
ployers.    The  trouble  arose,  it  is  stat- 
ed,   over   Walker's   refusing   to   give   a 
son  of  Sovczyk  a  glass  of  beer  for  his 
father  during  the  noon  hour.

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WEATHER  MOVES  IN  CYCLES. 
Chicago  Tribune:  In  1913  the  weather 
will  be  as  it  was  in  1878  or  thereabouts. 
Prof.  E.  A.  Oregory,  of  Queen's  college, 
l^ndon,  notes  that  the  cycle  of  thirty- 
five  years  shown  by  solar  phenomena 
corresponds  exactly  with  a  cycle  of 
weather  changes  on  this  earth  of  ours. 
Prof.  E.  Bruckner  discovered  some  few 
years  ago  that  there  is  a  periodic  var- 
iation in  climate  over  the  whole  earth, 
the  average  length  being  al>out  thirty-five 
years.  No  matter  what  weather  obser- 
vations are  examined.  In  the  tropics  or 
In  polar  regions,  a  variation  In  a  cycle  of  ! 
thirty-five  years  can  be  detected  in  them. 
Rainfall,  pressure  and  temperature,  the 
movement  of  glaciers,  frequency  of  sev- 
ere winters,  or  the  height  of  rivers,  lakes 
or  inland  seas,  all  vary  year  by  year. 
But  neglecting  Individual  years.  It  is 
found  that  the  conditions  for  about  sev- 
enteen years  are  l)elow  the  average,  wnlle 


for  the  next  seventeen  years  they  ar« 
above  the  average.     Taking  several  years 

together,  it  is  believed  that  the  rainfall 
will  be  more  than  usual  until  about  the 
year  1913,  just  as  it  was  thirty-five  years 
ago— in  the  seventies  of  the  last  century. 
On  the  average  we  may  expect  that  dur- 
ing the  next  ten  years  the  pressure  will 
be  below  the  normal  and  the  rainfall  will 
bo  below  the  normal.  Here  then  Ib  a 
clew  to  a  well  marked  cycle  of  change  In 
terrestrial  and  solar  meteorology.  It  is 
a  cycle  of  about  thirty-five  years,  that 
is.  about  three  of  the  eleven-year  perioda 
of  sunsi)ot  frequency.  In  a  period  of  a 
little  more  than  eleven  years  spots  upon 
thv»  sun  wax  and  wane  in  number  and 
extent.  This  eleven-year  period  Is  of  de- 
finite character.  The  magnetic  conditions 
of  the  earth  vary  in  precisely  the  sam« 
cycle.  At  the  present  time  the  sun  is  la 
a  condition  of  maximum  activity.

CRIMES  ONE  SURE  REWARD. 

Metropolitan  Magazine:  Cannot  the 
solution    of    the    problem    be    found    in 

Itself?  Why  do  men  become  criminals? 
In  many  instances  because  they  have 
a  grudge  against  society,  and  in  a  much 
larger  number  because  they  believe 
that  the  returns  are  higher  in  propor- 
tion to  their  efforts  than  they  can 
find  in  any  othtr  and  more  honorable 
walk  of  life.  The  Increase  of  the 
eflRciency  of  the  police  forces  and  de- 
tective bureaus  throughout  the  country 
and  the  doing  away  of  any  sugges- 
tion of  collusion  between  those  who 
war  against  society  and  society's  pro- 
tectors should  tend  to  show  a  com- 
plimentary decrease  in  the  number  of 
criminals. 

How  many  young  men  of  lose  morals 
who  for  the  first  time  face  tempta- 
tion would  fall  and  begin  criminal 
careers  if  they  realized  the  appalling 
chance.s  in  favor  of  their  incarceration 
by  the  state  and  the  loss  of  their 
citizenship?  The  lure  of  crime  lies  In 
the  vast  profits  which  embyro  criminals 
foolishly  believe  are  to  be  derived  there- 
from; but  from  a  purely  economic 
standpoint  are  the  profits  commensur- 
ate with  the  risks?  Day  by  day  the 
courts  condemn  and  incarcerate  able- 
bodied  men  who  might  be  working  to 
good  advantage  and  improving  the 
standard  of  citizenship  all  through  the 
country.  To  array  against  this  great 
army,  how  many  criminals  are  there 
who  have  profited  by  their  crimes  and 
have  kept  their  personal  liberty  and 
their    citizenship? 

If  the  fact  were  widely  realized 
througout  the  country,  that  any  busi- 
ness, however  small,  pays  better  than 
crime,  would  not  our  correctionary 
problem  be  nearing  Its  solution?  It  is 
believed  that  activity  along  this  line 
by  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
lessening  and  final  extinguishing  of 
crime  in  this  country  will  do  much  to 
solve  the  problem. 


FRENCH  TROOPS 
ARE  AMBUSHED 

Cavalry  Are  Attacked  by 

Moors  at  Guerbal 

Hill. 

Oran,  Algeria,  Oct.  9. — A  French 
reconnoitering  column  consisting  of 
two  companies  of  sharpshooters  and  a 

squadron  of  Sheais  and  Algerian  irregu- 
lar  cavalrj-   combined,    was   ambushed 
yesterday   at   Guerbol   hill,   about   nine 
miles    from    Oudja,    Morocco,    by    war- 
riors of  the  Beni  Snassen  tribe  under 
the    command    of    Mohammed    Sazah. 
The  attack  of  the  Moors  was  rei>ulsed, 
but  the  French  troops  lost  two  Sheais 
killed  and   two   sharpshooters  wound- 
ed.    In  addition  a  score  of  horses  be- 
j  longing     to     the     French     cavalrymen 
I  were    killed.      A    column      of      French 
'  troops    has   been    sent    from    Oudja    to 
I  protect  the  Angad     tribe     and     other 
I  tribesmen  who  are  threatened  with  ex- 
,  termination    by    warriors    of   the    Beni 
('  Snassen  tribe. 


Paris,  Oct.  9. — The  official  reports 
received  by  the  French  government 
regarding  the  ^ghting  at  Oudja  shov. 
that  a  Moorish  tribe  con.cisting  of  100 
horsemen  was  threatening  the  Angads, 
who  were  camped  northwest  of  Oudja, 
on  account  of  the  latter's  friendly  dis- 
position towards  the  French. 

The  French  commander  thereupon 
sent  a  column  of  troops  to  protect  the 
Angads  and  despatched  emissaries  in 
advance  of  the  troops  in  order'to  as- 
certain the  intentions  of  the  hostile 
tribe.  The  latter,  who  belonged  to 
the  Beni  Snassen  and  Ouled  Spahis 
tribes.  Insulted  the  emissaries  of  the 
French  who  were  thereupon  formed  up 
in  battle  order.  While  the  Ouled  Spahis 
were  still  negotiating  with  the  emis- 
saries, who  consisted  of  a  few  ir- 
regular cavalrymen  in  the  French  .ser- 
vice, a  shot  was  fired  at  the  Spahis, 
Avho  replied,  driving  the  Ouled  Spahis 
to  seek  refuge  behind  the  Gierbo  hill. 
Suddenly  a  cross  fire  was  opened  on 
the  French  troops  and  a  regular  en- 
gagement followed,  lasting  four  hour.?, 
at  the  end  of  which  the  Moors  were 
completely  defeated.  They  left  a 
number  of  dead   on   the  field.

ture, by  adding  onto  the  trading  floor. 

The  archittcts  are  going  ahead  with 
the  plans  exactly  as  outlined  by  the 
board  to  them,  when  the  proposition 
was  voted  upon. 

More  room  is  needed  to  accommodate 
the  firms  in  the  board  of  trade,  and 
as  the  new  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  now 
impairs  the  light  in  the  present  trading 
floor,  six  additional  stories  will  be 
erected  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  with 
I  a  new  trading  floor  on  the  two  top 
stones.

Manila,  is  only  one  of  the  interesting  , 
traditions  recorded  by  Dr.  Bcrthoid  L.au-  j 
ftr  in  a  paper  jxist  publit-hed  hy  the  i 
Smithsonian  institution.  Entitled  "The  [ 
Relation  of  the  Chinese  to  the  Philippine  < 
Islatids,"  th<-  account  is  based  upon  a  ! 
study  uf  original  official  Chinese  docu-  ] 
ments,  which  contain  much  material  rela-  j 
tlve  to  the  early  history  of  the  Philippines 
hitherto  unpublished  in  any.  but  the  1 
Chinese  language.  Philippine"  historians,  j 
so  far  as  Is  known,  have  without  excep- 
tion to  the  present  time  gained  tlielr  in- 
formation   from    early    Spanith    eourcts. 

In  connection  with  the  founding  of 
Manila,  the  tradition  recorded  in  the 
official  annals  of  the  king  dynasty  is 
translated  by  Dr.  Laufer  as  follows: 

"The  Spanish  Franks  surpassed  the  peo- 
ple of  Luzon  in  strength,  and  for  a  long 
time  interchanged  commerce  with  them. 
When  they  perceived  that  the  country 
was  weak  and  could  be  occupied,  they 
bestowed  rich  presents  on  the  king  and 
demanded  a  plot  of  land  as  big  as  an  ox 
hide  for  building  houses  and  I'ving  there.  • 
The  king  did  not  suspect  any  trickery,  I 
and  assented.  These  men  thereupon  cut  j 
the  hide  of  an  ox  into  narrow  strips,  ! 
pieced  these  together  until  they  extend- 
ed  the  length  of  a  thousand  fathoms,  and 
in  this  way  encompassed  the  whole  land 
of  Luzon,  which  they  then  claimed.  In 
accordJince  with  their  agreement.  The 
king  was  exceedingly  taken  aback,  but 
as  he  had  already  given  his  promise,  there 
was  no  way  out  of  It  but  to  yield  10 
their  demand.  „Thus  these  men  obtained 
tlie  land,  erectf-d  houses,  and  built  a  city, 
here  th»y  planted  fire  arm>--  and  sale 
Buardt-d  it  against  the  attacks  of  high- 
waymen. Finally  they  took  advantage  of 
the  king's  unjireparedness,  came  upon 
him  unawares,  killed  him  and  his  people, 
and  took  their  ct>untry,  the  name  of 
which  was  thencelorth  Luzon-Sranisii- 
FiaiikL=.' 

The  date  of  the  appearance  of  the 
Spaniards  in  Philippine  waters  is  here 
given  as  1573,  eighty-one  vears  after  the 
discovery  of  America  and  thirty-four 
years  before  the  first  settlement  by  the 
English  at  Jamestown. 

This  acount  of  Philippine  history  is  a 
narrative  of  embassies  and  quairtls,  of 
voyages  of  discovery  and  massacres  by 
natives  and  others.  As  early  as  the  be- 
ginning of  the  thirteenth  century,  250 
years  before  the  Spaniards  came  to  the 
Orient,  ahe  Chinese  knew  about  Spain. 
A  member  of  the  Imperial  family  at  thii^ 
time,  collector  of  customs  at  an  import- 
ant Chinese  port,  wrote  a  book  upon  In- 
formation gamed  from  Indian.  Persian, 
Assyrian  and  Arabian  merchants,  in 
which  he  described  Spain  and  Portugal. 
Tlie  island  of  Luzon,  of  coarse,  was 
known  to  them  long  before  the  Spaniards 
reached  the  Orient  and  while  America 
was  ruled  by  the  ancestors  of  the  In- 
dians. Not  until  1372.  however,  says  the  | 
historian,  did  the  first  embassy  from  the 
Philippines  arrive  in  China  with  tributes, 
but  this  fact  points  to  a  long  commer- 
cial intercourse  between  the  two  peo- 
ples. 

Here  is  a  thirteenth  century  Chinese 
description  of  what  has  been  recognized 
as  several  of  the  Philiipine  islands,  one 
of   them   probably   Luzon: 

■"On   each   island   lives  a  different   tribe. 
Each   tribe  consists  of  about  a   thousand 
families.      As    soon     as    a    foreign      ship 
comes   in   sight,    the   natives   approach   it 
to    barter.     They    live    In    rush   huts.     As 
there    are    no    springs    in    the    mountains, 
the    women    carry    two    or    three    jugs    at 
the  same    time   on   their   heads,    in    which 
they  fetch  water  from  the  springs  in  the  , 
plain,  and  with  this  load  they  ascend    the 
mountains  as  easily  as  if  thev  were  walk- 
ing   on    level    ground.      In    tlie    most    hid- 
den    valeys    live     people     called     Hai-tan 
(Negritos).      They    are    of    small    stature, 
have     round    brown    eves      and      frizzled  ■ 
hair     and     their     teeth      shine     between  1 
their  lips.     They  live  high  up  In  the  tops  i 
of  trees,   where   they  dwell   in  families  of  ' 
from   three   to  five  individuals.     Crawling  i 
through   the   thickets  of   the  forests,   they  I 
shoot  from  ambush  at  passers-by;  where-  ' 
fore    thoy    are    much    dreaded;  "but    if    a  j 
porcelain    cup    is    thrown    towards    them  • 
they   rush   on   it.    shouting    with  joy.    and  ' 
escape  with  their  spoil."  t 

Perhaps  a  still  earlier  official  mention 
of  Filipinos,  says  Dr.  Haufer.  is  the  fol- 
lowing: i 

"Near  the  Formosans  is  the  land  of  the  '■ 
Pi-sia-ye  (Visava>.  whose  language  is  not  '■ 
understood.      They    go    naked,    and    from  j 
the  way   they   stare,   one   would   say   thev 
are    not    like   other  people.     In   the   latter  I 
part   of  the   twelfth   cenury,   the  chief  of  1 
nat     country    daringly     took     some     hun- 
dreds   of    his    men    and    appeared    in    the 
Bay  of  Puhklen  Province.    In  several  vil-  i 
lages  they  committed  outrages   and   mur-  { 
der.       In     their     plundering     they     looked  i 
rhiofly    for    Iron    implements,    spoons    and 
t hop-slicks.      When      people      shut      their  ! 
doors,    they    desisted,    and    only    cut    oft 
the    rings    of      the      door-knobs.      When  ! 
spoons    and    chop-sticks    were    thrown    to 
them,     they     stooped     to      gather      them.  I 
When  they  saw  a  rider  clad  in  iron,  they  j 
struggled    among    themselves    to    cut    off 
his  armor,   then  Joining  forces,  they  slew 
him    mercilessly.      In    close    combat    they 
availed    themselves    of    spears,    to    which  1 
a   rope   (>t   more    than   a    hundred    feet   in  ■ 
length     was     attache-d.     with      which      to  | 
handle   the   weapon,   for  they  saved   their  ! 
iron    and    do    not     recklessly     throw      It 
asld*-.     They   had   no   boats   or   oars,   but  j 
rafts  made  of  bamboo  poles  tied  together.  '• 
Hurriedly   they   carried   these   off  jointly,  < 
set  them  afloat,  and  disappeared."  I 

The   Interesting   story   of    a    big   voyage 
of    discovery     into     the      Indian      ocean, 
many    times    more    stupendous    than    the  ! 
trip  of  Columbus,  Is  told  as  follows:  j 

"In  1407  Chang-ho   undertook  a  memor-  j 
able   expedition,    accompanied    by   a    fleet 
of    sixty-two    large    ships,    carrying   27.80*} 
soldiers,    and    on    his    crusades    repeated 
several  times  in  the  space  of  about  thirty 
years,    he   visited    a    number   of   countries  . 
in   the   Indian  Ocean   as  far  as  the  Ara- 
bian gulf,  and  obtained  the  nominal  alle-  • 
giance  of  their  rulers. 

"Then  Vasco  de  Gama  had  not  yet  navi-  ! 
gated    around    the    Cape    of    Good    Hope; 
no  European  sail  had  vet  been  visible  on 
the   Pacific  and   Indian   oceans,   of  which 
the  Chinese  and  the  Arabs   were  the  un-  , 
restricted  masters  and  the  only  represen-  : 
tatlves    of    an    immense    trade.    It    there-  ; 
fore    seems    not    impossible    that    In    that  j 
great    age    of    maritime    discoveries    the  I 
enterprising    emperor     had    set     his    eyes  I 
Philippineward  and  had  won  a  temporary  ; 
nominal  suzerainty  over  the  native  tribes  ] 
of  Luzon." 

Ref^^renoe  Is  made  to  a  daring  plan  con- 
celved    by    the    Spanish    governor    of    the 
Philippines  in  the  latter  part  of  the  six- 
teenth   century    to    capture    and    govern ' 
the    whole    of    China.    Another    governor  i 
in  15S3  by  cruel  treatment  of  the  Chinese' 
In  the  Island,  brought  on  a  revolt  which  , 
resulted    In      his    assassination.    To      this 
Spanish  treatment  Dr.   Laufer  partly  at-  ■ 
tributes  the  policy  of  the  Chinese   in  tho 
following  centuries   to   exclude    as   far  as  I 
pcissible  all  foreigners  from  their  shores. 
"Indeed,   if  we  would  fully  grasp   the  In- 
nermost  causes   of    the    Boxer    rebellion," 
he   savs,    "we   must    go   back   to   the    his-  i 
tori  of  the  relations  of  the  Spaniards  to  ■ 
the   Chinese   In   the   Philippines."'  1 

Very  early  in  the  seventeenth  century,  ; 
an  historic  expedition  In  search  ot  an  ,' 
island  of  gold  In  the  Philippine  group, 
according  to  the  Chinese  documents,  was 
mistaken  by  the  Spaniards  and  natives 
as  an  invasion  of  their  territory.  In  the 
resulting  battles  25.(00  were  kilhd.  and 
the   golden   Lsland   was  still  unfound.  1 

From    the    time    of    this    disastrous    ex-  ' 
pedition  to  the  present  century,  the  stor>' 
is  one  of     acontlnual  series  of  massacres  i 
and    resettlements.    Beginning    after     the 
first    big    mas.^acre,    the    later    history    Is  1 
summarized  by  Dr.   Laufer.  as   follows:     j 

"Nevertheless      the      Chinese     appeared  1 
ag.aln.    and    their    settlement    was    again  ' 
tolerated.    However,    great    the   hatred   of  | 
the    Spaniards    and    the    Filipinos    toward  1 
them    was.    they    were    conscious    of    the 
fact    that    without   Chinese   trade   and   in- 
dustry   the    Philippines    could    not    exist. 
Since  the  seventeenth  century  the  Philip-  j 
pines  have   been   In  decadence,   owing   to  j 
the  declme  of  Spanish  power.    The   con- 1 


seejuence  was  that  Manila  lost  Us  attrac- 
tions lor  the  big  Chinese  capitalistH,  who 
preferred  to  invest  their  money  in  the 
tlourishing  Dutch  colonies,  and  that  after 
the  second  half  of  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries  'the  Chinese  immi- 
grants came  frcm  tbe  lowest  ciasss  of 
tho  coast  population  of  Kuangiung  and 
Fuhkien— 'poor  devils,*  whose  capital  waa 
made  up  of  diligence  and  thrift  oni>. 
In  17(©  the  Chinese  were  banished  from 
Manila  under  the  pretext  that  they  were 
carrying  off  the  public  wealth;  but  they 
did  not  hesitate  to  come  back  again.  In 
the  course  of  the  eighteenth  century  they 
settled  down  also  In  the  smaller  places  on 
the  Island  of  Luzon.  In  1747  a  royal  01  der 
for  their  final  expulsion  arrived  from 
Madrid,  the  execution  of  which  was  sus- 
pe.uded.  When,  the  British,  in  1762  cap- 
tured Manila  and  demanded  the  surrend- 
er of  the  islands,  the  Chine.'^e  all  joined 
the  English.  The  governor,  Senor  Anda, 
then  gave  the  order  'All  Chinese  on  the 
Island  to  be  hanged,"  which  was  con- 
scientiously carried  Into  effect.  Many 
Chinese  retreated  with  the  English  after 
thej-  had  returned  Manila  to  the  Spani- 
ards on  the  e-onclusion  of  peace.  Never- 
theless the  Chinese  district  was  populated 
again  during  the  next  few  years,  though 
orders  were  issued  from  Madrid  not  to 
tolerate  any  settlement  of  Chinese  at 
Manila.  This,  like  all  subsequent  ordi- 
nances of  Spain,  was  entirely  futile  in 
checking  Chinese  Immigration,  which  con- 
tinued, in  fact,  until  the  end  of  Spanish 
rule  on  the  islands."' 

To  complete  his  study  Dr.  Laufer  has 
gathered  together  from  Chinese  sources 
much  material  of  Intertst  to  the  stu- 
dent of  the  physical  man  and  his  cus- 
toms. He  has  also  gathered  data  con- 
cerning methods  and  articles  of  trade 
between  the  Chinese  and  tlie  Filipinos. 

A  GREAT  DETECTIVL 

Recovered  Property  Worth  Ten  Million 
Dollars  and  Arrested  3,000  Men. 

Ten  million  dollars'  worth  of  stoleu 
prt>perty  recovered  and  3.W.XJ  men  arrested 
-  among  them  many  of  the  cleverest  an  1 
most  desperate  criminals  ot  modern  times. 
Tl  at  16  a  record  which,  shared  between 
half  a  dozen  detectives,  would  suflice  tn 
g.ve  each  c  ne  of  them  a  claim  to  more 
than  ordinal  y  distinction.  Considered  as 
the  work  of  one  man  alone,  it  stamps  In- 
spector John  Walsh,  the  famous  Scotland 
Yard  sleuth,  as  a  veritable  Napoleon  of 
hio  profession,  says  the  New  York  Press. 

Thirty  years  of  Mr.  WaL-^lis  life  have 
gone  to  the  compilatjc-n  of  this  rec-ord, 
in  the  course  of  which  incidentally  he  has 
been  brought  face  to  face  with  death 
more  than  a  score  of  ^Imes.  And  now  he 
has  retired  from  official  service  to  es- 
tablish an  International  detective  bureau, 
fi>r.  with  all  his  gorgeous  opportunities, 
he  has  never  "feathered  hi*  own  nest  "—a 
fact  which  would  assuredly  give  him  an- 
other claim  to  distinction  had  his  career 
lain  In  America. 

He  told  me  something  of  his  life  story 
jesterday.  and  I  found  it  f&r  more  fascin- 
ating and  interesting  than  any  detective 
work  of  liction.  It  deals  with  thrilling 
adventures  and  hairbreadth  escapes  and 
captures  of  world-famous  criminals.  It 
brings  one  in  contact  with  royalty— with 
the  sovereign  of  nearly  every  nation  in 
Europe.  It  takes  one  scurrying  over  the 
world  in  pursuit  of  murderers,  counter- 
felten?.  forgers,  dynamiters  and  Anarch- 
ists. Told  in  detail  it  would  make  a  most 
interesting  book,  but  I  have  space  only 
for  a  brief  chapter. 

Mr.  Walsh  is  a  big  man.  He  stands  *lx 
feet  two  inches  and  tips  the  scales  at  225 
pounds.  He  Is- an  Irishman  by  birth,  with 
the  tvpical  Irishman's  love  of  lighting, 
for  a"s  he  told  of  his  "scraps"  with 
criminals  one  could  not  help  perceiving 
that  he  rather  enjoyed  these  contests.  His 
eyes  are  small  and  have  the  eiulck  all- 
embracing  glance  of  the  highly  trained 
stalker  of  criminals.  His  shoulders, 
slightlv  stooped,  suggest  great  physical 
strength.  Hands  that  are  large  and  mus- 
cu'ar  and  wrists  that  are  square  btar  out 
this  impression.  Altogether  he  Is  a  for- 
midable  figure. 

By  way  of  drawing  Mr.  Walsh  out  1 
mentioned  the  well  known  fact  that  Sher- 
lock Holmes  had  very  little  respect  for 
Scotland  Yard  and  Its  methods.  Mr. 
Walsh   smiled   broadly    as  he  said: 

"I  have  very  great  admiration  for  Sir 
Arthur  Conan  Doyle.  He  has  a  wonder- 
ful imagination;  but  it  is  foolish  to  com- 
pare his  creation,  Sherlock  Holmes,  with 
lh»  detective  of  today.  Everybody  must 
know  that  Holmes"  key8~«re  made  to  fit 
his  own  locks.  But  Mr:  Holmes  and  his 
methods  in  real  life,  pitted  against  a 
Ecotland  Yard  man,  would  not  be  one. 
two.   three." 

Mr.  Walsh  Is  probably  the  most  famous 
protector  of  royalty  In  the  world.  He  is 
the  favorite  of  kings,  of  queens  and 
princes.  Immediately  upon  their  landlna: 
In  England  for  many  years  past  it  ha^ 
been  the  practice  of  the  British  authorl- 
tiec  to  deliver  royal  visltrt"s  into  the  care 
of  Inspector  Walsh.  It  speaks  volumes 
for  the  thoroughness  of  his  work  that 
harm  has  never  befallen  a  royal  person 
upon  whom  he  wag  in  attendance. 

So  highly  is  he  esteemed  by  royalties 
that  the  decorations  'he  has  received 
from  them  would  cover  his  own  un- 
usually broad  chest.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Order  of  Christ  of  Portugal,  a  gift 
of  the  king  of  that  country;  a  Chevalier 
of  the  Isabel  de  Catolic.  one  of  the  high- 
est honors  at  the  disposal  of  the  king 
of  Spain;  a  member  of  the  Order  of 
Merit  of  Greece,  a  present  from  the 
king  of  Greece.  Among  his  gifts  from 
rovalty  are  a  valuable  pin  from  the  Ger- 
man emperor,  a  pin  and  studs  from  the 
czar  of  Russia,  a  gold  vatch  and  chain 
from  the  king  of  Italy,  sleeve  links  car- 
rying the  royal  monogram  and  a  check 
for  J250  from  the  king  of  Portugal,  a 
gold  watch  from  the  prince  of  Bulgaria, 
a  diamond  and  emerald  pin  carrying  the 
royal  initials  and  crown*  ftom  the  king 
of  Spain,  sleeve  links  from  the  latter's 
mother,  Princess  Henry  of  Battenberg; 
numerous  presents  from  the  late  Queen 
Victoria,  and  a  gold  watch  and  chain 
from  the  dowager  empress  of  Russia. 
Upon  all 'these  royal  personages  he  has 
been  in  attendance  during  their  visits  to 
England. 

"Royalties,  and  especially  reigning  sov- 
ereigns, are  in  receipt  of  hundreds  of 
threatening  letters  every  week.  "  said  Mr. 
Walsh.  "Little  or  no  attention  is  paid  to 
the  grreat  majority  of  them.  The  late 
Queen  Victoria  received  a  great  many, 
but  I  know  she  was  in  no  fear  of  assas- 
sination. I  remember  arresting  one  man 
who  wrote  to  her  threatening  to  shoot 
her  at  the  first  opiportunlty.  This  man 
had  been  in  an  Ineane  asylum  for  seven 
years  after  shooting  a  man,  and  one  day 
got  away  from  his  attendants.  I  traced 
him  from  a.  description  and  his  letter 
and  landed  him  in  the  asylum  again.  I 
believe  he  really  intended  to  shoot  the 
queen. 

"Royalty  is  not  guarded  as  strongly  as 

Is  the  common  belief.  Usually  two  men 
are  assigned,  except  In  special  cases.  For 
Instance,  when  the  czar  of  Russia  visit- 
ed England,  all  the  available  men  at 
Scotland  Yard  were  sent  out  to  be  in 
personal  attendance  upon  him.  His  guard 
consisted  of  ten  detectives  in  addition  to 
his  personal   staff. 

"I  have  been  in  many  tight  places,  but 
I  think  the  adventure  that  brought  my 
life  into  most  peril  was  the  arrest  of  a 
gang  of  safe  breakers  in  the  old  Seven 
Dials,  in  the  early  days  of  my  career. 
I  was  attached  to  the  Bow  Street  sta- 
tion. The  Seven  Dials  In  those  days  was 
one  of  the  "Vi-orst,  if  not  the  very  worst 
place  for  criminals  in  the  world.  Every 
type   of  crook   sought   refuge  there. 

"One  of  the  worst  gAngs  of  this  dis- 
trict Included  among  others  probably  the 
most  desperate  special  safe  man  in  the 
history  of  crime.  "Blinkey  Tim,"  Davey, 
and  his  partner,  Morrison.  The  gang 
had  committed  a  series  [of  tt^Jd  and  suc- 
cessful robberies  In  th^  NoHh  of  Eng- 
land, and  had  come  to  the  Seven  Dials 
to  enjoy  the  proceeds.  .1  noUced  I>avey 
at  a  race  meet  very  flaihlly  dressed  and 
with  plenty  of  money,  tj  was  known  to 
him.  so  1  put  another  inan  on  to  him 
and  he  was  followed  to  a  hoiise  in  King's 
Cross.  Subsequent  watching  showed  that 
the  men  entered  the  house  only  from 
the  rear,   the  front  belnjf  perfectly  dark. 

"We   finally    decided   upon  a  raid,   and

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three  of  us  repaired  to  the  house  one 
night  after  Davey  had  been  followed 
there.

"Davey  was  eventually  Identified  as  the 
man  who  during  a  burglary  In  Birming- 
ham shot  twice  at  a  man  and  wounded 
him  in  the  shoulder.  He  and  another  of 
the  gang  got  fifteen  years,  another  ten 
and  another  seven.  Jerry  Schriven.  the 
remaining  member,  was  turned  over  to 
the  LiverpeKJl  police,  who  had  something 
against  him. 

"From  an  address  book  I  found  among 
Daveys  things  I  rounded  up  'Plumby' 
Jacobs,  one  of  the  most  notorious  re- 
ceivers of  stolen  goods  In  the  count rv. 
and  recovered  about  $50,000  worth  of 
stolen   goods. 

'Another  case  In  which  I  had  a  very 
narrow  escape  was  the  arrest  of  one 
Dempsey,  who  was  wanted  for  hlghw^ay 
robbery.  He  held  up  a  man,  robbed  him 
of  $250  and  a  watch  and  chain,  and  left 
him  in  such  a  condition  that  his  life  was 
despaired  of  for  some  time  afterward.  I 
located  Dempsey  In  a  house  In  Queen's 
street,  In  Seven  Dials,  and  decided  to  ar- 
rest him  there.  He  got  the  tip  from  some 
one,  and  was  prepared.  Two  of  his  pals 
stationed  themselves  on  the  roof  of  the 
house  adjoining  his,  and.  as  I  passed 
below,  let  a  coping  weighing  about  ;»0 
pounds  come  down.  It  missed  me  by  a 
couple  of  inches  and  a  flying  piece  broke 
the  leg  of  a  man  at  my  side.

"What  do  I  consider  my  best  job?"  said 
Mr.  Walsh,  in  answer  to  a  question  of 
mine.  "It  is  hard  to  say,  but  perhaps  the 
arrest  of  the  Russian  rouble  note  counter- 
feiters deserves  tliat  distinction.  Thou- 
sands of  these  notes  were  put  in  circula- 
tion on  the  continent  by  a  gang  composed 
of  Russians  and  Poles  to  the  number  of 
ten.  living  in  Paris,  Berlin,  Vienna  and 
Amsterdam.  So  very  clever  were  they 
that  they  successfully  defied  detection  for 
many  months.

Shippers  and  Receivers 
Weary  of  Many  Acci- 
dents at  Bridges. 

Duluth  iobbers  and  members  of  the 
board  of  trade  are  becoming  weary  of 
the  unceasing  collisions  the  big  boats 
plying  the  harjaor  are  having  with 
wharves  and  bridges.  The  jobbers  arc 
petitioning  MaJ.  Graham  D.  Fitch,  United 
States  government  engineer,  and  the 
memt>er3  of  the  board  of  trade  are 
thinking  of  doing  likewise,  a.sking  him 
if  a  ruling  cannot  be  made  compelling 
the  larger  boats  to  use  tugs  when  going 
In  or  out  of  the  upper  basin. 

They  feel  that  if  the  boats  used  tugs, 
the  danger  of  the  costly  accidents  that 
have  happened  at  this  port  would  be  les- 
-sened.  The  Inces.sant  hitting  of  bridge* 
and  docks  by  one  boat  or  another  Is  con- 
tinually  delaying  .shipping. 

The  result  of  the  collision  at  the  North- 
ern Pacific  bridge  last  week  is  being  felt 
tremendously  by  the  shipping  interests. 
Freight  business  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lake.^  has  been  badly  tied  up  by  the  car 
congestion  which   resulted.

Another  big  lake  carrier  will  get  its 
flrat  plurtg ;  into  the  waters  of  the  Supe- 
rior harbor  in  a  couple  of  weeks  wht.*n 
the  new  steamer  H.  B.  Bope  will  be 
launched  at  the  shipyat'd.  This  is  the 
third  new  boat  which  will  have  been 
launched  at  the  Superior  yard  of  the 
American  Shipbuilding  company  this  sea- 
eon. 

The  da:e  for  the  launching  has  been 
practically  decided  upon  and  the  big 
boat  will  slide  from  the  ways  two  weeks 
from  today,  Oct.  -a.  The  planning  of  the 
details  of  the  launching  have  not  yet 
b^en  decided  upon,  but  the  shipyard  of- 
ficials and  the  Owners  of  tho  new  boat 
are  making  the  arrangements. 

Construction  work  on  the  Hope  was 
started  about  the  middle  of  last  June, 
but  rot  niuch  was  done  until  the  Ward 
Ames  was  launched  in  the  middle  of  Au- 
gust. Since  then  the  work  has  beea 
rushed  and  t^e  boat  is  now  ready  to 
take  to  the  water.  The  Bope  h*  to  be  boi 
feet  in  length,  56  feet  beam  and  W  feel 
deep.  She  is  practically  a  .ulster  ship  to 
tlve  Ward  Ames  although  as  the  Ward 
Ames  was  built  first,  some  iniprove- 
m&nts  have  been  added  to  the  Bope. 

The  new  steamer  U  being  built  f»r  the 
Wolvin  interests  and  a  new  company  luis 
been  created  to  operate  her  to  be  known 
as  the  Standard  Steamship  company  of 
this  city.  The  Wolvin  company  will 
have  charge  of  the  launching  and  it  Is 
expected  there  will  be  a  big  party  of 
Duluth  people  to  witness  the  big  vessel 
strike   the  water. 

Already  this  year  twenty-seve>n  new 
freighters  have  gone  into  commission  in 
ttto  Lake  Superior  trade  and  several 
more  will  be  ready  before  the  end  of  the 
season.  They  have  a  conVbined  length 
of  more  than  H.OW  feet  or  about  two 
and  two-thirds  miles.  Several  of  th^ 
new  boats  are  in  the  600-foot  class, 
twelve  have  a  length  of  between  500 
and  bOi)  feet,  aeven  are  between  400  feet 
and  roo  feet  and  the  Canadian,  ^vhich 
was  built  at  Newcastle.

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Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Oct.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Ten  years  ago  John  R.

Lee,  himself,  is  reticent  in  regard  to 
his  past,  but  friends  of  his  relatives,  who 
live  in  Minneapolis,  say  that  the  man's 
voice  failed  him  ten  years  ago,  and 
that  since  that  time  It  has  been  hard 
to  make  a  living  for  himself  and  an 
invalid  sister,  who  lives  in  Minneapolis. 
For    the    last    eight    years    Lee    has    been 

living  in  Seattle,  and  about  a  year  ago 
he  came  to  Minneapolis,  summoned  by 
the  report  that  his  sister's  condition  was 
serious.  Hard  pressed  for  money  and 
unalde  to  find  work,  the  man,  whose 
singing  had  caused  the  applause  of  thou- 
sands, forged  a  check  for  112.50  on  the 
Union  Scrap  Iron  &  Metal  company.  This 
was  On  Aug.  24,  and  Lee  was  arrested 
shortly  afterward.  He  has  been  unable 
to  secure  bail,  and  he  withdrew  his  piea 
of  not  guilty  and  peladed  guilty  to  a 
charge   of   forgery    in    the   second   degree.

It  is  only  fair  to  state,  as  a  correlary  to  this  proposi- 
tion, that  if  the  Republican  party  nominated  a  ticket  as 
worthy  of  support  as  the  Democrats,  it  would  have  the 
united  support  of  the  party  press  and  the  party  rank  and 
file,  and  it  would  certainly,  in  that  event,  be  'elected 
from  top  to  bottom  by  an  overwhelming  majority." 

The  partisan  newspapers  in  Minnesota  that  show  a 
bitter  disposition  to  criticise  other  Republican  news- 
papers and  the  membership  of  the  Republican  party  have 
overlooked  the  vital  point  in  the  situation,  and  that  is 
that  the  condition  is  due  not  to  carelessness  or  lack  of 
party  loyalty,  but  to  independent  thinking  and  to  a 
party  loyalty  so  strong  that  it  will  not  permit  the 
machine  that  controls  the  party  to  run  it  into  the  ground 
for  its  own  selfish  purposes.

The  coming  revolution  in  the  manufacture  of  steel, 
whereby  the  Bessemer  process  is  to  give  way  to  the 
open-hearth  process,  is  due  to  the  disappearance  of  high 
grade  iron  ores  that  could  be  worked  up  by  the  Bessemer 
process.

It  would  be  foolish  to  wait  until  the  supplies  of  lum- 
ber, coal  and  iron  are  exhausted  before  considering  the 
future  that  is  to  follow  their  exhaustion.  The  time  to 
consider  it  is  now.

THE  CHURCH  AND  SWOLLEN  WEALTH. 

Rev.  Washington  Gladden,  in  addressing  the  national 
council  of  Congregational  churches  in  Cleveland  yester- 
day, drew  a  pessimistic  picture  of  the  relationship  of  the 
church  to  society.  After  showing  that  the  "swollen  for- 
tunes over  which  many  are  gloating  are  symptoms  of  dis- 
ease," he  said  that  the  church  has  been  standing  by  and 
looking  on  while  these  serious  conditions  have  come 
about,  "winking  her  eyes  and  twiiidling  her  thumbs,  and 
wondering  whether  she  had  any  call  to  interfere." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  church  is  not  taking 
its  proper  part  in  the  heroic  task  that  confronts  the 
American  people.  There  will  be  many  to  argue  that  it 
should  not  take  part  in  the  fight  against  swollen  and 
arrogant  wealth,  but  at  the  very  least  it  should  train  its 
membership  in  the  duties  of  citizenship.  A  Christian 
should  be  a  good,  public-spirited  citizen,  and  that  sort  of 
a  citizen  will  take  an  active  part  in  public  aflFairs  and  do 
what  he  can,  in  his  own  way,  to  improve  conditions. 

Perhaps  the  church  should  not,  as  a  body,  enter  into 
politics  and  public  business,  but  it  should  create  a  brand 
of  Christian  citizenship  that  will  stand  like  a  stone  wall 
against  the  tyranny  of  great  wealth. 

The  average  church  member  does  tiot  take  an  active 
interest  in  public  affairs.  He  may  think  he  does,  but  does 
he  invariably  go  to  the  party  primaries?  Does  he  always 
go  to  the  polls  to  cast  his  ballot  according  to  his  con- 
science and  his  convictions?  Does  he  take  an  active  part 
in  public  movements  designed  for  the  improvement  of 
social  conditions,  or  does  he  leave  the  details  of  politics 
to  the  "party  workers"  who  are  the  puppets  of  self-seek- 
ing men,  and  confine  his  own  activities  to  the  minor  sub- 
jects of  sumptuary  laws  intended  to  create  good  morals 
by  legislation? 

There  is  a  wide  opportunity  for  the  churches  and 
their  membership  to  be  of  real  service,  but  they  arc  not 
taking  advantage  of  it.

FOR  THE  STOCKHOLDERS. 

Further  evidence  of  the  iniquitous  partnership  that 
has  existed  between  the  oil  trust  and  the  railroads  is 
being  provided  as  a  result  of  the  searching  investigation 
that  Frank  B.  Kellogg  of  Minnesota  is  making. 

It  13  this  unholy  alliance  that  has  enabled  the  Stand- 
ard Oil  company  to  grow  great  and  grasping,  and  to 
crush  its  competitors  and  drive  them  out  of  the  field.  It 
is  an  arrangement  that  cannot  survive  in  the  glare  of 
publicity.  It  needed  jnly  to  be  exposed  to  be  termin- 
ated, and  Mr.  Kell-jgg  is  doing  the  country  a  vast  deal 
of  good  even  if  the  suit  to  dissolve  the  oil  trust  does  not 
succeed. 

For  instance,  it  has  been  shown,  as  reported  in  The 
Herald,  that  the  railroads  have  been  paying  the  Standard 
Oil  company  a  great  deal  more  for  oil  than  they  needed 
to  pay.  They  could  have  bought  it  from  independent 
companies  for  much  less;  but  the  oil  trust  was  powerful 
enough  to  compel  them  to  buy  its  oil  and  to  pay  fancy 
prices*  Every  cent  of  tribute  thus  paid  the  trust  was 
wrongfully  taken  from  the  stockholders  of  the  railroads 
and  from  the  public.  Shippers  have  had  to  pay  in  exces- 
sive freight  rates,  and  .stockholders  in  reduced  dividends. 

To  stop  these  practices,  including  that  of  rebating, 
means  widespread  benefit.  It  means  that  the  independ- 
ents will  have  a  show,  that  the  stockholders  will  get 
what  is  coming  to  them,  and  tliat  the  public  will  get  a 
part  of  the  saving  in  reduced  freight  rates.

THE  NATION'S  NATURAL  WEALTH. 

Next  January  a  conference  will  be  held  at  the  call  of 
the  president  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  natural  re- 
•ourccs  of  the  country,  and  to  take  counsel  as  to  means 
of  preserving  what  is  left  of  them. 

The  project  is  timely,  and  the  subject  to  be  con- 
sidered is  of  vast  importance. 

Most  of  our  coal  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a 
trust  which  is  abusing  its  privileges,  and  it  may  be  that 
•omcthing  can  be  done  with  the  remaining  deposits  on 
public  lands  that  will  help  combat  that  trust  and  check 
its  greed. 

The  timber  supplies  are  dwindling  rapidly,  and  most 
of  those  that  remain  are  controlled  by  a  growing  trust 
that  is  seeking  the  last  dollar  of  possible  profit  before  it 
lets  loose  of  any  of  its  conmiodities. 

The  country  has  great  water  powers,  but  it  is  letting 
these  go  into  the  hands  of  private  corporations,  when 
they  ought  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  and  be 
developed  by  the  public  for  the  public  good  instead  of  for 
private   profit. 

There  is  much  for  such  a  conference  to  consider.  It 
was  an  economic  mistake  to  let  private  interests  get  hold 
of  such  great  natural  monopolies  as  coal  and  lumber. 
What  can  be  done  about  it?  As  to  timber,  reforestra- 
tion  can  accomplish  much  good,  birt  nobody  can  replace 
the  supplies  of  coal  once  they  are  gone.     The  least  that 


The  incident  is  interesting  chiefly  as  showing  that 
there  was  a  time  when  tax  dodging  was  deemed  worthy 
of  attention  by  the  grand  juries;  but  that  was  before  we 
all  began  to  take  part  in  the  cheerful  practice. 

It  appears  that  May  2,  1760,  a  Virginia  grand  jury 
returned  a  "presentment,"  which  is  practically  the  same 
as  an  indictment,  against  George  Washington  and  fifteen 
other  substantial  citizens  of  the  Old  Dominion,  for  "not 
entering  their  wheeled  carriages  agreeably  to  law." 

In  other  words,  instead  of  including  their  wheeled 
carriages  in  their  lists  of  assessable  property  as  returned 
and  sworn  to  by  them,  they  omitted  them,  just  as  the 
good  citizens  of  today  omit  their  stocks  and  bonds  and 
jewelry  and  cash. 

It  does  not  appear  that  anything  very  serious  hap- 
pened to  the  Father  of  His  Country,  or  that  the  incident 
blighted  his  fair  name  to  any  serious  degree,  for  he  was 
afterwards  general  of  the  Continental  Army,  first  presi- 
dent of  the  new  nation  which  he  did  more  than  any  other 
man  to  make,  and  first  citizen  of  the  land. 

It  would  be  interesting  indeed  if  grand  juries  nowa- 
days should  take  to  indicting  tax  dodgers,  great  and 
small.  In  the  first  place,  it  couldn't  happen,  because  the 
grand  jurors  would  not  be  likely  to  indict  themselves, 
and  the  only  members  of  the  grand  jury  that  would  not 
be  liable  to  indictment  would  be  those  that  had  no  prop- 
erty.  « 

The  average  good  citizen  has.  say,  household  goods 
worth  at  forced  sale  $500;  a  few  stocks  and  bonds;  a 
watch  or  two  and  several  clocks;  a  little  jewelry;  some 
household  silverware;  and  a  little  balance  at  the  bank. 
The  constitution  and  the  law  say  that  he  must  make  re- 
turn to  the  actual  value  of  this  property  in  cash,  and 
swear  to  it.     Does  he  do  it?     Not  he. 

The  returns  of  jewelry,  money,  stocks,  bonds  and 
similar  property  for  purposes  of  taxation  in  this  and 
other  states  is  a  big  joke.  Whole  communities  are  found 
without  a  dollar's  worth  of  jewelry,  according  to  the  tax 
sheets;  others  will  have  only  a  few  dollars'  worth.  The 
total  for  the  entire  state  is  absurdly  small. 

We  are  all  tax  dodgers,  and  the  lawful  authorities 
help  uy;  to  dodge  taxes.  The  wealthier  we  are,  tho 
greater  tax  dodgers  we  are;  the  poorer  we  are  the  more 
we  pay  in  proportion  to  our  abilitj'  to  pay. 

But  the  existing  system  of  taxation,  whereby  the 
means  of  production  are  taxed  instead  of  the  wealth  that 
is  produced  by  them,  makes  tax  dodgers  and  perjurers 
of  us  all.  There  is  hardly  a  property-owner  in  the  coun- 
try of  any  consequence  at  all  that  isn't  ten  times  more 
deserving  of  indictment  for  tax  dodging  than  George 
Washington  and  his  fifteen  Fairfax  county  neighbors 
were  for  failing  to  return  their  "wheeled  carriages."

tom by  an  overwhelming  majority.— St.  Peter  Free 
Press. 


It  is  only  fair  to  state,  as  a  correlary  to  this  proposi- 
tion, that  if  the  Republican  party  nominated  a  ticket  as 
worthy  of  support  as  the  Democrats,  it  would  have  the 
united  si:pport  of  the  party  press  and  the  party  rank  and 
file,  and  it  would  certainly,  in  that  event,  be  •"elected 
from  top  to  bottom  by  an  overwhelming  majority." 

The  partisan  newspapers  in  Minnesota  that  show  a 
bitter  disposition  to  criticise  other  Republican  news- 
papers and  the  membership  of  the  Republican  party  have 
overlooked  the  vital  point  in  the  situation,  and  that  is 
that  the  condition  is  due  not  to  carelessness  or  lack  of 
party  loyalty,  but  to  independent  thinking  and  to  a 
party  loyalty  so  strong  that  it  will  not  permit  the 
machnie  that  controls  the  party  to  run  it  into  the  ground 
for  it5  own  seltish  purposes. 

The  recent  disasters  to  the  Republican  party  in  this 
state  have  been  due  to  this  spirit  of  independence  and 
far-seing  party  loyalty,  and  not  to  party  treachery,  as 
some  imihinkiug  partisans  have  assumed.  In  their  inde- 
pendence the  newspapers  of  Minnesota  have  reflected  the 
independence  of  the  voters.  The  time  has  gone  by  when 
any  man  can  be  elected  governor  of  Minnesota  merely 
btcau?e  'if  the  party  label.  The  time  has  gone  by  when 
such  a  candidate,  depending  for  his  election  upon  "party 
loyalty"  alone,  can  command  the  support  of  the  party 
newspapers  of  the  state.  The  unthinking  partisans  are 
few  and  far  between  in  either  party,  and  it  is  a  great 
credit  to  the  state  and  to  the  excellent  state  press  that 
this  is  true. 

Recent  elections  have  proved  an  assurance  to  patriotic 
citizens  of  this  state  that  a  party  maj.)rity,  no  matter  how 
great  it  is,  caimot  be  abused  by  machine  manipulators 
seeking  their  own  selnsh  ends.  It  is  no  assurance  of 
victory  unless  victory  is  deserved. 

While  the  independence  of  the  Republican  country 
press  has  undoubtedly  caused  injury  to  the  Republican 
organization,  nobody  will  be  found  to  assert  that  it  has 
not  at  the  same  time  worked  for  the  best  mterests  of  the 
state,  and  after  all  that  is  the  proper  end  of  politics. 
While  the  Republican  organization  is  in  sackcloth  and 
arhes.  tile  state  has  made  a  name  for  itself  by  its  inde- 
pendence, and  the  country  at  large  knows  that  whatever 
harm  partisanship  may  work  in  other  states,  in  Minne- 
sota it  has  been  subordinated  to  the  good  government 
that  serves  only  the  best  interests  of  the  people.

process.  This  shows  that  the  supply  of  iron  ore  also 
calls  for  some  attention.  It  is  nowhere  near  exhaustion, 
but  the  high  grade  ores  are  being  exhausted,  and  steps 
must  bo  taken  to  provide  means  for  using  the  low  grade 
ores  that  are  not  now  considered  available.  The  millions 
of  tons  of  low  grade  ores  in  Cook  county  and  in  the  new 
ranges  of  Minnesota  west  and  south  of  the  Mesaba  range 
will  have  to  be  used  some  time,  and  when  public  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  need  of  a  process  by  which  they  can 
be  profitably  smelted  invention  will  supply  the  way. 

It  would  be  foolish  to  wait  until  the  supplies  of  lum- 
ber, coal  and  iron  are  exhausted  before  considering  the 
future  that  is  to  follow  their  exhaustion.  The  time  to 
consider  it  is  now.

FOR  THE  STOCKHOLDERS. 

Further  evidence  of  the  iniquitous  ijartiiership  that 
has  existed  between  the  oil  trust  and  the  railroads  is 
being  provided  as  a  result  of  the  searching  investigation 
that  Frank   B.  Kellogg  .^f  Minnesota  is  making. 

It  io  this  unholy  alliance  that  has  enabled  the  Stand- 
ard Oil  company  to  grow  great  and  grasping,  and  to 
crush  its  competitors  and  drive  them  out  of  the  field.  It 
is  an  arrangement  that  cannot  survive  in  the  glare  of 
publicity.  It  needed  jnly  to  be  exposed  to  be  termin- 
ated, and  Mr.  Keilogg  is  doing  the  country  a  vast  deal 
of  good  even  if  the  suit  to  dissolve  the  oil  trust  does  not 
succeed. 

For  instance,  it  has  been  shown,  as  reported  in  The 
Herald,  that  the  railroads  have  been  paying  the  Standard 
Oil  company  a  great  deal  more  for  oil  than  tiicy  needed 
to  pay.  They  could  liave  bought  it  from  independent 
companies  for  much  less;  but  the  oil  trust  was  powerful 
enough  to  compel  them  to  buy  its  oil  and  to  pa\'  fancy 
prices.  Kvery  cent  of  tribute  thus  paid  the  trust  was 
wrongfully  taken  from  the  stockholders  of  the  railroads 
and  from  the  public.  Shippers  have  had  to  pay  in  exces- 
sive freight  rates.  a::d  .st>ckholdcrs  in  reduced  dividends. 

To  stop  these  practues.  including  that  of  rebating, 
means  widespread  Iienefit.  It  means  that  the  independ- 
ents will  havs  a  show,  that  the  stockholders  will  get 
what  is  coming  to  them,  and  that  the  public  will  get  a 
part  of  the  saving  in  reduced  freight  rates. 


THE  CHURCH  AND  SWOLLEN  WEALTH. 

Rev.  Washington  Gladden,  in  addressing  the  national 
council  of  Congregational  churches  in  Cleveland  yester- 
day, drew  a  pessimistic  picture  of  the  relationship  of  the 
church  to  society.  After  showing  that  the  "swollen  for- 
tunes over  which  many  are  gloating  are  symptoms  of  dis- 
ease," he  said  that  the  church  has  been  standing  by  and 
looking  on  while  tiiese  serious  conditions  have  come 
about,  ■"winking  her  eyes  and  twiddling  her  thumbs,  and 
wondering  whether  she  had  any  call  to  interfere." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  church  is  not  taking 
its  proper  part  in  the  heroic  task  that  confronts  the 
American  people.  There  will  be  many  to  argue  that  it 
should  not  take  part  in  the  fight  against  swollen  and 
arrogant  wealth,  but  at  the  very  least  it  should  train  its 
membership  in  the  duties  of  citizenship.  A  Christian 
should  be  a  good,  public-spirited  citizen,  and  that  sort  of 
a  citizen  will  take  an  active  part  in  public  affairs  and  do 
what  he  can,  in  his  own  way,  to  improve  conditions. 

Perhaps  the  church  should  not,  as  a  body,  enter  into 
politics  and  public  business,  but  it  should  create  a  brand 
of  Christian  citizenship  that  will  stand  like  a  stone  wall 
against  the  tyranny  of  great  wealth. 

The  average  church  member  does  not  take  an  active 
interest  in  public  affairs.  He  may  think  he  does,  but  does 
he  invariably  go  to  the  party  primaries?  Does  he  always 
go  to  the  polls  to  cast  hi.-,  ballot  according  to  his  con- 
science and  his  convictions?  Does  he  take  an  active  part 
in  public  movements  designed  for  the  improvement  of 
social  conditions,  or  does  lie  leave  the  details  of  politics 
to  the  ''party  workers"  who  are  the  puppets  of  self-seek- 
ing men.  and  confine  his  own  activities  to  the  minor  sub- 
jects of  sumptuary  laws  intended  to  create  good  morals 
by  legislation? 

There  is  a  wide  opportunity  for  the  churches  and 
their  membership  to  be  of  real  service,  but  they  arc  not 
taking  advantage  of  it.

THE  NATION'S  NATURAL  WEALTH. 

Next  January  a  conference  will  be  Iield  at  the  call  of 
the  president  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  natural  re- 
•ourcc-.  of  the  country,  and  to  take  counsel  as  to  means 
of  preserving  what  is  left  of  them. 

The  project  is  timely,  and  the  subject  to  be  con- 
sidered is  of  vast  importance. 

Most  of  our  coal  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a 
trust  which  is  abusing  its  privileges,  and  it  may  be  that 
something  can  be  done  with  the  remaining  deposits  on 
public  lands  that  will  help  combat  that  trust  and  check 
its  greed. 

Tlie  timber  supplies  are  dwindling  rapidly,  and  most 
of  tli')5e  tliat  remain  are  controlled  by  a  growing  trust 
that  is  seeking  the  last  dollar  of  possible  prolit  before  it 
lets  loose  of  any  of  its  commodities. 

The  country  has  great  water  powers,  but  it  is  letting 
these  go  into  the  hands  of  private  corporations,  when 
they  on.^ht  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  and  be 
developed  by  the  public  tor  the  public  good  instead  of  for 
private   profit. 

There  is  much  for  such  a  conference  to  consider.  It 
was  an  economic  mistake  to  let  private  interests  get  hold 
of  such  great  natural  monopolies  as  coal  and  lumber. 
What  can  be  done  about  it?  As  to  timber,  reforestra- 
tion  can  accomplish  much  good,  but  nobody  can  replace 
the  supplies  of  coal  once  they  are  gone.     The  least  that

So  great  w.as  the  ordeal  that 
Capt.  Wright  has  hot  recovered  from 
the  shock  yet.  This  is  his  first  visit 
to  Duluth  since  the  accident  to  the 
ship  and  he  has  been  busy  renewing 
acquaintances  since  his  arrival  here.

The  incident  is  interesting  chiefly  as  sliowing  that 
there  was  a  time  wlien  tax  dodging  was  deemed  worthy 
of  attention  by  the  grand  juries;  but  that  was  before  we 
all  began  to  take  part  in  the  cheerful  practice. 

It  appears  that  May  2,  1760.  a  Virginia  grand  jury 
returned  a  'presentment,"  which  is  practically  the  same 
as  an  indictment,  against  George  Washington  and  fifteen 
other  substantial  citizens  of  the  Old  Dominion,  for  "not 
entering  their  wheeled  carriages  agreeably  to  law." 

In  other  words,  instead  of  including  their  wheeled 
carriages  in  their  lists  of  assessable  property  as  returned 
and  sworn  to  by  them,  they  omitted  them,  just  as  the 
good  citizens  of  today  omit  their  stocks  and  bonds  and 
jewelry  and  cash. 

It  does  not  appear  that  anything  very  serious  hap- 
pened to  the  Father  of  His  Country,  or  that  the  incident 
blighted  his  fair  name  to  any  serious  degree,  for  he  was 
afterwards  general  of  the  Continental  Army,  first  presi- 
dent of  the  new  nation  which  he  did  more  than  any  other 
man  to  make,  and  first  citizen  of  the  land. 

It  would  be  interesting  indeed  if  grand  juries  nowa- 
d.Tys  should  take  to  indicting  tax  dodgers,  great  and 
small.  In  the  tirst  place,  it  couldn't  happen,  because  the 
grand  jurors  would  not  be  likely  to  indict  themselves, 
and  the  only  members  of  the  grand  jury  that  would  not 
be  liable  to  indictment  would  be  those  that  had  no  prop- 
erty.  « 

The  average  good  citizen  has.  say,  household  goods 
worth  at  forced  sale  $500;  a  few  stocks  and  bonds;  a 
watch  or  two  and  several  clocks;  a  little  jewelry:  some 
household  silverware;  and  a  little  balance  at  the  bank. 
The  constitution  and  the  law  say  that  he  must  make  re- 
turn to  the  actttal  value  of  this  property  in  cash,  and 
swear  to  it.     Does   he  do  it?     Xot   he. 

The  returns  of  jewelry,  money,  stocks,  bonds  and 
similar  property  for  purposes  of  taxation  in  this  and 
other  states  is  a  big  joke.  Whole  communities  are  found 
without  a  dollar's  worth  of  jewelry,  according  to  the  tax 
sheets;  others  will  have  only  a  few  dollars'  worth.  The 
total  for  the  entire  state  is  absurdly  small. 

We  are  all  tax  dodgers,  and  the  lawful  authorities 
help  us  to  dodge  taxes.  The  wealthier  we  are,  the 
greater  tax  dodgers  we  are;  the  poorer  we  are  the  more 
we  pay  in  proportion  to  our  ability  to  pay. 


is  produced  by  them,  makes  tax  dodgers  and  perjurers 
of  us  all.  There  is  hardly  a  property-owner  in  the  coun- 
try of  any  consequence  at  all  that  isn't  ten  times  more 
deserving  of  indictment  for  tax  dodging  than  George 
Washington  and  his  fifteen  Fairfax  county  neighbors 
were  for  failing  to  return  their  "wheeled  carriages."

R.  E.  Finegan,  Lincoln.  England, 
who  is  a  guest  at  the  Spalding,  says 
that  the  problem  of  dealing  with  re- 
ligious education  is  the  burning  prob- 
lem in   England. 

Heretofore  religious  schools  received 
a  certain  .sum  from  the  government. 
Several  law  teats  have  demonstrated 
that  religious  schools  are  entitled  to 
rfo  compensation  from  the  government, 
and  the  sentiment  against  the  schools 
governed  by  the  churches  is  giving  way 
to  a  growing  favor  of  the  secullar 
schools. 

The  idle  man  still  remains  a  great 
problem  in  England.  London  is 
crowded  with  poor  that  have  neither 
the  desire  to  work  nor  the  character 
to  keep  from  crime.  Many  of  the  la- 
borers of  the  rural  districts  have 
flocked  to  London  and  other  great 
cities  of  England  and,  knowing  noth- 
ing of  trades,  have  only  proved  in- 
competent, shiftless  and  idle.  They 
are  daily  adding  to  the  criminal  ele- 
ment of  the  great  cities  and  have  be- 
come a  problem  that  English  states- 
men are  endeavoring  to  do  away  with. 
Japanese  sentiment  is  strong  in 
England,  according  to  Mr.  Finegan. 
The  treaty  with  Japan  has  cemented 
frie^idship  with  the  Orient,  and  the 
offensive  and  defensive  alliance  with 
Nippon  has  the  sympathy  of  the 
politicians  of  the  tight  little  Island, 
who  st-e  in  the  support  of  Japan  a 
thwarting  of  the  ambitions  of  Russia, 
should  that  countrj-  decide  to  risk 
tne  chances  of  war  with  England  in 
the  long  desired  c^pportunity  to  gain 
a  foothold  in  India- 
Just  at  the  present  time,  England 
Is  receiving  a  poor  class  of  immi- 
grants. They  are  adding,  by  their 
inefficiency,  to  the  labor  problems 
of     England.  The     remoteness     of 

the  United  States  from  the  countries 
from  which  the  immigrants  come, 
is  believed  by  Mr.  Finegan  to  pro- 
duce a  more  desirable  class  of  im- 
migrants. They  necessarily  have 
to  have  some  nioney  for  the  long 
trip  across  the  Atlantic  and  by  virtue 
of  this  fact  he  believes  we  are  secur- 
ing the  more  industrious  and  intelli- 
gent immigrant.  In  England,  which 
is  only  a  short  distance  from  the 
great  labor  producing  centers  of 
Europe,  the  situation  is  decidedly  dif- 
ferent, however.  It  only  requires 
a  mere  pittance  to  reach  England 
from  the  points  on  the  continent 
from  which  most  of  the  emigration 
occurs,  and  as  a  consequence  Eng- 
granis  that  are  proving  a  burden  to 
the  country. 

There  is  no  burning  political  ques- 
tion at  the  present  time.  A  bill 
has  been  reported  compelling  land 
owners  to  sell  at  a  reasonable  rate, 
land  to  their  tenants,  and  this  bill, 
it  Is  believed  by  Mr.  Finegan,  will 
do  much  to  reduce  the  great  inllux 
of  the  country  laborers  to  the 
cities.

Duluth  Box  Factory  Now 

Has  a  Permanent 

Building. 


be    Working  at 
Capacity  in  a  Few 
Days. 


Work  on  the  plant  of  the  Duluth 
Box  factory,  at  Porty-fourth  avejiue 
west  and  Polk  street,  is  now  practi- 
cally completed,  and  the  plant  is  run- 
ning at  capacity.  In  a  few  days  at 
the  most  it  is  expected  the  work  will 
be  entirely  completed,  necessary  new 
machinery  installed  and  everything 
in  shape  for  a  run  through  the  win- 
ter. 

The  plant  was  burned  out  last  July, 
placing  the  company  in  rather  a  bad 
way.  Tnere  were  many  orders  ahead, 
and  the  fire  came  at  a  particularly 
disadvantageous  time.

The  building  is  not  quite  as  large  as 
that  which  was  burntd,  but  the  space 
is  utilized  to  good  purpose,  and  the 
capacity  will  be  slightly  Increased.

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  com- 
pany may  construct  an  ore  dock  on 
the  present  site  of  the  Merrill  &  Ring 
company's  sawmill  at  the  head  of  St. 
Liouis  bay,  West  Duluth. 

There  is  no  official  confirmation  to 
this  report,  but  the  rumors  of  a  new 
ore  dock  have  been  persistent  for  some 
time  past  and,  it  is  claimed,  there  are 
matters  developing  which  tend  to  make 
the  dock  proposition  not  only  possible, 

but  probable. 

The  dock,  It  is  claimed,  will  be  con- 
structed to  handle  the  iron  ore  from 
the  Cuyuna  range,  both  from  the 
Northern  Pacific  company's  property 
and  from  that  of  other  parties. 

When  th»4  report  first  came  out  about 
the  ore  dock,  a  great  manj  regarded ' 
the  idea  as  merely  vi-sionary,  but 
among  the  local  men  interested  in  min- 
ing affairs  it  Is  now  being  regarded  In 
a  more  serious  Ifght'  and  they  are  giv- 
ing more  credence  to  the  report.  Sec- 
ond Vice  President  Hannaford  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  copnpany  was  in  Du- 
luth a  lew  days  ago  on  a  mission  that 
he  would  not  divulge.  It  Is  possible 
that  his  visit  had  something  to  do  vi'ith 
the  proposed  ore  d©ck  construction. 
Dfters  to  Hhip  Ore. 

Color  is  given  the  rumor  from  the 
fact  that  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Soo  companies  are  known  to  have  had 
offers  from  Cuyuna  range  ore  inter- 
ests to  ship  to  Duluth  not  less  than  a 
quarter  of  a  million  tons  annually. 
This  offer  is  said,  on  good  authority, 
to  have  been  made  by  one  company 
that  is  developing  an  ore  property  an 
that  range. 

The  Northern  Pacific  company  has 
been  willing  to  make  a  raie  of  80  cents 
a  ton  to  the  Cuyuna  range  ore  inter- 
ests for  the  transportation  of  ore  to 
Duluth,  but  up  to  recently,  it  is 
claimed,  the  owners  held  out  for  a 
lower  rate   of  60  cents. 

The  Northern  Pacific  company  has 
large  holdings  of  land  on  the  Cuyuna 
range  which  have  been  undergoing  a 
thorough  exploration,  but  there  are 
said  to  be  enough  other  interests 
working  on  the  same  range  to  guaran- 
tee the  railway  company  all  the  busi- 
ness it  will  care  to  handle  if  the  range 
turns  out  according  to  expectations. 

A  local  mining  engineer  who  has 
given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the 
Cuyuna  rarige  says  that  there  is  only 
one  property  thus  far  on  which  ore  of 
a  merchantable  grade  has  been  dis- 
covered, and  that  this  property  was 
explored  two  or  three  times  before  the 
discovery  was  made. 

Plenty  of  Lt>\v  Grade  Ore. 

In  another  property,  that  owned  by 
John  G.  Williams  and  Archie  Chisholni 
of  this  city,  there  are  said  to  be  two 
rows  of  drill  holes,  the  latter,  eight  in 
number,  of  depths  ranging  from  100 
to  805  feet,  all  in  low  grade  ore.  In 
the  deepest  hole  the  drills  when 
stopped  are  said  to  have  still  been  In 
ore.  The  ore  body  is  said  to  be  of  a 
vertical  formation,  but  mining  men 
have  expressed  an  opinion  that  with 
the  showing  made  there  is  likely  to 
be  a  concentration  of  good  ore  some- 
where   beneath    the    locality. 

When  the  first  exploration  work  was; 
done  on  the  Cuyuna  range,  the  ore  | 
bodie.s,  it  Is  said,  showed  ore  running 
40  per  cent  iron,  too  low  a  grade  to 
make  it  merchantable.  Some  recent 
assays  of  ore  bodies  encountered  by 
the  drills  are  said  to  show  60  per  cent 
iron  and  a  knowledge  of  those  assays 
has  aroused  considerable  interest  m 
local  mining  circles. 

Discussing  the  situation,  yesterday, 
a  local  mining  man  admitted  that 
there  might  be  a  great  deal  more  in 
the  ore  dock  report  than  mere  rumor. 
He  said  that  the  Merrill  &  Ring  mill 
site  would  be  the  logical  location  for 
an  ore  dock  for  the  reason  that  the 
structure  would  §tand  high  above  the 
water  and  must  necessarily  be  built 
where  the  railway^  company  will  "jet 
easy  grades. 

The  lumber  company  has  completed 
its  sawing  operations  and  its  dock 
pri>perty  is  understood  to  be  in  the 
market.

Crookston.  Minn.,  Oct.  8. — (Special 
to  The  Herald) — Beginning  yester- 
daj',  eight  hours  constitute  a  day's 
work  for  the  operators  in  the  relay 
offices  of  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way company.

ly to  be  questioned  in  the  courts  of 
this  state.  They  think  it  more  than 
likely  that  the  acknowledgments  so 
far  taken  are  worthless,  and  that  their 
work  will  have  to  be  done  again  with 
added  expense  and   Uiguble. 

Chapter  46,  section  2660  of  the  Re- 
vised L»aws  of  Minnesota,  makes  it 
compulsory  for  every  notary  ot  the 
public  to  record  his  commission  with 
the  cierk  of  the  district  court  in  the 
county  where  he  itsides,  in  a  book 
kept  tor  that  purpose,  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  XL.  The  clerk,  when  requested, 
shall  certify  to  his  official  acts  in  the 
same  manner,  and  for  the  same  feesi, 
allowed  by  law  for  similar  cerlifiratea, 
authenticating  acts   of   justices   of   the 

peace. 

Within  the  last  few  days  local  at- 
torneys Who  have  a  great  deal  of 
legal  business  on  the  lange,  particu- 
larly in  the  way  of  taking  acknowl* 
edgments  to  be  used  in  the  trial  of 
civil  cases  involving  a  great  deal  of 
money,  have  had  Vheir  papers  turned 
down  and  a  refusal  made  to  certify  the 
same  simply  bt-cause  the  notary  tak- 
ing the  acknowledgment  ihad  failed  to 
comply  with  the  law. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  extremely 
annoying,  besides  putting  the  parties 
securing  the  acknowledgment  to  a 
considerable  expense,  especially  when 
a  trip  has  been  made  from  Duluth  to 
the  range  for  that  purpose. 

Some  of  the  attorneys  wiho  aave  had 
1  trouble  by  rea.?on  of  the  carelessness 
or  negligence  of  the  notaries,  are  profit- 
ing by  their  experience  and  are  making 
careful  inquiry  now  as  to  the  qualifi- 
oaUons  of  the  notary.  One  Duluth  at- 
torney stated  yesterday  that  he  was 
reasonably  sure  that  not  more  tlian 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  notaries  on  the 
range  have  complied  with  the  law  so 
far   as   section    2660   is   concerned.

Soaring  Grain  Figures  Compensate  for 
the  Failing  Off  in  Crop. 

Thief  River  Falls,  Oct.  8. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald  ) — Threshing  proceeds 
slowly  in  this  territory  on  account 
of  frequent  showers  that  dampen 
everything  and  retard  the  workers. 
From  reports  coming  into  the  city, 
the  yield  Is  not  disappointing  and 
some  exceedingly  large  yields  are 
heard  of.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
heavy  frosts  during  the  last  week  of 
September,  it  is  likely  that  the  crops 
would  have  returned  an  unusually 
heavy  yield,  as  it  is  the  increase  in 
price  rnakes  up  for  the  loss  by  reason 
of  the  inclement  weather. 


DAUGHTER  OF  MAYOR, 


Who  Aimed  to  Fine  Bachelors,  Is  An 
Elopement  Principal. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Oct.  8.-Mayor 
Bennett  of  Fort  Dodge,  who  recently 
gained  fame  by  Issuing  a  ukase  that  all 
bachelors  within  the  city  must  wed 
within  a  year  or  pay  a  fine,  was  taken 
at  his  word  yesterday  by  Nolan  Snow, 
a  chauffeur,  who  eloped  with  the  may- 
or's daughter,  Mable.  The  elopers  were 
wed  at  rort  Dodge  and  fled  to  Des 
Moines.  ^  ,.  . 

Mayor  Bennett  is  a  great  believer  In 
marriage  and  had  an  ordinance  passed 
by  the  council  placing  a  fine  upon  the 
heads  of  all  bachelors  at  the  end  of  a 
year.  Young  Snow  Is  just  in  time  to 
escape  the  mayor's  fine,  but  not  the 
mayor's   wrath. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  gar- 
bage is  a  problem  which  confronts 
every  large  city,  and  Duluth  has  the 
problem    on    Its    hands    now. 

The  plan  which  Alderman  McEwen 
has  suggested,  viz  that  of  placing  the 
board  of  health  under  such  regulations 
as  will  permit  It  to  operate  along  the 
lines  of  other  city  departments  seems 
to  have  met  with  the  endorsement  of 
many  thinking  men,  and  that  it  will 
probably  be  taken  up  by  the  charter 
commission  and  put  to  a  direct  vote 
of  the  people  seems  likely. 

The  collection  of  garbage  and 
methods  paying  for  the  same,  adopted 
in  other  cities,  may  be  of  Interest. 

The  council  of  St.  Louis  has  just 
passed  an  ordinance  under  which  the 
board  of  public  improvements  is  to 
contract  for  the  reduction  of  the  gar- 
bage for  a  term  of  years.  The  garbage 
is  to  be  collected  by  the  city  and  a 
reduction  plant  put  in  along  the  lines 
of  the  one  operated  in  this  city,  only 
on   a   larger   scale. 

The  city  garbage  wagons  are  washed 
with  hot  water  at  the  close  of  each 
day's  work,  and  are  kept  as  clean  as 
possible  while  in  use,  and  it  is  said  that 
no  odor  is  given  off  from  the  wagons, 
even  when  passing  through  the  cities, 
loaded.  The  cost  of  collection  in  St. 
Louis  has  ranged  from  $84,000  to  $195,- 
000  a  year  for  the  past  seven  years. 
The  cost  of  disposal  during  the  same 
period  has  ranged  from  $62,000  to  $129,- 
000.  This  cost  includes  the  disposal 
of  dead  animals,  of  which  thousands 
are  collected  there  each  year. 

The  receiving  stations  are  to  be 
maintained  in  a  strictly  sanitary  con- 
dition, free  from  offensive  or  disagree- 
able odors.  They  are  to  be  provided 
with  suitable  approaches,  having  an 
inclination  not  greater  than  one  in 
twenty,  and  with  hoppers  into  which 
the  garbage  can  be  expeditiously  un- 
loaded; the  contractor  to  maintain  the 
stations.  Each  of  the  two  stations  is 
to  have  a  capacity  to  receive  300  tons  , 
of  garbage  in  eight  hours  each  day. 
Their  approximate  locations  are  in- 
dicated in  the  specifications.  AJl  ma- 
tertal  delivered  by  the  city  is  to  be  re- 
moved to  the  reduction  plant  before 
midnight  of  the  same  day. 

Garbage,  which  the  contractor  is  to 
dispose  of,  is  defined  as  "all  organic 
matter  and  small  dead  animals,  and  all 
other  refuse  of  vegetable  or  animal 
food  stuffs,  collected  by  the  city  gar- 
bage collection  wagons,  and  which  may 
contain   some   foreign  substances." 

The  plan  adopted  in  St.  Louis  is  of 
course  on  a  more  elaborate  and  ex- 
pansive scale  than  necessary  in  a 
city  the  size  of  Duluth,  but  It  indi- 
cates that  the  opinion  of  the  alder- 
man mentioned  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
of  vital  importance  to  collect  garbage 
promptly  and  in  a  sanitary  manner  is 
acted  upon  by  large  municipalities,  and 
Ir  recognized  as  a  problem,  the  proper 
solution  of  which  is  esential  to  public 
health   and  happiness.

PESSIMISTIC 

Columbus  Pastor  Says  a 

Social  Crisis  is  at 

Hand. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Oct.  9.— Rev.  Wash- 
ington Gladden  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
speaking  before  the  national  council  of 
Congregational  churches  yesterday 
said: 

"It  is  idle,  it  is  fatuous,  to  hide  from 
ourselves  the  fact  that  we  are  facing 
here  in  the  United  States  of  America 
a«social  crisis.  The  forces  which  are 
at  work  here  mean  destruction. 

"A  social  order  which  makes  profit- 
able the  rise  of  a  Harriman  or  a 
Rockefeller  is  a  social  order  which  can- 
not long  endure.  The  swollen  for- 
tunes that  many  are  gloating  over  are 
symptoms  of  disease.  They  are  not 
the  reward  of  social  service.  They 
are  the  fruit  of  plunder.  We  have  made 
them  possible  only  by  permitting  tha 
gate  of  opportunity  to  be  made  nar- 
rower and  the  burden  of  toil  more  un- 
requlttlng  for  millions  of  poor.  They 
exist  only  by  our  acts,  as  we  approve 
by  our  indifference  we  consent  to 
monumental  injustice.  A  society  which 
tolerates    such    conditions    cannot    livv. 

"What    has    the     Christian       church 


been  doing  while  the  powers  of  piracy 
and  plunder  have  been  gathering  their 
forces    and    spreading    their    net       and 
heaping   up  their  spoils?       Where  was 
the  Christian   church   when   the   graft- 
ers   were    ravaging    the    ciUes   and    the 
rebate  robbers  and   the  frenzied  finan- 
ciers  and    insurance   sharks    were   get- 
Iting  in   their  work?  For  the  most  part 
I  she  has  been  standing  by  and   looking 
'on,  winking  her  eyes  and  twiddling  her 
!  thumbs,   and   wondering  whether       she 
',  had  any  call  to  Interfere.      Indeed,  she 
has  gathered  into  her  communion  many 
of  the   most   conspicuous  of  the  perpe- 
trators of  the  injustice— they  are  nearly 
all    church    members— and    has       made 
herself  a   pensioner   upon   their  bounty 
and    has   been   content    with   preaching 
to    them    the   simple   gospel— that   such 
men  always  love  to  hear.

Elalwrate  Reception  Given 

Secretary  of  War  by 

the  Chinese. 

Shanghai,  Oct,  9. — Secretary  of  War 
William  Taft  and  the  members  of  his 
party  arrived  here  yesterday  on  the 
steamer  Minnesota  which  is  conveying 
him  from  Japan  to  Manila.  The  Chi- 
nese and  the  foreign  residents  of 
Shanghai  united  in  giving  the  dis- 
tinguished visitor  a  hearty  welcome. 
In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Taft  dedicated 
the  building  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  association.  He  made  a 
brief  address  in  whicii  he  said  that  the 
work  of  the  association  among  the 
Chinese  was  a  great  step  in  the  in- 
terests of  civilization  and  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  several  Chinese  officials  who 
spoke  in  approval  of  the  undertaking. 

At  4  o'clock  the  secretary  was  given 
an  elaborate  reception  by  the  Chinese 
residents.  This  function  was  out-of- 
doors,  in  an  attractive  garden.  The 
decorations  were  most  picturesque,  em- 
broidered banners  and  a  multitude  of 
Chinese  lanterns  making  the  garden 
look  like  fairyland. 

The  promoters  of  the  reception  were 
prominent  CThinese  merchants  repre- 
senting sixty-five  of  the  guilds  for- 
merly in  the  boycott  movement  against 
American  manufacturers.  Speeches 
of  welcome  were  made  in  English  by 
local  Chinese  business  men  and  tho 
representatives  of  the  viceroy.  The

come  to  Duluth  in  such  large  num- 
bers. The  predicament  of  a  young 
woman  in  a  new  country,  not  knowing 
the  language  nor  the  customs,  and  un- 
der the  necessity  of  working  immedi- 
ately, is  one  that  no  one  but  one  who 
has  been  a  stranger  in  a  strange  land 
can  realize.  The  classes  in  beginning 
English  at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  make  it 
pcssible  for  many  of  the  young  Swed- 
ish women  to  learn  the  language  more 
lapidly,  to  become  more  efficient  v.ork- 
ers  in  a  short  time  and  to  receive  bel- 
ter ideas  oi  the  customs  and  conditions 
ol  the  great  free  country  to  which 
they   have  come. 

Last  evening  at  the  local  associ- 
ation rooms  twenty  your.g  Swedish 
v.omcn,  some  ot  whom  had  been  in 
America  only  two  weeks,  were  at  the 
rooms  to  join  Englif»h  clasaes.  Many 
of  them  were  unable  to  speak  a 
single  word  of  English,  but  through  in- 
terpreters were  tcld  of  the  time  and 
days  of  meeting.  Many  of  the  women 
of  the  city  who  are  employing  young 
Swedish  girls  as  servants,  pay  their 
tuition,  which  is  as  small  a  sum  as 
possible.

HEAVY  LIQUIDATION 

By  Amsterdam  Firms  on  the  London 
Stock  Exchange. 

London,  Oct.  9.— Heavy  liquidation  has 
been  in  progress  on  the  stock  exchange 
during  the  last  few  days  from  Amster- 
dam, owing  to  two  or  three  firms  there 
having  been  heavily  hit  by  the  recent  de- 
cline in  American  securities.

Interesting  Papers  and 
Reports  Read  at  Morn- 
ing Meeting. 


There  are  fewer  students  for  the 
niinistry  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at 
th'!  present  time  than  there  were  ten 
years  ago,  according  to  the  report  of 
Rev.  J.  C.  Faries  to  the  Minnesota 
synod    this   morning. 

The  report  was  a  complete  review  of 
the  work  which  has  been  done  along  the 
line  of  educating  young  men  for  the 
ministry  in  Minnesota,  and  shows  that 
the  board  is  continually  enlarging  the 
scope  of  tliis  work  and  all  that  i.s 
needed  at  pre.sent  is  more  money. 

In  some  districts  of  the  state,  ac- 
cording to  the  report,  there  is  a  lack 
of  interest  in  the  educational  work, 
and  as  a  result  the  board  has  run  be- 
hind in  its  funds.  It  was  stated  tliat 
the  dearth  of  students  for  the  ministry 
at  the  different  divinity  .schools  should 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  church  in 
the  fact  in  this   work. 

The  board  at  present  lacks  money  to 
properly  carry  on  the  work  in  the  way 
it  would  like  to  do.  It  was  recommend- 
ed that  the  members  of  the  church  suid 
the  pastors  should  co-operate  with  the 
educational  board  in  the  religious  work 
at  the  state  institutions  of  learning. 
More  interest  in  the  work  must  be 
aroused  and  the  board  asks  the  co- 
operation of  all  the  pastors  and  the 
sessions  in  layinjj  the  need  for  more 
students  for  th>7«i'n'stry  before  the 
young  men.       * "  t 

Following  the  report  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  educational  board,  an  ad- 
dress along  the  same  lines  was  de- 
livered by  Rev.  Jiseph  W.  Cochrane  of 
Philadelphia,  sec^tary  of  the  general 
board  of  educutl<-ii.  He  reviewed  the 
conditions  of  the 'educational  work  as 
it  exists  throughout  the  country. 
The  Cliiiii'ii   i.s  Gi-<>wiiig. 

Another  papor^  Which  was  read  dur- 
ing the  morning  session  was  that  on 
the  subject  "Narrative  of  the  State 
of  Religion  in  Minnesota,"  delivered 
by  Rev.  C.  E.  Fulton.  Rev.  Fulton 
reported  that  there  has  been  a  good 
gain  in  the  number  of  churches  in 
the  synod,  although  there  are  still 
tiuite  a  number  of  unoccupied 
churches.  The  benevolent  olferiuiis 
have  increased  materially  during  the 
past  year  .since  the  last  convention.  In 
the  offerings  for  congregational  ex- 
penses the  increase  has  been  $34,5t)(}, 
making  liie  total  $321,500.  The  offer- 
ings for  outside  purposes  by  all  the 
churches  of  the  synod  have  been  $100.- 
500,  which  is  a-n  increase  of  $15,000  over 
last  year.  What  is  needed  more  than 
anything  elfe,  according  to  the  report, 
is  a  revival  of  pu^iHc  interest  in  re- 
ligious work  throiighout  the  stale. 
Members  of  tl^e  church  must  turn  out 
to  the  meetings  in  better  shape  and 
attend  to  the  work  of  the  church  in 
detail. 

A  thrilling  address  by  Rev.  J.  O. 
Bushnell,  telling  of  the  work  in  the 
lumber  camps  of  Wisconsin  was  read. 
Rev.  Bushnell,  while  a  new  man  in 
the  work,  Is  a  strong  speaker  and  his 
story  of  the  life  in  the  woods  kept 
the  interest  of  the  audience  centered 
upon  him  while  lie  was  speaking. 

The  discussion  of  the  condition  of 
the  religious  Interests  in  the  .synod  was 
engaged .  In  by  a  numl>er  of  the  rep- 
resentatives from  the  different  presby- 
teries, including  Rev.  N.  A.  Gilchrist 
of  the  Adams  district;  Rev.  S.  A. 
Jamieson,  Duluth-  presbytery;  Rev.  L. 
F  Badger,  secretary  of  tJie  Mankato 
presbvtery;  Itev.  O.  G.  Dale  of  the 
Minneapolis  presbytery;  Rev.  S.  F. 
Sharpless  of  the  Red  River  presby- 
tery; Rev.  D.  S.  MoCasliJi  of  tJie  St. 
Paul  presbytery,  and  Rev.  J.  S,  Mc- 
Cornack   of   WlnoTia. 

For  this  afternoon's  session  the  sub- 
ject of  the  dliscussions  will  be  on 
home  missions  and  evengelism.  An  ad- 
dress on  "Evangelism"  will  be  deliv- 
ered by  Joseph  W.  Cochran,  and  one 
on  "Presbyterian  Brotherhood,"  by 
Rev  Charles  P.  Bates.  Rev.  Horton 
will 'speak  on  "Work  of  Bible  Society 
Among  Foreign  People."  Rev.  Horton 
is  the  secretary  of  the  Bible  s^^ciety. 
"Minnesota's  Home  Mission  Jubilee," 
will  be  tlie  subject  of  an  address  by 
Rev  A  B.  Marshall,  and  Rev.  Robert 
Craig  will  speak  on  the  subject.  "Home 
Missions."  This  evening  the  topic  will 
be  -Sabbath  Schools,"  and  several  in- 
teresting addresses   will   be   delivered.

J.  H.  Gurry  of  Iron  Range 

Road    Is  Lucky

Wolf  hunting  with  locomotives  has  been 
•uccessfully  attempted  in  St.  L.out^  coun- 
tj'  and,  hereafter,  the  rifle,  poisoned  meat 
and  traps  will  be  tame  metiiods  of  kill- 
ing the  wily  animals. 

J.  II.  Gurry,  a  well  known  locomotive 
•nglneer  qn  the  Iron  Range  road,   is  the 

first  man  to  introduce  the  new  method  ot 
wolf  hunting  to  the  nimrod.s  of  tlie  coun- 
ty. Mr.  Gurry  has  pre.sented  a  wolf  pelt 
at  the  county  auditor's  office  for  which 
he  collected  a  bounty  of  fl5.  He  declares 
In  writing,  across  the  the  face  of  his  cer-i 
tlflcato.  that  the  animal  was  killed  by  a 
locornotive.

Le  Noir  Got  Away  on 
Reservation,  Reds  Giv- 
ing Chase. 

MInot.  N.  D..  Oct.  10.— (Special  to' 
The  Herald.)— No  trace  has  been  .  dis- 
covered of  A.  J.  LeNoir,  the  prisoner 
who  escaped  from  Sheriff  Lee  while  en 
route  from  Great  Falls,  Mont.,  to  Minot. 
LeNoir  was  wanted  on  the  charge  of 
forgery  in  the  third  degree,  sworn  out 
by  the  Sherman  Nursery  company, 
whom  the  young  man  represented.  Le- 
Noir had  been  placed  under  bonds,  but 
left  the  city,  going  to  Great  Falls, 
where  he  was  einployed  in  the  hard- 
ware bu.^lness.  When  arrested  he  was 
very  penitent,  claiming  that  tiie  dis- 
grac^•  would  break,  his  mother's  heart.

The  train  was  stopped  and  a 
pursuing  party  of  Indians,  wliose  reser- 
vation was  but  a  few  miles  dis-tant. 
was  secured.  For  two  days  the  sheriff 
directed  the  hunt,  finding  tracks  of 
the  man,  who  had  taken  to  the  timi>er 
along  the  Milk  river.  The  Indians  are 
still  engaged  In  the  search,  and  report 
daily  to  the  sheriff     in  Minot.

Just 
as  the  engine  was  upon  the  animal  it 
J'imped  to  one  side  of  thf»  track,  but  En- 
gmf'er  Gurry,  loath  to  lof!«  the  wolf  after 
so  long  a  chase.  Jumped  down  on  the  step 
of  hi.'?  locomotive  and,  leaning  out  as  far 
a.'^  he  f^ould,  he  gave  the  animal  a  kick 
,  under  the  hend  as  th*»  big  m.achine  swept 
;  by.  The  impetus  of  the  blow  carried  the 
wolf  under  the  wheels  of  the  engine  and 
It   was  killed. 

Engineer  Gurry  di.solaims  any  credit  for 
the  new  method  of  wolf  hunting.  He 
claims  that  he  simply  followed  out  the 
.suggestion  of  a  brother  engineer  on  the 
Iron  Range  road.  who.  a  few  days  before 
tho  lur.ldent  described,  told  Mr.  Gurry 
of  a  wolf  he  had  klllf»d  wl*h  his  -^ngine 
in  L.ak^  coimty.  by  f^r.^'t  confusing  the 
animal  with  the  opening  of  the  steam 
cocks. 

Mr.  Gurry  says  he  did  not  bellove  the 
s»<Tfry  at  the  time  it  was  told  by  "his 
frir-nd,  but  that  when  h**.  Gurry,  saw  h 
v/olf  on  the  track  in  front  of  hi.-?  own 
engine.  It  .occurred  to  him  to  try  the 
plan  the  other  engineer  suggested.  He 
Is  now  firmly  convinced  that  the  locomo-.

Indian  Woman  Killed  by 

M.  &  I.  Train  in  Cass 

County. 

She  Was  Returning  From 

Cranberry  Picking 

When  Struck. 


Walker,  Minn.,  Oct.  10.— (.Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Mrs.  Jamos  Nayton,  an 
Indian  woman,  was  struck  by  the 
northix>und  passenger  train  on  the  M. 
&  I.  railway,  yesterday  evening,  about 
a  mile  this  side  of  Hackensack,  sus- 
taining injuries  fr<3m  which  she  sub- 
setiuently  died  at  the  hospital  in  this 
village. 

Mra.   Nayton,   whose  Indian  name   is 

Ne-ce-deince,  haxi  been  picking  cran- 
berries in  company  with  several  other 
Indians,  on  some  lowland  north  of 
Hackonsack.  The  party  got  on  the 
railroad  right-of-way  and  had  their 
bundles  placed  close  to  the  rails,  when 
the  passenger  train  came  in  from  the 
south.  Mrs.  Nayton  struggled  with 
her  bundles  in  an  endeavor  to  get 
them  fairther  from  the  track.  She  failed 
to  get  out  of  the  way  of  the  train  and 
was  hit  by  the  pilot  of  tiie  looonio- 
tive,  the  wheels  of  the  engine  nuan- 
gling  her  right  leg  and  left  arm. 

The  train  was  stopped  and  the  In- 
dian woman  was  placed  on  the  oars 
and  brought  to  Walker.  She  was  taken 
t<.»  the  Walk:fr  hospital,  where  the  in- 
jured leg  and  arm  were  amputated. 
The  woman's  injurios  were  such  that 
an  operation  was  of  no  benefit,  and 
she  died  at  9:30  last  evening. 

The  body  of  the  dead  woman  was 
taken  to  Onigum.  the  Leech  Lake  In- 
dian agency,  and  will  be  interred  in 
tho  Indian   burial  ground.

Hard  Task  Clearing  Away  Debris  in  the 
Cast  Grand  Forks  Yards. 

East  Grand  F»>rics,  Minn.,  Oct.  10. — 
(Si>ecial  to  The  Herald.)— The  Great 
Northern  railway  has  no  .small  task 
before  It  in  cleiaring  away  the  wreck 
near  the  Duluth  Brewing  company's 
building  here. 

The  big  1.600  engine  Is  burled  almost 
to  the  cab,  and  is  leaning  lieavily 
againiyt  tlie  brewing  company's  struc- 
ture. The  switch  engine  is  several 
fee-t  in  the  air,  and  her  tender  is  on 
the  cowcatcher  of  the  big  freight  en- 
gino.  The  engii^eers  of  the  wrecking 
crew  have  a  foixje  of  men  digging  a 
Irencdi  under  tiie  engines,  and  when 
this  is  completed  the  derricks  will  lift 
the  iron  monsters  and  the  section  men 
will  cjnstruct  a  track.  When  the 
track  is  ready  the  engines  will  be  put 
on  the  rails  and  pulled  out. 

It  is  understoo<i  that  practically  all 
of  the  railroad  men  who  were  involv- 
ed in  the  wreck  will  be  dismissed 
from  the  service  of  the  company.  Wit- 
nesses of  the  wreck  and  people  who 
wore  near  at  the  time  of  the  crash, 
say  that  Engineer  Liarson  on  the 
freight  did  not  blow  his  whistle  as 
he  approached  town,  and  con.sequently 
the  switchmen  did  not  have  a  chance 
to  protect  themselves  by  closing  the 
switch.

Major   Fitch   W\\\   Not 

Order  Vessels  to  Use 

Them. 

Government    Engineer 
Sends  Reply  to  Re- 
quest of  Jobbers. 


Maj.  Graham  D.  Fitch  will  not  order 
▼easels  to  use  tugs  In  proceedlnsf  to  the 
ore  docks  In  the  upper  harbor  as  was 
requested  in  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by 
five  Of  the  large  Jobbing  firms  of  the  city 
Tuestlay,  regarding  the  frequent  inter- 
ruption of  freight  traffic  by  reason  of 
collisions  of  vessels  with  the  bridge  be- 
tween   Dululh    and    Superior. 

In  his  answer  to  the  letter  MaJ.  Fitch 
explains  that  the  expense  of  operating 
the  vessels  In  the  Duluth  harbor  would 
be  too  greatly  increased  by  making  it 
necessary  for  all  to  use  tugs.  Each  ves- 
sel using  a  tug  pays  from  $S.50  to  |15  and 
as  there  are  between  5,000  and  ti.OOO  ves- 
sels using  the  harbor  every  year  the  total 
expense  every  year  would  be  <60,ijOO.  l^ 
would  also  be  necessary  to  have  a  larger 
fltet   of   tugs  than   is  now   necessary. 

Maj.  Fitch  explained  that  everythmg 
has  been  done  t  oprevcnt  these  collisions 
by  the  government.  A  careful  revision 
of  the  rules  for  vessels  and  bridges  was 
mad©  after  the  destruction  of  the  Inter- 
Btate  bridge  a  year  ago.  A  return  sig- 
nal must  be  given  to  boats  by  the  bridge 
tender  and  the  boats  must  proceed  under 
full  control.  If  the  bride  is  out  of  com- 
mission or  cannot  be  opened  the  tender 
mutt  give  the  danger  signal  to  the  ves- 
sel master  In  time  for  him  to  slow  down. 

At  present  the  Northern  Pacific  bridge 
Js  being  practically  rebuilt  and  the  sec- 
retary of  war  has  ordered  that  the  spans 
must  be  175  feet  wide,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  seventy-five  feet.  This,  It  Is 
expected,  will  obviate  the  danger  of  col- 
lisions in  the  future.  The  bridge  repairs 
will  be  computed  by  the  opening  of  nav- 
igation  next   season. 

The  fact  that  boats  of  the  largest  type 
car.  navigate  the  local  harbor  without  the 
aid  of  tugs  is  one  of  the  greatest  results 
attained  by  the  government  In  Its  im- 
provements here,  in  Maj.  Fitch's  opinion. 
He  claims  that  In  ordinary  weather  the 
largest  vessels  can  go  clear  up  to  the 
coke  ovens  without  a  tug.  It  is  also 
claimed  that  tugs  do  not  always  insure 
safety  from  collisions  and  several  in- 
stances of  boats  hitting  bridges  are  given 
In    the   communication. 

Maj.  Fitch  suggests  as  one  solution 
that  the  pUrs  of  the  bridges  be  protect- 
ed by  additional  constniotion,  .«uoh  as 
fenders  or  sheer  beams  and  he  says  that 
he  b<lieves  the  railroad  company  now 
has  some  such   plan   under   consideration.

These  are  not  the  only  countries  having  postal  savings 
banks.  In  near-by  Canada  the  deposits  in  the  postal 
saving.-;  banks  average  $270  per  depositor,  the  largest 
average  in  the  world.  Even  in  India  the  deposits  average 
$42,  and  there  are  987,635  depositors.  Austria  and  Hun- 
gary have  postal  savings  banks,  and  so  do  the  Nether- 
lands. Russia,  and  all  the  British  colonies.  In  starved 
Russia  there  are  5,113,000  depositors,  deposits  of  $S5o.- 
ooo,£)oo,  and  an  average  deposit  of  $107.  In  number  of 
depositors  and  amount  of  deposits  benighted  Russia  is 
exceeded  only  by  England  and  Wales,  and  in  average  of 
its  deposits  only  by  Canada  and  Victoria.

Naturally  you  want  to  know  why.  Mr.  Henry  Litch- 
field West  will  tell  you  why.  It  is  because  the  senate  is 
hopelessly  Republican,  and  cannot  become  anything  else 
until  1912,  unless  a  most  startling  political  revolution 
occurs  in  the  meantime. 

This  is  why  there  will  be  no  tariff  revision  unless  a 
Republican  president  and  house  are  elected,  according  to 
Mr.  West's  theory. 

Yet  he  has  just  said  that  both  parties  are  committed 
to  revision.  It  really  ought  not  to  prevent  revision,  then, 
to  have  the  house  Democratic  and  the  senate  Republican. 
Both  houses  are  composed  of  citizens  who,  though  they 
have  been  elevated  to  the  national  legislature,  are  still 
citizens,  and  who  wish  their  country  well.  The  best 
stroke  of  legislation  that  can  be  accomplished  for  the  re- 
lief and  benefit  of  the  country  is  a  new  tariff  law.  Can  it 
be  that  party  government  has  grown  so  great  in  this 
country  that  it  will  prevent  a  reform  for  which  the  people 
clamor  as  citizens,  not  as  partisans?  Can  it  be  possible 
that  a  Republican  senate  would  defeat  a  proper  tariff 
measure,  simply  because  it  comes  from  a  Democratic 
house,  or  that  the  Democratic  house  would  defeat  the 
senate  amendments,  simply  because  they  come  from  a 
Republican  branch  of  the  congress? 

Such  a  theory  attacks  the  good  faith  of  both  parties. 
It  assumes  that  party  glory  is  a  higher  thing  in  the  minds 
of  public  men  than  the  best  good  of  the  people.  It  as- 
sumes that  party  jealousy  is  an  insurmountable  obstacle 
to  the  efforts  of  single-minded  statesmanship,  seeking 
the  public  good. 

Has  it  really  come  to  this?

THE  COURTHOUSE  PLANS. 

There  can  be  no  complaint  that  D.   H.   Burnham  & 

Co.,   the   architects   to   whom   the   planning  of   the   now 

courthouse  was  entrusted,  have  not  sought  to  earn  their 

money.  Instead  of  one  plan,  as  most  people  expected, 
they  are  here  with  no  less  than  four,  all  of  which  are 
worthy  of  more  or  less  consideration,  and  each  of  which, 
in  its  own  way,  is  attractive. 

The  first  and  most  modest  plan  is  for  a  courthouse  on 
the  east  half  of  the  block  between  Fourth  and  Fifth 
avenues  west  and  First  and  Second  streets,  adapted  to  the 
present  needs  without  much  allowance  for  growth.  The 
second  is  a  larger  building  on  the  same  site,  in  which 
allowance  for  growth  is  made.  The  third  contemplates 
the  grouping  of  federal,  county  and  city  buildings  on  the 
two  blocks  between  Fourth  and  Sixth  avenues  west,  as 
more  elaborately  described  in  a  local  article  in  this  issue. 
The  fourth  plan  is  an  artist's  dream  of  a  public  building 
park  taking  up  a  good  part  of  four  blocks,  and  is  an 
elaboration  of  the  third  plan. 

The  chances  appear  to  be  now  that  the  first  and  fourth 
plans  will  be  dropped  from  consideration,  the  first  with- 
out regret  and  the  fourth  with  a  lingering  wish  that  it 
might  be  carried  about.  A  courthouse  for  present  needs 
would  be  outgrown  in  five  years,  so  that  should  dispose  of 
the  first  plan.  The  fourth  plan  is  too  large  and  visionary, 
and  though  everybody  will  indulge  a  wish  that  such  a 
splendid  plan  might  be  carried  out,  nearly  everybody  will 
promptly  pass  on  to  the  discussion  of  the  second  and 
third  plans. 

There  are  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  third  plan, 
though  they  are  not  necessarily  insurmountable.  The 
plans  should  be  studied  carefully  before  a  decision  is 
made,  for  while  no  unnecessary  delay  will  be  counten- 
anced, this  is  a  point  where  a  reasonable  pause  for  serious 
thought  is  both  advisable  and  necessary. 


ASSESSING  THE  MINES. 

For  the  present  the  turmoil  about  the  assessment  of 
the  iron  mines  of  Northern  Minnesota  for  purposes  of 
taxation  is  ended.  The  state  board  of  equalization  yes- 
terday rejected  the  proposal  of  one  or  two  members  that 
the  gigantic  increase  in  the  valuation  made  by  the  state 
tax  comni.'^sron  should  he  augmented  by  further  stupen- 
dous additions,  and  voted  to  let  the  figures  stand  as  fixed 
by  the  tax  commission. 

The  Herald  has  previously  stated  its  belief  that  this 
valuation  is  excessive.  It  is  excessive;  and  there  is  not  a 
single  class  of  property  in  the  state  today  that  is  as- 
sessed on  anywhere  near  the  same  altitudinous  basis. 

The  total  valuation  as  fixed  by  the  tax  commission 
and  left  by  the  board  of  equalization  is  about  $192,000,000, 
an  increase  from  last  year,  in  the  real  estate  valuation 
alone,  of  $120,000,000. 

The  total  valuation  of  all  the  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, of  the  first  twenty-one  counties  in  alphabetical 
order  is  $112,200,297.  considerably  less  than  the  mere 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  min- 
ing interests.  The  assessment  of  one  mine  alone,  the 
Mahoning,  is  $55,000,000,  which  is  more  than  the  total 
valuation  of  the  first  eight  counties,  more  than  half  the 
total  valuation  of  Ramsey  county,  and  nearly  onc-third 
that  of  Hennepm  county. 

The  state  has  appeared  to  desire  to  do  something  tre- 
mendous to  the  iron  interests.  It  has  done  it.  Let's  hope 
it  is  happy  and  contented  over  it. 

It  was  unthinkable  that  the  board  of  equalization 
should  have  adopted  the  ideas  of  one  or  two  radical  mem- 
bers, and  added  still  further  to  this  enormous  valuation. 
The  object  of  these  members  was,  very  evidently,  to  dis- 
count the  accomplishment  of  the  tax  commission,  and  win 
some  laurels  for  the  board  of  equalization  But  that  body 
cannot  justify  its  existence  by  ridiculous  over-valuations, 
any  more  than  it  can  by  absurd  under-valuations. 


AN  ANOMALOUS  CONDITION. 

Henry  Litchfield  West,  learnedly  discussing  the  com- 
ing presidential  campaign  in  the  current  issue  of  the 
Forum,  makes  and  proclaims  a  startling  discovery.  He 
•ays  that  the  only  way  to  block  tariff  revision  is  to  have 
a  Democratic  victory  next  year! 

There  be  men  of  other  mind  than  this;  some  there  be 
who  say  that  that  is  the  only  way  to  bring  tariff  revision 
about,  because  the  Republicans  are  always  going  to  revise 
the  tariff  after  election."  and  the  trouble  with  that  is 
that  there  is  always  another  election  ahead. 

But  Mr  West  reasons  out  this  theory  not  unplausibly. 
He  says  that  the  Republican  party  is  already  pledged  to 
conduct  Its  next  campaign  upon  the  promise  that  after 
the  election  the  tariff  will  be  revised.  He  says  also  that 
the  Demix-ratic  party  does  not  question  the  sincerity  of 
this  promise,  'out  that  it  does  doubt  the  thoroughness  of 
the  proposed  revision.

THE  WORKER'S  LIVING. 

Mrs.  Louise  Bolard  More,  a  college-bred  woman  and 
a  tactful  and  thoughtful  settlement  worker,  has  just  com- 
pleted and  published  the  result  of  an  extended  investiga- 
tion into  the  household  economy  of  the  working  classes, 
with  a  view  to  determining  the  wage  requirements  and 
minimum  living  wage  for  the  average  workingman's 
family. 

Her  work  is  not  a  slum  study.  She  chose  a  neighbor- 
hood in  New  York  city  with  gradations  from  extreme 
poverty  to  the  comfortable  incomes  of  skilled  labor,  but 
in  selecting  the  families  on  whose  accounts  her  investiga- 
tion was  based  she  excluded  the  extremely  poor,  because 
as  a  rale  drunkenness  or  unreliability  made  the  latter  too 
indefinite  to  work  upon.  She  studied  the  living  condi- 
tions of  200  typical  families  in  a  working  class  neighbor- 
hood, and  the  result  is  very  interesting.  The  200  families 
she  chose  were  in  point  of  intelligence  and  character 
above  the  average.  A  considerable  degree  of  thrift,  com- 
mon sense  and  economy  can  be  taken  for  granted  in  such 
a  collection.  Families  with  more  extravagant  ideas 
would  destroy  the  value  of  the  averages  she  deduced. 

The  average  family,  in  the  two  hundred  families  stud- 
ied, consisted  of  five  or  six  persons,  and  the  average  in- 
come was  $851.38  a  year,  or  less  than  $71  a  month.  Of 
the  two  hundred,  ninety-eight  families  came  out  even  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  fifty-five  had  a  deficit,  and  only  forty- 
seven  had  a  surplus — this  in  times  when  labor  is  abund- 
antly employed  and  well  paid.  In  some  instances  the 
struggle  was  sharp  indeed. 

There  was  the  case  of  the  pastor  of  a  struggling  little 
German  church,  who  with  his  college-bred  wife  and  two 
little  children  lived  for  a  year  on  $294;  they  'always  had 
one  meal  a  day,  sometimes  two  and  occasionally  three." 
This,  of  course,  was  an  exceptional  case.

The  writer  deduces  from  her  investigations  and  these 
figures  that  a  workingman's  family  of  average  size  in 
New  York  city  would  have  to  earn  at  least  $728  a  year, 
or  $14  a  week  continuously,  in  order  to  live  decently.  To

The  alacrity  with  which  the  citlasens 
are  responding  to  the  invitation  of  tlie 
courthouse  commission  and  the  architects 
to  view  the  plans  of  the  proposed  new 
courthouse  and  the  schemes  for  the 
^ouptns  of  the  public  buildings  of  Du- 
luth. was  demonstrated  today  by  the 
steady  stream  of  visitors  to  the  rooms 
of  the  commission  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Prvidence  building. 

Just  now  the  new  courthouse  seems  tp 
be  an  all-absorbing  topic,  and  anywhere 
about  the  town,  where  two  or  three  citi- 
zens are  gathered  together  it  may  be  cor- 
rectly surmised  that  they  are  discussing 
the  plans  and  the  schemes  which  Burn- 
ham  &  Co..  the  architects.  have 
submitted  for  a  grouping  of  the  public 
buildings. 

The  water  color  picture  of  the  pro- 
posed courthouse  and  the  floor  plans 
brought  here  by  the  Chicago  architects, 
set^im  to  meet  with  general  approval  from 
all  who  have  seen  them.  The  Idea  of  a 
solid,  substantial,  business  like  structure, 
yet  one  that  has  been  designed  enough 
along  the  old  classic  lines  of  arcliitectuce 
to  make  it  attractive  in  appearance, 
strikes  therfancy  of  Duluth  people  gener- 
ally, in  a  pretty  favorable  light,  and  so 
far  as  expressed,  public  sentiment  seems 
to  approve  of  the  idea  that  Bumham  & 
Co.  have  developed  in  the  way  of  a  court- 
house. 

Seem  to  Favor  Is. 
Expressions  of  opinion  show,  too.  that 
there  is  a  strong  sentiment  among  the 
local  taxpayers,  at  least,  for  the  group- 
ing plan  for  the  public  buildings.  With 
hardly  an  exception  those  citizens  who 
have  been  asked  for  an  opinion  declare 
that  the  grouping  plan  would  be  a  fine 
thing  that  it  should  be  carried  out  if 
the  county  city  and  federal  government 
can  get  together  in  the  matter  of  select- 
ing the  proper  amount  of  territory  and 
prTjvlde  the  funds  necessary  to  carry 
through   the  project. 

•I  am  for  it,"  said  City  Attorney  Bert 
Fealer.  this  morning,  with  reference  to 
the  grouping  plan.  "It  seldom  happens 
In  a  period  of  many  years   that  we  are 


confronted  with  a*  situation  where  the 
county,  municipality  and  government  are 
all  about  to  make  some  building  im- 
provement. The  cltv  has  been  calling 
for  plans  for  an  additional  story  to  the 
city  hallV^  the  government  has  bought 
more  land  on  which  to  erect  another  fed- 
eral building,  and  the  county  Is  planning 
a  new  courthouse.  It  may  be  twenty-five 
yeivrs  or  more  before  there  is  such  an- 
other combination  of  circumstances,  and 
the  time  seems  to  be  propitious  for  the 
working  out  of  the  grouping  scheme. 
The  city  hall  property  on  Superior 
street  is  increasing  fn  value,  it  can  very 
easily  be  remodeled  Into  a  block  for  com- 
mercial uses  and  would,  in  event  the 
city  should  decide  to  build  a  new  city 
hall  elsewhere,  provide  no  inconsiderable 
amount  of  funds  for  that  purpose.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  idea  should  be  given  care- 
ful consderation  at  this  time." 

Judge  Edson  ralk>;. 
"Although  I  have  not  yet  seen  the 
plans,"  Said  Judge  W.  D.  Edson,  "I 
have  been  much  impressed  by  the  general 
statement  in  the  papers  concerning  the 
grouping  plan.  It  seems  tj  me  to  be  good 
policy  to  have  the  public  buildings  In  the 
city  so  located  with  reference  to  each 
other  that  buslne-'JS  transactions  can  ije 
carried  on  quickly  and  conveniently.  The 
county  and  the  city  are,  probably,  in  a 
position  where  the  matter  of  finances 
would  not  stand  in  their  way.  but  the 
question  is  whether  It  would  not  require 
a  long  time  to  bring  the  government  into 
the  scheme.  Thp  government  usually 
moves   very    slowly   in  such   matters." 

J.  P.  Johnson'ri  Idea. 
"The  grouping  plan  is  a  very  attractive 
one,"  said  J.  P.  Johnson,  clerk  of  tho 
district  court  of  St.  Louis  county,  "but 
the  question  Is  whether  a  working  out 
of  the  scheme  might  not  mean  another 
long  delay  In  the  starting  of  th-^  construc- 
tion work  of  the  new  courthouse.  Any- 
body who  has  visited  the  present  court- 
house will  realize  that  the  county  offi- 
cers are  now  working  at  a  great  dis- 
advantage. They  are  cramped  for  office 
room  and  the  vault  room  Is  wholly  inade-

IDEA  NOT  A  NEW  ONE. 

F.  L  Yoang,  Local  Architect.  Has  Advo- 
cated "Grouping  Plan." 

The  idea  of  D.  H.  Burnham  &  Co.  for 
the  grouping  of  the  public  buildings 
of  the  city  with  reference  to  con- 
venience and  liarmony  of  architecture, 
and  the  construction  of  the  new  court- 
house at  the  end  of  a  vista,  is  not 
original  with  the  Chicago  architects.

Churchill. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Oct.  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  jury  empanelled  by 
Deputy  Coroner  Gleason  to  inquire  Into 
the  death  of  Conductor  George  Chur- 
chill, who  was  killed  in  the  Adams 
yards  Tuesday  evening,  found  that  he 
came  to  his  death  accidentally  by  slip- 
ping betvven  the  engine  and  the  tender 
of  which  E.  C.  Snyder  was  engineer 
and    Irvin    White    fireman. 

The  jury  consisted   of  E.  J.   Millet te. 


for  the  new  St.  Louis  county  court- 
house. A  large  number  of  people  to^Jk 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  and  E. 
R.  Graham  and  Pierce  Anderson  of  the 
firm  of  architects,  were  busy  nearly 
all  the  afternoon  In  explaining  tho 
plans. 

The  members  of  the  commission  and 
the   architects   are   desirous   that       the

Toward  that  end  Messrs.  Gra- 
ham and  Anderson,  wlio  expected  to 
return  to  Chicago  last  evening,  con- 
sented to  remain  over  until  this  eve.i- 
ing. 

The  drawings  are  on  quite  a  large 
scale,  the  perspectives  being  done  in 
color. 

One  scheme  or  plan  contemplates  a 
new  courthouse  on  the  location  whicn 
the  county  now  owns,  the  east  half 
of  the  block  containing  the  presenf 
federal  building.  The  plan  provides 
for  a  four-story  structure  along  classic 
lines  and  bearing,  in  a  general  way,  a 
similarity  to  the  style  of  architecture 
found  *n  the  custom  house  and  public 
library  in  New  York,  as  well  as  other 
public  buildings  over  the  country,  of 
comparatively  recent  style  of  architec- 
ture. This  building,  it  is  said,  will 
meet  the  present  requirements  of  the 
county  and  the  cost  would  fall  within 
the  $700,000  limit  fixed  by  the  county 
board. 

For  Future  Nee<l9. 

The  second  plan  provides  for  a 
courthou.se  lor  the  future  business  fif- 
teen or  twenty  yeajjs  from  now,  one 
with  eight  courtrooms  instead  of 
four,  and  other  things  in  proportion. 
The  cost  of  this  building  would  ex- 
ceed the  $700,000  limit,  in  fact  it  would

why  it  should  not  fall  in  luie  with  the 
other  large  cities  over  the  country, 
which  are  now  turning  their  attention 
to  the  grouping  plan  of  their  public 
buildings,  a  scheme  which  has  for  its 
good  points  the  orderly  and  convenient 
arrangement  of  the  buildings  in  an 
attractive  manner.  This  is  yet  a 
young  city,  younger  by  far  than  some 
■of  the  large  cities  that  are  now  giv- 
ing atteiition  to  the  scheme  suggested, 
but  this  is  addiitional  reason  why  the 
city,  growing  aa  it  is,  with  such  a 
flow  of  wealth  through  it  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  and  a  future  destined  to 
bring  a  larger  flow,  should  not  begin 
immediately  to  build  for  the  future. 

"Convenience  for  transacting  public 
business,  together  with  harmony  of  ar- 
rangement is  the  thing  sought  after 
nowadays  and  it  is  the  wise  city  or 
county  administration  that  buys  its 
real  estate  with  the  future  in  view,  for 
property  in  this  city  can  be  purchased 
much  cheaper  now  than  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  from  now. 

"With  a  county  of  the  wealth  of  St. 
Louis  county  and  a  city  as  prosperous 
as  Duluth,  it  would  seem  strange  that 
a  few  thousand  dollars  should  stand 
In  the  way  of  an  improvement  that  is 
to  be  made,  not  for  the  pres<ent  alone, 
but    for    future    generations. 

"The  schemes  proposed  contemplaic 
the  substantial  assistance  of  the  gov- 
ernment. This  assistance,  I  believe, 
will  be  given,  as  the  government  has 
thus  far  shown  a  liberal  spirit  in  the 
case  of  other  cities  which  have  been 
giving  the  idea  of  municipal  improve- 
ment a  great  deal  of  attention. 

"It  is  not  the  idea  that  all  this 
scheme  we  propose  can  be  worked 
out  all  at  once.  What  we  intend  is 
the  construction  of  public  buildings, 
the  new  courthouse,  for  instance, 
along  lines  and  on  a  location  that  will 
be  in  harmony  with  the  grouping  when 
other  public  buildings  shall  have  been 
erected."

A  merry  contest  for  the  honor  of  en- 
tertaining the  National  Ski  association 
In  1909  is  promised  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  association  to  be  held  in 
connection  with  the  big  national  turna- 
ment  here  the  latter  part  of  January. 

The  .'selection  of  a  place  for  each  suc- 
ceeding tournament  always  brings  on 
a  conte:^t,  but  at  the  meeting  here,  it 
promises  to  be  warmer  than  ever.  The 
towns  are  getting  into  the  game  early 
and  they  promise  to  .stay  until  it  is  all 
over  and  the  last  vote  counted. 

Munising  has  been  In  liie  game  for 
two  years  and  the  little  Cleveland- 
Cliffs  town  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior turns  up  smiling  again  this  year, 
wtih  many  inducements  and  much  de- 
termination. Munising  has  a  fine 
crowd  of  ski  riders  for  a  little  burg. 
They  get  right  into  every  national 
tournament  and  take  away  a  few  of  the 
lessers  honors,  usually,  and,  though 
they  don't  get  the  prizes,  they  make 
the  winners  put  their  best  front  on  in 
order  to  surpass  their  marks.  Munising 
is  lively,  takes  a  big  interest  in  skiing 
and  promises  to  show  the  national  as- 
sociation a  real  tournament  if  given  ilie 
chance. 

Next  comes  Houghton  with  a  bid  for 
the  tournament.  The  Copper  country 
town  hasn't  done  much  in  the  skiing 
line  because  it  hasn't  the  ski  riders  to 
enter.  But  in  arranging  a  tournament, 
pulling  it  off  and  entertaining  the  ski 
riders  and  visitors,  nobody  has  any 
doubt  of  Houghton's  ability  to  make 
good.  The  businessmen  there  are  talk- 
ing of  coming  to  Duluth  in  hordes  and 
bidding  for  the  tourney,  and,  if  they 
do.  many  will  think  twice  before  voting 
against  them.

BYJOUGHS 

Girls  Molested  by  Hood- 
lums Near  Old  Oneota 
Depot 

Building  is  Nuisance  and 

People   Want  It 

Removed. 


The  agitation  for  the  re«moval  of  the 
old  Oneota,  depot  was  given  new  im- 
petus Ia,3t  night,  when  a  gang  of 
young  hoodlums,  hanging  around  the 
depot,  gave  ohase  to  several  young 
ladies  returning  to  their  homes  from 
a  meeting  of  the  Epworth  league  of 
Merritt  Memorial  church,  at  the  par- 
sonage. 

Thay  were  walking  along  together, 
when  a  crowd  of  four  or  five  young 
fellow's  appeorea  trom  tne  anadow  of 
the  building  and  started  to  follow 
•them.  The  girls  ran  and  were  fol- 
lowed a  considerable  distance  by  the 
toughs,  who  finally  gave  up  the  chase. 
The  fellows  may  hav«  only  had  In 
mind  a  scare,  but  the  girls  were  badly 
frightened  when  they  reached  their 
homes.  Rev,  Briggs,  pastor  of  the 
church,  was  noufled,  and  he  tried  to 
get  the  ixJlice,  but  did  not  succeed  im- 
mediately. When  the  depot  was  visit- 
ed the  crowd  had  disappeared. 

The  police  have  bee*!  notified  now, 
however,  and  they  will  break  up  the 
gang.  The  occurrence  was  a  serious 
one,  as  tha  young  ladies  were  Ijadly 
frightened,  and  serious  results  might 
have  come  of  their  fright. 

The  Oneota  depot  has  been  a  thorn 
in  the  side  of  West  Duluth  for  a  long 
time  past.  Whan  the  Northern  Pacific 
discontinued  the  use  of  it,  it  was 
turned  over  to  an  oil  company  for 
storage  purposes,  and  for  that  rea*gon 
It  Is  doubly  objectionable.  The  old 
frame  structure  is  thoroughly  satur- 
ated with  oil,  and  so  Inflammable  that, 
if  it  once  took  fire  nothing  oould  pre- 
vent a  spread  of  the  flames,  as  the 
firemen  would  not  be  able  to  approauih 
it.  The  fact  that  cigarette  smoking 
youngsters  make  it  a  loafing  place 
makes  the  possibility  of  a  fire  more 
imminent,  and  the  movement  to  have 
it  removed,  which  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  council  last  spring, 
will  doubtless  be  taken  up  again,  as  a 
result  of  la<»t  night's  outrage.

Bullets. 


Some  People  Will  Reioice 
When  Hunting  Sea- 
son Ends. 


Despite  the  preponderance  of  hunters 
over  the  amount  of  game,  which  they 
may  reasonably  expect  lo  bring  down, 
duck  hunting  on  the  St.  Louis  river 
continues  unabated  and  every  day 
crowds  go  up  the  river  in  launches  to 
try   their  luck  at  the  birds. 

Pair  success  is  reported,  as  most  of 
the  hunters  succeed  in  bringing  down 
a  few  of  the  mallards,  which  are  more 
plentiful  this  year  than  for  some 
years  past. 

But  while  the  hunters  enjoy  the 
sport,  there  are  others  who  woutd 
rather  see  the  St.  Louis  river  free  of 
ducks  than  to  have  careless  hunters 
endanger  lives  by  their  metiiods.  There 
are  some  senseless  Individuals,  who 
take  chances  on  securing  duck  by 
means  of  rifles,  and  on  several  Sun- 
days recently  people  on  the  shores 
have  been  surprised  to  hear  bullets 
whizz  by  their  heads  at  an  uncom- 
fortably near  distance. 

Shotguns  are  evidently  scarce,  for 
some  people  go  out  on  the  river  with 
Remington  rifles  of  22  caliber  and,  if 
they  approach  near  enough  to  the 
game,  their  chances  of  bringing  their 
mark  down  is  good.  But  missing  the 
mark,  the  bullet  glances  from  the 
water  and  a  person  on  the  shore  is  In 
no  little  danger.  The  rifles  are  not 
altogether  harmless,  when  the  dis- 
tance traveled  by  the  bullet  Is  not 
great  and,  though  the  practice  Is 
legal,  it  is  senseless  and  dangerous  and 
a  good  many  people  would  like  to  see 
It    stopped. 

People  along  the  river  have  not  been 
entirely  free  from  danger  from  shot- 
g\ins  this  year,  either.  The  large  num- 
ber of  hunters  has  naturally  resulted 
in  much  more  shooting  and  a  person  on 
the  shore  is  in  no  small  danger  of  hav- 
ing his  skin  filled  with  shot  at  any 
time.  The  shores  of  the  St.  Louis 
river  Is  not  a  comfortable  place  for  a 
stroll   just    at    present,    and    when    the

New  York,  Oct.  11.— Four  days,  nine- 
teen hours  and  fifty-two  minutes  out 
from  Queenstown  with  every  trans- 
Atlantic  speed  record  In  her  possession, 
the  majestic  Cunard  liner,  Lusitania, 
swept  by  Sandy  Hook  lightship  at  1:17 
a.  m.  today  and  after  a  pause  off  the 
bar  to  await  daylight,  steamed  slowly 
up  the  harbor  to  receive  the  recogni- 
tion of  her  right  to  the  title  of  Queen 
of  the  Sea.  Three  records  were  writ- 
ten down  in  her  log  book,  two  of  them 
wrested  from  the  great  German  rivals 
of  the  Cunard  and  one  from  the  swift 
Lucania  of  her  own  line.  They  were 
the  shortest  time  from  any  European 
port  to  New  York,  the  fastest  average 
speed  for  any  trans-Atlantic  voyage, 
23.99  nautical  miles  per  hour,  and  the 
longest  daily  run,  617  nautical  miles. 
Translated  into  land  iniles  her  speed 
average  for  the  run  was  27.60  miles 
an  hour.  Her  achievement  is  a  triumph 
for  British  .shipbuilding  and  sailors 
and  may  mark  the  passing  of  the  old- 
fashioned  reciprocatmg  engine  and  the 
begining  of  the  universal  installation 
of  the  turbines  which  have  made  it 
possible  for  this  ship  to  carry  all  rec- 
ords   by   the    board. 

The  records  which  8hp  has  broken 
were : 

That  held  by  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  of 
the  North  German  Lloyd  line,  whica 
crossed  from  New  York  to  Plymouth 
at  an  average  speed  of  23.58  knots  as 
compared  with   the  Lusitania's  23.99. 

That  held  by  the  Hamburg-American 
liner  Deuschland  of  five  days,  11  hours 
and  54  minutes  from  Cherbourg  to 
New   York. 

That  held  by  the  Cunard  liner  J^u- 
cania,  which  crossed  from  Queenstown 
to  New  York  in  5  days,  7  hours  and  23 
minutes. 

Besides,  the  Lusitania  has  hroken 
her  own  record  of  5  days,  54  minuter 
made  on  her  maiden  trip  from  Queens- 
town. 

The  Lusitania  in  h.er  daily  runs  ex- 
ceeded on  two  day  XU^  record  of  601 
knots  previously  heid  ly  the  DteUtsch- 
land. 

Counting  the  days  from  noon  to  noon, 
the   runs    were   as   follows: 

Sunday,  41;  Monday,  590;  Tuesday, 
608;  Wednesday,  J17;  Thursday,  600  and 
from  noon  Thursday  to  1:17  a.  m.  Fri- 
day,   324   miles. 

The  new  Cunarder  is  the  first  "four 
day  boat"  to  enter  New  York  harbor, 
having  rompleted  the  passage  in  less 
than  five  days,  shortening  the  record 
held  by  the  Lucania  by  more  than 
eleven   hours. 

Her  arrival  was  greeted  with  the 
hoarse  salute  of  many  steam  craft,  to 
which  she  responded  with  the  hoarse 
roaif  of  her  own   siren.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Oct.  11.— Detroit  was 
baseball  mad  today.  Thousands  of 
enthusiastic  baseball  fans  owned  the 
city.  They  crowded  the  streets,  the 
hotels,  cafes,  street  cars  and  all  other 
public  places  all  morning,  and  this 
afternoon  they  crowded  Bennett  park 
for  the  fourth  game  between  the  De- 
troit team  of  the  American  league 
and    the    Chicago    Nationals. 

All  reserved  seats  for  both  g^ames 
had  been  sold  out  days  ago,  but  the 
general  admission  patrons  be.gan  to 
gather  early.  Immediately  after  break- 
fast some  made  their  way  to  the  ball 
park  and  lined  up  before  the  gates.

Paris,  Oct.  11.— Charles  P.  Baird  of 
Philadelphia,  son  of  Mr.  Baird  of  the 
Baldwin  Locomotive  works,  was  L|je 
American  who  last  night  ran  down  and 
killed  a  boy  named  Dapire  at  Neuilly. 
Mr.  Baird.  who  was  droving  a  75-lM«rbe 
power  six-cylinder  machine  at  a  rapid, 
pace,  maintains  that  the  accident  was 
unavoidable.  He  had  turned  out  of  tho 
road  to  avoid  a  heavy  van  wh.n  tho 
boy  suddenly  stepped  out  from  behind 
a  wagon  and  wa.«  hit  before  the  brakes 
could  be  applied. 

After  the  accident  a  crowd  gathered 
and  Mr.  Baird  was  beaten  and  twice 
knocked  down  by  the  crowd  before 
t»eing  rescued  by   tht-  police. 

Mr.  I^ilrd  was  relt-astd  pemling  the 
result  of  the  inve.«ti.Tation  of  the  exam- 
ining magistrate.

QUIET  NIGHT 

Francis    Joseph    Feels 

Better  and  Wants  to 

Go  Walking. 

Vienna,  Oct.  11.— Emperor  Francis 
Jo.seph  passed  a  comparatively  quiet 
night,  his  sleep  being  occasionally  .in- 
terrupted by  coughing.  This  morning 
his  temperature  was  lower  than  it  was 
last  night.  His  majesty  rose  at  his 
usual  time,  drank  a  glass  of  cham- 
pagne to  stimulate  his  appetite,  which 
Is  still  poor  and  a.sked  for  the  state 
documents  prepared  for  his  perusal,  af- 
ter wh'ch  he  began  reading  and  sign- 
ing papers. 

The  doctors  In  attendance  on  the  em- 
peror express  themselves  as  being  hope- 
ful, but  they  say  a  complete  recovery 
is  not  expected  for  a  long  time.  They 
insist  that  the  emperor  must  remain  at 
Schoenbrunn  castle  the  whole  winter, 
not  going  to  Budapest,  according  to 
his  usual  custom. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  the  emperor 
expressed  a  wish  to  walk  in  the  park, 
but  his  physicians  declined  to  allow 
him   to  do  so. 

Bulletins  are  sent  twice  daily  to  the 
German  enriperor  Informing  him  of  the 
condition   of   Emperor   Francis   Joseph. 


New  York,  Oct.  11.— Four  days,  nine- 
teen hours  and  fifty-two  minutes  out 
from  Queenstown  with  every  trans- 
Atlantic  speed  record  in  her  possession, 
the  majestic  Cunard  liner,  Lusitania, 
swept  by  Sandy  Hook  lightship  at  1:17 
a.  m.  today  and  after  a  pause  off  the 
bar  to  await  daylight,  steamed  slowly 
up  the  harbor  to  receive  the  recogni- 
tion of  her  right  to  the  title  of  Queen 
of  the  Sea.  Three  records  were  writ- 
ten down  in  her  log  book,  two  of  them 
wrested  from  the  great  German  rivals 
of  the  Cunard  and  one  from  the  swift 
Lucania  of  her  own  line.  They  were 
the  shortest  time  from  any  European 
port  to  New  York,  the  fastest  average 
speed  for  any  trans-Atlantic  voya.^e, 
23.99  nautical  miles  per  hour,  and  the 
longest  daily  run.  617  nautical  miles. 
Translated  into  land  miles  her  speed 
average  for  the  run  was  27.60  miles 
an  hour.  Her  achievement  is  a  triumph 
for  British  .shipbuilding  and  sailor.s 
and  may  mark  the  passing  of  the  old- 
fashioned  reciprocatmg  ingine  and  the 
begining  of  the  universal  installation 
of  the  turbines  which  have  made  it 
possible  for  this  ship  to  carry  all  rec- 
ords   by   the    board. 

The  records  which  shp  has  broken 
were: 

That  held  by  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  of 
the  North  German  Lioyd  line,  whicn 
cros.sed  from  New  York  to  Plymouth 
at  an  average  speed  of  23.58  knots  as 
compared   with   the  Lusitania's  23.99. 

TJiat  held  by  the  Hamburg-American 
liner  Deuschland  of  five  days,  11  hour.s 
and  54  minutes  from  Cherbourg  to 
New    York. 

That  held  by  the  Cunard  liner  JjU- 
cania,  which  crossed  from  Queenstown 
to  New  York  in  5  days,  7  hours  and  23 
minutes. 

Besides,  the  Lusitania  has  ttroken 
her  own  record  of  5  days,  54  mlnutSiS 
made  on  her  maiden  trip  from  Queens- 
town. 

The  Lusitania  in  her  .iaily  runs  ex- 
ceeded on  two  day«  tiie  record  of  601 
knots  previously  lieid  ty  the  Deutsch- 
land. 

Counting  the  days  from  noon  to  noon, 
the    runs    were    as    follows: 

Sunday.  41;  Monday.  590;  Tuesday, 
608;  Wednesday,  J17;  Thursday.  600  and 
from  noon  Thursday  to  1:17  a.  m.  Fri- 
day.   324   miles. 

The  new  Cunarder  is  the  first  "four 
day  boat"  to  enter  New  York  harbor, 
having  rompleted  the  passage  in  less 
than  five  days,  shortening  the  record 
held  by  the  Lucania  by  more  than 
eleven   hours*. 

Her  arrival  was  greeted  with  the 
hoarse  salute  of  many  steam  craft,  to 
which  she  responded  with  the  hoarse 
roar  of  her  own   siren.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Oct.  11.— Detroit  was 
baseball  mad  today.  Thousands  of 
enthusiastic  ba-seball  fans  owned  the 
city.  They  crowded  the  streets,  the 
hotels,  cafes,  street  cars  and  all  other 
public  places  all  morning,  and  this 
afternoon  they  crowded  Bennett  park 
for  the  fourth  game  between  the  De- 
troit team  of  the  American  league 
and    the    Chicago    Nationals. 

All  reserved  seats  for  both  games 
had  been  sold  out  days  ago,  but  the 
general  admission  patrons  began  to 
gather  early.  Immediately  after  break- 
fast some  made  their  way  to  the  ball 
park  and  lined  up  before  the  gates. 
At  10  o'clock  the  sale  of  tickets  began, 
and  the  gates  were  opened  soon  after. 
The  weather  during  the  morning  was 
threatening  but  the  sun  broke  through 
the  clouds  at  times  and  gave  hope  to 
the  anxious  fans. 

The  sky  grew  more  cloudy  as  the 
morning  passed,  and  about  11:30 
o'clock  a  light  shower  fell  m  the 
down  town  section  of  the  city.  It  last- 
ed but  a  ffw  moments,  and  had  no 
effect  on  the  constantly  Increasing 
crowd  which  was  streaming  out  Michi- 
gan avenue  to  the  bail  park.  The 
temperature  was  in  the  neighborhood 
of  55  dogs,  at  noon,  and  Weather 
Observer  Conger  said  it  would  stay 
between  50  and  5G  probably  during  the 
afternoon.

Professor  Haecker  Will 
Speak— Real  Estate  Ex- 
change Will  Attend. 


Duluth  citizens  are  waking  up  to 
the  fact  that  the  ooming  series  of 
Fteirmers'  Institutes,  which  will  be  held 
ftt  various  points  in  St.  L<>uis  county 
Curing  the  week  begrinnlng  Saturday. 
Oct.  19l  are  of  great  importance,  not 
only  to  the  farming  and  dairy  Inter- 
ests,   but    to   the   business   interests. 

The  opening  meeting  will  be  held  at 
the  Jean  DuLuth  farm,  one  week  from 
Saturday,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
jioon  and  1:30  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

The  Duluth  Real  Estate  exchange, 
comprised  of  the  real  estate  men  of 
the  city,  will  attend  the  meeting  at 
the  Jean  DuLuth  farm  in  a  IxKJy.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  exchange  It 
was  unanimously  voted  that  he  mem- 
]>e>rs    should    attend    the    Fanners'    In- 

{titute,    the  expense  of   the   trip   to  be 
orne  by   the   exchange. 
It  is  understood  that   the  jeal  estate 
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men  will  leave  Duluth  for  the  Jean 
DuLuth  farm  about   n'X>n.   Oct.   19. 

The  coming  institute  is  also  receiv- 
ing the  attention  of  the  Commercial 
club,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  pub- 
lic affairs  committee,  or  some  other 
delegation  representing  that  organl- 
aztion,  will  attend  the  meeting  at  the 
farm. 

In  view  of  the  great  Interest  that 
is  being  taken  by  the  citizens  of  Du- 
luth in  the  first  meeting  at  the  Jean 
DuLuth  farm,  the  local  men  who  are 
assisting  In  the  arrangement  of  the 
program  have  made  special  efforts  to 
make  the  event  a  larger  one  than  was 
at  first  anticipated. 

Prof.    Haecker,    who    has   charge     of 

the  dairy  department  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota^  has  been  invited,  and 
yesterday  a  letter  of  acceptance  was 
received  from  him.  Prof.  Haecker 
states  that  he  is  very  busy  with  liis 
classes,  and  that  it  is  a  difficult  mat- 
ter to  get  away,  but  he  will  come. 

A.  D.  Wilson,  superintendent  of  the 
State  Farmers'  institute,  has  also 
been  Invited.  He  lias  writte>n  local 
parties  stating  that  if  he  is  In  Minne- 
sota next  week,  and  can  possibly  get 
to  Duluth,  he  will  i>o  present  at  the 
jneetlng  on  the  farm. 

With  the  program  pi-eviously  ar- 
ranged by  Supt.  A.  J.  McGuire  of  the 
state  experiment  farm,  who  will  have 
chai-ge  of  the  series  of  institutes,  the 
ineeting  at  the  Jean  DuLuth  farm  is 
assured  of  a  strong  list  of  .speakers, 
men  who  are  experts  along  their  lines 
of  agricultural  and  dairy  develop- 
ment. 

C.  P.  Craig  and  John  G.  Williams, 
owners  of  the  farm,  have  extended  a 
general  invita-tlon  to  the  public  to  at- 
tend. Circular  letters  and  cards,  signed 
by  Supt.  A.  D.  Wilson,  are  being 
mailed  today,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  State  Farmers'  insti- 
tutes are  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers, 
and  that  each  taxpayer  should  attend 
the  meetings  and  get  his  money's 
vv'orth.  No  admission  will  be  charged, 
and  the  state  will  distribute  its  yearly 
book  on  agriculture.  The  men  who 
will  be  in  charge,  and  who  will  ad- 
dress the  farmers  and  others,  will  be 
ready  to  answer  questions,  and  offer 
any  suggestions  that  they  ca.n  along 
lines  that  will  help  the  agricultural 
and  dairy  interests  of  this  part  of  the 
state.  Interpreters  will  be  present  to 
hellip  thi>se  who  do  nt>t  understajid 
the  English   language. 

Mr.  Craig  and  Mr.  Williams  sug- 
gest that  Saturday,  Oct.  19,  be  made 
a  sort  of  holiday,  that  everybody  visit 
the  farm,  bring  along  their  lunch 
ba-skets  and  fodder  for  their  horses, 
and  come  prepared  to  spend  the  day. 

It  is  planned  to  make  the  Jean  Du 
Luth  farm  meeting  a  sort  of  county 
fair.  Stock  experts  will  be  on  hand 
to  judge  horses  and  cattle,  and  discuss 
breeding   and    feeding    methods. 

It  Is  believed  by  those  In  charge 
that  the  Farmers'  Institute  at  the  Jean 
DuLuth  farm  will  be  attended  by  sev- 
eral hundred  people  if  the  weather  Is 
at  all  propitlotu.

is  a  warranted  flush  feeling  In  the 
pockets  of  the. people. 

As  long  'as  such  buildings  as  the 
present  oUes  (Occupied  by  the  city  and 
county  are  p(ihnitted  to  disgrace  this 
locality,  there  can  be  no  permanent 
increase  in  civic  pride  or  ideals,  but 
with  the  .ffraaplng  of  the  situation, 
as  above  outlihod,  and  adoption  of  the 
plans  (ojT.  a  modification  of  them), 
presentea  to  the  cou;*thouse  commis- 
sion, the  whole  trend  of  opinion  on 
such  subjects  would  be  changed;  there 
would  be  no  necessity  for  smoke  or- 
dinances nop  billl>oard  regulations; 
the  only  thing  to  delay  the  city  beau- 
tiful would  be.  the  vacant  lot  nuisance 
and   absentee  6wnershlp. 

To  me  it  seems  almost  a  crime  not 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
presented,  and  I  am  emphatically, 
utiequivocally  and  unncompromislngly 
In  favor  of  the  plan  of  grouping  the 
buildings,  somewhat  in  accordance 
with  the  plana  presented,  and  will 
pay  my  share  of  the  oost  if  necessary. 
But  I  want  to  draw  attention  to  the 
need  for  this  growing  city  of  a  con- 
vention hall,  and  suggest  that  such 
I  accommodations  be  provided  In  the 
I  general  plan  ultimately  to  be  adopted. 
Those  of  us  who  have  had  experience 
In  the  securing  of  conventions  for  Du- 
luth have  found  the.se  conditions; 
;  There  is  no  trouble  in  getting  people 
j  to  want  to  come  here,  but  they  have 
to  be  assured  of  acoommodatlng  hotels, 
because  the  period  of  sardine  packing 
for  conventions  has  happily  passed 
In  this  country',  and  a  large  meeting 
place,  fitted  with  facilities  for  trans- 
acting business  Is  a  nece.ssity.  We 
al.'*o  need  such  a.  hall  for  our  own  local 
meetings  of  all  'kinds,  and  as  our  citj* 
grows,  as  It  Is  going  to  do,  and  Is  do- 
mg.  this  need  will  be  felt  more 
keenly  with  each  recurring  year. 
Therefore.,  as  a  public  necessity,  I  sug- 
gest tliat  a  convention  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  when  working  out 
the  details  of  our  present  magnificent 
opportunity  for  placing  Duluth  before 
the  people  of  the  country  and  our- 
selves as  a  live,  progre.'isive,  beautiful 
and  san3  city.

JOHN  HANSON  DEAD. 

Was  One  of  Pioneers  of  Crystal  Falls 
and  tlighiy  Respected. 

Oct.  10.— (SpeciaJ 
to  The  Herald-^— Crystal  Falls  lost  one 
of   her  oldest  and   most   higthly    respected 

citizens  tHls  week  In  the  death  of  John 
Hansen,  a  pioneer  miner,  aged  55  years. 
He  was  bo*n  tn  Denmark  in  1852,  married 
In  1872  to  /  Miss  Martha  Peterson,  and 
came  to  ATiierifca  with  his  bride  and  lo- 
cated at  drystal  FaHs  ten  years  later.  Of 
a  family  of  tw«^ve  children,  nine  are  liv- 
ing,   six    boyg  ,and    three    girls.

IS  NOMORE 

The  Famous  Female  Fin- 
ancier Passes  Away 
in  Prison. 


Secured  Millions  of  Money 
From  Various  Bank- 


ers. 


Columbus,  Oct.  11.— Mrs.  Cassie 
Chadwick.  whose  :  amazing  financial 
transactions  culminated  in  the  wreck- 
ing of  an  Oberlin,  Ohio,  bank,  died  in 
the  woman's  ward  In  the  Ohio  peni- 
tentiary at  10:15  last  evening.  Mrs. 
Chadwick  had  been  In  a  comatose 
condition  for  some  hours  previous  to 
her  death,  and  the  end  came  peace- 
fully. No  friends  or  relatives  waited 
at  her  bedside,  only  the  prison  phy- 
sician and  his  attendants.  Her  son, 
Kmil  Hoover,  had  been  summoned 
from  Cleveland,  but  he  arrived  fifteen 
lminut€^s  after  his  mother  expired. 

Mrs  Cassie  L.  Chadwick,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Bigley, 
was  a  native  of  Woodstock,  Can.  She 
first  came  into  public  notice  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  about  twenty  ^ears  ago,  where 
she  told  fortunes,  under  the  name  of 
Madame  De  Vere.  While  in  that  city 
she  forged  the  name  of  Richard  Brown 
of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  for  this 
crime  she  was  sent  to  the  peniten- 
tiary at   Columbus   for  nine  years. 

She  served  but  a  portion  of  the  sen- 
tence, and  then  located  in  Cleveland, 
where  she  married  a  man  named 
Hoover.  Her  second  husband  was  Dr. 
Chadwick  of  Cleveland,  a  man  of 
good  family  and  excellent  standing  in 
his  profession. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1902,  or  early  in 
1SK>3,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  In  the  presence 
of  her  huband,  guve  to  Ira  Reynolds, 
Uie  cashier  of  the  Wade  Park  bank  of 
Cleveland  a  box  containing  notes 
signed  with  the  name  of  Andrew  Car- 
negie. These  forged  notes  are  al- 
leged to  have  amounted  to  $7,500,000, 
Reynolds  gave  to  Mrs.  Chadwick  a 
receipt  for  the  papers,  which  described 
the  notes  and  the  signatures  upon 
them.  Mrs.  Chadwick  left  with  Rey- 
nolds as  an  explanation  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  notes  the  statement  that 
she  was  a  natural  daughter  of  Mr. 
Carnegie. 

With  the  receipts  of  Reynolds  In  her 
I>osses3ion,  Mrs.  Chadwick  went  to  dif- 
ferent banks  and  many  capitalists 
made  loans  for  which  she  paid  not  only 
high  ifiterest  to  the  banks,  but  heavy 
bonuses  to  the  bank  officials  who 
loaned  her  the  money.  The  extent  of 
these  transactions  will  never  be  fully 
known,  but  they  ran  Into  millions. 
They  Involved  men  of  high  sanding  in 
the  financial  world,  and  caused  heavy 
losses  to  many  banks. 

In  November,  1904,  she  was  sued  by 
a  man  named  Newton  of  Brookline, 
Masis.,  from  whom  she  had  bon-owed 
a  large  amount,  which  she  was  un- 
able to  pay.  Other  creditors  came 
down  upon  her,  and  within  a  short 
time  she  was  placed  under  arrest  by 
the  federal  authorities  on  the  charge 
of  conspiring  with  Cha.rles  Beckwith, 
the  president,  and  A.  B.  Si>ear,  of  a 
national  bank  at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  which 
had  i>een  looted.  Mrs.  Chadwick  had 
obtained  from  this  institution  such 
large  sums  of  money  that  they  were 
compelled  to  close  their  door^  causing

ruining  many  of  them. 

Mrs.  Chadwick.  Beckwith  and  Spear 
were  Indicted  for  a  variety  of  offenses 
against  the  national  banking  laws. 
Beck\\ith  died  before  coming  to  trial. 
Spear  pleaded  guilty,  was  sentenced 
to  seven  years  in  the  penitentiary, 
and  is  now  serving  time  at  Columbus, 
Ohio.  Mrs.  Chadwick  was  brought 
to  trial  on  March  6,  1905,  and  after  a 
hearing,  which  lasted  for  two  weeks, 
was  found  guilty  of  conspiracy  to  de- 
fraud a  national  bank  and  was"  s 
tenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penite 
tiary. 

Her  health,  which  was  not  good  at 
the  time  of  the  trial,  failed  steadily 
after    its    conclusion. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  left  one  son,  born  of 
her  first  marriage,  Emll  Hoover,  who 
is  now  about  20  years  old.

City  Could   Re6t  It  to 

Water  and  Light  De- 

partnvint 

Rentals  Would  Carry  In- 
terest on  Bonds  for 
New  Building. 


Is  the  city  of  IJuluth  so  situated 
financially  that  it  can  enter  into  the 
grouping  plan  for  Duluth  public  build- 
ings and  erect  a  city  hall  on  a  location 
in  proximity  to  the  proposed  county 
courthouse  and  federal  building. 

This  is  a  question  which  a  great 
I  many  of  the  citizens  are  asking  them- 
1  selves,  or  each  other,  and  over  which 
I  there  has   arisen   more   or  less   discus- 

!  sion. 

That  the  grouping  plan  for  the  public 
builihngs   has   struck   a  popular   chord 
and    public    sentiment    is    strongly    in 
favor    of   It,    is   shown    by    the   expres- 
I  sions  heard  from  citizens  from  all  walks 
!  of  life.     Not  one  in  ten  who  have  been 
:  asked    for    an    opinion    of    the    scheme 
'  have  declared  themslvs  against  it,   al- 
though   some    have    stated    that    they 
favor  the  scheme,  but  cannot  see  where 
the  funds  are  coming  from  to  carry  it 
out. 

That   the   city     of     Duluth   must   do 
something  pretty  soon  in  the  way  of  in- 
creasing its  present  quarters  by  erect- 
ing   additional    storl«    to    the    present 
I  city  hall  or  by  erecting  a  new  building, 
I  is    undisputed.      The  '  city    officers    are 
I  cramped  for  office  space  and  they  must 
I  soon   have   larger   quarters. 

City  Attorney  Bert  Fesfer,  in  a  state- 
I  ment  to  The  Herald  yesterday,  in  which 
'  he  advocated  the  grouping  plan  for 
'  public  buildings,  suggested  that  the 
'  city  is  in  a  better  position  to  go  ahead 
with  a  new  building  than  many  tax- 
payers think. 

He  pointed  out  the  increasing  value 
of  the  present  city  hall  property  at 
I  the  corner  of  Superior  street  and  Sec- 
ond avenue  east  as  a  substantial  asset, 
I  the  property  being  located  in  the  busi- 
!  ness  district,  and  the  buildings  could 
!  easily  be  remodeled  for  commercial  pur- 
'  poses. 

New  Plan  Suggested. 
Today    another    plan    has    been    sug- 
gested  by   a   local    city   official,    which 
opens  possibilities  that  seem  even  more 
favorable  than  the  asset  suggested  by 
Mr,   Fesler.     The    water  and   light   de- 
partment   of    the    city,    as    practicaly 
everyone    conversant    with   city   affairs 
knows,   is   paying   an  annual  rental   of 
$2,400  for  the  quarters  that  it  occupies 
in  the  Howe  building  on  the  corner  of 
First    street    and    Third    avenue    west. 
On  the  basis  of  a  4  per  cent  rate,  this 
annual  rental  means  about  the  same  as 
the  interest  on  a  bond  Issue  of  $60,000, 
a  fair  estimate,  as  the  cU»  can  sell  its 
I  bonds   any   time   for  4  ptC  cent. 
I     It   is   suggested    that    the    water   and 
light  department   could   rent   the  base- 
ment and  the  first  floor  of  the  present 
hall  and  pay  the  city  the  $2,400  rental

for  the  Navy. 

London,  Oct.  11.— The  British  admiralty 
has  under  consideration  a  new  form  of 
marine  engine  and  propellor  which,  the 
inventor  claims,  will  revolutionize  not 
only  naval  warfare,  but  the  navigation 
of  the  whole  world.  At  first  sight  the 
engine  resembles  a  turbine,  but  closer  In- 
spection reveaLs  Important  differences. 

Steam  from  any  type  of  boiler  is 
brought  to  bear  upon  a  shaft  fitted  with 
twelve  chambers,  divided  into  two  sets  of 
six  each.  Shaft  and  chambers  are  all 
steel,  cast  in  one  piece,  and  of  great 
strength.  Exactly  what  the  arrangement 
Of  these  chambers  Is,  the  inventor  deems 
it  imprudent  at  present  to  disclose  but 
it  I3  much  that  the  admission  of  steam 
through  the  orfices  at  their  ends  causes 
the  shaft  to  revolve  at  a  tremendous 
speed. 

So  great  Is  the  power  of  the  new  form 
of  engine  that  the  inventor  considers  It 
useless  to  apply  it  to  the  ordinary  screw 
propellor,  lest  the  terrific  pace  should 
resu  t  in  the  formation  of  a  complete  or 
part  al  vacuum  In  which  the  screw 
wou  d  "race"  without  exerting  its  pro- 
pulsive force.  He  haa  accordingly  de- 
vised   a    modification    of    the    screw    nro-

DOG  SHOT  MAN 
WHILE  IN  TREE 

Man  Was  Dog's  Master 

and    Dog    Didn't 

Mean  It. 

Trout   Run,   Pa.,   Oct.  11.— Hardly  could 
harder    luck    befall    humankind,    or    one 
I  more     usual,      than      to      which     George 
I  Steigleman    of    the    Sugar    Camp    end    of 
I  Rose    valley,    fell    a    victim    a    few    days 
'  ago.    Steigleman     early     in     the     season, 
I  when    his     buckwheat    was    in    blossom, 
j  had   trailed   a   bee  to  Its  lair,   about  two 
'  miles  over  the  hill   from    his  place,   near 
I  the    head    of    the    Sugar    Camp    timber. 
!  He   found   that   the   swarm  had   hived   In 
a    leaning    oak,    about    thirty    feet    from 
I  the  ground,  in  a  generous  opening  caused 
'by  the  falling  out  of  a  rotted  limb.    The 
:  number  of  bees  at  work   showed  to  him 
i  that    the    hive    was   a    large   swarm,    and 
neo.rly  all  of  them  appeared  to  be   work- 
I  ing   on    his    buckwheat. 
I     A  few  days  ago,   carrying  a  fifty-pound 
lard    can    and    his    double-barreled    shot- 
gun,  and  accompanied   by  a   small   span- 
iel,   Mr.    Steigleman    started    to    harvest 
the    honey.    The    tree    was   an    easy    one 
of  ascent,  but  because  of  the  location  of 
the    opening    in    which    the    swarm    wer« 
hived    he    had    difficulty    in    applying   the 
.^ulpher  fire    used  by   him  to  destroy  tlio 
bees    so    that    he    might    proceed    unmo- 
lested and   unstung  to  rob  the  hive. 

He  had  rested  his  gun  on  the  ground, 
the  muzzle  leaning  against  a  small  sap- 
ling. While  engaged  at  smoking  out  the 
bees  his  attention  was  attracted  to  the 
epaniel,  down  on  the  ground,  which  seem- 
ed to  be  terribly  wrought  up  over  some- 
thing, and  was  barking  and  growling  for 
dear  life. 

Steigleman  thought  the  dog  might  be 
putting  up  a  bluff  at  a  bear,  but  he 
could  see  nothing,  so  he  resumed  his 
honey  gaiheriny.  He  had  succeeded  in 
more  than  half  filling  his  lard  can, 
when  suddenly  the  dog  again  set  up  a 
terrible  ado.  This  time  Steigleman  saw 
what  the  trouble  was.  A  pair  of  rac- 
coons that  had  been  nosing  about  un- 
der a  nearby  tree  at  that  Instant  were 
making  a  charge  upon  the  noisy  dog; 
the  latter,  in  his  cowardice  and  fright, 
leaped  backward  against  the  hammer- 
less  gun,  and,  his  head  coming  into  vio- 
lent contact  with  it,  the  gun  went  off.

THE  NEW  COl/RTHOUSE. 

lu  considering  the  choice  of  a  plan  for  the  newr  St. 
Louis  county  courthouse,  the  mistake  of  judging  the 
county's  needs  and  its  capacity  to  expend  by  conditions 
that  prevail  today  must  not  be  made.     . 

Duluth,  St.  Louis  county  and  Northern  Minnesota 
arc  only  on  the  threshold  of  development.  Duluth  with 
its  steel  and  other  factories,  and  St.  Louis  county  with 
its  mining  and  agricultural  development,  have  their 
future  still  before  them.  Both  have  advanced  tremen- 
dously, but  they  have  barely  begun  to  advance. 

Therefore  the  county  will  -be  justitied  in  adopting 
plans  that  might  seem  extravagant  if  there  were  no 
future  to  draw  upon.  Indeed,  to  limit  the  expense  to 
correspond  with  present  conditions  would  be  calamitous 
shortsightedness. 

On  the  whole,  careful  consideration  of  the  four  plans 
proposed  by  D..  H.  Burnham  &  Co.  leads  to  the  belief 
that  the  so-called  "two-block"  plan  is  the  one  that  should 
be  adopted.  These  architects,  whose  judgment  is  that 
of  artists  and  experts,  condemn  the  proposed  site  on  the 

•  east  half  of  the  block  at  the  corner  df  Fourth  avenue 
west  and  Fourth  street  as  not  lending  itself  to  a  har- 
monious and  sightly  result.  The  proposed  group  ar- 
rangement, with  the  county  building  in  the  background 
And  the  city  and  federal  buildings  in  the  foreground, 
commends  itself  broadly,  and  the  expense  is  not  beyond 
reason. 

The  four-block  plan,  wliile  it  is  highly  artistic  and 
eminently  admirable,  cannot  be  considered,  much  as  wfe 
•hould  like  to  do  it.  'For  one  reason,  it  involves  the 
removal  of  the  Jackson  school,  one  of  the  most  substan- 
tial school  buildings  in  the  city.  For  another,  it  involves 
taking  out  of  the  heart  of  the  city  the  greater  part  of 
four  51ocks.  To  rill  such  a  space  allowance  is  niade  for 
future  public  buildings  donated  by  rich  citizens,  and  in 
the  meantime,  while  we  are  waiting  for  such  gifts,  the 
plan  would  be  incomplete  and  far  from  picturesque. 

There  are  two  other  very  potent  reasons  why  the 
_  expense  of  the. four-block  plan  should  n,ot  be  undertaken. 
First,  there  is  a  possibility,  though  it  is  remote,  that  St. 
Louis  county  will  be  ultimately  divided.  That  would 
leave  Duluth  and  its  fringe  of  farming  territory  to  stand 
tile  entire  expense.  Again,  nobody  knows  what  the  legis- 
lature is  going  to  do  with  the  taxes  from  the  iron  mines. 
,.If  the  constitutional  amendment  relating  to  taxation 
should  be  carried  next  year,  the  advocates  of  a  ton- 
nage tax  on  the  mines  to  go  to  the  state  will  renew  their 
attack,  and  if  such  injustice  should  prevail,  the  mining 
property  could  no  longer  bear  its  share  of  the  expense 
of  building  and  maintaining  a  courthouse. 

The  two-block  plan,   however,  is   within   reason,  and 

•  it  affords  a  splendid  opportunity  to  group  the  public 
buildings.  Even  it  the  present  federal  building  cannot 
be  acquired  for  a  city  hall,  the  government  is  going  to 
build  a  postoffice  on  the  opposite  corner,  and  there 
would  still  be  two  public  buildings  to  make  the  har- 
monious grouping  contemplated  by  the  architects.  Even 
if  some  slight  delay  is  involved,  it  can  be  borne  for  the 
•ake  of  the  infinitely  better  results  that  will  follow.

TOO  MANY  MURDERS. 

Persons  charged  with  homicide  to  the  number  of 
2,044  were  committed  to  jail  in  this  country  in  1904. 

This  indicates  a  wide  prevalence  of  murder. 

Less  than  5  per  cent  of  that  number  were  sentenced 
to  death  as  a  result  of  their  conviction. 

This  docs  not  indicate  the  alacrity  to  punish  so  dan- 
gerous and  common  a  crime  that  there  ought  to  be  in 
view  of  its  frequency. 

In  the  six  states  in  which  murders  were  most  fre- 
quent, Kentucky.  Tennessee.  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Missis- 
sippi and  Texas,  with  a  total  of  743  convicted  cases  in 
one  year,  only  four  persons  were  condemned  to  death; 
three  in  Texas  and  one  in  Mississippi. 

In  other  words,  the  greater  number  of  murders  are 
found  where  the  punishment  is  most  lax. 

Th:>  does  not  necessarily  form  an  argument  in  favor 
of  capital  punishment;  the  states  in  which  capital  punish- 
ment has  been  abolished  were  very  low  in  the  list  as  to 
the  number  of  homicides  occurring  in  them.  It  does  in- 
dicate a  looseness  of  the  execution  of  the  law  against 
homicide,  whatever  it  may  be. 

There  are  no  reliable  statistics  as  to  the  volume  of 
homicides  in  this  country.  Judge  William  H.  Thomas  of 
Alabama  has  estimated  that  there  are  9.829  homicides 
each  year,  or  a  fraction  more  than  129  to  each  million  of 
the  population. 

The  census  figures  show  only  a  little  more  than  2.000 
convicted  of  homicide.  This  is  about  20  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  homicides  committed.  One  in  every  five  mur- 
derers is  convicted,  in  some  degree  or  other,  of  homicide, 
while  the  other  four  go  scot-free,  either  because  they  are 
not  captured  or  because  the  juries  let  them  go. 

It  is  very  evident  that  there  are  not  enough  convic- 
tions or  severe  enuugli  punishments  for  murder.  It  is 
aot  necessary  to  say  that  not  enough  murderers  are 
hanged.  The  value  of  hanging  as  a  deterrent  is  question- 
able. When  England,  for  instance,  imposed  capital  pun- 
ishment for  nearly  every  crime  that  was  worth  punish- 
ment at  all,  there  was  more  crime  than  there  is  today, 
when  people  are  hanged  for  only  one  or  two  offenses! 
Again,  there  is  the  fact  that  in  the  states  that  have  abol- 
ished capital  punishment  there  are  comparatively  few 
homicides. 

But  there  should  be  more  convictions,  and  the  law 
should  be  applied  more  vigorously.  If  it  is  in  a  state 
•where  hanging  is  prescribed  for  murder  of  a  certain 
degree,  and  the  accused  person  is  convicted  of  murder 
in  that  degree,  he  should  be  hanged.  If  it  is  in  a  state 
where  life  imprisonment  is  the  legal  punishment  for  the 
■anie  offense  in  the  same  degree,  the  convicted  murderer 
•hould  g.>  to  prison  for  life;  and  he  shouldn't  be  par- 
doned out  a  few  years  later  through  any  false  sentiment. 

Lite  will  be  held  cheaply  so  long  as  juries  and  judges 
are  leinent  with  those  that  take  it.  As  one  commentator 
on  this  condition  has  said,  the  rate  of  mortality  among 


CAPITALIZATION. 

One  of  the  livest  questions  of  the  future,  and  one  that 
ii  looming  largely  even  today  when  we  have  not  quite 
reached  the  point  where  we  can  grasp  it  for  solution,  is 
where  the  line  is  to  be  drawn  in  the  fight  to  curb  exces- 
sive capitalization  and  excessive  profits. 

Suppose  you  build  a  new  railroad  at  a  cost  of  say 
$50,000,000,  and  it  earns,  at  the  start,  5  per  cent  net,  or 
$2,500,000  a  year.  That  is  a  fair  return  upon  a  fair  capi- 
talization. But  tlie  country  it  taps  will  grow,  and  with  it 
the  earnings  of  the  road.  Suppose  ten  years  later  the 
road  is  earning  $10,000,000  a  year  net.  That  is  20  per 
cent  upon  the  capital,  and  20  per  cent  is  more  than  a  fair 
return.  Should  you  be  allowed  to  capitalize  your  road 
at  its  new  earning  capacity?  Or  is  that  stock-watering, 
and  must  you  be  pinned  down  to  actual  cost  of  construc- 
tion, without  reaping  any  of  the  benefits  of  the  growth 
you  have  produced  by  building  your  railroad?  The  actual 
value  of  your  road,  which  was  $50,000,000  at  the  start, 
has  increased  with  the  development  of  its  territory,  and 
if  you  increase  your  capital  accordingly,  you  would  re- 
duce your  rate  of  dividends  by  spreading  the  earnings 
over  more  stock.     Where  is  the  line  to  be  drawn? 

Is  it  fair  to  make  actual  cost  the  basis,  or  should  it 
be  actual  value?     And  what  determines  actual  value? 

President  Roosevelt  has  taken  the  position  that  physi- 
cal valuation  is  but  one  of  the  elements  to  be  considered 
in  fixing  the  earnings  of  A  corporation.  He  adds  that 
the  effect  of  such  valuation  and  supervision  of  securities 
as  is  proposed  cannot  be  retroactive.  Existing  securities 
must  be  tested  by  the  laws  in  existence  at  the  time  of 
their  issue.  Thus  if  a  railroad  is  permitted  to  over-capi- 
talize, there  being  no  law  to  prevent  it,  future  laws 
against  over-capitalization  cannot  apply  to  its  stock. 

But  sirpposc  a  competing  road  is  built  under  the  new 
laws.  It  will  be  limited  in  its  earnings  to  a  tair  return 
upon  a  fair  capitalization.  Its  rates,  therefore,  must  be 
much  lower  than  those  required  to  pay  dividends  upon 
the  watered  stock  of  the  older  road,  and  in  this  way, 
through  competition,  the  securities  in  the  watered  cor- 
poration will  find  their  true  level,  regardless  of  the  un- 
questioned principle  that  such  reform  measures  should 
not  be  retroactive. 

In  Nebraska,  lately,  this  question  arose  before  the 
state  railroad  commission  in  a  case  involving  street  car 
fares  in  Lincoln.  The  commission  fixed  a  value  upon 
tiie  street  railroad  properties,  and  fixed  the  amount  of 
capital  upon  which  each  company  will  be  allowed  to  pay 
dividends.  This  is  the  example  that  will  be  followed 
everywhere,  not  only  in  the  case  of  street  railroads,  but 
of  steam  railroads,  electric  light  corporations,  telephone 
-companies  and  of  all  industrial  concerns.  Find  a  fair 
valuation,  and  limit  the  profits  to  a  fair  dividend  return 
upon  that  valuation.  Then,  if  the  earnings  pass  the 
limit,  rates  muat  be  reduced. 


COLLUSIVE  DIVORCES. 

The  action  of  the  New  York  legislature  in  providing  a 
penalty  for  the  crime  of  adultery  by  a  law  which  has 
lately  gone  into  effect  has  been  misunderstood  in  othvjr 
states  that  are  not  situated  as  New  York  is  in  its  divorce 
laws  and  criminal  laws. 

The  common  law  did  not  treat  adultery  as  an  indicat- 
able  offense,  and,  save  as  it  gave  the  husband  an  action 
for  damages  against  the  wife's  paramour,  left  it  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  ecclesiastical  courts.  New  York  is  one 
of  the  numerous  states  which  have  left  the  common 
law  unchanged  by  statute,  and  the  new  law  is  aimed  not 
so  much  at  the  offense  itself  as  against  the  equally  great 
or  greater  offense  of  collusive  divorces. 

In  New  York  the  only  legal  ground  for  divorce  is 
adultery,  which,  as  Law  Notes  says,  "the  newspapers  mis- 
call, with  a  sort  of  prurient  euphemism,  'the  statutory 
ground' — as  if  all  causes  for  divorce  were  not  alike  stat- 
utory." It  is  said  to  have  become  distressingly  com- 
mon in  New  York  for  a  married  pair  who  are  dissatisfied 
with  the  lottery  of  marriage  to  agree  that  one  party  shall 
furnish  to  the  other  the  evidence  necessary  for  a  divorce, 
and  then  the  proof  is  made  and  the  decree  granted  with- 
out contest. 

It  was  to  meet  this  condition  that  the  New  York  legis- 
lature, for  the  first  time,  adopted  a  law  making  adultery 
a  crime.  This  was  intended  to  discourage  the  practice  of 
collusion,  and  it  should  certainly  have  that  effect.  A  man 
so  lacking  in  sense  of  shame  that  he  would  permit  evi- 
dence of  a  crime  to  be  adduced  against  him  in  court  is 
likely  to  have  enough  fear  of  the  law  left  to  refuse  to 
enter  such  a  compact  if  it  means  conviction  and  sentence 
besides  a  divorce. 

In  this  connection  attention  has  recently  been  called 
to  an  interesting  freak  of  the  law  in  Minnesota,  by  which 
a  wife  who  secures  a  divorce  on  the  ground  of  infidelity 
gets  all  of  her  husband's  property  just  as  though  he  were 
dead.  This  is  not  a  new  provision,  the  only  change  being 
in  the  amount  of  the  husband's  property  the  wife  is  to 
get.  Under  the  old  law  a  wife  inherited  one-third  of  the 
property  of  a  husband  who  died  intestate.  The  intention 
of  the  divorce  law  was  that  the  wife  should  get  this  tliird. 
But  later  the  law  of  inheritance  was  changed  so  that  a 
wife  now  gets  all  of  her  husband's  estate,  unless  he  leaves 
a  will  otherwise  disposing  of  it.  The  divorce  law  being 
unchanged  in  the  new  statutes,  the  law  which  formerly 
gave  a  wife  who  secures  a  divorce  on  this  ground  a  third 
now  gives  her  all  of  her  husband's  property. 

The  law  was  recently  interpreted  to  this  etTect  by  a 
Minneapolis  court,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  about  the 
way  it  reads.  This  may  prove  to  be  as  effective  in  dis- 
couraging divorces  by  collusion  in  this  state  as  the  crim- 
inal statute  is  in  New  York.

The  Fourth  Estate:  There  must  be  cir- 
culation or  there  can  be  no  advertising 
value.  Tha  more  circulation  there  is  the 
better  for  the  advertiser— If  the  right  peo- 
ple are  reached  by  it  in  the  right  way. 

And  there  the  problem  appears.  Who 
re-ads  the  newspaper  Is  vastly  more  im- 
portant to  the  advertser  in  Its  columns 
than  how  many  read  it. 

Deadhead  circulation  Is  well  nigh  value- 
less to  any  advertiser. 

So  is  slum  circulation,  except  for  the 
cheapness  of  bargain  offerings. 

So  is  circulation  that  reaches  the  shift- 
less, dissatisfied,  complaining  classes,  al- 
way  out  of  harmony  with  the  established 
order  of  things — the  classes  that  envy  suc- 
cess and  rail  at  any  opinions  but  their 
own. 

A  newspaper  that  panders  to  these 
classes  can  get  them  as  a  following,  but 
whether  they  count  by  the  thousands,  or 
hundreds  of  thousands,  their  value  to  the 
advertiser  of  substantial  goods  Is  very 
small.

It  ha.s  been  dumped  Into  th«.  ' 
bay  up  to  the  level  of  the  street  ana 
a  roadway  formed  of  the  same  width  j 
as  the  roadway  of  Ramsey  street.  If  j 
the  same  plan  i.><  followed,  when  the  | 
portion  of  Oneota  street  to  be  paved  I 
is  graded,  the  extension  will  probably 
be  completed. 

The  season  is  now  too  late  to  allow 
the  construction  of  the  dock  this  year, 
but  it  will  very  probably  be  construct- 
ed early  In  the  spring  so  as  to  be 
ready  for  use  shortly  after  navigation 
opens.

of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  it  will  be 
the  endeavor.  In  accordance  with  the 
law,  to  admit  only  those  patients  who 
have  slight  disease,  and  who  offer  a 
hope  of  cure,  or  of  such  amelioration 
of  symptoms  that  they  may  become 
wage  eai-ners  again.  It  is  further- 
more, intended  as  an  educational  in- 
stitution, where  patients  will  be  taught 
the  simple  but  imi>orlant  laws  of  hy- 
gienic living.  The  sanatorium  should 
in  no  sense  be  considered  a  home  for 
the  hopelessly  sick.  Patients  must 
have  resided  in  the  state  for  one  year. 
Application  for  admission  should  be 
made  to  the  superintendent  at  Walkci*. 
When  a  vacancy  exists,  he  will  send 
an  order  for  the  patient  to  go  to  an 
examiner.  The  examiner  will  send  the 
report  of  his  examination  to  Dr.  Mar- 
cley, who  will  admit  the  patient  If  he 
is  considered  a  suitable  case  for  treat- 
ment. The  charge  for  patients  will  be 
uniform,  at  the  rate  of  $7  per  week. 
County  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  pay  this  charge  for  any  patient 
they  send. 

•It  is  wise  for  the  State  sanatorium 
to  admit  only  thoso  applicants  who 
offer  hope  of  great  improvement,  and 
perhaps  complete  recovery  within  a 
few  months.  Experience  has  sliown 
that  there  are  many  of  these  cases 
who  never  come  to  our  notice.  It  is  a 
well-known,  oft  repeated,  but  import- 
ant and  interesting  fact  that  a  large 
majority  of  post-morten  examinations, 
upon  cases  dying  of  other  diseases, 
show  signs  of  healed  tubercular  lesions 
in  the  lungs.  Many  people  have  in- 
cipient tuberculosis  and  recover,  not 
know'ng  they  were  tuberculous.  The 
stale  sanatorium  should  make  every 
effort  to  find  the  incipient  case.  There 
are  in  this  state  enough  of  these  early 
cases  to  fill  the  new  sanatorium  many 
times  over.  Examiners  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  every  county  in  the  state. 
Three  or  six  months  sp-nt  at  the  san- 
atorium, when  the  disease  is  just  be- 
ginning to  show  itself,  may  prevent 
years  of  suffering  and  incapacity  and 
financial  distress.  .    .

TO  BllLD  SPAIN'S  NEW  NAVY 

Madrid,  Oct.  11.— A  British  Arm  will 
i  probably  be  invited  to  undertake  the 
supervision  of  the  construction  ot  a  new 
navy  for  Spain  in  the  Spanish  navy 
yards.  A  new  administrative  system  is 
being  arranged.  The  commanders  of  the 
Firrol  and  Carthagona  dockyards  will  be 
concerned  only  with  military  surveillance 
and  the  maintenance  of  order;  and  at  the 
admiralty  the  four  existing  officers  con- 
cerned with  construction  will  be  replaced. 
A  new  post,  to  be  filled  by  a  state  mayor, 
will  be  the  central  authority.  There  will 
be  a  second  for  new  construction,  ma- 
chinery, ordnance,  etc.,  a  third,  to  be 
known  as  the  director  of  the  mercantile 
marine;  and  a  fourth  for  other  branches 
of  the  service. 

The  vote  for  new  construction  will  be 
practically  $40,000,000.  to  be  spread  over 
eight  years,  and  to  include  the  improve- 
ment of  naval  bases  ag  well  as  new  con- 
struction. The  vessels  to  be  laid  down 
after  the  passing  of  the  act  are  three 
battleships  of  15,000  tons,  costing  each 
$0,000,000;  three  destroyers  of  350  tons  dis- 
placement and  twenty-eight  knots  speed; 
twenty-five  torpedo  boats  of  180  tons,  and 
three  gunboats  of  500  tons  and  thirteen 
knots  speed.  Provision  la  included  for 
the  completion  of  the  two  cruisers  Reina 
Regente  and  Gataluna  now  in  hand.  The 
naval  works  will  include  a  new  dock  at 
Ferrol.

A  Big  Party  of  Miners 

Brought  in  From 

East 


Employment  a«rents  say  that  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  laborers  In  Duluth  are 
being  employed  by  lumber  contractors. 
The  railroads  are  getting  only  a  very 
small  per  cent  of  the  unusually  small 
amount  of  men  that  are  in  the  city. 
The  reason  advanced  by  the  employ- 
ment agents  is  that  September  was 
such  a  bad  month  that  laborers  hired 
by  the  day  worked  only  part  of  the 
month  and  received  as  a  result  a 
heavy  shrinkage  in  wages. 

Rather  than  take  further  chances  on 
the  weather,  which  is  uncertain  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  the  men  are 
going  to  the  woods  where  they  are  paid 
by  the  month. 

Several  agents  of  lumbering  con- 
tractors were  in  Duluth  today  at- 
tempting to  hire  men.  The  succeed- 
ed in  securing  some,  but  the  supply 
of  labor  is  falling  far  short  of  the  de- 
mand. All  of  the  agents  expressed 
the  opinion  that  work  in  the  lumber 
camps  will  fail  to  reach  the  results  ex- 
pected unless  a  great  many  more  men 
can  be  employed  between  now  and  the 
tlrst  day  of  November. 

The  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
brought  two  cars  of  miners  in  from 
the  East  this  morning.  The  men  have 
been  employed  by  the  Oliver  Mining 
company  and  will  be  distributed  at 
different  points  on  the  range,  where  the 
Oliver  company  has  Interests. 

The  Importation  of  mine  workers 
from  Ihe  East  has  been  steady  for 
some  time  past,  according  to  railway 
officials,  and  the  men  that  arrived  to- 
day almost  complete  the  necessary 
quota  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the 
mines.

At  this  season  of 
the  year  the  sun  is  at  high  meridian  at 
11:15,  standard  time,  or  sixffeen  minutes 
before   twelve,    mine   time.

Tunnel  Su^ested  That  Woald  Cost  Less 
Than  a  Bridge. 

ffo  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  was  much  Interested  in  your  recent 
•ditofial  anent  tho  "Bridff^  Accidents." 
Though  far  from  you  I  am  always  tnter- 
e9t^>d  in  Duluth  and  particularly  in  those 
thln^  with  which  I  had  anytiiing  to  do 
In  th»  old  time's.  A  lot  ot  us  protested 
vigorously  wjien  they  put  that  bridge 
th.?r^,  in  tlie  t!rst  place.  With  as  much 
traftlc  as  you  have  thereabout,  any  kind 
of  a  bridg:e  l.«t  a  nuisance  and  a  detri- 
in.»nt  and  a  drawbridge  is  particularly 
so.  ii  tiiey  felt  that  they  must  have  a 
bridge  in  preference  to  a  much  cheaper 
an!  b'-'tter  crossing,  then  wiiy  not  have 
had  a  ba.sGule  bridge,  one  that  lifts  up 
at  the  -n.H.  Leaving  an  absolutely  clear 
channel  ird  as  ab.^olutely  closing  off  any 
po3:*lbilitv  of  trains  running  into  the 
liver?  S'K'h  a  brldgr»  n^ed.-i  no  central, 
obstrut  tini;  pier  for  the  draw 

Wi'.at  we  hammered  for  and  begged  for 
at  th->  time,  and  something  that.  The 
Herard  could  and  should  vociferously 
clamor  for  now.  Is  a  tunnel,  not  the 
ordinary  tvpe  of  tunnel  that  is  bortd 
away  below  the  b<:)ttom  of  the  river,  but 


one    that    Is.    In    reality    a    "submerged 
bridge."    That  is.   It  is  a  series  of  tubes, 
much    like    the    old    "whalebacks,"    joined 
together    and    sunken    from    the    surface 
into    a    previously    dredged    ditch    In    the 
bfjttom    of    the    river.

But  since  then,  Paris  has  In- 
stalled such  a  "submerged  bridge,"  and 
engineers  in  this  country  and  eh?ewhero 
have  used  the  same  idea  in  part  at  least, 
and  now  we  have  at  least  three  similar 
projects  In  this  country  and  two  in  Eng- 
land  that   are   reasonably   sure   to   mate- 

Yes,  for  interested  and  disinterested  mo- 
tives. I  would  strongly  urge  The  Herald 
to  clamor  for  a  tunnel  crossmg  instead 
of  a  bridge,  Ihe  clearing  away  of  all 
obstructions  to  both  railroad  and  marine 
traffic.  If  the  people  get  together  and 
ask  such  a  thing  of  the  railroads  and 
mak<^  their  request  loud  enough,  they 
will  be  li-stened  to.

WHISKY  MEN 

Department  „0f    Justice 

Likely  to  CMse  Some 

Arrest4%on. 

Will  Prosecute  Those  Sell- 
ing Compounds  Under 
Name  of  Whisky.

WASHINGTON    BUliCAU. 

Washington.  Oct.  ll>-KSp«cial  to  The 
Herald.)— The  department  of  justice  is 
preparing  for  a  wholesale  raid  upon  vio- 
lators of  the  pure  food  and  drug  act  and 
It  is  probable  that  within  the  next  few 
days  arrests  will  be  ma,de  in  various  cities 
of  saloonkeepers  who  are  selling  improp- 
erly branded  labeled  compounded  liquors. 

Dr.  Wiley,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  chem- 
istry of  the  department  of  agriculture, 
says  that  the  pure  food  law  which  was 
enacted  on  June  30.  1906,  has  resulted  in 
placing  upon  the  American  market  purer 
foods  and  drugs  than  ever  were  offered 
for  sale  before,  and  that  tlie  United 
States  today  is  livmg  under  a  law  which 
absolutely  insures  purity  in  our  foodd 
and  drugs. 

"It  Is  a  remarkable  fact,"  said  Dr. 
Wiley,  'that  of  all  manufacturers  who 
are  affected  by  the  law  only  those  making 
whisky  have  shown  any  disposition  to 
evade  or  dodge  the  provisions  of  the  act 
as  interpreted  by  the  attorney  general. 
Packers  of  all  sorts "  of  canned  goods, 
salmon,  sardines,  vt^^etables  and  fruits, 
came  around  to  the  F&w  without  the 
slightest  trouble  and- this,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  hundreds  of  dollars  worth  of 
labels  had  to  be  destroyed.  The  manu- 
facturers of  whisky,  however,  especially 
those  known  rectiflecs,  are  endeavoring 
to  do  everything  in  t£eir  power  to  nullify 
the  act.  Under  the^fidj^lce  of  their  at- 
torney many  of  them— xf^.  the  great  mar 
Jority  of  them— have  stbsolutely  refused 
to  place  the  proper  "wo^ds  on  the  t>ottle3 
which  they  sell.  The  reason  for  it?  Why, 
the  reason  for  it  isithai.  they  are  afraid 
I  to  let  the  public  kn^w  iK)w  little  whisky 
I  and  how  much  pure  ^vH'ohol  with  some 
little  coloring  matter  ^ded  is  sold  under 
the  name  of  whlsk>;.  .'Of  course  this  of- 
fice has  nothing  to  'fld  With  the  prosecu- 
tion of  violators  of  this  or  any  other 
law;  we  gather  the  ^vlttence  and  the  at- 
torney general  does  Hrfl*  rest,  and  the  at- 
torney general  undqdbtSBdly  will  proceed 
immediately  against^ pvery  whisky  man 
in  tlie  country  who  persists  in  selling 
compounds  of  alcohol,  'coloring  matter 
and  flavorings  under  {he  name  of  whisky. 
This  law  now  on  th«  statute  books  is  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  against  fraud. 
It  will  be  most  rigidly  enforced  and  ev- 
eryone who  violates  It  will  have  to  suf- 
fer the  consequences.  I  am  confident 
that,  if  the  rectifiers  persist  In  their 
antagonism  to  the  law,  when  the  first 
cases  are  brought,  the  public  will  rise 
In  arms  agaihst  these  ^whisky  men,  and 
the  result  is  likely  to  be  that  the  tide 
of  prohibition  which  has  struck  the 
South,  will  float  to  the  northward  and 
sweep  out  of  existence  all  saloon.s  in  this 
city,  at  least.  The  law  in  itself  is  an 
excellent  one,  and.no  man  doing  a  legiti- 
mate business  need  fear  Its  enforcement, 
but  he  who  attempts  to  palm  off  upon 
his  customers  a  compound  of  ethyl  al- 
cohol and  flavoring  extract  as  whisky 
will   do   so   at   his  peril.     The   public  nas

Recently  Secretary  Metcalf  entered  in- 
to a  contract  with  the  Electric  Boat  com- 
pany of  New  York,  for  the  construction 
of  seven  torpedo  boats.

For   generations   th^,  "water-witch"    as 
the  operator  of  the  divining  rod  has  been 
called   has  gone   up,  and  down   the  coun- 
try   detecting    the      ppesence    of      under- 
ground   water    by    aJi    kinds    of    devices 
ranging    in    complexitiy    from    the    forked 
branch    of    witch    hji^^l,    peach    or    other 
wood    to    more    or    less    elaborate    mech- 
anical or  electrical  contrivances.  Through- 
out   the    rural    districts      of    the    United 
States    the    divining   .r<^d    has    been    held 
in    very    great    veQ,^ration,     superhuman 
powers   being   attach*^,  to   it    because   of 
its   ability  to   tell  o^  the  presence  of  un- 
derground   streams    of    water.    So    many 
and   so   curious   have  -the   stories   been   in 
conjunction  with   th© use  of  the  divining 
rod  that  a  member -of  the  United  States 
geological      surv'oy  .    began      experiments 
with   a   divining   rod. of   the   witch   hazel 
type   and   recently  made  his  results  pub- 
lic,  which  results  disrfpate  the  myth  and 
legends  surrounding  the    water     witche's 
rod.    The    geologists    found    after    many 
tests   that   the   down   turning   of   the   rod 
resulted    from    slight    and— until   watched 
for— unconscious    changes    in    the    inclina- 
tion   of    his    body,    the    effects    of    which 
were    communicated     through     the    arms 
and   wrists  to  the   rod.    No  movement  0* 
the    rod    from    causes    outside    the    body 
could    be    detected,    and    it    soon    became 
obvious  that  the  view  held  by  other  men 
of   science— is   correct— that   the   operation 
of  the   "divining  rod"  is  generally  due  to 
uncon.?cious    movements    of    the    body    or 
of  the  muscles  of  fhe  hand.    The  experi- 
ments made  by  the  scientist   in  question 
show  that  these  movements  happen  most 
frequently  where  the  operator's  experience 
has  lead  him   to   believe   that  water  may 
be  found.    The  usefulness  of  the  divining 
rod  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  rod 
may  be  worked  at   will  by  the  operator. 
That  lie  falls  to  detect  strong  currents  of 
water  running  in  tunnels  and  other  chan- 
nels   that    afford    no    surface    indications 
of  water  and   that   his  locations  in   lime- 
stone regions,   wliere  water  flows  In  well 
defined    channels    are    rarely    more    suc- 
cessful   than    those    dependent    on    mere 
guesses.

NOT  ROLLING  BY 

Writer  of  the   Famous 

Song  Lands  in  Police 

Court 

London,  Oct.  11.— It  Is  tthe  Lrony  of 
fate  that  Tom  Magulre,  the  one  time 
famous  composer  of  popular  songs, 
who  wtx)te  '-Walt  Till  the  Clouds  Roll 
By,"  should  find  himself  heavily  beset 
by  the  clouds  of  adversity.  Blind, 
deaf  and  compelled  to  earn  an  insuf- 
flcient  living  by  playing  the  concer- 
tina before  the  lines  of  people  who 
wait  at  the  doors  of  London's  theaters 
nightly,  he  has  been  arrested  for 
•'creating  an  obstruction"  and  haled 
Into  court,  but  was  discharged  by  a 
kind-hearted  magistrate. 

Maguire's  case  is  a  striking  con- 
trast to  the  stories  one  reads  of  thous- 
ands of  dollars  made  out  of  popular 
songs.  In  his  day  Maguire's  songs 
were  as  popular  as  any,  but  if  thous- 
ands were  made  from  them,  he,  at 
'east,  never  saw  any  of  them. 

••Wait  Till  the  Clouds  Roll  By,  and 
•Three  Leaves  of  Shamrock,"  both  of 
which  were  written  by  Maguire,  were 
almost  as  popular  and  widely  known 
in  the  United "  States  as  here.  His 
"Bold  Robert  Emmet,"  "The  Sweet- 
est Sweetheart  of  All,"  "Spare  the 
Old  Mud  Cabin."  "The  Soldier's  Let- 
ter"  "The  Wars  Are  Over,  Mother 
Dear"  and  "Kathleen  Ashore."  all 
made  big  hits  here,  and  thousands  of 
copies  were  sold,  yet  Tom  never  re- 
ceived a  penny  of  royalty.  For  his 
"Three  Leaves  of  Shamrock"  he  was 
caid  $40;  "Spare  the  Old  Mud  Cabin" 
netted  him  $25,  and  "The  Soldiers 
Letter"  he  90ld  for  $16. 

Maguire's  songs  have  been  the  step- 
ping stones  to  popular  favor  for  many 
of  England's  famous  music  hall  stars. 
He  wrote  the  words  for  "Oh  Jeremiah. 
Don't  You  Go  to  Sea,"  which  was  one 
of  the  early  successes  of  Marie  Lloyd. 
Marie  is  now  the  highest  paid  singer 
in  the  English  halls,  and  earns  more 
ner  week  than  Tom  earned  for  all  his 
songs  put  together.  The  two  Macs. 
Henry  Melville.  Charles  Russell,  Harry 
Tate  and  Harry  Monkhouse  sang 
ethers  of  his  songs  nightly  At  I^a- 
con's  Music  hall,  the  old  Gaiety  and 
other  famous  halls  of  days  gone  by. 

Maguire  makes-  his  way  about  with 
the  help  of  his  wife.  He  plays  some 
of  his  old  tunes,  and  she  tries  to  sell 
cheap  copies  of  the  music.  His  concer- 
tina is  cracked,  and  the  music  is 
wretched,    but    the    devoted    wife    can 

see  no  blemish.  „ 

"If  he  only   had  a  new   concertina, 
cihe   said    in   oourt.    "Tom   could    get    a 
S?n    at   one  of   the   music    halls.     He 
nlays  just  lovely,  does  Tom.

There  Is  a  smithy  With  electrlo 
fana  for  the  blast,  large  steam  hammer* 
and  equipment  for  making  large  fo«^ 
Ings.  There  are  furnaces  and  bendiov 
slaibs  for  bending  plates,  bara  and  Sin- 
gles; copper  smithy,  with  forges,  bending 
machines,  power  hammers,  etc.;  i;»lumb«r 
shops  and  kindred  departments,  wftb 
machine  tool  shops  for  working  the  fot^ 
ings  and  castings  to  finish  dimension*.  ■' 
Such  a  ship  in  peace  time  will  acoom- 
pany  each  fleet  to  undertake  .repairs;  but 
It  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  speed 
is  only  twelve  knots  that  she  will  not  o* 
required  to  attend  a  squadron  In  action.

other  atolls  of  the  Pacitic  that  it  has 
attracted  much  attention,  says  the 
New  York  Sun. 

The  atolls  rise  only  a  little  above 
the  sea  level,  and  after  the  traveler 
has  seen  two  or  three  of  them,  he 
concludes  that  they  are  very  mon- 
otonous. But  a  part  of  the  outer  rim 
of  Nauru  is  a  verdant  ridge  about  200 
feet  high,  and  what  was  once  the  la- 
goon ^-nclrcled  by  coral  reef  is  now  a 
plain.'  slighty  rolling  and  strewn 
with   coral   fragments. 

This  atoll  evidently  had  a  peculiar 
history  that  made  it  different  from 
many  of  the  other  atolls.  Here  and 
there  are  bits  of  volcanic  rock  and 
vestiges  of  ancient  craters  that  help 
to   e.xnlain  this  history. 

The  time  was  when  volcanic  forces 
lifted  the  submarine  mountain  on 
which  stood  the  circle  of  coral  and  the 
lagoon  within  it  until  the  lagoon  was 
above  the  sea  level  and  its  waters 
drained  away,  leaving  a  dry  plain. 
So  here  we  see  an  atoU  lifted  mto 
the  air  so  that  its  whole  formation 
mav  be  studied  above  the  sea  level. 

Nobody  '  knows  when  emigrants 
came  in  their  small  boats  to  settle  on

There  Is  an  island  in  the  Carib- 
l>ean  which  is  smaller  in  its  history  to 
Pleasant  island.

KING  AS_A1^  ARTIST. 

Other  Members  of  Europeaa  Royal  Fam- 
ilies Who  Have  Talent 

King  Edward  can  not  only  boast  that 

he  has  had  a  picture  exhibited  at  Bur- 
lington House  at  an  earlier  age  than 
the  most  precocious  of  our  present 
Royal  Academicians,  says  London  Tit- 
Bits,  but  that  his  picture  was  pur- 
chased for  a  substantial  surt  before 
the  public  even   set  eyes  on  it. 

This  remarkable  and  little  known 
episodt  in  his  majesty's  life  occurred 
more  than  half  a  century  ago,  wjen 
Queen  Victoria's  children  contributed 
sketches  to  an  exhibition  which  was 
held  at  Burlington  House  in  aid  of  a 
fund  for  the  soldiers  wounded  in  the 
Crimean  war.  The  record  price  in  the 
exhibition  was  realized  by  a  sketch  en- 
titled "The  Battlefield,"  the  work  of  the 
Princess  Royal,  which  found  a  pur- 
chaser for  the  sum  of  250  guineas.  The 
Prince  of  Wales'  sketch  (he  was  only 
13  at  the  time)  was  bought  for  5a 
guineas;  and  drawings  by  the  still 
younger  princes  and  princesses  fetched 
30  guineas  each. 

There  la,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  scarcely 
one    of    Queen     Victorias    descendants 
who  has   not  inherited  in  some  degree 
her    love    of    art.      The    late    Empress 
Frederick  was  throughout  her  life  pas- 
sionately  fond   of   painting   and   exhib-  ! 
Ited    so    much    skill      that      the     Berlin  j 
Academy    of   Arts    enrolled    her   among  | 
its    members     In      recognition      of    her  1 
"talent  as  a  composer  and  a  draughts-  I 
woman."  j 

Prince   Henry   of   Battenberg   Is    little  | 
less    skillful      with     the     brush,    as    is  | 
proved    by    the     three     beautiful    land-  ! 
scapes   which   for   so  many   years  iiung 
In  Queen  Victoria's  sitting  room  at  Os- 
borne,   and     by     many     other    pictures 
which    have    honored    places    In    almost 
every    royal    ,palace    in    Great    Britain. 
Princess    Christian's    talent    takes    the 
form  of  exquisite  designs  for  the  tapes- 
try produced  under  her  direction  at  the 
Royal    School    of   Art   Needlework;    and 
Princess  Victoria,  her  daughter.  Is  one 
of   the   most    skillful   amateur   painters 
of  flowers  in  England. 

But  undoubtedly  the  best  artist  In  our 
royal  family  is  Princess  Louise,  Duch- 
ess of  Argyll,  who  can  produce  with 
equal  skill  a  beautiful  picture  or  a  life 
size  statue  which  will  compare  not  un- 
favorably with  most  professional  work. 

Nor  Is  proficiency  in  art  by  any 
means  conHned  to  English  royalties.  It 
is  not  long  since  a  sumptuous  volume 
was  published   for  a  charitable  cause. 


the  Illustrations  of  which  were  largely 
supplied  by  royal  artists.  The  German 
emperor  contributed  a  striking  picture 
of  a  large  ship  riding  at  anchor  on  a 
placid  sea,  surrounded  bv  smaller  boats 
and  with  a  baekgrouhd  of  distant 
snoweapped  mountains.  Queen  Amelia 
of  Portugal  was  represent«>d  by  a  study 
of  a  dnkey's  head,  ornamented  with 
gaily  colored  trappings;  the  queen  of 
Spain  by  an  exquisite  study  of  tiowers: 
the  Empress  Frederick  by  a  powerful 
sketch  of  a  boy's  head,  and  Princess 
Clara  of  Bavaria  by  an  ambitious  and 
successful    etching. 

The  German  emperor,  as  Is  well 
known,  is  an  artist  of  much  more  tha.i 
average  skill.  One  of  his  pictures, 
"Fight  Between  Battleships,"  Is  a  re- 
markably powerful  piece  of  work,  ex- 
hibiting rare  skill  and  technical  know- 
ledge; while  his  design  for  the  tower 
of  the  Churcii  of  Our  Saviour  at  eru- 
salem  proves  that  he  is  no  mean  archi- 
tect and  draughtsman. 

King  Carlos  of  Portugal,  however.  Is 
by  universal  consent  the  ablest  artist 
among  European  sovereigns.  Year 
after  year  his  canvases  attract  crowds 
of  admirers  at  the  exhibitions  of  the 
Lisbon  .Salon,  while  at  the  Paris  ex- 
hibition a  pastel  entitled  "Tunny  Fish 
on  the  Portuguese  Coast"  won  for  aim 
the  honor  of  a  silver  medal. 

The  shah  of  Persia  has  cultivated  his 
talent  for  drawing  with  considerable 
enthusiasm.  His  hobby  takes  a  very 
curious  form,  for  we  are  told  that  In 
his  palace  at  Teheran  he  has  a  studio. 
the  walls  of  which  .ire  covered  with 
white  paper,  on  which  he  does  hia 
sketching.  When  the  four  walls  are 
covered  with  drawings  he  has  tliem 
repapered  and  starts  again. 

But  perhaps  the  most  interesting  of 
the  royal  artists  of  Europe  Is  Prince 
Eugene,  fourth  son  of  the  king  of  Swe- 
den, who  follows  art  not  as  a  hobby 
but  as  a  profession.  For  four  years 
he  studied  in  Paris,  leading  the  life  of 
the  ordinary  art  student  and  known 
to  his  brothers  of  the  brush  as  '•Mon- 
siur  Eugene.  "During  those  strenuous 
years  he  worked  at  his  easel  early  and 
late,  refusing  to  go  Into  society,  and 
his  reward  came  when  his  first  picture 
appeared  on  the  walls  of  the  Salon  and 
found  a  prompt  purchaser,  who  was 
quite  Ignorant  of  the  identity  of  its 
distinguished  painter. 


THE  OLD  PAISLEY  SHAWL.. 

Cleveland  Plain  Dealer:  Does  any  on* 
ever  see  a  specimen  of  the  old  Paisley 
shawl  nowadays?  Yet  how  much  la 
vogue   they   used   to  be! 

Paisley  has  been  famous  for  its  textile 
fabrics  as  far  back  as  the  vear  1695,  and 
the  industry  grew  Steadily  until  In  18'J0 
there  were  as  many  as  7,000  looms  in  the 
town. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  last  o«a- 
tury  the  weavers  commenced  to  imitate 
the  renowned  Kasmir  shawls,  some  of 
which  were  brought  to  Western  Europe 
by  the  French  on  their  return  from  the 
campaign   In    Egypt. 

The  Ill-fated  Empress  Josephine  wore 
one  of  the  Kashmir  productions,  and  the 
graceful  manner  in  which  she  did  so 
gave  an  impetus  to  the  fashion  for  don- 
ning such  articles  of  apparel.  There  was 
a  demand  for  sovnething  similar.  The 
cost  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  real 
article  led  to  imitations,  and  Paisley 
gained  the  first  posiition  by  its  splendid 
sample  of  work. 

It  was  somewhere  about  the  year  180S 
that  the  making  of  the  Paisley  shawl 
was  commenced,  but  in  the  year  1820  the 
hand  loom  was  perfected  for  this  kind 
of  manufacture,  and  it  at  once  achieved 
such  great  popularity  that  the  sale  In- 
creased by  leaps  and  bounds  and  In  1804 
the  output  of  the  Scottish  town  was  val- 
ued at  l.'i.OOO.OOO  per  annum. 

The  sale  continued  with  periods  of  de- 
pression resulting  from  bad  times  for 
some  thirty  years  more,  when  the  vogue 
began  to  decline,  and  the  manufacture  of 
this  once  celebrated  shawl  entirely 
ceased   In   the  '70s. 


FOOL'S  GOLD. 
Mining  World:  Pyrlte.  or  sulphide  of 
iron,  occurs  quite  freely  in  the  iron  meas- 
ures and  granite  gash  veins  in  upper 
Michigan.

•ASCOT    CUP    STOLEN." 

•MARK    TWAIN    HERE." 

Tliis  announcement  in  bold  and  flar- 
ing type  startled  the  people  of  London. 
American  tourists  knew  that  the 
humorous  Twain  was  incapable  of  so 
serious  an  undertaking  as  the  lifting 
of  tlie  precious  Asoot  cup.  but  the 
natural  conclusion  that  many  people 
deducted  from  the  type  arrangement 
was  that  a  man  named  Mark  Twain, 
even  if  not  directly  Implicated  in  the 
theft  of  the  cup,  was  near  it  when  It 
disappeared. 

Mark  Twain  Huuior. 

At  a  banquet  given  in  his  honor  a 
few  evening  after  the  startling  display 
announcement  of  the  theft  of  the  cup, 
Alark  Twain  even  penetrated  the  foggy 
British  sense  of  humor  by  rising  in 
iragic  speech  denying  that  he  was  the 
culprit  that  spirited  away  the  English 
racing  trophy.  The  cup,  reputed  to  be 
worth  $75,000,  was  stolen  during  a 
race  meet.  Three  policemen  guarded 
the  ancient  piece  of  silverware^  so 
even  if  Mark  Twain  liad  designs  on 
the  cup  as  a  souvenir  of  his  trip,  Mr. 
Rains  says  he  would  have  stood  little 
chance  of  obtaining  it. 

Mr.  Rains  was  the  guest  of  Ambas- 
sador Whitelaw  Reid  at  one  of  The 
Hague  conferences.  "They  feel  each 
other  out,"  he  says,  "like  two  skilled 
boxers  beginning  a  fray.  They  make 
set  speeches,  to  which  very  few  listen. 
They  talk  and  discuss  and  argue,  and 
then  adjourn,  while  the  world  looks 
on  and  expects  to  see  the  horrors  of 
armed  warfare  abolished  by  this  most 
distinguished    body   of   men." 

Mr.  Rains  and  his  wife  were  person- 
ally entertained  by  Sir  Thomas  Lip- 
ton  at  his  home  in  Osage. 
Sir  Thomas  informed  Mr.  Bains  that 
he  intended  trying  for  the  American 
cup  until  he  stowed  the  trophy  in  an 
English  muiseum.  "Sir  Thomas  is  a 
prince  of  jolliers,"  says  Mr.  Rains. 
•He  glibly  Informed  us  that  he  had 
entertained  the  queen  and  her  daugh- 
ter at  his  home  a  few  days  previous 
to  our  visit,  and  told  us  with  a  very 
serious  face  that  if  his  home  was 
quite  good  enough  for  the  queen,  it 
was  also  good  enough  for  two  Ameri- 
cans. 

Emulated  Bamato. 

In  London  Mr.  Rains  emulated  the 
late  Barney  Bamato,  the  late  South  Af- 
rican diamond  king.  It  is  a  peculiar 
custom  in  Eiigland  that  a  saloon  can- 
not refuse  a  traveler  a  drink.  They 
have  a  poor  men's  club  in  the  Petticoat 
Lane  district,  where  the  poor,  both  men 
and  women,  gather  Sunday  morning 
and  wait  for  some  traveler  to  open  the 
doors  of  the  saloon  by  demanding  to 
be  given  drink.  About  250  men  and 
v.omen  wei-e  gathered  near  the  rum 
emporium  when  Mr.  Rams  came  along. 
When  informed  of  the  meaning  of  the 
gathering  he  purchased  most  freely, 
for  he  bought  a  drink  for  the  assembled 
multitude.  Mr.  Rains  is  not  a  milion- 
aire.  It  sounds  extravagant,'  tis  true, 
but  drink  for  the  whole  miserable  gath- 
ering only  cost  $2.50  and  he  had  imi- 
tated a  South  African  spendthrift. 

"In  London  he  says  the  tailors  make 
your  clothes  without  pockets,  unless 
you  speciticaly  inform  them  that  you 
wish  to  have  a  means  of  stowing  away 
valuables.  Mr.  Rains  forgot  to  mention 
this  to  his  tailor,  being  accustomed  to 
the  American  practical  tailoring,  and  as 
a  result  he  owns  as  a  souvenir  of  his 
English  trip,  a  tweed  suit,  perfect  In 
fit,  but  without  the  semblance  of  a 
pocket. 

Mr.  Rains,  who  Is  a  former  news- 
paper man,  is  making  a  trip  around  the 
world  in  the  inttrests  of  his  magazine. 
He  leaves  shortly  for  Japan  and  a 
tour  of  the  Orient. 

"I  am  not  trying  to  hand  the  citizens 
of  Daluth  anything,"  says  he,  "but  for 
its  size  Duluth  is  the  best  city  in  the 
country."

HARAKIRI. 

The  custom  of  haraklri  is  a  thing  rather 
cor.finad  to  the  samurai  class,  and  the 
heimln,  the  commoners,  are  quite  strang- 
ers to  It,  writes  Mr.  Hashiguchi  In  the 
Atlantic,  a  Japanese  magazine,  published 
In  New  York.  It  thrived  in  the  days  or 
feudalism,  when  the  li%'es  of  the  samurai 
were  at  the  disposal  of  their,  masters, 
lords  and   rulers. 

The  samurai  youths  were  taught  to 
commit  haraklri  rather  than  submit  to 
the    disgrace    of    decapitation. 

Thus  haraklri  became  an  Inveterate 
hereditary  propensity  of  the  samurai 
class,  from  which  it  was  not  an  easy 
affair  to  free  them  after  the  advent  of 
the  Western  civilization  awakened  the 
benl-hted   land   of    the    Rising   Sun. 

In  this  enlightened  age  of  Meiji,  how- 
ever this  practice  has  been  going  out  of 
fashion.  Yet  it  is  amazing  to  learn  that 
it   has   again   come   into    use   in   the   war 

Last  year  Prof.  Ukida  of  Wascda  Uni- 
versity of  Toklo,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Yale,  delivered  an  address  in  an  educa- 
tional gathering  held  in  Tokio.  in  which 
he  referred  to  the  practice  of  harakiri. 
He   said   in   part: 

"A  soldier  may  die  In  the  battlefield  for 
the  sake  of  duty,  not  for  the  sake  of  per- 
sonal honor.  He  shall  not  commit  hara- 
kiri  just  because  he  has  no  means  of  de- 
fence against  his  enemy.  Should  he  be 
taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy,  he  will  do 
well  to  --onsole  himself  with  the  Idea  that 
he  is  sent  to  the  enemy's  country  as  a 
student,  to  be  of  further  service  in  future 
to  his  country. 

His  reasons  were  right.  If  his  utter- 
ances were  not  judiciously  made.  Yet  he 
has  been  denounced  as  a  traitor  by  Maj.- 
Gen.  Sato,  who  ba.sed  his  arguments  upon 
the  sentiment  that  the  Japanese  soldiers 
die  in  the  battlefield  not  for  the  sake 
of  duty  but  for  the  sake  of  honor;  that 
it  is  for  the  Russians,  not  for  the  Jap- 
anese, to  die  for  duty;  that  by  com- 
mitting harakiri  rather  than  surrender- 
ing to  the  Russians  have  the  Japanese 
been  enabled  to  win  the  victory;  and  that 
Prof.  Ukida's  address  would  have  a  ten- 
dency to  detract  from  the  patriotic  fer- 
vor of  the  Japanese  soldiers. 

All  the  press  of  Japan  made  comments 
upon  the  controversy,  saying  that  what 
Prof.  Ukida  termed  duty  was  exactly  the 
same  as  wtiat  MaJ.  Gen.  Sato  termed 
honor  in  the  essential  points. 


German  Troops  Ruthless 
in  Methods  of  Keep- 
ing Order. 


To  live  and  labor  in  a  province  in 
many  parts  of  which  a  white  man  has 
never  been  seen  by  the  natives,  where 
cannibalism  is  commonly  practicad. 
where  many  natives  have  over  100 
wives;  in  a  country  where  the  merest 
trinket  is  worth  the  price  of  a  native 
life,  and  where  rum  is  being  used  by 
the  great  private  German  companies 
in  the  debauchery  of  natives,  in  ex- 
change for  ivory  and  rubber,  and  to 
see  life  that  has  existed  unaware  of 
the  progress  of  the  world  for  twenty 
centuries,  has  been  the  experience  3f 
F.  B.  Guthrie,  a  guest  at  the  Lenox 
hotel,  who  for  the  past  four  years  ha.^ 
been  an  instructor  in  a  mission  school 
in  the  province  of  Kamerun,  German 
West  Africa. 

Mr.  Guthrie's  work  as  an  instructor 
is  to  teach  the  natives  the  reading  and 
writing  of  their  own  language.  A 
few  of  the  more  simple  manual  arts 
are  also  taught,  but  the  natives  of 
that  far  away  country  are  so  simple 
that  years  of  labor  will  have  to  be  ex- 
pended before  any  progress  can  oe 
made  in  the  instruction  of  anything 
but  the  mere  rudiments  of  knowledge. 
C^Juntry  Exploited. 

The  exploitation  of  German  West 
Africa  is  being  carried  on  by  private 
capital  under  government  supervision. 
Native  soldiery,  officered  by  Germans, 
guarantee  the  carrying  out  of  the  com- 
mercial program  that  has  been  mapped 
out  by  the  private  interests  that  have 
gained  concessions  in  West  Africa. 
Trinkets,  powder  and  firearms  are  ex- 
changed for  rubber  and  ivory,  and 
while  the  conditions  of  servitude  do 
not  approach  the  hardships  inflicted 
upon  the  natives  in  the  Congo  Free 
State,  a  policy  that  little  reckons  hu- 
man life  is  being  carried  on  in  the  in- 
tense competition  to  secure  the  valu- 
able ivory  and   rubber. 

Cannibals  There. 

Mr.  Guthrie  saw  a  little  warfare  dur- 
ing his  residence  in  Kamerun.  The 
natives  had  killed  and  eaten  some  Ger- 
man traders  that  by  some  hideous  of- 
fense had  incurred  the  wrath  of  the 
blacks.  This  was  the  signal  for  the 
appearance  of  the  native  troops,  who 
are,  as  a  rule,  blacks  from  a  distant 
province,  who  speak  a  different  lan- 
guage. The  slaughter  of  the  natives 
went  on  until  a  sense  of  the  strong 
retributive  arm  of  the  German  gov- 
ernment was  instilled  into  the  sav- 
age mind.  When  those  natives,  who 
had  sought  refuge  in  the  wilderness 
returned,  they  came  as  subjects  of  a 
government  which  has  established  the 
precedent  in  African  colonial  rule  of 
never  allowing  the  fear  of  the  mili- 
tary to  abate,  nor  of  allowing  blood- 
shed to  stand  in  the  way  of  establish- 
ing order. 

Wonder  at  Wlilte  Man. 

"I  rode  my  bicycle  into  a  distant 
town  one  day,"  said  Mr.  Guthrie,  "and 
was  immediately  surrounded  by  a 
gaping  ci-owd  of  natives.  Their  as- 
tonishment was  Intense.  I  was  the 
first  white  man  they  had  ever  seen. 
I  can  understand  the  native  language, 
and  the  compliments  that  were  show- 
ered Ufwn  me  would  have  turned  my 
head  had  I  been  in  a  less  primitive 
country  that  West  Africa.  I  was  told 
that  I  was  a  pretty  man.  They  touched 
my  akin  to  see  if  the  white  would 
wear  off;  they  followed  me  about  as 
a  most  astonishing  example  of  a  far 
and  distant  country;  they  feted  and 
dir.ed  me;  they  brought  their  ohildren 
to  see  tlve  wonderful  sight  of  a  white 
humam  being,  and  as  I  wheeled  out 
of  the  village  they  followed  on  foot 
untU    I    outdistanced    them. 

"The  negroes  of  Kamerun  are  ft 
Ihin-lipped  raoe.  They  are  rattier  apt. 
but   as   the  only   education   Is   ftlmoist 


exclusively  carried  on  by  mission 
schools,  the  great  majority  of  the  na- 
tives of  the  province  are  absolutely 
unlearned.  Many  of  the  German  sol- 
diers and  traders  marry  black  wives. 
The  coming  of  the  Germans  has  not 
helped  the  natives  in  many  ways.  They 
liavo  Introduced  liquor.,  and  many  of 
the  natives  are  degenerating  under 
this  influence. 

The  German  gtjvernment  has  out- 
lined a  'colonial  policy  that  does  not 
include  the  uplifting  of  the  native, 
and  already  evil  influences  have  be- 
gun to  creep  in.  Types  of  tlte  riffraff 
of  lower  Eupooe  can  be  obsei^ed, 
even  in  so  primitive  a  country  as 
Kamerun,  and  the  example  tttey  are 
eetting  to  the  unsophisticated  native* 
can  only  insult  In  untold  harm. 

FLAW  IN  GAME  LAW. 

Alleged  Loophole  That  Will  Interest  All 
Minnesota  Hunters. 

Bemidji,  Minn..  Oct.  11.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Local  hunters  have  discovered 
an  apparent  loophole  in  the  game  laws, 
now  in  force,  relative  to  the  procuring 
of  licenses  tor  hunting  game,  which  is 
causing  considerable  discussion  and  may 
result  In  trouble,  in  enforcing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law. 

In  section  34  (.as  amended  by  the  legis- 
lature of  iy07)  there  is  the  following  pro- 
vision: •\Every  resident  of  this  state 
over  21  years  of  age  is  prohibited  from 
hunting,  taking  or  killing  any  game  bird 
or  game  animal,  unless  he  shall  have 
first  procured  a  license  therefor  from  the 
county  auditor  of  the  county  in  which 
in-  resides.  Provided,  however,  that  this 
shall  not  apply  to  any  resident  of  said 
county." 

On  the  above  it  would  appear  technical- 
ly, that  persons  desiring  to  hunt  either 
large  or  small  game,  need  not  procure 
any  license  whatever  to  hunt  In  his  home 
county.  This  po.sslbly  was  not  the  Inten- 
tion  of   the   framers  of   the   law. 

A  letter  has  been  written  to  Carlow 
Avery,  executive  agent  of  the  state  game 
and  fish  commission,  in  which  his  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the 
section  quoted  and  he  has  been  asked  for 
a  ruling  In  the  matter.

Blood  as  Result  of  Accident 

Crookston,  Minn.,  Oct.  11.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Oscar  BIrkland  of  Shelley.

Vienna,  Oct.  12.— The  condition  of 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph  took  a  turn 
for  the  worse  at  n(X»n  and  is  now  con- 
sidered serious. 

The  following  bulletin  has  been  Is- 
sued  by    the   offlcial   news   agencies: 

"The  coughing  continues,  though  the 
emperor  spent   <iu!te  a  good   night." 

The  report  from  Madrid  that  the  visit 
of  King  Alphonso  and  Queen  Victoria 
to  Vienna  has  been  postponed  indefi- 
nitely is  confirmed. 

The  emperor  was  able  to  rise  at  his 
usual  early  hour  this  morning,  after  | 
having  passed  an  unexpectedly  good 
night.  He  coughed  less  and  sKpt  more 
quietly.  The  catarrhal  Inllammation, 
however,  has  not  diminished  and  his 
appetite  continues  bad,  although  he 
takes  enougii  nourishment  to  maintain 
his  strength.  His  temperature  was 
only  slightly  above  normal,  and  at  8 
o'clock,  an  hour  after  his  temperature 
had  been  tak*:n,  the  emperor  received 
his  aide-de-camp,  General  Baron  Bol- 
fras  von  Ahneiiburg.  and  others,  listen, 
ing   to    the   reports    which   they    read. 

An  unsatisfactory  symptom  of  the 
emperors  condition  is  his  recurring  in- 
difference to  what  is  going  on  around 
him    and    to    his   own    state    of    health.

Ashland,  Wis..  Oct;  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  municipal  lighting 
plant  proposition  for  Ashland  was 
shelved  last  night,  the  city  council  vot- 
ing to  accept  the  proposition  of  the 
Chippewa  Valley  Construction  com- 
pany to  transmit  power  from  Copper 
Falls,  the  city  to  lease  the  power  plant 
for  three  years  with  the  option  of  pur- 
chase at  the  end  of  that  time.

Brouwer,  confidential  manager  of  the 
stock  exchange  of  the  firm  of  James 
H.  Ollphant  &  Co.,  who  is  directly 
charged  with  the  larceny  of  a  check 
of  $2s750,  the  property  of  Jay  F.  Car- 
lisle, and  who  Is  held  under  heavy  bail 
at  the  request  of  the  district  attor- 
ney's oflrtce,  in  the  belief  that  there 
are  large  discrepancies  in  his  ac- 
counts, has  been  considered  one  of  the 
trustworthy  managers  In  the  financial 
district.  He  has  held  that  position 
with  Ollphant  &  Co.   for  six  years. 

Mr.  Carlisle,  who  had  desk  room  in 
the  Ollphant  oflflce,  went  to  Europe  a 
few  months  ago.  Before  leaving  he 
had  been  negotiating  the  sale  of  a 
farm  which  he  owned.  Mr.  Carlisle 
Intrusted  Brouwer  with  the  matter. 
He  told  Brouwer  if  a  sale  was  made 
to  turn  over  the  sum  to  Mr.  Ollphant. 
The  farm  was  sold,  and  Brouwer  re- 
ceived in  payment  a  check  for  $2,750.

The  semi-centennial  anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  the  church  there  is  to 
be  held  then,  and  it  was  the  general 
opinion  that  the  next  ses.sion  should  be 
held  there.  Mr.  Taylor,  an  elder  of  tnc 
House  of  Hope  church,  made  a  few  re- 
marks after  ttie  invitation  fiOm  his  church 
iiad   been   read. 

Kes.sion  Is  Endtnl. 
At  noon  today  the  annual  session  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  Minnesota  tame  to 
an  -end  all'^r  three  days  of  the  busiest 
meetings  ever  experienced  by  the  dele- 
gates. At  first  it  was  thoug.'it  that  the 
work  woulil  be  completed  last  evening, 
but  this  was  impossible  and  another 
iin>»  lin^    was   called   for   this    morning. 

Dui-ing  the  last  few  hours  of  llie  morn- 
ing se.ssion  the  synod  was  almost  swanip- 
.d  with  work.  Numerous  lepoils  wcie 
left  unread  and  many  minor  matters  were 
siill  on  the  prograni  to  be  lak  n  up. 
Tliese  were  Uuiried  through  with  as 
rapidly  as  possible  and  the  meeting  was 
brought  to  a  clo.se  at  noon.  Mo.st  of  the 
del-gates  have  left  the  city  on  the  aft- 
•rncjon  trains,  although  a  few  will  re- 
main over  in  Duluth  until  Monday  in 
order  to  participate  In  the  religious  serv- 
ices in  the  various  churches  tomorrow. 
Tliaiik  Ixtcal  Church. 
Before  the  meeting  adjouin-d  a  reso- 
lution of  thanks  addressed  to  the  lo«  al 
entertainment  committee,  nif^mbeis  and 
pastors  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church 
and  the  associate  churches  in  the  ciiy 
was    adopted.     It    reads    a.s    follows; 

"The  Synod  of  Minnesota  hcriby  ex- 
presses its  high  appreciation  of  the  suc- 
cessful efterts  of  the  pastor  and  people 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Du- 
luth and  those  of  a.ssociale  cliurches  to 
minister  to  our  comfort  and  well  beii^g.

The    commit-tee    on    benevolence    and    fin- 
ance   reported  as  did   a.so   the   committee 
on    the    -American   Tract   Society.     An   ad- 
dress was  given  by  A.  E,  (lilchrist  on  the 
Bemidji    Bible    conference    and    the    work 
which   had   been  accomplished   during  the 
past   few    years.     Reports   of   the  standing 
committees    were    read    and    adopted    and 
the   committee    appointments    for    the   en- 
suing year  given  out  by  the  moderator.

TAFT  IS  AT 
HONGKONG 

Secretary  Is  Warmly  Wel- 
comed on  Arrival  at 
Chinese  City. 

Will  be  Dined  by  Gover- 
nor and  Then  Sail 
for  Manila. 


Hongkong,  Oct.  12.— The  weather 
was  splendid  and  Secretary  Taft  was 
warmly  welcomed  on  his  arrival  here 
today,  the  United  States  revenue  cut- 
ter McClellan  and  the  gunboats  Wil- 
mington and  Callao,  assisting  in  the 
greeting  given  him.  Immediately  after 
his  arrival  he  visited  the  governor  of 
the  island.   Sir  Matthew   Nathan. 

A  luncheon,  given  in  honor  of  the 
secretary  by  American  Consul  Greneral 
Wilbur,  was  attended  by  many  repre- 
sentative Chinese,  Including  Wu  Ting 
Pang,  recently  appointed  minister  to 
Washington.  Speaking  In  Chinese  at 
the  banquet,  Wu  Ting  Fang  said  that 
China  and  America  had  always  enter- 
tained the  friendliest  relations.  His 
duty  after  arriving  in  the  United 
States  would  be  to  continue  the.se  re- 
lations, which  are  being  cemented, 
strengthened  and  brought  closer  day 
by  day. 

Secretary  Taft.  in  conclusion  said 
that  all  improvements  that  can  tak;^ 
place  in  China,  vi'hether  governmental 
or  administrative  reform  development 
of  the  resources  of  the  country,  the 
elevation  of  people  by  education,  the 
betterment  of  the  civil  service  or  any- 
thing incwasing  the  strength  of  the 
empire,  cannot  take  place  without 
America's  cordial  sympathy  and  sup- 
port.

A  STRONG  DRAMA. 


•The  Hypocrites"  Is  Trenchant  Satire 
on  Society. 

A  play  of  vital  interest,  and  rich 
In  genuine  dramatic  climaxes.  Is  "The 
Hypocrites,"  the  Henry  Arthur  Jones 
drama,  presented  last  evening  at 
the  Lyceum  by  an  excellent  Frohmun 
cast. 

Tiie  plan  was  Inspired  by  the 
Pilgrim's  script,  "Expediency  is  man's 
wisdom:  Doing  right  is  God's,"  and 
upon  this  idea  the  author  bases  a 
scathing  attack  upon  the  hypocrisy 
of  modern  society.  The  clever 
satire    of    the    lines    .saves    the    attack 

from    being   a   diatribe,   and   makes   it 
most    effective. 

The  story  Itself  Is  a  rather  com- 
monplace one.  It  is  that  of  a 
young  man  who  ruins  a  girl  and 
plans  marriage  with  another — the 
daughter  of  a  rich  nobleman,  who.se 
fortune  will  stave  off  the  financial 
troubles  of  the  youth's  family. 
The  mother  of  the  youth  Is  a 
'  "climber,"  who  seeks  fame  and  for- 
tune for  her  son,  and  whose  life  is 
wrapped  up  in  her  love  for  her  son. 
The  father  is  a  precious  old  hypo- 
crite, who  rants  of  morality  until 
It  interferes  with  his  own  affairs. 
The  hero  of  the  play  is  the  young 
curate,  who  discovers  the  girl's  story 
and  interferes  at  the  cost  of  his 
"living,"  which  is  controlled  by  the 
youth's  parents.  There  is  a  very 
dramatic  climax  in  the  third  act. 
where  the  love  of  tho  young  man 
and  his  better  nature  triumph,  and 
a  happy  adjustment  of  matters  in 
the    short    fourth    act. 

While  the  plot  is  an  old  one,  the 
Strength  of  the  play  lies  in  its  char- 
acter delineation,  and  the  trenchant 
satire   of  the   lines. 

Hypocrites  they  all  are.  with  the 
•xception  of  the  qurate.  Sir  John 
P^ugenet,  Rachel  Neve  and  Helen 
Plugenet,  and  each  a  different  type. 
Mr.  Wilmore.  mo.st  capably  portrayed 
by  Louis  Massen,  is  a  blustering, 
moralizing  old  scoundrel,  who  sees 
-  his  own  acts  through  a  prLsm  of  self 
conceit,  and  who  d'oceives  even  him- 
■  self    with    his    hypocri.sy. 

Of  a  different  type  is  his  wife,  a 
clever,  scheming  woman,  whose  one 
redeeming  feature  is  her  love  for 
her  .son.  For  him  she  dons  the 
mantle  of  hypocrisy.  The  role  is  in 
the  most  capable  hands  of  Jessie 
Milluard. 

Perhaps  the  most  precious  old 
'-  hypocrite  of  them  all  is  the  vicar 
of  Weybury,  portrayed  by  W,  H.

Resist,  Says  Convicted 

Boodler. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Oct.  12.— Ex-Council- 
man WiJIlam  A.  Martin,  recently  con- 
victed on  a  charge  of  soliciting  a  bribe 
as  a  member  of  the  council,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Pittsburg  &  Tube  City 
railroad  scandal,  declared  today  that 
no  other  oouncilmen  were  implicated, 
and  none  was  to  sliare  In  the  $70,000 
which  he  was  to  get  for  securing  the 
passage  of  the  franchise  ordinance. 
Martin  asserted  that  corruption  in 
councils  is  almost  wholly  due  to  cor- 
porations putting  temptations  in  the 
way  of  members,  the  great  majority 
of  whom,  Martin  says,  were  "elected 
with  honest  convictions  and  motives." 
He  declared  that  councilmen  have 
been  offered  money,  and  that  recervtly 
by  rival  corporations  to  vote  both  for 
and  against  the  same  measureek,  and 
that  it  requires  members  of  the 
strongest  character  to  resist  the 
allurements  continually  being  thrust 
uix)n  them. 

Martin  has  been  sentenced  "to  serve 
three  years  in  the  penitentiary,  and 
says  he  is  prepared  to  bear  the  pun- 
ishment.

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AVERTING  BRIDGE  ACCIDENTS. 

The  recent  bridge  accidents  in  the  harbor,  re- 
minders of  a  condition  that  has  prevailed  ever  since 
there  were  bridges  and  boats,  and  that  will  prob- 
ably persist  so  long  as  bridges  and  boats  remain, 
have  given  rise  to  considerable  local  discussion.  Of 
course  there  are  two  sides  to  the  dispute.  The 
ressel  men  would  like  to  see  the  bridges  abolished, 
«nd  the  railroad  men  say  the  vessel  men  ought  to 
be  more  careful,  and  that  they  should  use  ^gs 
instead  of  trying  to  go  through  bridge  openings 
unaided. 

In  a  former  discussion  of  this  subject  The  Her- 
ald suggested  that  the  vessel  men  migiit  use  more 
care,  and  the  vessel  men  responded  that  the  bridge 
openings  are  too  narrow.  If  this  is  true  they  should 
b«  widened,  as  The  Herald  then  suggested,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  the  government 
authorities  to  order  them  enlarged. 

F.  W.  Fitzpatrick  of  Washington,  but  formerly 
of  Duluth,  brings  to  the  discussion  some  sugges- 
tions that  are  pertinent  and  practical  in  a  coni- 
tnunication  published  last  evening.  He  points  out 
that  there  were  protests  when  the  bridges  were 
built  m  the  first  place,  and  declares  that  "any  kind 
of  a  bridge  is  a  nuisance  and  a  detriment,  and  a 
drawbridge  is  particularly  so." 

'"If  they  felt  that  they  must  have  a  bridge  in 
preference  to  a  much  cheaper  and  better  crossing," 
kc  asks,  "then  why  not  have  a  bascule  bridge,  one 
that  lifts  up  at  the  ends,  leaving  an  absolutely  clear 
channel  and  as  absolutely  closing  off  any  possi- 
bility of  trains  running  into  the  river?  Such  a 
bridge  needs  no  central  obstructing  pier  for  the 
draw." 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  points  out  that  what  should  be 
built  in  all  such  cases  is  not  a  bridge  of  any  kind, 
but  a  tunnel,  which  he  declares  to  be  better  and 
cheaper  than  any  bridge.  He  shows  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  go  to  the  expense  of  boring  a  hole 
away  below  the  bottom  of  the  channel.  A  much 
better  plan  is  to  build  a  tube  tunnel,  which  is  little 
more  or  less  than  a  "submerged  bridge."  A  series 
of  tubes  are  sunk  into  a  ditch  which  has  been  previ- 
ously dredged,  and  then  joined  together.  The 
tubes  are  made  oi  steel  and  concrete  near  by,  are 
towed  to  the  spot  where  they  belong,  the  bulkheads 
are  knocked  out.  and  they  are  allowed  to  sink. 
They  are  joined  by  a  diver,  anchored  so  that  their 
buoyancy  .will  not  bring  them  to  the  surface,  the 
water  pumped  out.  and '•"there  you  have  a  completed 
tunnel  at  less  than  half  the  cost  of  the  regulation 
tunnel  scheme,  at  less  cost  than  a  bridge,  and  with- 
out the  necessity  of  maintaining  men  and  power 
for  the  working  of  the  draws;  and  it  is  something 
that  is  always  in  use,  without  delays  to  trains  and 
offering  absolutely  no  interference  to  navigation.*' 

It  must  be  remembered  in  this  discussion  that 
the  boati  have  no  choice;  they  must  use  the  water 
turface.  The  railroads  have  a  choice;  they  can  go 
over  a  bridge,  if  navigation  permits,  or  they  can  go 
through  a  tunnel,  if  that  is  more  feasible  and  prac- 
tical. Therefore  the  interests  of  navigation  have 
the  right  of  way,  and  if  the  railroad  bridges  inter- 
fere witii  them,  the  bridges  will  have  to  g6t  out  of 
the  way. 

And  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  seems  to  have  suggested  a 
practical  and  economical  means  of  getting  them 
out  of  the  way. 
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Duluth.  If  shopkeepers  of  European  cities  swept 
their  store  refuse  into  the  streets,  something  would 
happen  to  them.  Something  ought  to  happen  to 
those  that  do  it  here.  The  police  of  Europe  may 
have  a  little  more  power  than  ours,  but  what  counts 
very  much  more  is  that  they  have  to  deal  with  a 
public  that  is  better  trained  in  obedience  to  law 
than  ours.  In  Europe  cabs  are  used  by  everybody 
because  they  are  cheap;  in  this  country  they  are  so 
dear  that  the  average  man  uses  them  only  for  a 
wedding,  a  funeral  or  a  spree. 

As  to  drinking.  Mr.  Hart  says  that  everybody 
appeared  to  drink  in  Europe,  but  nobody  got  drunk. 
\Vines  and  beers  were  the  favorite  tipples,  and  but 
little  ardent  spirits  were  consumed.  He  found 
whole  families  in  the  restaurants  and  beer  gar- 
dens, drinking  wine  and  beer,  and  everybody  was 
happy,  peaceable  and  sober,  listening  to  good 
music  and  having  a  good  time,  with  no  symptom 
of  rowdyism. 

We  can  still  learn  much  from  Europe. 


THE  NEW  COURTHOUSE. 

The  decision  upon  the  courthouse  plans  is  a 
very  important  matter.  It  must  be  made  with 
reasonable  promptness,  and  it  will  help  the  authori- 
ties very  much  if  they  can  have  a  full  expression 
of  the  public  feeling  on  the  matter. 

Those  who  have  ideas,  therefore,  should  not 
hesitate  to  express  them.  They  can  do  it  directly 
to  the  members  of  the  courthouse  commission  in 
person,  or  they  can  write  out  their  views  briefly 
and  send  them  to  The  Herald,  which  will  be  more 
than  glad  to  publish  them. 

This  is  not  a  Duluth  matter,  but  a  St.  Louis 
county  matter.  Therefore  expressions  should  come 
not  only  from  citizens  of  Duluth,  but  from  citizens 
of  the  iron  range  cities,  and  from  those  living  in 
the  country  districts. 

The  taxpayers  must  pay  the  cost.  They  have 
a  right  to  say  what  they  want,  and  it  is  their  duty 
to  say  it.  The  representatives  of  one  great  tax- 
paying  interest,  the  United  States  Steel  corporation, 
which  pays  a  large  majority  of  the  county  taxes, 
have  already  voiced  their  willingness  to  see  a  lib- 
eral and  broad  plan  adopted,  one  that  will  be  a 
credit  to  the  county  and  the  city.  Others  should 
voice  their  sentiments:  if  they  approve  of  the  larger 
plans,  let  them  say  it;  if  they  oppose  them,  let  them 
say  that,  too,  and  tell  why  they  object. 

The  courthouse  commission  is  willing  to  do 
whatever  the  people  of  the  county  want  done. 
Their  sole  desire  is  to  know  what  that  is.  The 
Herald  has  expressed  its  choice;  it  favors  the  two- 
block  plan,  which  allows  a  modest  and  sightly 
grouping  of  public  buildings  with  but  little  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  county.  Let  all  other  citizens 
of  the  county  make  their  views  and  desires  known, 
and  the  columns  of  The  Herald  are  offered  to  them 
for  that  purpose. 


LEARNING  FROM  EUROPE. 

Thomas  N.  Hart,  a  former  mayor  of  Boston, 
has  lately  returned  from  a  European  trip,  and  in 
an  interview  with  the  Boston  Globe  he  said 
emphatically  that  the  people  of  this  country  who 
are  able  to  do  so  should  make  the  European  tour. 
If  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  get  their  prejudices 
rubbed  off  and  to  find  out  that  there  are  some 
things  We  can  and  should  learn  from  the  older  civi- 
lizations of  Europe. 

It  is  altogether  probable  that  we  have  been 
rather  too  self-sufficient,  rather  too  prone  to  be- 
lieve that  all  that  is  good  and  practical  in  public 
government  exists  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  It 
is  true  that  we  have  formed  the  best  government 
in  the  world,  but  it  must  be  confessed  that  even  at 
this  late  date  we  have  not  yet  learned  how  to  use  it 
to  the  best  advantage. 

In  nrinicipal  government  Europe  is  infinitely 
better  equipped  than  this  country.  The  reason  is 
obvious.  We  have  let  partisanship  run  our  cities, 
and  partisanship  has  taken  advantage  of  our  con- 
fidence to  jpen  the  door  to  corruption.  We  have 
been  robbed  by  the  unscrupulous,  inefficiently 
•erved  by  the  incompetent,  and  betrayed  by  our 
own  negligent  reliance  upon  the  broken  reed  of 
partisan  government. 

Mr.  Hart  found  many  things  in  municipal  gov- 
ernment in  Europe  that  surprised  him  by  their 
excellence,  and  by  the  contrast  they  afforded  with 
conditions  that  exist  in  many  cities  of  this  country. 
Indeed,  when  asked  what  interested  him  most  dur- 
ing his  trip,  he  replied:  "How  they  do  things  fn 
the  great  cities."  He  found  this  much  more  inter- 
esting than  the  museums  and  cathedrals. 

He  found — and  others  who  have  traveled  the 
•ame  paths  have  found  the  same  thing— that  Euro- 
pean cities  keep  their  streets  cleaner  than  we  do 
ours,  that  they  have  better  police,  that  they  have 
Streets  as  well  paved  as  ours  and  often  better,  that 
the  cab  service  was  very  much  better  as  well  as 
very  much  cheaper  than  ours,  that  better  order  is 
kept,  and  that  he  found  less  drunkenness,  even 
though  he  saw  very  much  more  drinking. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  the  filthy  condition  in 
which  the  sfteets  of  most  cities  are  kept,  including 


THE  GAMBLER'S  FATE. 

The  continued  depression  in  the  stock  market, 
while  it  argues  no  serious  industrial  condition  in 
the  country  at  large,  has  become  a  very  real  trag- 
edy for  those  who  were  "kiting  it"  on  the  long 
side  OI  the  market,  and  who  were  caught  in  the 
terrillc  slump  that  has  taken  place  this  fall. 

There  is  a  song  that  contains  some  sentiments 
like  this:  "One  day  it's  milk  and  honey,  next  day 
hustlin'  'round  for  money,"  and  ''easy  come,  easy 
go;"  with  the  additional  remark  that  these  are  char- 
acteristics of  the  gambler's  life. 

The  song  applies  equally  well  to  the  stock  gam- 
bler. Thousands  of  men,  big  speculators  and  small, 
have  been  caught  in  the  slump  and  wiped  out. 
Trading  on  margins  or  on  borrowed  money,  they 
have  stood  assault  after  assault  until  values  shrunk 
so  much  that  they  have  been  closed  out,  either  by 
their  bankers  or  their  brokers. 

There  comes  the  story  of  a  Wall  street  operator 
who  was  flourishing  a  few  months  ago  on  an  in- 
come of  $200,000  a  year,  involving  automobiles, 
high-priced  wines,  rich  living,  and  perhaps  even  a 
yacht. 

Today  he  is  looking  for  a  job  at  which  he  can 
earn  his  living.^  He  was  caught  out  in  the  market 
storm,  and  all  he  had  was  swept  away. 

He  is  but  one  of  the  many  who  have  suffered  as 
hfc  did.  Thousands  that  are  keeping  their  troubles 
to  themselves  have  experienced  the  same  fate  in  a 
lesser  degree  perhaps. 

Yet  the  man  that  has  his  stocks  and  owes  no 
money  on  them,  and  who  has  not  been  driven  by  a 
senseless  panic  into  unloading  them  upon  a  sink- 
ing market,  is  still  on  earth.  He  will  spend  a  quiet 
winter  without  automobiles  or  extravagances,  confi- 
dent that  when  the  clouds  roll  by  his  paper  wealth 
will  be  as  great  as  it  was  before. 


FOR  YOUR  COUNTRY. 

Of  course  you  remember  Nathan  Hale?  The 
story  of  his  sacrifice  for  his  country,  and  of  his 
noble  death  in  the  cause  of  liberty,  is  one  of  the 
dearest  traditions  of  the  American  people. 

You  remember  that  it  was  1776,  and  the  storm 
center  of  battle  was  in  and  about  New  York. 
Washington's  forces,  battered,  beaten,  but  full  of 
courage  and  hope,  lay  without  the  city.  Washing- 
ton wanted  to  know  what  was  going  on  in  the  Brit- 
ish camp,  so  he  picked  out  Nathan  Hale,  a  gallant 
young  soldier  who  had  already  won  his  spurs,  and 
sent  him  into  the  city  to  find  out.  Hale,  disguised 
a;  a  Tory  schoolmaster,  went  all  through  the  Brit- 
ish camp  in  New  York  and  on  Long  Island,  draw- 
ing maps  and  sketches,  and  taking  note  of  forces 
and  conditions.  His  errand  done,  he  was  about  to 
return  when  a  Tory  relative,  seeing  through  his 
disguise,  denounced  him  to  the  British  soldiers,  and 
he  was  condemned  as  a  spy  and  sentenced  to  death. 

You  remember  that  as  he  was  led  to  the  place 
of  death  he  said:  "You  are  shedding  the  blood  of 
the  innocent;  if  I  had  ten  thousand  lives,  I  would 
lay  them  down  in  defense  of  my  bleeding,  injured 
country." 

And  just  before  his  heroic  soul  was  sped  into 
eternity,  he  said:  "I  only  regret  that  I  have  but 
one  life  to  lose  for  my  country." 

It's  a  noble,  inspiring  story.  It  shows  the  met- 
tle of  which  the  boys  of  '76  were  made,  and  it  will 
live  in  the  grateful  hearts  of  the  countrymen  of 
Nathan  Hale  so  long  as  love  of  country  lasts. 

The  boys  of  the  land,  when  they  find  this 
spirited  story  staring  at  them  out  of  the  dry  pages 
of  their  history  lesson,  thrill  with  patriotism  and 
the  desire  to  do  noble  deeds  for  their  country. 

Nathan  Hale's  errand  was  a  failure,  but  the 
example  of  his  death  taught  others  how  to  die  for 
their  country;  better  still,  it  taught  them  how  to 
live  for  it.  That  is  the  lesson  that  the  youth  of 
today  may  draw  frq^  it.     They  need  not  literally 


give  their  lives  for  their  countjy,  Jjut  they  can  and 
should  give  their  lives  to  theitrJtcWiintry. 

How?  By  becoming  good  cj^i^ns,  by  taking  an 
active  part  in  their  country's  affairs.  They  should 
study  public  problems  for  thginsflves,  and  they 
should  not  take  the  theories  and  jdeas  of  others. 
They  should  resolve  to  stand  tli^^ys  for  the  best 
interests  of  their  country,  and  ItlT^  means  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  greatest  number  of  their  coun- 
trymen. They  should  set  their  fa^es  against  cor- 
ruption and  dishonor  in  public  and  private  life. 
They  should  give  themselves  higdier  ideals  than 
mere  accumulation  of  money,  for  wealth  without 
honor  can  bring  no  abiding  satisfaction. 

Every  young  man  can  show  as  deep  patriotism 
as  did  Nathan  Hale,  and  he  need  not  lose  his  life 
to  do  it.  He  can  do  it  by  devoting  his  life  and 
his  thought  and  his  integrity  to  the  service  of  his 
country;  by  an  active  and  aggressive  citizenship 
that  will  whip  the  dishonorable  and  self-seeking 
charlatans  out  of  the  political  temple;  by  a  deter- 
mined and  purposeful  opposition  to  the  wiles  of  the 
demagogue  and  the  blandishments  of  the  plutocrat. 


THE  PRESENT  IS  YOURS. 

Man  postpones  and  remembers;  he  does  not 
lie  In  the  present,  but  with  reverted  eye 
laments  the  past,  or,  heedless  of  the  riches 
that  surround  him,  stands  on  t-iptoe  to  foresee 
the  future.  He  cannot  be  happy  and  strongr 
until  he  lives  with  nature  in  the  present,  above 
time.— Emerson. 

That  is  from  Emerson's  splendid  essay  "Self 
Reliance."  If  you  haven't  read  it  you  should.  It 
is  an  inspired  and  a  splendid  utterance,  counseling 
men  to  stand  upon  their  own  feet  and  use  the 
brains  that  God  gave  them  to  use  instead  of  letting 
them  decay  in  idleness  while  they  accept  the  think- 
ings of  other  men  and  lean  upon  others  instead 
of  lilting. 

The  point  of  it  is  that  all  you  have  on  earth  is 
the  present,  and  if  you  do  not  use  it  you  will  never 
enjoy  and  never  really  live. 

The  past  is  gone;  it  belongs  to  eternity.  The 
future  is  not  yours  until  it  becomes  the  present. 
But  the  present  is  yours,  yours  for  noble  effort 
and  strong  action;  yours  with  the  glowing  oppor- 
tunities it  offers  to  m^ke  your  life  worth  while. 

The  man  that  walks  with  averted  head,  looking 
into  the  past  and  regretting  its  departure  wastes 
the  present,  and  thereby  wastes  his  life. 

The  man  that  walks  with  head  uplifted,  dream- 
ing of  the  future,  also  loses  the  present.  The  future 
is  beyond  his  grasp;  his  only  control  of  it  is 
through  his  use  of  the  present. 

Do  you  wish  riches?  Then  don't  dream  of  the 
future,  but  work  in  the  present. 

Do  you  wish  fame?  Fame  never  comes  to 
dreamers  who  lose' the  present  in  idle  imaginings 
of  the  future. 

Do  you  wish  enjoyment  of  beauty  and  content- 
ment? Find  it  in  the  present,  in  the  myriad  of 
beauties  and  joys  about  you,  asking  only  that  you 
seek  them. 

The  past  is  gone.  Its  only  value  is  that  it  may 
teach  you  how  to  make  better  use  of  the  present. 

The  future  is  never  coming  unless  j^ou  approach 
ic  through  the  open  door  of  the  present. 

The  present  only  is  yours.  Now  is  the  time 
when  you  should  be  up  and  doing.  Time  is  fleet- 
ing, and  what  you  do  in  the  present  will  make  your 
future.  Right  doing  in  the  present  will  abolish  re- 
grets of  the  past. 

Don't  be  "heedless  of  the  riches  that  surround" 
you;  don't  '"with  reverted  eye  lament  the  past"  or 
"stand  upon  tiptoe  to  foresee  the  future."  Your 
grasp  is  upon  the  present,  and  through  it  you  can 
make  or  unmake  both  the  future  and  the  past. 

Waste  no  time  in  idle  dreams  of  the  future  or 
vain  regrets  for  the  past.  Make  yourself  master  of 
the  present,  and  you  are  lord  of  eternity. 


THE  WAY  TO  WEALTH. 

Wilkins  Micawber,  though  a  cheerful  philos- 
opher, is  not  one  whose  experience  in  life  would 
commend  his  advice  to  the  young.  Yet  on  one  of 
the  pages  of  Dickens'  immortal  story  in  which  he 
appears,  he  says  something  that  is  worth  remem- 
bering, and  that  has  value  because ipoor  Micawber 
proved  it  by  disregarding  its  counsel.  Says 
Micawber: 

Annual  income,  twenty  pounds;  annual 
expenditure,  nineteen,  nineteen,  six:  result, 
happiness.  Annual  income,  twi-nty  pounds;  an- 
nual expenditure,  twenty  pounds,  ought  and 
six:  result,  misery.  The  blossom  is  blighted, 
the  leaf  is  withered,  the  god  of  day  goes  down 
upon  the  dreary  scene  and— in  short,  you  are 
floored.    As  I  am. 

In  other  words,  if  you  earn  a  hundred  dollars  a 
year  and  spend  only  $99.50,  you  are  happy;  while 
if  you  earn  a  hundred  dollars  a  ^ear  and  spend  fifty 
cents  more  than  you  earn,  you  are  miserable. 

In-  short,  live  within  your  income.  If  you  don't, 
you  will  be  floored,  as  Micawber  was  in  fiction,  and 
as  thousands  of  others  have  been  in  bitter  real  life. 

In  these  piping  times  of  prosperity,  you  wouldn't 
get  far  on  twenty  pounds  a  year,  but  whatever  your 
income  is,  the  only  way  to  peace  and  plenty  is 
through  a  system  of  economy  that  will  keep  your 
expenditures  within  your  earnings.  Don't  say  you 
can't;  nobody  has  yet  discovered  just  how  little  a 
person  may  Jive  on  if  he  has  to. 

It  is  a  certainty  that  you  can't  keep  it  up  very 
long  if  you  try  to  spend  more  than  you  have.  It 
may  go  for  awhile,  but  shopkeepers  have  a  habit 
of  wanting  to  be  paid  for  what  they  sell,  and  if  you 
try  to  spend  even  a  sixpence  more  each  year  than 
you  take  in,  the  time  is  coming  when  your  wel- 
come at  the  grocer's  and  the  butcher's  will  be  worn 
out,  and  your  attempt  to  buy  wifl  be  met  with  a 
stern  "cash  in  advance,  please!" 

Thereafter  you  have  no  option  but  to  live  within 
your  income,  and  if  you  can  do  it  when  you  have 
to  you  can  do  it  now. 

Most  men  who  have  amassed  great  wealth,  if 
not  all  of  them  who  gained  and  kept  riches,  have 
been  close  figurers.  They  never  lived  beyond  their 
incomes.  Whatever  they  earned,  they  saved  part 
of  it.  Then,  when  they  saw  a  business  opening, 
they  had  a  little  capital  to  use  in  embracing  the 
opportunity.  Some  rich  man  has  said  that  the  first 
thousand  is  harder  to  get  than  the  first  million.  It 
is  the  result  of  painful  saving,  o^  close  figuring. 
Those  who  spend  sixpence  a  year  more  than  they 
earn  will  never  have  a  million,  or  a  thousand,  or  a 
hundred. 

There  is  no  royal  road  to  wealth,  except  that  of 
inheritance.  A  recent  funny  series  of  pictures  told 
the  experience  of  a  man  who  bit  on  an  advertise- 
ment requesting  people  to  send  two  dollars  and  find 
out  how  to  get  rich.

This  sentence  in  a  vivid  newspaper 
description  of  a  recent  railway  horror 
arrested  my  thought.  Instantly  the  pic- 
ture flashed  before  me — the  awful 
wreck,  the  passengers  pinioned  under 
the  cars,  the  survivors  hurrying  to  And 
if  possible  some  means  of  relief,  while 
the  bleeding  and  mangled  forms  of  two 
score  persons  sickened  the  onlooker 
and  the  agonizing  cries  of  the  wounded 
and  dying  gave  the  final  touch  of  woe 
to  the  awful  tragedy.  No  wonder  that 
there  was  this  universal  calling  upon 
the  Diety.  Doubtless  some  who  used 
the  expression  had  seldom  before  em- 
ployed it.  Possibly  a  few  had  even 
denied  His  existence  and  had  never 
spoken  of  God  save  to  take  His  name 
in  vain.  To  the  lips  of  many  the  ex- 
pression came  naturally,  because  they 
had  trusted  and  served  Him  all  their 
lives  long.  But  at  all  events  there  they 
all  were — Christians,  agnostics,  mate- 
rialists, unbeliever.s,  calling  upon  God.

He  was  the  truest,  keenest  man  who 
ever  lived.  What  He  held  and  taught 
with  regard  to  God  can  be  safely  ac- 
cepted. 

This  Is  the  way  In  which  relief 
comes.  We  shall  not  get  elaborate  ex- 
planation of  all  the  accidents  that  God 
permits.

Patrick  Loom,  a  contractor  was  shot 
and  killed  Friday  night  by  his  son-in- 
law.  Frank  Barnum,  In  the  parlor  of 
the  Barnum  home  at  Chicago.  The 
shooting  occurred,  according  to  Bar- 
num'3  statement,  after  Loom  had  up- 
raided  his  daughter  and  threatened  Bar- 
num's  life  with  a  carving  knife.  Barnum 
surrendered  to  the  police. 

FIRST  FAIR  SUCCESS. 

Bagley.  Minn..  Oct.  12.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.)— The  first  annual  fair  of  the 
Clearwater  County  Agricultural  associa- 
tion held  in  this  village  Thursday.  Fri- 
day and  Saturday,  proved  to  be  a  suc- 
cess beyond  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions of   the   members   of   the  society. 

"Thursday  there  was  a  large  crowd  pres- 
ent, the  attendance  being  about  3,000  peo- 
ple. 

The  feature  of  the  day  was  the  speech 
delivered  by  Congresssman  Steenerson  of 
Crooluton.  who  made  a  fine  addreaa.

The  "Thirty  Years'  War"  caused  the 
ancestor  of  these  boys  to  leave  Ger- 
many and  settle  in  America.  The  Puri- 
tans left  Engand  because  the  law  of 
the  realm  allowed  a .  subject  of  the 
king  to  worship  Gtod  after  forms  and 
ceremonies  the  Puritans  did  not  ap- 
prove, so  they  came  over  here  and  set 
up  a  theocracy  and  would  not  let  a 
Quaker  or  Baptist  worship  God  at 
all.  Yet  your  American  of  average  in- 
telligence will  tell  you  the  mission  of 
the  Puritans  was  to  set  up  in  New  Eng. 
land  "a  government  that  allows  a  man 
to  worship  God  according  to  dictates  of 
his  own  conscience."  Kufus  Choate's 
eloquence,  beginning,  "There  was  a 
state  without  a  king  and  a  church 
without  a  bishop."  is  one  of  the  finest 
specimens  of  hyperbole  in  the  lan- 
guage. 

But  the  Landis  family  left  Germany 
because  it  was  in  the  army  only  that 
a  man  could  worship  God  at  all.  The 
land  was  devastated  from  the  Baltic  to 
the  Rhine,  and  Catholic  and  Lutheran 
practiced  the  gospel  that  the  one  way 
to  serve  God  was  to  slay  their  fellow 
men.  Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Bouteli 
of  Chicago,  delivered  a  lecture  on  Gus- 
tavus  Adolphus  in  this  town  that  con- 
tained more  sorts  of  impossible  his- 
torical cock-and-bull-ism  than  any- 
thing I  had  ever  before  read.  I 
am  sure  that  Hon.  Bouteli  never  read 
Schiller,  or  he  would  not  have  pictured 
the  "Lion  of  the  North"  as  the  lamb  he 
did.  In  fact,  Gustavus  was  as  much  of 
a  ruffian  as  Tilly,  and  as  ready  to  cut 
a  throat  or  sack  a  town  as  Wallen- 
steln.  He  was  a  great  soldier,  not  in- 
ferior to  any  man  of  that  heroic  ago. 
He  was  invited  out  of  the  north  by 
Richelieu,  and  every  victory  he  gained 
made  France  more  secure;  but  there 
is  no  record  that  Richelieu  shed  any 
tears  when  Gustavus  fell.  He  was  get- 
ting troublesome,  and  the  dominion  of 
all  Europe  would  not  have  satiated  his 
ambition.  But  this  is  a  Protestant 
country,    and.    of    course,    we    have    to 

stand  up  for  our  Protestant  cutthroats. 
•     •*      * 

The  father  of  the  Landis  boys  is  a 
native  of  Butler  county,  so  long  the 
Democratic  Gibraltar  of  Southern 
Ohio.  He  was  an  abolitionist  before 
there  was  a  Republican  party,  and  held 
as  gospel,  or  a  little  better  than  gospel, 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  absurd  fic- 
tion of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  He  be- 
lieved In  Theodore  Parker,  Joshua  R. 
Giddings,  and  that  set  of  incurable 
lunatics,  and  when  the  inevitable  war 
came  he  did  his  devoir  like  the  man 
he  was.  He  joined  the  army  and  was 
nearly  shot  to  death  at  Kenesaw 
mountain,  a  battle  that  was  a  useless 
slaughter  of  federal  soldiers,  and  that 
would  not  have  been  fought  if  George 
H.  Thomas  had  had  the  place  he  had 
earned  and  ought  to  have  had — com- 
mand of  the  army. 

There  must  have  been  a  grim  sort  of 
humor  about  Dr.  Landis,  for  he  named 
his  favorite  son  Kenesaw  Mountain 
Landis,  for  the  battle,  that  was,  per- 
haps, the  completes!  rebel  victory  of 
the  West,  where  Harker  made  that 
desperate  charge,  fruitless  of  every- 
thing but  blood,  prodigally  shed, 
death  defiantly  met,  and  courage  that 
reached  to  the  dauntless.  Perhaps  It 
was  worth  the  trial — certainly  federal 
arms  did  no  braver  thing. 

Dr.  Landis  had  this  secret  of  hu- 
man life  that  should  be  universally 
practiced — everybody  scratched  for  a 
living  at  his  house  but  the  baby.  As 
soon  as  one  of  his  chaps  got  able  to  do 
a  stunt  he  was  set  at  it  and  kept  at  It. 
That  is  why  the  Landis  boys,  five  of 
them,  have  all  succeeded  In  life.  I  like 
Charley  best.  He  is  the  brightest  of 
the  lot  and  the  bravest.  I  am  cer- 
tain that  his  heroic  father  did  not 
display  more  de.sperate  valor  in  charg- 
ing up  Kene.saw  mountain  than  does 
my  friend,  Charles,  in  sailing  Into  a 
tariff  debate,  imder  the  banner  of  the 
familiar  device— "Post  hoc,  ergo,  prop- 
ter hoc."  He  will  prove  to  you  that 
good  crops  are  product  of  a  protective 
tariff.  He  will  show  you  that  taxation 
for  private  purpo.^ies  is  the  soul  of  na- 
tional prosperity.  He  will  roll  off  a 
string  of  paradoxes  until  the  hammer 
falls,  and  each  and  all  of  them  a 
breastwork  behind  which  is  that  grand 
error — hoary  with  a  thousand  age.s — 
that  the  only  virtuous  taxation  is  for 
private   purposes. 

The  Democratic  party  retired  from 
politics  In  18  96,  and  Charley  Landis 
was  that  year  elected  to  congress.  His 
maiden  speech  was  a  forensic  triumph 
and  made  against  the  civil  service  law. 
It  was  eloquent  and  It  was  bright- 
He  set  the  house  in  a  roar,  and  the 
Democrats  were  even  more  delightea 
than  the  Republicans,  for  they  had 
run  up  against  the  thing  during  the 
entire  admini.stration.s.  By  "tellers" 
the  house  -sustained  Landis  with  an 
overwhelming  majority.  On  a  roll  call 
he  went  down  under  a  majority  just 
as  big.  The  easiest  way  and  the 
quickest  way  in  the  world  to  change 
the  entire  personnel  of  congress  would 
be  to  repeal  the  civil  service  law.

Landis'  next  exploit  was  to  drive  a 
coach  and  four  through  the  Con.stitu- 
tlon  of  the  United  States  in  unseating

Srigham  H.  Roberts,  who  had  been 
elected  to  congress  from  Utah.  Little- 
field  made  a  great  constitutional  argu- 
ment, and  was  backed  up  by  Bailey  of 
Texas.  A  million  of  women  petitioned 
congress  to  turn  Roberts  out  because 
he  had  three  wives.  The  yaller  jour- 
nals threw  sundry  fits,  not  that  they 
cared  a  damn  for  Roberts,  or  his 
wives,  but  that  that  was  what  they 
were  there  for.  But  the  constitution 
was  seemingly  in  the  majority  until 
Charley  Landis  got  the  floor.  And 
such  a  speech!

When  there  was  a  Demo- 
cratic party  in  Indiana  Landis'  papei 
kept  it  in  fighting  trim,  year  in  ana 
year  out-  Never  malicious,  he  eter- 
nally suggested  disagreeable  things 
that  set  all  the  Republicans  a-laugh- 
the  relative  virtues  and  vices  of  but- 
I  wish  I  had  it  before  me  to  quote 
Balzac's  famous  analysis  of  your  news- 
paper man.  It  applies  to  evei-y  editor 
fit  for  his  job.  What  a  splendid  office 
it  is — the  editorship  of  a  newspaper 
widely  read,  or  copiously  quoted — if 
you  have  the  glorious  gift  of  truthful 
speech  and  exercise  it  fearlessly!

II  is  an  Immense  pity  that  Charley 
Landis  is  not  a  Democrat  at  this  time, 
to  give  us  his  opinion  of  the  great 
epicurean  and  ethical  question  now 
agitating  the  G.  O.  P.  of  Hoosierdom 
and  the  Methodist  church,  touching 
ing  and  all  the  Democrats  a-cussing.

DUN'S  WEEKLY 
•  TRADE  REVIEW 

More  Business  Transacted 

Than  at  This  Time 

Last  Year. 

New  York,  Oct.  12.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Go's 
Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says:  A  larger 
volume  of  business  is  being  transacted 
than  at  this  time  last  year,  although 
conditions  in  1906  were  most  favorable, 
and  there  is  now  the  handicap  of  almost 
prohibitive  rates  for  commercial  paper. 
Many  contemplated  undertakings  await 
more  normal  financial  conditions,  and 
securities  have  fallen  to  the  lowest 
point  since  19M,  but  general  business 
throughout-  the  country  makes  fairly 
good  progress.  Retailers  report  a  very 
brisk  movement  of  esasonable  merchan- 
dise, and  jobbers  continue  to  forward 
supplementary  consignments,  but  re- 
ports of  collections  are  irregular.  In 
agricultural  districts  the  marketing  of 
crops  at  high  prices  makes  the  pay- 
ments easy,  but  with  many  Eastern 
centers  there  is  complaint  of  delay  in 
settlements.  Several  strikes  are  still 
retarding  progress,  and  some  machinery 
is  idle  at  woolen  mills,  but  most  in- 
dustrial plants  are  well  occupied  and 
are  assured  of  continued  activity  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  at  least. 

Consumers  anticipate  more  attractive 
terms  in  the  pig  Iron  market,  and  con- 
sequently defer  the  present  placing  of 
orders,  but  most  of  the  furnaces  are 
still  held  up  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
so  that  few  concessions  are  offered.  It 
is  evident  that  there  is  no  fear  of  over 
production,  as  the  number  of  furnaoea 


in  blast  increased  on  Oct.  1.  including 
two   new   stacks. 

In  some  divisions  of  the  steel  market 
there  is  an  increase  in  volume  of  new 
business,  but  other  plants  find  a  delay 
In  the  placing  of  contracts,  although 
considerable  tonnage  is  under  consider- 
ation. 

Cotton  mills  continue  well  occupied, 
but  the  only  new  business  reported  in 
cotton  goods  is  for  spot  or  nearby  de- 
livery. Yet  the  mills  make  no  conces- 
sions in  order  to  accumulate  trade,  and 
some  are  so  backward  in  making  ship- 
ments  that   cancellations   are   reported. 

There  is  still  much  idle  machinery  at 
woolen  mills,  men's  wear  products  be- 
ing the  most  uncertain  section,  while 
the  status  of  the  worsted  manufacture 
is  practically  determined. 

New  England  shoe  factories  benefitted 
by  the  strike  at  St.  Louis,  which  sent 
many  orders  to  the  East,  but  ship- 
ments through  Boston  still  compare  un- 
favorably with  the  same  week  last  year. 

Nevertheless  Eastern  manufacturers 
express  more  confidence  as  to  the  fu- 
ture, liberal  orders  being  expected  be- 
cause jobbers'  supplies  are  believed  to 
be  low.

Threshing   Machine    is 

Wrecked  and  Engineer 

Instantly  Killed. 

Valley  City,  N.  D.,  Oct.  12.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Dynamite  in  a  buftdle 
of  wheat  is  thought  to  have  caused 
an  explosion  that  wrecked  the  thresh-  , 
ing  outlit  of  M.  J.  Olson  at  the  farm  I 
of  his  brother,  tJam  Olson,  and  in- 
stantly killed  C.  A.  Lundgren,  the 
engineer. 

The  cause  of  the  accident  Is  a  com- 
plete mystery,  except  on  the  dynamite 
theory,  and  the  coroner  of  Barnes 
county   is    Investigating.

Convicted  of  manslaughter  in  the 
second  degree,  Barney  Conway  this 
morning  paid  a  fine  of  $1,000  in  the 
district  court  and  walked  out  of  the 
courtroom  a  free  man. 

Conway  was  accused  of  killing 
Michael  Mahar  on  Garfield  avenue  the 
morning  of  Labor  day.  The  evidence 
showed  that  the  two  men  had  some 
words  and  that  Conway  struck  Mahac 
one    blow    between    the    eyes,    a    blow 

that  caused  the  latter's  death  within  a 
few  moments. 

With  W.  E.  Culkln  as  counsel,  Con- 
way made  a  hard  fight  for  liberty, 
claiming  that  the  blow  was  struck 
with  no  malice  or  intent  to  injure 
Mahar-  He  claimed  the  whole  affair 
was,  In  fact,  a  misadventure,  that  he, 
Conway,  had  been  provoked  by  Ma- 
har's  bumming  drinks  and  merely 
struck  a  blow  to  keep  Mahar  away 
from    him. 

The  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  of 
manslaughter,  recommended  Conway 
to  the  mercy  of  the  court. 

The  punishment  for  manslaughter 
in  the  second  degree  is  imprisonment 
in  the  state  penitentiary  from  one  to 
fifteen  years,  a  maximum  fine  of 
$1,000  or  both  the  imprisonment  and 
fine. 

Plea  for  Clemency. 
When  Conway  was  brought  before 
Judge  Dibell  for  sentence  he  showed 
signs  of  his  agitation  as  he  realized 
the  penalty  that  the  court  might  in- 
flict. Tears  stood  in  his  eyes  as  Mr. 
Culkln  made  an  earnest  plefi.  for  clem- 
ency, emphasizing  the  previous  good 
record  of  Conway  and  the  e.steeni  and 
regard  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  for- 
mer employers  and  fellow  employes. 
Before  passing  sentence  the  court  re- 
marked that  the  trouble  between  Con- 
way and  Mahar,  had  it  not  resulted 
fatally,  would  have  been  a  trivial  af- 
fair; that  a  fatal  ending  is  likely  to 
occur  sometimes  from  trivial  causes. 
The  court  said  the  assault  was  in  it- 
self unjustifiable,  but  in  view  of  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  case 
and  the  jury's  recommendation  for 
clemency  he  felt  disposed  to  impose  a 
fine  on  Conway,  in  fact  had  so  inti- 
mated to  the  attorneys,  but  thought 
the  maximum  amount  should  be  paid. 
As  soon  as  the  fine  was  imposed  P. 
C.  Schmidt,  attorney  for  the  Fitgei 
Brewing  company,  stepped  up  to  the 
clerk's  desk  and  presented  a  check 
from  the  company  for  $1,000.  This 
was  accepted  and  Conway  was  re- 
leased. He  went  back  to  the  jail  to 
get  his  effects  and  then  started  for  the 
brewery,  where  he  has  been  promised 
employment  in  the  yards. 

Friends  Itoise  Money. 
Mr.  Schmidt  stated  that  the  em- 
ployes at  the  brewery  raised  $500  of 
the  amount  by  subscriptions  running 
from  $5  to  $10  and  $15  each,  while  the 
company  put  up  the  remaining  $500.  He 
said  that  Conway  is  sober  and  indus- 
trious and  a  good  man,  that  the  com- 
pany will  retain  his  services,  Conway 
having  promised  to  repay  the  money 
subscribed  as  soon  as  he  can  earn 
it. 

County  Attorney  Norton  told  the 
court  that  the  payment  of  a  fine  by 
other  people  might  be  considered  by 
some  as  a  rather  light  punishment, 
but  he  had  no  recommendations  to 
make  and  was  satisfied  with  the  sen- 
tence if  it   satisfied  the  court. 

Smith  and  x'Vdams  S<>ntenced. 
Edward    Smith    and   Joseph     Adams, 
who  were  convicted  of  robbery  in  the 
second  degree,  were  also  sentenced  this 
morning. 

Smith  was  givn  a  two-year  term  In 
the  state  penitentiary  and  Adams  was 
sent  to  the  state  reformatory.  The 
latter  senence  did  no  suit  Adams  very 
well  for  he  wanted  the  court  to  set  a 
definite  term  of  imprisonment. 

Smith,  who  is  34  years  old,  a  bar- 
ber by  trade,  stated  that  he  came 
from  Freeport,  111.  He  admitted  that 
he  had  been  sent  to  the  Illinois  state 
prison  at  Joliet  in  1902  to  serve  an 
indeterminate  term  of  from  one  to 
fifteen  years  for  assault  with  intent  to 
commit  robbery.  He  was  paroled  ixi 
April,  1907,  last.  Smith  claimed  that 
he  has  consumption  and  that  he  could 
not  survive  a  long  term  of  imprison- 
ment. On  account  of  his  health  and 
the  fact  that  he  can  be  reached  by  the 
Illinois  authorities  if  they  want  him, 
Smith  was  given  a  shfiorter  term  than 
he  would  otherwise  have  got. 

Adams,  who  is  28  years  old,  claims 
that  he  has  never  before  been  in  jail 
or  prison.  The  police  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  find  a  prison  record 
against  him  although  they  have  sus- 
picions that  he  has  not  told  the  truth.

COMPANY  GETS 
NEW  BEARING 

Will  Replace  Temporary 

Apparatus  on  the 

Big  Shaft 

The  Great  Northern  Power  company 

received  yesterday  a  new  specially  de- 
signed bearing  for  the  thirty-foot 
shafting  at  the  power  house  on  the  St. 


Many  Guesses  As  to  Nature  of  Odd 
Stone. 

A  relic,  which  may  eventually  find 
its  way  into  the  time-honored  cham- 
bers of  the  Smithsonian  institution  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  which  is  con- 
sidered by  critics  to  be  very  valuable 
as  a  historic  relic  at  least,  has  l)een 
discovered  in  an  ancient  Indian  bury- 
ing ground,  near  Spirit  lake,  tlHs 
county,  and  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  City  Engineer  McGilvray,  a  student 
of  historic  finds  and  ancient  relics. 

It  is  a  sphere  shaped  stone,  perfect 
in  its  proportions,  and  was  discovered 
by  children  while  at  play  in  the  old 
burying  grounds  of  the  Sioux,  now 
but  a  moss  grown  deli,  with  little 
caves  here  and  there  to  ■  mark  depres- 
sions, where  once  the  l>ones  of  some 
great   old    warfior  rested. 

Beside  the  round  stone  t>uliet,  which 
is  about  the  size  of  a  golf  ball,  were 
found  decayed  bones,  which  must  have 
lain  there  for  years,  and  were  finaily 
exposed  by  the  action  of  the  rain. 

An  interested  gatherimg  of  critics 
assembled  in  the  office  of  the  mayor 
today,  while  the  city  engineer  deli- 
cately handled  his  find,  and  divers 
opinions  were  advanced  as  to  the  na- 
ture of  the  smooth  stone  bullet. 

Alderman  McEwen,  philosopher  and 
deep  thinker,  was  of  the  opinion  that 
it  might  have  t>een  an  Indian  golf  ball 
petrified,  but  the  discussion  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Indians  had  much 
time  to  play  golf  between  beating 
their  squaws  and  fishing,  finally  ended 
in  casting  aside  this  theory. 

The  city  engineer  clings  to  the  opin- 
ion that  the  stone  bullet  was  the 
modus  operandi  by  means  of  wtiich 
the  life  candle  of  some  ancient  chief 
was  snuffed  out,  and  his  mourning 
braves  buried  the  bullet  with  his  re- 
mains, in  order  that  a  Good  Father 
might  have  "Exhibit  A"  to  decide  just 
how  badly  Lo  had  been  treated  on  this 
tarth,  and  temper  his  reward  accord- 
ingly. 

Secretary  McCallum  was  inclined  to 
think  it  might  be  a  petrified  high  ball, 
probably  absorbed  in  some  hidden  still 
years  ago,  and  which  acted  quickly 
when  it  struck  the  Indian's  stomach. 

Be  it  high  ball,  golf  ball,  stone  bul- 
let or  something  else,  the  c4ty  engi- 
neer cherishes  it,  and  although  the 
offers  for  it  were  liberal  today,  he  de- 
clined, with  an  idea  of  completing  his 
investigations  along  lines  which  may 
lead  to  its  conneotion  with  David  and 
the  sUn^  story.

Courthouse  Plans  to  be 
Discussed  by  Com- 
mercial Club. 


At  its  regul€Lr  meeting  last  niirht,  the 
West  Duluth  Commercial  club  passed 
a  resolution  calling  upon  the  city  au- 
thorities to  have  the  old  Oneota  depot 
at  Forty-sixth  avenue  west  and  the 
railroad  right-of-way  removed;  dis- 
cus.sed  the  more  thorough  patroling  of 
West  Duluth  at  night;  made  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  courthouse  plans  the 
principal  order  of  business  for  next 
Friday  night;  referred  proposed 
amendments  to  the  city  charter  rela- 
tive to  the  assessment  of  improvements 
to  a  committee,  and  decided  to  have 
social  sessions  on  the  third  Friday  of 
each  month. 

The  resolution  in  re.=!pect  to  the  old 
Oneota  depot  was  brought  about  by 
an  occurance  a  few  evenings  ago,  when 
a  crowd  of  young  ladies  were  molest- 
ed by  hoodlums  hanging  around  the 
place.  The  depot  is  used  as  a  store 
house  by  the  Complanter  Oil  com- 
pany and  is  regarded  as  unsafe.  Its 
removal  has  been  agitated  for  some 
time  without  result. 

The  discussion  of  the  patroling  of 
West  Duluth  was  brought  up  by  Al- 
derman Filiatrault,  who  introduced  a 
resolution  requesting  the  mayor  to 
place  a  patrolman  on  a  beat  embracing 
Oneota  street,  between  Thirty-eighth 
and  Forty-sixth  avenues,  Forty-sixth 
avenue  from  Oneota  to  Grand,  Grand 
east  to  Thirty-eighth.  Opposition  to 
the  resolution  on  the  ground  that  the 
matter  was  sectional  and  should  not 
be  taken  up  by  the  club,  developed. 
Other  districts,  in  which  a  patrolman 
should  be  placed,  were  suggested,  such 
as  the  district  embarcing  the  D.  M. 
&  N.  depot  at  Fifty-seventh  avenue, 
and  the  corner  of  Fifty-seventh  and 
Wadena.  In  all  of  those  places.  It 
was  claimed,  crowds  of  toughs  con- 
gregate, and  people  passing  are  in  dan- 
ger of  insult  or  injury  from  them.  Af- 
ter a  long  discussion,  the  resolution  was 
defeated,  the  understanding  being  that 
districts  might  take  up  the  matter  .sep- 
arately with  the  mayor  and  chief  of 
police. 

The  social  gathering  at  the  club  last 
week  was  so  successful  that  last  night 
the  members  decided  to  lean  more  to- 
ward the  social  side  than  they  had  pre- 
viously, and  have  one  night  each  month 
devoted  to  the  entertainment  of  the 
iadies.     The  third  Friday  was  selex:ted. 

There  was  little  discussion  of  t!ie 
courthouse  plans  last  night  on  account 
of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  but  is  was 
made  a  special  order  of  business  for 
next  Friday  night.

No  Prospects  of  Further 

Profits  From  Its 

Operation. 


The  old  St.  Louis  mill  on  the  St. 
LfOuis  river,  one  of  the  pioneer  indus- 
tries of  West  Duluth,  has  been  shut 
down  for  good  and  a  force  of  men  is 
now  at  work  dismantling  it.  Some  time 
ago  a  heavy  wind  blew  down  tlie 
smokestack.  It  only  saved  the  trouble 
of  taking  it  down,  for  immediately  the 
machinery  was  sold  to  the  Duluth  Iron 
&  Metal  company  and  it  is  now  being 
removed. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  mill  has 
been  operated  by  William  D.  O'Brien, 
who  disposed  of  the  building  and  ma- 
chinery. The  land  on  which  tl»e  m;ll 
is  situated,  is  owned  by  the  West 
Dulutli  Land  company.  As  soon  -xs 
the  machinery  has  been  removed,  the 
building    will    also   be   torn   down. 

The  St.  Louis  mill  had  a  checkered 
career  since  it  was  constructed  about 
seventeen  years  ago.  It  was  biult  .)y 
the  Huntress  &  Brown  Lumber  com- 
pany, who  went  into  the  lumber  in- 
idustry  on  a  rather  large  scale.  The 
most  modern  machinery  at  that  time 
was  installed,  a  large  planing  mill  con- 
structed and  the  company  .started  with 
every  prospect  of  success,  as  the  lum- 
ber industry  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes 
was  then  in  its  prime.  The  mill  ha  A 
a  capacity  of  between  80,000  and  100.- 
ifeet  in  a  ten-hours'  run,  and  it  wxs 
'operated  at  its  capacity  for  two  or 
three  years,  but  reverses  came  with 
the  dull  period,  which  assailed  Du- 
luth at  that  time  and  the  company 
failed.  The  platning  mill  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  and  was  never  re- 
built. 

The  mill  was  next  taken  in  charge 
by  the  St.  Louis  Lumber  company,  in 
which  A.  B.  Chapin  and  R.  P.  Dowse 
held  the  controlling  Interest.  The 
company  was  successful  and  kept  the 
mill  running  night  and  day  for  many 
years.  About  three  years  ago  they 
shut  down. 

About  two  years  ago  the  O'Brien 
company  secured  the  mill  and  It  has 
run  spasmodically  since.  Last  spring 
the  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake  Lumber 
company  used  it  while  their  mill  was 
shut  down  for  repairs.  The  machinery, 
however,  is  out  of  date,  the  lumber  in- 
dustry declining  and  operation  of  the 
mill  would  be  unprofitable  in  the 
future. 

STRUCK  BYCTREET  CAR. 

James  P.  Weir  Has  Leg  Broken  in 
Accident 

James  P.  Weir,  manager  of  the  rental 
department  of  the  L.  A.  Barnes  Real 
Estate  agency  in  the  Woodward 
building,  is  confined  to  his  home  at 
409  Fifty-third  avenue  west,  with  a 
broken  leg,  as  the  result  of  a  street 
car  accident  last  night.  While  pre- 
parin«r  to  board  a  car  at  the  corner  of 
Fifty-third  avenue  west  and  Ramsey 
street,  he  was  struck,  thrown  to  the 
side  of  the  track  by  the  fender  and  his 
right  leg  broken  just  below  the  knee. 

Just  how  the  accident  occurred  is 
not  known.  Ramsey,  street  is  torn  up 
in  the  course  of  paving  and  one  track 
only  is  being  used  by  the  company.

Small, 
but  regular  shipments  will  so  forward 
from  now  on  for  a  thorough  mill  test. 
There  is  considerable  good  stamp  rock 
In  stock  and  rock  is  being  hoisted  daily. 
At  present  there  are  five  drills  in  opera- 


cess.  The  character  of  the  formation  Is 
Ideal  stamp  rock,  well  charged  with  cop- 
per. 

Calumet  &  Hecla  is  running  its  stamp 
mill  and  smelting  plant  at  full  capacity 
right  along  and  the  supply  of  rock  go- 
ing to  the  mill  Is  up  to  the  usual  stan- 
dard.

MINING  IN  THE  BLACK  HILLS 

Spodumene  Properties    in  Keystone  Camp   Being 

Worked—Unexpected  Strike  in  Ruby  Belle 

Workings  of  Golden  Reward  Company. 


Keystone,  S.  D.,  Oct.  12.— Spodumene 
mining  is  rapidly  developing  into  a  fac- 
tor In  the  w^ork  about  this  camp  and  sev- 
eral properties  are  handling  this  mater- 
ial. Chief  among  the  spodumene  prop- 
erties here  is  the  Etta  mine,  where 
Superintendent  A.  M.  Lane  keeps  a  large 
force  of  men  busy  on  two  shifts.  The 
season  commenced  in  pril,  and  so  far  this 
year  there  has  been  shipped  from  the 
Ktta  mine  seven  carloads  of  pure  spodu- 
mene to  the  tSandard  Essence  company 
of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  where  Uthla  Is  ex- 
tracted from  It.  Before  shipment  the  ore 
Is  sorted  and  the  rock  separated  from  the 
mineral. 

Work  has  temporarily  ceased  on  the 
Holy  Terror  property  pending  the  instal- 
lation of  a  larger  pump  in  the  shaft, 
which  is  now  unw^atered  to  the  400  foot 
level  and  retin>bered  to  the  same  depth. 
Owing  to  the  floating  timber  and  loose 
material  it  was  impossible  to  continue 
with  skips. 

The  force  of  m,ineTS  at  the  Dorothy  and 
Pettigrew  tunnel  has  been  doubted  and  a 
night  shift  is  now  working.  The  new 
machinery  is   proving   highly   satisfactory. 

As  soon  as  General  Manager  Griffith 
returns  from  the  East  work  will  be  com- 
menced on  the  Mainstay  ground,  former- 
ly the  Bismarck.  It  Is  the  Intention  to 
enlarge  the   preesnt   thirty    stamp   mill    to 


one  of  forty  stamps  capacity,  and  to 
run  a  water  pipe  line  from  the  creek  to 
tlie  mill  to  provide  an  ample  supply, 
which  the  plant  has  heretofore  lacked. 

Dead  wood,  S.  D.,  Oct.  12.— After  four 
weeks  spent  in  examining  the  Monarch 
and  other  mining  properties  in  this  sec- 
tion in  the  interests  of  an  English  min- 
ing syndicate  Harry  L.  Denney,  a  SoulTt 
African  mining  man.  has  returned  to  his 
home.  Mr.  Denney  made  a  favorable  re- 
port on  the  Monarch  deal,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  considerable  property  in  this 
district  will  shortly  be  taken  over  by 
the  English  company  and  operated.  Mr. 
Denney  introduced  the  filter  press,  tube 
mill  and  crushing  in  cyanide  in  the  South 
African  mining  fields. 

With  the  resuming  of  work  in  the  Ruby 
Belle  workings  of  the  Golden  Reward 
Mining  company,  near  Terry,  an  unex- 
pected strike  was  made.  When  work  In 
the  Ruby  Belle  was  abandoned  some  time 
ago  a  porphry  dyke  was  showing  and  It 
was  feared  the  claim  had  been  worked 
out.  In  doing  "loose  work,  however,  a 
stringer  of  rich  ore  was  found  which  led 
to  the  deevlopment  which  opend  up  un- 
der the  dyke  into  one  of  the  largest  and 
richest  ore  bodl.?s  the  company  possesses. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  company  this 
winter  to  employ  a  larger  force  of  min- 
ers than  ever  before  and  to  do  consider- 
able new  devolpment  work  to  meet  the 
increased  capacity   of  the   mill. 


Tombstone,  Ariz.,  Oct.  12.— That  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona  Interests  are  well 
pleased  with  present  results  from  work 
done  in  the  Dragoon  mountains  is  evi- 
denced by  the  terms  of  an  agreement 
filed  here  in  the  recorder's  office, 
whereby  Martin  Costello  disposes  of 
his  option  to  jCol  L.  W.  Powell  on  the 
Casey  group  of  six  claims  in  the  Glee- 
son  mining  district.  Tiie  consideration 
in  the  transfer  is  placed  at  150,000,  10 
per  cent  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
and  the  final  payment  is  to  be  made 
within    one    year. 

A  supplementary  agreement  executed 
by  Casey  and  Costello  permits  the 
purchasers  to  mine  the  Head  Center 
claim,  one  of  the  above  mentioned 
group,  and  to  take  out  free  of  any  ob- 
ligation twelve  tons  of  ore  for  experi- 
mental tests  with  a  view  to  deter- 
mining the  treatment  best  suited  to  ita 
reduction. 

Extensive  development  work  Is  spoken 
of  in  connection  with  the  Casey  prop- 
erties and  great  things  are  expected  of 
the  Dragoons  now  that  properties  there 
are  in  the  proper  hands.  The  Dragoons 
have  long  been  looked  upon  as  carry- 
ing immense  bodies  of  copper,  and  as 
a  district  of  great  possibilities  under 
aggressive  and  economical  mine  man- 
agement.

in  the  local  mining  field,  the  big  op- 
erating companies  devoting  most  of  the 
attention  to  development  work  and 
prospecting  on  new  ore  bodies.  Ship- 
ments to  the  various  smelters  have 
been  maintained  at  the  normal  stand- 
ard cons-idering  that  no  work  Is  being 
done  on  Sundays,  which  fact  takes 
four   days'    shipment   put   of   the   total. 

The  management  of  the  Copper  Queen 
is  directing  a  great  deal  of  attention 
towards  the  working  out  of  the  plan 
formulated  some  time  ago  to  entirely 
change  the  method  of  taking  ore  from 
the  mines.  Sueh  a  radical  change  in 
the  system  wfH  require  a  vast  amount 
of  worlc,  but  already  several  of  the 
drifts  connecting  the  outlying  shafts 
with  the  Sacramento,  have  been  push- 
ed ahead  on  the  surface  at  the  Copper 
Queen   have  also   been   made. 

At  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  and  Su- 
perior &  Pittsburgj  |)roperites  the  sit- 
uation is  practically  unchanged,  de- 
velopment work  and  prospecting  be- 
ing pushed  ahead  while  shipments  to 
the  smelters  at  Douglas  are  being  main- 
tained at  about  the  normal  amount. 
Main  attention  is  being  paid  to  the 
opennig  up  of  new  ore  bodies,  and  no 
special  effort  Is  being  made  toward  the 
increase  of  production  at  the  present 
time  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition 
of  the  market.

Bisbee,  Ariz.,  Oct.  12.— There  has  been 
little  of  interest  during  the  past  week 


being  handled,  the  Shattuck-Arizona 
company  has  discoatlnued  shipping  its 
oxide  ore  to  Douglas  temporarily,  and 
attention  will  be  devoted  to  the  ship- 
ping of  about  250  tans  .of  sulphide  ore 
dally  to  the  reduction  -plant  at  Globe.

The  new  compressor  is  giving  great 
satisfaction,  and  a  saving  in  fuel  Is 
made  from  the  compressor  and  two 
hoists  to  heat  the  water  which  is  sent 
into  the  boilers.

Butte  Operating  Companies  Will  Not  Cut  Miners'  Pay 

Although  Copper  Has  Dropped  in  Price-" 

The  Output  for  September. 


Butte,  Mont.,  Oct.  12.— Voluntarily  keep- 
ing the  scale  of  wages  for  miners  up  to 
the  figure  which  prevailed  at  the  time 
copper  was  selling  above  18  cents,  the 
managements  of  the  Amalgamated  and 
Clarke  properties  have  sent  communica- 
tions to  the  various  unions  whose  mem- 
bers are  employed  in  the  mining  and 
smelting    Industry,      stating    that     wages 

would  not  be  reduced  for  the  present. 

Under  the  agreement  which  was  en- 
tered into  a  few  months  ago,  miners  were 
to  receive  $4  a  day  as  long  as  copper  re- 
mained at  IS  cents  a  pound  or  higher. 
With  copper  selling  below  18  cents  a 
pound  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty 
days,  the  scale  of  wages  was  to  be  re- 
duced   to   J3.50   a    day.       » 

It  is  understood  that  the  companies 
have  served  the  notice  on  the  unions  in 
order  that  there  might  be  no  possibility 
of  the  companies  waiving  their  rights  un- 
der  the    existing   contracts. 

The  Amalgamated  Copper  company  and 
subsidiary  companies  are  now  producing 
about  30  per  cent  of  their  normal  output 


of  copper,  and  only  about  half  the  nuni« 
ber  of  miners  are  being  employed  at  th« 
miner  as  were  on  duty  when  the  order  to 
curtail  production  came  from  New  York. 
At  the_Clark  properties  the  reduction  has 
been  very  slight,  and  the  number  of  men 
em::)loyed  has  not  been  greatly  reduced. 
The  September  output  of  the  Butto 
district  fell  below  12,000,000  pounds.  The 
ordinary  monthly  output  for  several 
years  has  been  around  30,000.000  pounds.

At  the  concentrator  the  No.  1  mill 
was  closed  down  last  week  and  will 
probably  remain  out  of  commission 
until  the  temporary  program  of  cur- 
tailment comes  to  a  conclusion.  The 
vanner  extension  tables  at  the  mill, 
however,  are  operating,  and  will  con- 
tinue, being  connected  for  this  purpose 
with  the  No.  2  mill.

Concentrating  Man—Returns  of  Mill 
Runs  at  Larder  Lake.

New  York.  Oct.  12.— A  Toronto  special 
to  the  Sun  says:  The  concentrator  at 
the  Coniagas  mine  in  Cobalt  is  now  work- 
ing and  is  proving  a  success.  The  work 
of  this  concentrator,  which  is  the  first 
in  New  Ontario,  is  being  watched  by  the 
entire      mining     community,      since     the 

treatment  of  the  peculiar  Cobalt  ores  by 
concentrators  has  been  more  or  less  of  a 
speculation.  E.  A.  Fuitz,  an  expert  con- 
centrating man,  says  that  the  ore  in  the 
dumps  at  the  mines  at  Cobalt  will  run 
over  $2,000,000  in  value.  He  states  that 
the  custom  concentrators  now  being 
erected  will  return  to  the  mine  owners 
about  $1,200,000  of  this  amount  when  the 
ore  passes  through  their  hands.  Many 
of  the  dumps  will.  It  is  expected,  run  as 
high  as  200  ounces  to  the  ton  throughout. 
Reports  of  mill  runs  from  veins  at  Lar- 
der Lake  gold  fields  are  now  beginning 
to  come  through.  The  run  from  one  vein 
on  the  Proprietory  gave  ten  pennyweights 
of  gold  to  the  ton  and  another  run  on  a 
different  shaft  gave  seventeen  penny- 
weights. At  present  this  company  is  the 
only  one  in  the  district  which  has  a 
stamp  mill  on  the  ground,  but  two  others 
have  been  ordered  and  are   now   on   the 


the  Loretto  Iron  company  is  com- 
mencing the  work  of  diverting  the 
channel  of  the  Sturgeon  river  in  order 
to  carry  the  stream  away  from  the 
Loretto  mine  workings.

"What  do  you  think  of  my  coiffure  to- 
night. Betsy  dear?  Do  sny  you  like  It.  Yon 
know  I  am  always  so  anxious  for  your 
approval— you  have  such  splendid  taste 
In  everything  ihat  pertnlns  to  one's 
toilette:  I  always  feel  that  If  I  have  suc- 
ceeded In  pleasing  you  I  may  then  sally 
forth  to  meet  the  most  critical  public 
gaze.  Of  course  I  haven't  anything  like 
the  taste  and  discretion  In  matters  of 
fashion  that  you  have;  otherwise  I 
wouldn't  be  coming  and  bothering  yon 
all  the  time,  but  I  really  do  think  I 
deserve  a  compliment  for  once,  for  hav- 
ing such  a  becoming  hairdressing.  Some- 
how it  takes  a  lot  of  courage  to  change 
the  way  of  wearing  one's  hair,  but  when 
I  saw  this  dressing  at  the  theatre  the 
other  night,  I  made  up  my  mind  then  and 
there  that  I  would  arrange  my  hair  In 
the  self  same  manner  the  very  next 
time  I  wore  a  low  necked  gown,  pleasing 
myself  and  dear  old  .Tack  at  the  same 
time.  He  has  asked  me  no  end  of 
times  to  dress  my  hair  low;  soys  that  1 
have  Just  the  head  and  features  for  It, 
iind  really  I  begin  to  think  so  myself. 
-^  "Aren't  those  puffs  dear — and  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  ribbon  and  flowers.  The 
minute  the  leading  lady  set  foot  on  the 
stage  I  was  attracted  to  her  hair.  We 
were  In  the  seventh  row  back  so  1  had 
a  splendid  opportunity  for  studying  the 
effect,  as  she  was  on  the  stage  all  during 
the  first  act,  and  had  the  kindness  to 
move  around   very   little. 

"Tbe  front  hair  was  parted  and  rolled 
back  softly  from  the  face  and  at  the 
sides,  and  I  concluded  that  the  back 
hair  must  have  been  done  In  a  flat  knot 
at  the  base  of  the  neck  for  a  string  of  puffs 
— I  have  twelve,  and  you  see  that  they 
are  not  one  too  many — was  pinned  on 
both  sides  of  the  head  right  back  of  the 
ears  where  the  side  roll  etopi>ed.  But 
the  newness  of  the  ornament  was  what 
Impressed  me  the  most.  Instead  of  a 
hair  braid,  as  many  of  the  girls  are 
wearing,  she  wore  a  braid  of  leaf  green 
satin  rlblK)n  wreathed  around  the  top  of 
the  puffs.  It  started  under  a  single  piuif 
rose  pinned  on  the  side  roll  Just  over 
the  lower  point  of  the  left  eyebrow— Is 
mine  In  the  right  position?- and  finished 
back  of  the  ear  where  the  puffs  and  side 
roll  met,  with  another  deeper  pink  rose 
a  little  larger  than  the  other,  and  two 
or  three  cut  ends  of  the  ribbon.  The 
pink  and  green  was  charming  with  her 
soft    wavy    golden    hair. 

"Would  you  believe  It — 1  was  silly 
enough  to  try  the  effect  with  my  own 
hair   after    1    said   goodnight   to   Jack.    It 


was  long  past  midnight  when  I  turned 
out  my  light,  but  I  bad  satisfied  my 
woman's   curiosity. 

"It  seems  that  h.alr  ornaments  ore  to 
be  quite  the  thing  this  winter,  for  1  have 
seen  any  number  "of  them  at  the  theatres 
already  this  season,  and  the  shops  are 
showing  such  dainty,  dellcote  flower  ef- 
fects, aigrettes,  spangled  and  tinseled 
affairs  with  which  to  beautify  one's  self. 
And  something  which  1  think  is  de- 
cidedly attractive  Is  the  mallnette  hair 
ornament.  The  mallnette  chou  always 
gives  such  n  soft,  pretty  effect,  and  It 
seems  becoming  to  almost  every  one.  I 
saw  a  stunning  effect  only  last  night 
made  of  black  mallnette.  Being  In  the 
dressing  room  when  milady  rearranged 
her  puffs  and  curls  I  got  a  good  Idea 
of  how  It  was  made.  A  little  coronet  of 
black  velvet  about  half  an  inch  wide 
and  three  Inches  in  diameter  was  slipped 
over  the  high  knot  of  puffs  and  curls  and 
these  pinned  down  all  around  It  except 
a  little  to  the  left  side,  where  a  rather 
stiff  bow  of  black  mallnette  with  two 
sequin  spike?  was  po.?ed.  The  effect 
was  perfectly  stunning  on  the  red  gold 
hair. 

"I  notice,  too,  that  yonng  girls  ore 
wearing  flower  wreaths  again,  tiny  but- 
ton roses  with  here  and  there  a  gilt- 
terlng  spangle.  In  Imitation  of  dew.  An- 
other new  and  pretty  girlish  ornament 
Is  a  braid  of  ribbon  worn  aronnd  the 
head  like  a  wreath  and  finishing  with 
three  or  four  long  loops  and  ends  back 
of  the  left  ear.

Oh  yes,  he  sold  more, 
but  I  must  run  along  now.  There's  the 
music  and  here  comes  Jack  for  his  dance.

The  even  %  Inch  checks  In 
blue  and  black  that  thirty  years  ago 
were  counted  Just  the  thing  for  the 
little  misses'  school  or  every  day  frock 
are  duplicated  In  serges  and  broadcloths 
this  season  and  are  being  made  up  Into 
smart  coat  suits  for  misses  an£  young 
ladles.  This  line  of  goods  comes  also  In 
wine  and  black  and  a  rich  green  with 
black. 

Dress  patterns vin  checks  and  stripes 
with  a  wide  border  are  shown  In  the 
best  shops  as  the  very  smartest  of  the 
smart  Their  -  price, —fSO  the  pattern,— 
will  prevent  their  t>ecomlng  common  at 
any  rate.  Some  of  them  are  heavy  chev- 
iots, so  coarse  they  resemble  blankets. 
Others  are  of  broadcloth,  and  others,  the 
best  appearing  of  all,  are  medium  weight 
worsteds.

It  is  needless  to  say,  $4.00  the  yard  for 
the  simpler  kinds  of  serges  and  worsteds. 
and  up  to  $15  for  the  exquisite  chiffons. 

Cashmeres  are  belni?  nsed  by 
some  of  the  best  dressmakers  this  fall. 
The  medium  weight  of  these  goods  com- 
mend them  to  women  for  between  sea- 
son's wear,  and  for  those  little  dresses 
that  will  be  worn  under  fur  coats  all 
winter.  The  new  Cashmeres  are  very 
fine  and  close,  and  of  exquisite  coloring, 
for  next  to  broadcloth  there  is  nothing 
takes  dyes  as  well  as  the  Cashmeres. 

The  Scotch  mixtures  are  brought 
out  In  twill  weaves  this  year,  skibo 
serges  they  call  them,  a  name  that  Is 
most  descriptive  of  their  scotch  effect 
and  twill  weave.  They  are  woven  in 
melange  effect,  that  Is,  two  colors  card- 
ed together  In  the  yam,  and  have  a 
plain  twill  stripe  or  check  running 
through  them.

So  elaborate  are  the  new  trimmings  and 
BO  beautiful  the  materials  which  they 
are  designed  to  elaborate,  that  to  nse  them 
successfully  In  either  gown  or  wrap  Is  to 
develop  them  artistically  and  simply.  The 
Illustrated  evening  coat  Is  a  striking  ex- 
ample of  this  simplicity  of  design  which 
brings  out  not  only  the  most  graceful 
lines  of  the  figure  but  shows  off  the 
materials  and  trimmings  to  tbe  best  ad- 
vantage. Tbe  material  is  an  oyster  white 
broadcloth  of  soft  satiny  finish,  with  trim- 
mings of  soutache  applied  on  net,  and 
band  embroideries.

GOSSIP  OF  THE  RIALTO 

The  Evangelist,"  Study  of  Christianity  in  Slums,  is 
Poor  Play—Howard  Kyle  a  Personal 
Hit  in  Principal  Role.

New  York,  Oct.  12.— The  latest  play  of 
Henry  Arthur  Jones  is  called  "The  Evan- 
gelist." and  was  performed  for  the  first 
time  on  any  stage  at  the  Knickerbocker 
last  week,  with  the  distinguished  author 
present  in  person  to  lend  eclat  to  the  oc- 
casion. 

He  was  called  out,  too,  between  the  acts, 
but,  even  with  the  friendly  disposition  ap- 
parent in  the  expectant  audience,  which 
greeted  him  cordially  and  sat  in  respect- 
ful judgment  on  the  play,  "The  Evange- 
list" failed  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the 
san»e  author's  "Hypocrites"  at  the  Hud- 
sun  lust  season.  It  is  said  that  Mr.  Jones 
had  exclusive  juri.sdiction  over  the  com- 
position of  the  «ist.  If  so,  he  made  a 
food  clioice  in  assigning  to  Howard  Kyle 
he  leading  part  that  of  Sylvauua  Reb- 
bings,  the  revivalist— and  not  so  good  a 
choice  in  Dorothy  Thomas  to  Interpret 
the  leading  female  role  of  Christabel  Nu- 
neham.  the  erring  young  wife  of  an  elder- 
ly iiusband. 

The  play  has  many  of  the  genial  touch- 
es which  have  made  Mr.  Jones  a  famoua 
playwright.  He  was  never  bolder  in  his 
sociological  smd  religiou.s  pronouncements 
than  In  this  play.  In  it  he  contrasts  the 
practical  Christianity  of  the  Salvation 
Army,  uplifting  the  moral  derelicts  of  the 
darkest  corners  of  cixillzation.  with  the 
ceremonious  enipiine.ss  of  the  religious 
court  which  surrounds  the  lord  bishop. 
But  It  is  Just  a  little  hard  to  reach  an  un- 
derstanding by  easy  stages  of  Chrlstabel's 
part  as  a  wife,  who  entertains  secret  re- 
lations with  another  man  In  the  Interest- 
ing ecclesiastical  problems  which  the  au- 
thor brings  upon  the  lapis,  except  as  a 
pretense  for  showing  that  this  practical 
Cliristlanity  of  the  slums  is  potent  even  to 
apply  a  cure  to  the  moral  leprosy  of  this 
higher  society. 

In  the  part  of  Christabel  appeared  Miss 
Dorothy  Thomas.  She  is  a  young  English 
actress,  tall,  slender,  dark  and  beautiful, 
a  younger  Mrs.  Patrick  Campbell  In  many 
points,  save  genius.  Much  of  the  failure 
ot"  the  play  to  ring  true  was  due  to  her 
in.T.bility  to  make  Christaljel  seem  real, 
and  it  is  hardly  fair  to  say  what  the  play 
might  be  with  a  more  convincing  actress 
in  the  leading  part. 

•      •      * 

Howard  Kyle's  connection  with  the  play 
forms  an  Interesting  story.  When  Jones 
came  over  some  time  ago  to  read  the  play 
to  his  American  m.anagers.  the  difficulty 
presonted  itself  of  finding  an  actor  suited 
to  play  the  part  of  the  evangelist.  One 
after  another  was  discarded  as  unavail- 
ing or  un.satisfactory  to  the  author.  Jones 
i-etunied  to  England,  leaving  the  dilemma 
in  statu  quo,  while  the  search  was  contin- 
ued here  without  result. 

Kyle  was  the  la.st  man  thought  of.  He 
was  an  ol)scure  actor  who  had  been  seon 
only  in  the  minor  theaters,  where  he  en- 
joyed a  sort  of  vague  popularity.  He 
starred  in  James  xv.  Hackett's  production 
of  "John  Ermine."  presented  on  the  Stair 
and  Havlin  circuit,  under  the  title  of  "On 
the  Yellowstone."  He  was  capable,  but 
the  big  manaKers  knew  him  not. 

It  was  with  difficulty  that  Mr.  Jones's 
managers  were  persuaded  by  an  influen- 
tial friend  of  Kyle  to  consent  to  his  read- 
ing the  part  of  Sylvanus  Rehblngs  to 
them.  When  they  heard  him  finally  they 
cabled  to  Jones  In  London  that  they 
had  found  the  man  for  the  part.  Would 
he  hear  him  read  it?  Jones  cabled  back 
that  he  would,  and  Kyle  was  sent  to 
England  to  undergo  the  trial.  The 
author  was  delighted,  sent  over  an  en- 
thusiastic message  of  approval  of  the 
actor,  and  Kyle  was  selected  over  a  doz- 


\ 
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en  prominent  leading  men,  who  would 
have  given  their  thumbs  to  be  so  fortu- 
nate. 

It  Is  worth  recording  that  ^hose  portions 
of  tiie  play  which  are  popularly  supposed 
to  give  offense  to  religious  people  were 
most  cordially  approved  by  the  audiences. 
It  was  the  same  In  "The  Hypocrites." 
And  wasn't  It  the  same  In  the  first  act  of 
"Man  and  Superman?"  In  "The  Evan- 
gelist" Richard  Fryson  says  something 
to  the  effect  tliat  Christianity  is  a  misfit 
amidst  the  condltiona  of  modem  civili- 
zation, and  precisely-,  that  sentiment  waa 
most  roundly  applauded— and  that,  too, 
by  an  audience  which  appeared  capable 
by  its  culture  and  education  of  knowing 
what  it  was  applauding.  The  significance 
of  this  must  be  left  to  the  solution  of 
the  clergy,  for  indirectly  at  least  It  l9 
a  bold  attack  on  their  cloth. 


Within  the  recent  ken  of  men  there  has 
probably  been  no  more  general  diversity 
of  opinion  regarding  the  merit  of  a  play 
than  in  the  case  of  Edwin  Milton  Royle's 
latest  offering,  "The  Struggle  Everlast- 
ing," which  succeeded  "The  Movers"  at 
the  Hackett  after  that  house  had  re- 
mained shrouded  in  darkness  for  a  de- 
cent period  In  token  of  its  penance.  The 
critics  and  the  public  are  divided  into 
two  camps;  those  who  say  It  is  a  good 
play  and  those  who  say  It  is  not.  As  in 
all  extreme  cases,  the  middle  ground  la 
probably    the   correct    one.      It    la   not  an

epoch  making  play,  and  those  who  ex- 
pected too  much  received  too  little,  while 
those  who  entered  the  theater  in  a  duly 
receptive  frame  of  mind  were  not  dis- 
appointed. 

The  author  has  simply  gone  about  his 
process  of  rehabilitating  a  Camille  type 
in  a  new  way.  He  calls  it  a  modern 
morality  play.  The  term  should  give 
offense  to  nobody  in  this  age  of  mystery 
and  miracle.  BYom  an  allegorical  first 
act,  laid  in  the  midst  of  a  wilderness, 
where  Body  is  revealed  to  Mind  in  the 
form  of  a  beautiful  hamadryad,  who 
swears  a  life-long  attachment,  the  audi- 
tor is  transposed  into  the  practical  reali- 
ties of  modern  life.  First,  a  college  club; 
next,  the  gorgeous  boudoir  of  the  siren, 
and  last.  Mind's  studio  at  night  opposite 
the  church,  with  a  religious  chant  break- 
ing on  the  scene  to  the  strains  of  a 
sonorous  organ,  fitly  accompanying  the 
death   of  Body. 

Only  the  first  act  has  the  touch  ot  the 
old  morality  play.  The  next  three  are  as 
modem  aa  scenes  from  "Zaza"  or  "B'rou 
Frou."  Even  in  the  deep  morality  atmos- 
phere of  the  first  act  the  characters  are 
modern,  and  they  reappear  under  con- 
ditions that  make  this  allegorical  intro- 
duction seem  a  sort  of  dream,  or  state 
of  subconsciousness,  in  which  the  rela- 
t:ons  of  Body  and  Mind  are  always  un- 
der the  spell  of  an  intangible  predestina- 
tion,  or   let   us   say,   fatality. 

In  her  reincarnation  aa  part  of  the 
after  events— which  form  the  real  drama- 
Body  is  first  Introduced  as  the  house- 
maid of  Prof.  Worldly  Wise,  sustaining 
an  Interesting  liaison  to  Mind,  the  leader 
of  the  graduate  class.  Thence  on  their 
lives  are  linked.  But  not  in  the  way 
most   of  us   imagine. 

Body  deserts  Mind  and  sets  up  a 
fashionable  house  of  her  own.  where  all 
kinds  of  distinguished  people  meet— a 
species  of  salon  once  famous  in  France— 
with  frequenters  all  wooing  for  tlie  favor 
of   the   siren's   smile. 

Tiiere  is  real  tragedy  in  this  act  and  the 
author  depicts  life  wjth  a  maister  touch. 
Living  wrecks  pass  before  the  clew  in 
strange  procession.  First  there  is  the 
fallen  pugilist,  who  once  baisked  in  the 
sunshine  of  her  favor,  but  Is  cast  asidr'' 
now  that  the  championship  has  been 
wrested  from  him  through  his  overde- 
votlon  to  her.  Next  comes  the  famous 
actor,  upon  whose  brilliant  faculties 
paresis  has  laid  Its  withering  hand.  He 
is  led  away.  The  soft  strains  of  a  voilin 
are  wafted  up  from  the  street  and  th-"" 
fiddler  Is  led  In  to  amuse  the  queen  of 
sm.  In  the  shabby  wreck  of  genius  the 
audience  Is  made  to  recognize  the  first 
victim  of  her  wiles.  He  casts  the  alms 
at  her  feet  and  sweeps  out  of  her  pres- 
ence with   a  last   flicker  of  pride. 

Then  comes  the  banker,  the  great  man

I  Like  Madame  Bovary  Body  has  an 
awakening  of  conscience  when  she  has 
tired  of  every  other  experience,  and  she 
stands  transtlgured  with  religious  ardor 
in  the  presence  of  the  young  evangelist 
Soul,  who  invades  lier  salon  in  pursuit 
of  his  labors.  Mind,  the  cynical,  diag- 
noses it  as  a  new  sensation,  but  we  in 
front  shall  never  know  the  truth.  We 
only  see  her  swept  away  by  this  new 
feeling,  and  sacrificing  herself  to  its  sin- 
cerity by  a  dose  of  poison,  when  Soul's 
congregation  of  worldly  wise  people 
threaten  violently  to  divest  him  of  his 
ministry  for  stretching  out  his  hands  to 
save   this   repentant  sinner. 

The  play  is  written  in  a  spirit  of  un- 
sparing analysis,  and  forms  a  strange 
fusion  of  the  metaphysical  with  the  hard 
facts  of  modern  life.  For  the  best  part 
of  the  evening  It  exercises  a  sort  of  hyp- 
notic Interest,  largely  due  to  the  graphic 
power  of  the  characterization  of  Mind 
and  Body  and  some  of  the  minor  figures, 
and  not  a  little  to  the  admirable  acting 
of  Arthur  Byron  as  Mind  and  Florence 
Roberts  as  Body.  The  play  may  or  may 
not  take  with  the  great  mass  of  theater- 
goers, but  in  sheer  Justice  to  the  author 
it  must  be  recorded  that  he  has  treated 
an  old  story  in  a  new  way— in  a  manner 
at  least  that  holds  your  attention  till  the 
last  curtain  la  down. 

•  •      • 

An  interesting  incident  connected  with 
the  production  is  the  personality  of  Flor- 
ence Roberts  as  an  actress.  Here  where 
the  public  is  supposed  to  get  the  best 
that  the  theatrical  market  affords  people 
often  appraise  tlie  merit  of  an  actress  by 
the  standard  of  her  dynamic  power  in 
an  explosive  .scene,  which  generally  oc- 
curs at  the  end  of  the  third  act.  Along 
comes  an  actress  from  the  wild  and 
woolly  West  and  shows  bla.se  New  York- 
ers that  It  is  not  necessary  to  rant  and 
flounder  all  over  the  stage  to  get  effects. 

Her  work  is  not  unlike  Mrs.  Fiske's. 
without  the  latter's  mannerisms.  She  Is 
quiet  but  expressive,  and  where  she  is 
expected  to  explode  In  a  volley  of  heroic; 
pyrotechnics  she  gobbles  up  your  sym- 
pathy by  an  appealing  method  of  re- 
pressed Intensity.  Her  stature  Is  slightly 
disappointing,  but  her  command  of  the 
technical  resources  of  the  art  of  acting 
has  again  proved  a  revelation.  i 

It  is  natural  that  this  Western  actress 
should  excite  interest.  She  is  a  New 
Yorker  by  birth,  but  she  was  but  2  years 
old  when  taken  beyond  the  Mississippi 
by  her  parents.  She  grew  up  on  the  coast 
and  started  her  stage  career  as  a  sou- 
brette. expecting  to  outdo  Lotta.  Lewis 
Morrison,  whom  she  afterward  married, 
engaged  lier  to  play  Marguerite  to  his 
Faust  ,and  it  was  Morrison  who  directed 
her  into  the  emotional  field.  For  years 
she  tried  to  get  a  hearing  in  Ne^t  York, 
but  it  was  not  UH  last  season  in  '"The 
StreuKtli  of  the  Weak"  that  she  suc- 
ceeded.

Similar  conditions  are  discovered 
elsewhere.  The  United  States  Consul 
at  Milan,  J.  E.  Dunning,  wrote  not 
long  ago  a  lengthy  report  in  which  he 
called  public  attention  to  the  hardships 
which  American  students  of  music  must 
endure  in  that  city  of  high  prices  and 
raw  winter  weather.  He  also  threw 
some  doubt  on  present  day  Milanese 
teaching  of  singing,"  which  has  become 
sadly  commercialized.  Berlin  in  many 
respeets  is  the  most  important  musical 
capital  of  Europe.  It  has  long  drawn 
a  large  quota  of  American  students. 
Living  there,  however,  is  expensive, 
and,  even  for  those  well  provided  with 
funds,  exceedingly  uncomfortable.  The 
rooms  are  almost  invariably  either 
over  heated  or  under  heated,  and  many 
of  them  are  arranged  with  no  regard 
for  the  admission  of  simlight  which  we 


kind  of  start  in  this  country.  The  de- 
but, usually  in  some  provincial  village, 
is  always  very  expensive,  for  it  is  cus- 
tomary to  assume  that  every  American 
who  wishes  to  make  an  appearance  is 
a  millionaire's  child;  but  hundreds  of 
Americans  have  submitted  to  the  im- 
position as  an  unavoidable  evil.

But  an  uninterested  official  would 
not  sUze  upon  such  things.  A  man  In- 
terested In  one  of  the  contestants  un- 
doubtedly has  his  judgment  warped  to 
a  certain  extent  by  his  partiality,  be  he 
ever  so  fair-minded  In  other  matters. 
Partiality  In  athletics  carries  away 
many  a  serious-mlndf  d  man.  But  out- 
side officials  can  have  no  partiality. 
They  wouldn't  care  whether  Duluth 
won  or  lost  and  the  players  of  both 
sides  knowing  that  fact,  there  would 
be  no  occasion  for  a  dispute  such  as 
that  which  arose  last  Saturday  and  for 
Its  unfortunate  results. 

The  action  of  the  Duluth  team  did  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  officials 
of  the  high  school  here  and  such  an  in- 
cident will  undoubtedly  never  come  up 
again.  But  while  Ashland  is  howling  for 
fair  play,  its  Idea  of  fair  play  is  rather 
cloudy,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  way  the 
Ashland  newspaper  handled  the  game. 
The  story,  which  appeared  last  Monday, 
was  doubtless  Inspired  by  the  high  school 
boys  Or  somebody  connected  with  the 
team  and  it  is  a  column  of  misstated 
facts. 

On  top  of  the  captain  announcing  that 
Ashland  outplayed  Duluth  comes  the 
statement:  "Neither  side  stood  a  chance

-In  the  first  game  of 
the  world'.s  serie.s,  on  their  own  grounds, 
the  Detroit  American  league  team  was 
defeated  yest^•rday  afternoon  by  the  Chi- 
cago Nationals,  6  to  1.  It  was  a  well 
deserv.j  victory  for  the  Chicago  ttam  as 
It  played  superior  ba.seball  all  through. 
There  were  several  errors  of  omission 
on  the  part  of  the  Detroit  team,  besitio 
the  two  errors  of  omission.  Most  of 
these  figured  in  the  run  g-tling.  It  was 
anyihu.g  hiu  b.isebali  weather.  The  tem- 
perature ranged  from  «  to  a)  d'gs  dur- 
ing the  game  w>ih  a  cold  twelve  mile 
wind  from  the  north  blowing  across  t  a 
diamond.  Several  times  there  were  show- 
•Ts  one  while  Chicago  was  batting  in  the 
nrth  Inning  being  so  heavy  that  it  was 
necessary  to  interrupt  play  for  fifteen 
minutts.  Again  in  the  seventh  inning 
there  was  a  sharp  shower,  but  It  did  not 
last  long  enough    to  interrupt   the  play. 

The   attendance    was   a    disappointment 
reaching    only    11.306.    The    raw    old    day

An  Unfortunate  Incident. 

The  manner  In  which  the  Ashland- 
Duluth  football  game  ended  last  Satur- 
day was  a  most  unfortunate  incident 

Nobody  knows  who  won  the  game. 
After  the  season  of  1907  pa.sses  into  his- 
tory—or oblivion— nobody  will  care  very 
much,  even  those  who  played  In  the 
game. 

But  for  years  to  come  Ashland  high 
school  officials  will  remember  that  a 
decision  In  their  favor  by  the  referee 
was  not  accepted  by  Duluth  and  that 
the  game  broke  up  without  any  result. 
Whether  It  Is  fancied  or  real,  they  will 
have  a  grievance  and  they  will  lose  no 
opportunities  to  make  It  known,  if  simi- 
lar cases   may  be  taken  as  a  criterion. 

It  should  be  the  object  of  every  In- 
stitution such  as  the  Duluth  high 
school  to  retain  the  good  will  of  every 
visiting  athletic  team  and  where  that 
aim  Is  not  attained  every  spirit  of 
athletics  Is  violated.  But  when  boys. 
In  the  heat  of  conquest  see  a  wrong, 
their  better  judgment  is  likely  to  be 
over-reached  by  their  desire  to  win,  and 
they  cannot  bring  unselfishness  into 
play  to  concede  a  point,  which  will 
work  Injury  to  their  cause.  An  inci- 
dent such  as  that  of  Saturday  brings 
more  Injury  than  any  honorable  defeat 
or  dishonorable  defeat  ever  did. 

It  only  serves  to  demonstrate  once 
more  that  no  athletic  contest.  In  which 
there  is  anything  at  stake  and  the  re- 
sult of  ^vhich  will  reflect  on  a  lasting 
institution,  should  be  officiated  over  by 
interested  p.nrtles.  If  Referee  Upte- 
grove'a  decision  on  the  forward  pass 
was  wrong,  he  acted  just  as  ninety-nine 
out  of  100  men  In  his  position  would 
have  done.  Not  that  the  percentage 
would  wilfully  do  a  wrong  In  order

The  world  must  ad- 
just a  set  of  Inverting  lenses  to  Its 
eyes  before  such  a  condition  can  come 
about.  "To  win"  is  the  slogan  of  every 
Individual  in  this  sordid  old  world  In 
the  present  day.  Whether  it  be  in  busi- 
ness or  in  pleasure,  every  man  strives 
to  win.  In  athletics.  It  Is  to  be  regret- 
ted that  "To  win"  covers  a  seeking  for 
commercial  gain  or  recognition  in  the 
eyefj  of  man,  rather  than  benelits, 
which  only  the  recipient  can  appreciate 
and  of  which  the  world  knows  little. 

When  human  nature  changes,  the  in- 
clinations and  pursuits  of  man  will 
change.  But  human  nature  has  re- 
tained a  monotonous  sameness  through 
many  ages.  The  most  conceited  physi- 
cal giant  of  today  could  find  his  equal 
among  the  gladiators  of  ancient  Rome, 
and  the  Marathon  heroes  of  old,  bore 
the  acclaims  of  the  delighted  populace 
with  a  grace  which  could  fit  well  on 
the  Marathon  winners  of  today  who  do 
not  remonstrate  with  the  press  for  col- 


lege in  the  United  States.  Affiliation  with 
the  Amateur  Athletic  union,  which  is 
now  supposed  to  be  the  controlling  body 
in  amateur  athletics  in  the  United  States, 
is  proposed  to  secure  the  influence  of  that 
far-reaching  organization  to  stamp  out 
every  semblance  of  professionalism  in 
college  sports.

letlcs  in  the  United  States  have  been  en- 
tirely free  from  commercialism.  Per- 
haps It  has  been  more  noticeable  In  base- 
ball than  in  any  other  branch  of  sports 
on  account  of  the  tendency  of  colleges  to 
draw  in  professional  ball  players  and 
pay  them  to  play  through  the  short  col- 
lege season.  There  are  many  good 
minor  leaguers,  who  are  willing  to  play 
ball  a  few  weeks  in  the  spring,  for  the 
advantages  of  college  opportunities  and 
other  emoluments  of  a  more  tangible  na- 
ture. Their  college  name  and  the  name 
by  which  they  are  known  on  the  books 
of  the  national  commission  may  be  dif- 
ferent and,  as  many  of  them  play  in  ob- 
scure leagues,  the  cases  never  come  to 
the  surface. 

But  what  is  true  of  ba.seball  Is  true 
of  other  sports  In  a  different  manner. 
Proselyting,  as  carried  on  by  most  of  the 
larger  colleges,  has  not  been  kept  en- 
tirely under  the  surface.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  Walter  Eckesall,  the  old 
Chicago  high  school  star,  was  sought 
after  by  nearly  every  college  In  the 
West.  Other  high  school  athletes,  who 
came  Into  prominence  through  their 
achievements  on  the  field,  the  track  or 
the  gridiron,  have  similar  experiences. 
The  fact  that  inducements  are  offered 
cannot  be  denied,  for  boys  have  been 
known  to  go  entirely  against  their  In- 
clinations in  choosing  a  college  at  which 
to  complete  their  education.  There  Is 
generally  a  reason  for  the  change  of 
heart. 

It  l.s  doubtful  If  the  practice  of  pro- 
selyting can  be  stamped  out,  for  It  has 
reached  Immense  proportions,  hut  a  cen- 
tral body,  such  as  that  proposed  In  the 
East,  working  with  the  A.  A.  TT.,  could 
accomplish  more  than  colleges  acting  In- 
dividually. Intersectlonal  strife  has  re- 
sulted in  sectional  rules  and  reerulations 
and  college  athletics  today  are  on  a  bad- 
ly disorganized  basis.

Stockholm,      Oct.      12. — The     Royal 
Swedish   Yacht  club  met  yesterday  to 
discuss    the    reply    of    the    New    York 
Yacht     club     to     its     inquiry     as     to 
the    conditions    under    which    a    chal- 
lenge for  the  America's  cup  would  be 
considered.      After   a    long   debate,    in 
which    it    was    emphasized    that    the 
New  Y'ork  club  liad  not  given  a  clear 
reply    to    the    questions    whether    the 
j  length  of  the  competing  vessels  could 
j  be  fixed  at  seventy  feet,  it  was  agreed 
I  to  await  settlement  on  this  point.     A 
further    meeting    has    been    fixed    for 
Oct.  21. 

After  the  meeting  of  the  club,  Rear 
Admiral  Haigg  said: 

"Perhaps  we  did  not  put  the  ques- 
tion plainly  to  the  New  York  Yacht 
club,  but  we  are  anxious  to  know 
whether  a  challenger  for  the  cup 
should  be  a  seventy-foot  boat  and 
whether  the  defender  also  would 
measure  seventy  feet,  or  if  the  de- 
fender would  be  ninety  feet  long,  oc 
whether  the  New  York  Yacht  club 
would  allow  a  handicap  correspond- 
ing with  the  difference.  From  the 
deed  of  gift  and  the  reasons  referred 
to  we  would  infer  that  no  handicap 
will  be  allowed,  but  we  must  have  a 
positive  and  unequivocal  reply  on  this 
point  before  we  can  go  further-  We 
must  know  definitely  the  size  of  the 
boat  in  order  to  get  the  required  sun* 
guaranteed  before  making  the  formal 
challenge 

"The  Royal  Swedish  Yacht  club  hai, 
no  funds,  only  verbal  promises  from 
the  promoters  of  the  challenge.  We 
do  not  propose  to  challenge  formally 
until  these  gentlemen  shall  have 
placed  In  bank  security  for  the  sum 
required.  They  are  willing  and  able 
to  do  this,  consequently  the  club  has 
postponed  Its  final  decision  until  Oct. 
11.  when  Goesta  Kyhlberger  and  Wil- 


liam Olsen  must  deposit  guarantees 
for  the  funds  and  competence  and  skill 
of  the  officers,  builders  and  navigat- 
ors of  the  challenger. 

"The  Swedish  schooner  Svenge  lost 
against  the  America  off  the  Isle  of 
Wight  in  1854,  owing  to  the  bad  work 
of  her  crew  and  this  was  a  result  of 
mixture  of  nationalities  and  language. 
In  the  coming  race  the  challenger  will 
be  manned  by  Swedes.  Since  1854  our 
seamanship  and  boatbuilding  have  im- 
proved vastly.  We  hope  the  New  l^ork 
Yacht  club  will  meet  us  on  fair  terms.'- 

The  Associated  Press  correspondent 
had  an  interview  with  Admiral  Olson, 
who  said: 

"I  and  all  other  members  of  the 
Royal  Sweish  Yacht  club  are  greatly 
surprised  and  hurt  at  the  slighting 
manner  in  which  the  New  York  Yacht 
club  replied  to  our  communlcatioi. 
and  failure  of  this  club  to  answer  in 
plain  language  Sweden's  civil  inquiry 
as  to  whether  it  will  arrange  to  lace 
with  seventy-foot  boats. 

"We  mean  business  and  we  are  not 
trifling.  We  hope  that  the  2,000,000 
Swedes  in  America  will  back  i:^  in  our 
enterprise."

For  soma 
years  Duke  was  employed  by  Sir  John 
Thursby  in  England,  where  he  helped 
Introduce  American  training  methods, 
as  Lester  Reiff  and  Tod  Sloane  Intro- 
duced American  riding.  Duke  suc- 
ceeded Hughes  as  trainer  at  St.  Louis- 
de-Polssy  about  five  years  ago.  The 
stand  from  which  the  horses  at  St. 
Louis-de-Poissy  rises  one  story  above 
the  riding  school  and  commands  an 
unobstructed  view  of  both  tracks,  the 
sand  and  the  turf. 

Each  track  has  posts  at  eighth-mile 
intervals— red  for  the  turf  and  white 
for  the  sand— which  serve   the  trainer

The  Vaiiderbilt  "farm,"  as  it  is 
•ometimcs  termed  by  the  Anglo-Amer- 
ican cokuiists  in  Paris  is  anything  but 
*  farm  in  the  ordinao"  sense,  since  no 
appreciable  part  of  the  ground  within 
Its  inclosure  Is  devoted  to  cultivation. 
But  it  is  big  enough  for  a  very  re- 
epectable  farm  either  In  France  or  the 
United  States,  as  it  covers  not  far 
from  250  acres,  while  its  soil  is  fertile 
enough  td^* raise  any  of  the  crops  which 
*re  produced  on  the  smiling,  hill- 
circled   plain  around  it. 

Instead  of  being  planted  to  potatoes, 
or  sown  to  wheat  or  oats,  nearly  all 
tibe  area  of  St.  Louis  de  Poissy  is 
given  over  to  horseai.  which  its  own- 
«r  keeps  in  order  to  carry  on  his 
racing  careor  in  France,  and  neither 
money  nor  pains  has  l>een  spared  In 
the  effort  to  make  the  establishme'nt  a 
«nodel  one.  Frenchmen  and  English- 
men, as  well  as  Americajis,  agree  that 
the  attempt  has  been  quite  success- 
ful. 

The  entire  "farm"  Is  securely  In- 
closed, after  the  manner  of  the  French, 
p^tly  by  a  high  wall,  and  partly  by 
a  stiff  hedge,  ten  or  twelve  feet  wide, 
that  Is  reinforced  by  a  wire  fence. 
Either  hedge  or  fence  would  be  diflfl- 
cult  to  pass;  combined  they  are  prac- 
tically Impregnable.  Yet,  apparently 
the  lord  of  the  domain  does  not  r^ly 
upon  them  wholly  to  keep  imtruders 
out,  for  at  various  points  he  has  dis- 
played conspicuously  the  announce- 
ment; 

"Icl  il  y  a  des  pleges  a  loups," 
whlcJi,  freely  translated,  means: 
"Look  out  for  wolf  traps." 
So  far  as  I  know  no  one  ever  has 
invcstiguted  for  the  purpose  of  learn- 
ing whether  there  are  any  traps  In 
the  hedge  or  not.  There  are  no  similar 
w»rnlngs  on  the  wall.  It  is  such  a 
pleo-e  of  masonry  as  only  Frenchmen 
bulli;  about  nine  feet  high,  of  rough- 
flni.«shed,  buff  stone,  capped  with  bril- 
liant red  tiles.  It  is  so  new,  and  it 
reflects  the  light  so  brightly  wihen  the 
sun  Is  shining  that  you  can  see  it 
plainly  from  the  hills  miles  away  in 
every  direction.  The  newness  and  the 
«plc-and-.«;rianness  of  the  entire  estab- 
lishment are  among  the  most  dis- 
tinguishing eharacteri.'^tlc.3  of  St.  Louis 
de  Poissy.  It  Is  In  a  region  not  alto- 
frether  devoid  of  other  now  buildings, 
to  be  sure,  but  wihere  most  structures 
ore  gray  and  black  with  age.  .\t  Pols<.sy 
Is  the  second  oldest  church  now  stand- 
ing in  all  France,  say  the  people 
there;  it  was  built  in. the  twelfth  cen- 
tury, and  although  jKirtlons  of  it  seem 
to  have  been  restored.  It  looks  quite 
as  old  as  it  is  supposed  to  be. 

The  Vanderbilt  training  farm  is 
reacJied  by  a  sandy  cart  track,  which 
branches  from  the  fine  main  road  lead- 
ing from  Poissy  to  Meulan,  both  of 
which  are  on  the  River  Seine.

It  makes  little  financial  difference, 
however,  either  to  Vanderbllt  or  Blano 
whether  they  make  money  on  the 
tracks  or  not.  Blanc's  pockets  are  kept 
full  to  repletion,  quite  Independent  of 
his  winnings  or  losses  as  a  racing  man, 
by  the  constant  stream  of  money  from 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  that 
flows  to  him  by  way  of  the  great 
gambling  resort,  where,  as  the  French 
say: 

•Noir  gagne  quelquefols  —  Rouge 
gagne  quiequefols,  mais  Blanc  gagna 
loujoura '— wiiich  means  that  Blano 
wins  sometimes,  red  sometimes,  but 
white   (Blanc)   wins  all  the  time. 

The  racecourse  at  Sheepshead  Bay, 
largely  owned  by  Vanderbilt,  and  his 
New  York  Central  railroad  trains — un- 
less the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion shall  get  after  them  too  hard — 
"win  all  the  time,"  and  will  keep  hla 
pockets  full,  no  matter  what  happens  in 
France,  so  that  he  need  not  care  a 
snap  of  his  finger  whether  his  horses 
win  on  tlie  French  turf  or  not.  At  the 
most,  his  racing  losses  cannot  possibly 
be  big  enough  to  embarass  him  finan- 
cially, since  like  Keene,  Harry  Payne 
Whitney  and  August  Belmont,  "at 
home,"  he  never  bets  to  any  extent 
worth  mentioning.  But  It  Is  said  that 
he  does  care  a  lot — that  he  Is  pretty 
sore  over  the  failure  of  his  stable  t6 
cut    much    ice    this    year. 

It  should  be  understood,  however, 
that  Vanderbllt  stands  very  high  as  a 
racing  man  in  France,  notwithstanding 
his  rather  poor  luck  this  season.  There 
was  a  time,  before  his  horses  began  to 
win,  when  Frenchmen  refused  to  take 
him  any  more  seriously  than  they  take 
most  Americans,  whether  rich  or 
otherwise,  but  now  "it  is  different." 
His  costly  breeding  farm  has  not 
turned  out  any  great  horses  as  yet,  but 
his  Prestige  carries  an  unbeaten  certi- 
ficate, despite  his  breakdown,  and  had 
beaten  the  best  French  horses  before 
being  withdrawn  because  of  lameness. 
The  last  time  Prestige  ran,  in  1906,  he 
was  so  much  of  a  favorite  that  there 
was  no  betting  against  him,  and  tlie 
money  wagered  upon  him  at  the  booths 
was  returned  after  the  race  was  over. 
Vanderbilt's  Maintenon  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  having  won  the  largest 
amount  of  stake  money  won  by  any 
one  colt  since  racing  began  in  France^ 
950,000  francs,  or  $190,000,  last  year  .as 
a  3-year-old  and  this  year  as  a  4-year- 
old.  He  began  this  season  In  fine 
form,  winning  the  Prix  Eugene  Adam 
— 50,000  francs— and  several  other 
events,  but  then  went  lame. 

Neither  of  these  fine  stallions  haa 
lost  his  value,  however.  Both  have 
been  sent  to  the  Vanderbllt  breedlngf 
farm  at  Villebon,  where  It  Is  hoped 
they  will  beget  colts  and  fillies  worthy 
of  their  sires  that  shall  win  innumer- 
able races  for  the  only  Vanderbilt  turf 
devotee.  "Willie  K."  has  spent  much 
money  at  Villebon,  maintaining  100 
high  bred  brood  mares  there. 

In  France,  as  In  America,  "Willie  K.'* 
has  the  name  of  getting  more  real  fun 
out  of  racing  than  any  other  rich  man 
alive,  and  of  taking  defeat  with  the 
same  smile  with  which  he  welcomes 
victory.  It  Isn't  supposed  that  he 
knows  as  much  about  horses  as  the 
men  he  hires,  and  It  Is  true  that  le 
is  vastly  better  at  railroading- which 
he  hates — thim  at  horsemanship,  which 
he  admires  so  much.  But  he  knows 
how  to  select  good  horsemen  as  well  as 
expert  railroad  men,  and.  perhaps,  one 
day  he  may  realize  his  ambition  to 
stand  at  the  head  of  the  French  turf. 
He  is  the  only  American,  probably, 
who  could  be  a  member  of  the  French 
Jockey  club  If  he  chose,  which  he 
doesn't.

AERONAUTS  FEAR 
THE  GREAT  UKES 


New  York.  Oct.  12. — All  the  Eur- 
opean aeronauts  who  are  to  compete 
in  the  James  Gordon  Bennett  cup 
race  to  start  from  St-  Louis,  Oct. 
21,  are  now  in  this  country,  except 
the  two  French  contestants,  who  will 
arrive   on   the   Touraine   tomorrow. 

Fear  of  dropping  into  the  g^eat 
lakes  is  the  chief  concern  of  the 
aeronaut  rax^rs.  and  last  night  of- 
ficers of  the  Aero  Club  of  America 
requested  that  all  newspapers 
throughout  the  lake  .section  print  a 
general  notice  to  mariners  to  be  on 
the    lookoiut    for    balloons. 

For  twenty-four  '  urs  after  the 
start  of  the  race  at  3:30  o'clock, 
Oct.  21,  those  sailing  on  the  ^eat 
lakes  are  requested  to  keep  a  sharp 
watch  in  all  directions  especially  at 
night.  The  prevailing  wind  at ,  St. 
Louis  at  this  time  of  the  year  Is 
from  the  southwest  and  that  will 
carry  the  balloons  toward  the  lakes. 
Lakes  Michigan  and  Superior  are 
especially  feared,  as  they  probably 
will  be  more  nearly  in  the  track  of 
the  racers  than  the  lakes  further 
east.  Should  a  balloon  sail  out 
over  one  oi  these  bodies  of  water, 
with  sand  balia.st  exhausted  and 
without  wind  enough  to  carry  it  to 
the  other  side,  the  aeronaut  would 
be  almost  certain  of  drowning,  un- 
less   he    was    rescued    by    some    craft. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  selecting 
this  time  of  the  year  is  that  the 
lakes  swarm  with  commerce  toward 
the  close  of  navigation  and  this,  to- 
gether with  a  full  moon  rendern  the 
water  leas  perilous  than  at  any  other 
season.  It  is  not  likely  that  any  o( 
the  balloons  will  remain  in  the  air 
longer  than  -forty  hours,  and  it,  ia 
expected.  If  favored  with  a  good 
wind,  that  they  will  all  be  dowB 
within    twenty-four    hours-

Interesting    Anecdote   of 
Benjamin  West. 

Benjamin  West,  the  great  American  art- 
ist, was  in  his  boyhood  what  the  world 
calls  an  infant  prodigy.  When  only  seven 
years  of  age  he  drew  a  remarkable  like- 
ness of  bis  eldest  sister's  baby  as  It  lay 
•Bleep  in  its  cradle.  This  bit  of  crude 
•rt — so  full  of  the  marks  of  genius — was 
accompIlshe<1  by  means  of  a  pen  and  red 
Ink  and  a  tattered  piece  of  writing  paper. 

Once  when  a  band  of  friendly  Indians 
happened  to  stop  at  the  home  of  the 
Wests  they  were  so  pleased  with  the  lit- 
tle Benjamin's  drawings  of  birds  and 
flowers  that  they  gladly  taught  the  young 
artist  bow  to  prepare  the  colors  red  and 
jellow  as  used  by  them  to  paint  their 
faces   and    weapons. 

On  learning  this  wonderful  secret  Ben- 
jamin was  happy,  but  be  soon  found  that 
h«  could  not  apply  the  colors  nicely  with 
his  fingers  or  pen.  A  neighbor  seeing  the 
boy's  dilemma  explained  that  colors  were 
put  upon  pictures  by  means  of  camel's 
hair  brushes.  But  such  brushes  were  not 
to  be  found  where  Benjamin  lived.  But 
being  a  boy  of  resources  he  bethought 
him  of  his  pet  cat.  Secretly  he  pulled 
the  soft  fur  from  her  tall  and  back  in 
quantity  sufficient  to  make  himself  a  set 
of  tiny  brushes.  With  these  he  painted 
his  birds  and  flowers,  using  for  his  paints 
the  red  and  yellow  the  Indians  had 
taught  blm  to  make,  and  some  Indigo 
blueing  that  bis  good  mother  gave  him 
from  her  laundry  supplies.  But  when 
that  same  good  mother  saw  the  forlorn 
cat.  half  bald  of  t^iil  and  back,  and 
l«irne<l  the  cause  of  her  plight,  she  ex- 
plained to  the  wondering  Benjamin  that 
such  a  method  of  procuring  brushes  was 
cruel.  And  it  is  said  that  after  that 
there  were  no  more  "cat  tail"  brushes. 
Some  of  the  right  kind  were  sent  for  and 

e resented    to    the   little   artist,    thus    mak- 
ig  blm  supremely   happy.

Special  Tax 

When  Found  That  They 

Are  Suitable  for  a 

Beverage. 


Washington.  Oct.  14.— Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  Capers  has  rendered  a 
decision  relative  to  the  manufacture  and  I 
sale  of  alleged  medicinal  alcoholic  com- 
pounds, where  on  analysis  it  is  found 
that  the  said  alleged  medidcinal  com- 
pounds are  suitable  for  use  as  a  bever- 
age. 

Summing  up  an  elaborate  opinion  the 
commissioner  holds  as  follows: 

"That  a  special  tax  is  required  for 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alleged 
medicinal  alrohoic  compounds,  or  for 
the  sale  of  malt  extracts  manufactured 
from  fermented  liquors,  the  drugs  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  which  are  not 
sufficient  in  amount  or  character  to  ren- 
der the  product  unfit  for  use  as  a  bev- 
erage; or,  in  the  case  of  cordials,  ex- 
tracts and  essences,  in  which  the 
amount  of  alcoliol  is  greater  than  is 
necessary  to  preserve  the  Ingredients, 
or  to  extract  the  properties  or  tut  the 
oils,  and  hold  same  in  solution. 

"Manufacturers  of  alcoholic  medicinal 
compounds,  malt  extracts,  flavoring  ex- 
j  tracts,  essences  and  soda  water  syrups, 
I  who  wish    to  avoid   liability  for  special 
taxes    must      satisfy      themselves      that 
,  tlieir    products    are    within    the    limits 
]  herein   defined,   and   those  who   put   out 
alcoholic   compounds   of  doubtful    medi- 
cinal value  or  tontaininp  a  questionable 
proposition    of    alcohol,    must    do    so    at 
the  risk  of  being  required  to  pay  special 
taxes  for   the  manufacture  and  sale   of 
same."'

USING  HIGH 
POWERGUNS 

Discharging  of  Spring- 
field Rifles  on  River 
Dangerous  Practice. 

Recklessness  of  Hunters 

Places  Many  People 

in  Danger. 


People  who  go  up  the  St.  Louis 
river  on  hunting  expeditions  are  in 
constant  danger  of  serious  injury  as 
the  result  of  the  use  of  high  power 
rifles  by  irresponsible  persons,  and 
those  same  persons  are  in  danger  of 
injury  if  some  of  the  irate  people  of 
West  Duluth  catch  them  using  the 
guns. 

The  sale  of  army  g<x)ds  being  con- 
ducted in  Duluth  has  placed  a  g^K>d 
many  high  power  Springfield  rifles 
into  hcuids  which  shouldn't  be  allowed 
to  handle  a  gun,  if  storiii-o  of  West  Du- 
luth peopl3  are  correct.  They  say  that 
owners  of  the  old  army  guns  are  reck- 
less In  the  'extreme  in  discharging  them 
sending  out  balls  v/hich  travel  a  long 
distance. 

There  are  people  who  hunt  ducks 
with  22-caliber  rittesk,  but  they  do  not 
cause  much  alarm,  because  the  bullets 
carry  but  a  short  distance.  However, 
tile  Springfield  rides  are  a  different 
pixjposition.  The  ball  cartridges  used 
In  them  will  kill  a  man  at  a  long  dis- 
tance. People  don't  seem  to  realize 
the  fact,  and  sh«>'>t  at  marks,  at  ducks 
out  of  boats,  and  anywhere  else  their 
fancy  dictates,  whereas,  a  little  com- 
mon sense  would  teach  tthem  there  is 
danger  in   the  practice. 

People  who  are  placed  in  danger  by 
those  using  the  guns  are  powerless. 
There  is  no  law  against  the  use  of 
rifles  in  hunting  small  game;  .so  noth- 
ing but  the  exerci.se  of  a  little  Judg- 
nitnt  will  stop  the  practice.  There 
are  a  good  many  who  would  rather  see 
hunting  on  the  river  stopped  entirely, 
in  compliance  with  the  law  against 
discharging  a  gun  within  the  city  lim- 
its, than  let  the  dangerous  conditions 
resulting  from  the  use  of  rifles  con- 
tinue.

Dalath. 

J.    A.    Lumley,    pastor    of    the    Ma- 
jestic Theater  church  in  St.  Paul,  and 
a  well  known  Congregational  preach- 
j  er,   conducted     both     services  at   Ply- 
mouth   Congregational    church.

I       Rev.  Lumley  comes  to  West  Duluth 
i  as  a  prospective  candidate  for  the  pas- 
j  torate   of   the   church,    which    was   re- 
I  signed   recently   by    Rev.   H.    E.   John- 
j  son.      Mr.      Lumley      is      an      eloquent 
preacher  and  an  ardent  church  worker 
and  the  members  of  Plymouth  church 
are   pleased   with   the   prospect   of  se- 
curing him  for  pa.stor. 


Work  was  begun  this  morning  on  the 
intersection  of  Ramsey  street  and  Cen- 
tral avenue  to  carry  into  effect  the 
plan  for  a  test  to  determine  the  feas- 
ibility of  resurfacing  Central  avenue 
with  tar  macadam. 

The  force  this  morning  began  remov- 
ing the  macadam  surface,  which  was 
laid  when  Central  avenue  was  paved 
with  that  material  some  years  ago. 
From  three  to  four  inches  will  be  re- 
moved, a  macadam  foundation  laid  to 
conform  with  the  grade  of  Ramsey 
street,  which  is  being  paved,  and 
the  tar  macadam  surface  will  be  laid 
at  the  same  time  as  that  on  flamse/ 
street. 

The  object  of  the  test  is  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  Central  avenue, 
the  surface  of  which  is  in  wretched 
condition,  can  be  successfully  resur- 
faced with  tar  macadam.  The  propo- 
sition to  resurface  the  street  haa  been 
brought  up  many  times  in  the  pa.sz, 
but  some  doubt  has  existed.  It  is  be- 
lieved by  many  that  the  new  surface 
would  not  adhere  to  the  foundation, 
but  that  frost  and  other  actions  of 
the  elements  would  raise  it  and  plac3 
the  street  in  worse  condition  than  it  is 
at    present. 

When  the  contract  for  the  paving  of 
Ramsey  street  was  let,  the  board  of 
public  woik  decided  to  make  the 
test,  which  is  now  being  prepared.  The 
intersection  of  Ramsey  street  and  Cen- 
tral avenue  will  be  resurfaced  tlus 
fall.  In  the  spring  the  condition  of 
the  pavement  there  will  be  noted  an.i, 
if  found  satisfactory  after  being  under 
the  snow  all  winter,  the  tar  macadam 
will  probably  be  extended  the  entire 
length  of  the  avenue.  Central  avenue 
was  paved  at  considerable  expense  a 
few  years  ago  and  the  property  own- 
ers are  averse  to  putting  in  an  en- 
tirely new.  pavement.  If  the  resur- 
facing test  i.s  found  satisfactory,  tho 
new  pavement  will  not  be  necessar,v 
and  the  avenue  will  be  placed  la 
good  condition  at  a  comparatively 
small  cost.

MYSTERY  ^INEARTHED. 

Packsack,  Cap  and  Other  Articles  Found 
in  Woods. 

A  packsack  and  a  cap  are  the  ar- 
ticles around  which  has  been  woven  a 
mystery.

Walker's  Copper  Letter  in  Saturday's 
Boston  Commercial  said: 

The  copper  market  Is  decidedly  mixed. 
From  one  thoroughly  reliable  source  in- 
formation is  obtained  that  lake  is  selliuij 
for  15%  to  15^  cents  and  electrolytic  at 
15  cents,  and  from  other  sources  equally 
good  it  is  learned  that  lake  is  selling 
as  low  as  14%  cents  and  electrolytic  at 
14  cents.  Apparently  the  selling  inter- 
ests are  suspicious  of  one  another,  and 
one  has  little  or  no  knowledge  of  wliat 
others  are  doing.  It  appears  that  copper 
is  being  sold  about  half  a  cent  a  pound 
lower  in  Europe  than  here.  Cable  ad- 
vices this  week  practically  confirmed  the 
rumors  that  Calumet  &  Hecla  was  sell- 
ing copper  abroad  as  low  as  14%,  cents. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  largest  buyer 
of  copper  in  the  world  declares  that  he 
has  so  far  been  unable  to  purchase  any 
considerable  amount  of  copper  at  less 
than  15  cents  per  pound. 

One  important  producing  interest  says 
he  has  sold  some  copper  to  regular  cus- 
tomers recently,  prices  to  be  agreed  upon 
later.  The  largest  producing  and  selling 
interests  still  quote  a  prjee  of  15  cents 
for  electrolytic.  They  are  selling  some 
copper,  but  have  heard  of  no  "important 
sales." 

Consumers  are  watching  the  market 
with  a  good  deal  more  earnestness  than 
heretofore.  It  is  known  positively  that  a 
great  many  of  them  are  all  ready  to 
buy  copper.  There  is  also  basis  for  the 
reports  that  speculative  interests  are 
getting  together  and  preparing  to  take 
over  the  surplus  copper  held  by  pro- 
ducers if  the  price  is  offered  down. 
There  is  more  life  and  snap  to  the 
situation  at  present,  therefore,  than  at 
any  time  previous  in  two  months. 

A  representative  refining  interest,  wno 
declared  that  electrolytic  copper  is  ob- 
tainable in  reasonable  amounts  at  14 
cents,  was  found  to  regard  the  future 
outlook  as  mdst  hopeful.  He  thought 
that  the  situation  might  continue  nerv- 
ous for  a  short  time,  but  that  it  would 
soon  be  much  better.  "There  are  about 
500  buyers  of  copper  in  this  country,  and 
700  in  Europe,'  he  said.  "Their  stocks 
of  copper  are  practiaJly  nil.  Suppose 
only  500  of  these  1,200  buyers  should 
come  into  the  market  and  take  an  aver- 
age of  100  tons  each.  This  would  amount 
to  50,000  tons,  or  100,000,000  pounds.  It 
would  not  mean  much  of  a  buying  move- 
ment, but  it  would  cut  in  half  the  pres- 
ent available  supply  of  copper.  If  only 
a  few  consumers  begin  buying  copper 
to  the  extent  of  their  requirements,  the 
price  must  remain  firm  around  the  pres- 
ent level;  and  if  anything  should  de- 
velop that  would  force  consumers  to 
buy,    the    price    will    harden." 

The  reports  that  China  is  again  buy- 
;  ing  copper  in  this  country  are  confirmed. 
i  Several  purchases  have  been  made  and 
I  Inquiries  are  new  going  around  for  about 
■  1,200.000   pounds-  more. 

I  feel  very  confident  that  there  will

i  market  very  soon.  Unmistakable  signs

"It  is  first  of  all  the  Call  of  the  Ideal. 
Its  imperative  is  'Be  ye  tiierefore  per- 
fect.' Alone  of  the  religions  of  the 
earth  it  makes  no  concessions  to  hum.an 
weakness.  It  permits  no  toning  down 
of  the  standard.  The  easy  going 
thought  of  the  present  day,  with  its 
conception  of  evils  as  a  necessary  step 
on  the  way  to  goodness,  and  its  feeing 
that  ethical  standards  are  largely  mat- 
ters of  social  convention,  needs  to  be 
recalled  to  the  tremendous  imperative 
of  the  sermon  on  tlie  mount.  Marriage 
laws  may  be  the  product  of  social 
necessities,  but  the  law  of  the  pure 
heart  is  as  unchangenble  as  gravitation. 
Legislation  may  define  stealing,  but 
the  law  of  honor  and  truth  is  a  corner 
stone    of   God's    universe. 

A  Call  to  l*rogTess. 
"But  because  Christianity  awakens  in 
men  the  hunger  for  the  ideal.  It  be- 
comes also  a  call  to  progress.  The  King- 
dom of  CJod  is  not  a  fact,  but  a  pro- 
cess. It  does  not  afford  a  fini.shcil  body 
of  theological  truth,  it  does  not  create 
at  once  a  perfected  church  organization. 
It  does  not  provide  for  a  miraculously 
completed  social  order.  Even  In  in- 
dividual character  it  does  not  hand 
down  a  perfect  righteousness  out  of 
Heaven  to  be  worn  like  a  garment. 
Character,  truth,  social  order  are  the 
result  of  proeress. 

"Tills    means    that    many    thing.s    once 
held   to  be  good   and   true    must  be  given 
up. 
"The      old      order      changeth,      yielding 

place  to  new. 
And  God  fulfills  himself  In  many  ways. 
Lest  one  good  custom  should  corrupt 
the  world." 
Tlie  Church  Must  Change. 
A  marvelous  transformation  has  taken 
place  in  human  thought  In  the  last  hun- 
dred years.  We  have  a  new  science,  a 
new  philosophy,  a  new  psychology,  a 
n^w  industrial  life,  a  new  commerce.  Ar- 
istotle and  Newttm  would  have  under- 
stood each  other.  Neither  Aristotle  nor 
Newton  would  understand  Kant  and  Dar- 
win. Is  it  to  bo  supposed  that  Christian 
truth  alone  should  be  exempt  from  prog- 
ress in  such  a  world  as  this?  That  the 
Christian  church  alone  can  move  on  in 
the  good  old  ways,  unaffected  by  the 
changing  life  about  it?  Christianity  is 
not  a  dead  product  of  manufacture,  but 
a  living,  growing  organism.  Christ  did 
not  liken  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  a  table, 
made  of  pieces  of  wood  nailed  together; 
but  to  a  seed  growing  in  the  earth,  first, 
the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after  that  the 
full    corn    in    the   ear. 

"Of  course  there  Is  need  at  this  point 
for  clear  thinking.  Not  everything  that 
Is  new  is  necessarily  true.  Not  every- 
thing that  goes  by  the  name  of  New 
Theology  is  a  real  product  of  Christian 
truth.  We  cannot  cut  ourselves  off  from 
the  past.  We  know  more  of  human 
physilology  today  than  men  did  a  thou- 
sand years  ago,  but  that  does  not  Implj' 
that  the  process  of  digestion  has  chang- 
ed, or  that  men  need  any  different  food 
today.  We  know  more  of  the  workings 
of  the  human  mind  tlfiui  of  old,  but  that 
does  not  imply  that  God  deals  any  dif- 
ferently with  a  soul  today  than  in  the 
days  of  Pete.r  and  Paul,  or  that  men's 
spiritual  needs  iiave  changed. 
Cling  to  Old  Ideas. 
"There  are  people  who  seem  con.stltu- 
tionally  incapable  of  letting  go  theii  in- 
herited Ideas,  especially  in  religion.  To 
such  people  any  change  In  the  forms  of 
religious  thought  and  expression  seems 
sacrilege.  We  ought  to  be  very  patient 
with  such  folks,  but  we  must  not  on  that 
account  fail  to  adapt  ourselves  to  the 
changed  conditions  of  human  life  and 
thought.  We  are  facing  a  profound  cri- 
sis in  the  religious  history  of  man.  There 
Is  no  use  in  decrying  these  changes. 
Either  Christian  truth  must  be  translat- 
ed Into  the  forms  of  thought  which  are 
current  among  the  educated  and  cultur- 
ed Readers  pf  the  modern  world,  or  else 
Christianity  must  sink  to  the  level  ot  the 


Ignorant,    and    the    world   of  culture   and 
power  must  find  another  savior. 

"But  when  once  we  have  seen  that 
Christianity  is  in  truth  a  call  to  the 
heights,  that  it  means  growth  and  prog- 
ress. In  the  understanding  of  divine 
truth,  no  less  thn  In  the  application  of 
thM  truth  to  huAan  life,  then  we  are 
ready  to  face  thfSfcrlsls  unafraid.  Every 
advance  that  haslbeen  made  In  human 
ithought  has  as  arroatter  of  fact  brought 
us  nearer  to  an  understanding  of  Chris- 
tian truth.  An  Idealistic  philosophy  helps 
us  to  believe  iui  ^^^  Imminent  God.  Eivo- 
lution  rightly  understood  enables  us  bet- 
ter to  understand  the  place  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  history,  and  to  believe  In  an 
Immortal  destiny.  The  changes  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  commercial  and 
industrial  and  political  world  In  the  last 
century  have  interpreted  anew  Ohrdst'a 
law  of  brotherhood.  The  world  Is  ripe 
•today  for  such  an  appreciation  of  the 
Gospel  message  as  It  never  had  before. 
An  opportunity  lies  before  the  Christian 
church  such  as  It  has  not  had  since  Cou- 
stantine.  The  call  is  to  lierolc  thinking, 
to  a  resolute  forgetthig  of  the  things, 
which  are  behind,  that  we  may  press  on 
unto  perfeotlon. 
Let  knowledge  grow  from   more   to  more 

But  more  at  reverence  In  us  dwell. 

That  mind  and  soul.  According   well. 
May    make    one    music    as    before. 
But  vaster. 

"In  like  manner  vast  social  and  econ- 
omic changes  are' taking  place  in  the 
world.  Here  too  the  world  is  called  to 
progress,  and  Christianity  must  progress 
with  it,  or  else  lose  its  grip  upon  human 
life.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  social  up- 
heaval. The  progress  of  Democracy,  the 
spread  of  prosperity,  the  diffusion  of  edu- 
cation, have  unchained  forces  which 
threaten  to  rend  the  social  fabric  from 
top  to  bottom.  We  may  not  believe  In 
Socialism.  We  may  not  approve  of  labor 
unions.  We  may  abhor  the  trusts.  But 
we  cannot  Ignore  the  existence  of  power- 
ful combinations  of  capital,  of  growing 
combinations  of  labor,  of  an  increasing 
Bcntiment  in  favor  of  the  restriction  of 
wtalth  and  the  more  equal  distribution 
of  the  products  of  the  world's  toil. 
Revival  Meetings  Won't  An.swer. 

"We  cannot  meet  this  situation  by  be- 
wailing the  fact  that  men  go  to  lodge 
rather  than  to  church,  or  by  holding  re- 
vival meetings  where  the  church  mem- 
bers are  reconverted  every  winter,  Or  by 
conducting  prayer  meetings  where  a 
handful  of  people  say  the  same  prayers 
and  repeat  the  same  exhortations  week 
after  week.  It  is  slgnilicant  that  lodges, 
labor  unions  and  Socialist  agitators  are 
more  persistent  and  enthusiastic  preach- 
ers of  brotherhood  today  than  many  of 
the  pulpits.  Jesus  Christ  came  to  save 
men  and  society.  He  came  to  Inaugurate 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  to  make  men  .sons 
of  God  and  brothers  of  each  other.  If 
we  are  true  to, our  calling  as  Christians, 
we  must  undertake  to  master  the  laws 
and  principles  whfch  govern  social  or- 
ganization. Wfe  must  solve  the  labor 
problem.  We  must  bring  the  trust.'?  into 
submission  to  the  •general  welfare.  We 
must  see  to  it  thait  the  reorganization  of 
society  which  is  taking  place  before  our 
eyes  js  made  thoroughly  Christian,  In 
spirit    and    method. 

"Thi.s  is  indeed  a , call  to  the  heights,  to 
difficult  and  heroic  service.  Our  goal  is 
a  Hying  goal.  When  today's  problems 
have  been  met,  tomorrow's  will  Ije  upon 
us.  Above  the'  nlftilntains  flv  the  eagles. 
Above  them  both  shine  the  stars.  Chris- 
tianity Is  the  call  of  the  heights,  the  call 
to  penetrate  the,  infinite  reaches  of  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  until  men  and  so- 
cieties have  reached  the  far  off  divine 
event,  to  which  fbe  whole  creation  moves.

WILL  OPERATE 

Grand   Rapids  Will  Be 

Used  as  Base  of 

Supplies. 

Grand  Rapids^  Minn..  Oct.  14.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Arrangements  have 
about  been  completed  whereby  a  great 
lumbering  concern  will  operate  In  the 
country  north  of  here  on  the  Bigfork 
river  and  vicinity,  and  will  use  Grand 
Rapids  as  a  base  of  supplies.  The 
magnitude  of  the  company  and  Its 
operations  niay  be  Imagined  when  It  Is 
•fated  that  the  work  will  require  the 
oonstruction  of  a  logging  railroad 
twenty-live  miles  long  to  land  the  tim- 
ber at  the  head  of  the  Prairie  river 
waters,  down  which  the  logs  will  be 
driven  to  the  Mississippi  at  this  point. 
It  is  reported  that  the  company  hds 
about  600,000.000  feet  of  timber  to  cut  In 
the  section  in  which  it  will  operate, 
and  that  between  twenty  and  thirty 
millions  a  year  will  be  taken  out  until 
the  work  Is  completed. 

This  place  has  been  decided  upon  as 
the  base  of  supplies.  In  fact,  is  about 
the  only  place  froni  which  it  Is  con- 
venient to  handle  the  work,  and  that 
wiH  mean  that  all  the  hauling  and 
other  business,  taking  in  men,  etc.,  will 
be  done  from  here. 

It  has  not  yet  been  given  out  when 
the  operations  will  commence,  but  there 
la  no  doubt  that  the  work  of  hauling 
In  supplies  for  the  work  in  the  woods, 
for  tne  railroad,  such  as  equipment, 
rails,  etc..  will  be  done  this  winter, 
and  that  work  on  tlie  road  Itself  will 
be  started  as  soon  as  possible  and  con- 
venient. 

Among  the  promoters  of  the  enter- 
prl.<Je  are  B.  P.  Munson,  formerly  of  this 
city:  R.  J.  Powell  and  A.  Y.  Merrill, 
the  Minneapolis  lawyers;  Sutton  &

MONEY  IN  POTATOES. 

Itasca  County  Farmers  Coming  to  the 
Front  as  Tuber  Producers. 

Grand  Rapids.  Minn..  Oct.  14.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Itasca  county  is  soon 
to  give  the  Mille  Lacs  and  Anoka  coun- 
ties a  run  for  their  money,  as  a  potato 
raising  section.  Potatoes  are  proving 
such  a  good  crop  that  many  farmers 
are  paying  a  good  deal  of  attention 
to  theli-  culture,  and  the  results  are  as- 
tonishing. 

Among  those  whose  potato  patches 
have  come  to  public  attention  are  John 
O.  Fraser.  who  has  about  fifteen  acres; 
Nlel  Mulllns.  who  has  sl.\tecn  acres, 
and  A.  M.  SIsler,  whose  potato  patch 
covers  nine  acres.  These  men  state 
that  the  potato  is  one  of  the  best  vege- 
tables adapted  to  this  section,  that  tne 
crop  is  usually  large,  that  It  generally 
brings  good  reurns.  anil  that  taken  all 
In  all.  it  is  a  crop  that  handled  the  way 
they  handle  It,  Is  not  hard  nor  unpleas- 
ant to  take  care  of.

THE  WRECKED  ENGINE  AND  FREIGHT 


Pinned  under  the  wreck  of  his  en- 
gine, George  F.  Birch,  met  his 
death,        early  yesterday        morn- 

ing, as  the  result  of  a  wreck  on  the 
Missabe  ore  dock.  His  fireman,  Frank 
Gospeter,  barely  escaped  with  his  life,

1  nbly  burned  by  the  escaping  steam 
and  boiling  water.  The  fireman  was 
extricated  in  time  to  save  his  life,  but 
Mr.  Birch  was  too  far  under  the  en- 
gine to  be  reached,  and  it  was  nearly 
three  hours  before  his  body  was  takon 
out.

If  the  emperor's  condition  does  not 
become  any  worse,  perhaps  it  will  suf- 
fice if  the  baron,  in  his  quality  as  min- 
ister of  the  imperial  house,  concludes 
the  necessary  negotiations  with  the 
Hungarian  governniemt  to  assure  the 
carrying  out  of  the  recently  concluded 
arrangements  between  the  two  govern- 
ments, providing  for  their  shares  In 
the  common  expenses  of  the  dual  mon- 
archy. 

It  is  known,  however,  that  dlflftcultles 
have  arisen  between  the  baron  and  the 
premiers  of  •  Austria  and  Hungary 
concerning  disputed  points  on  the  fu- 
ture position  of  the  Hungarian  king- 
dom towards  the  crown  and  towards 
Austria,  and  it  was  rumored  yesterday 
that  the  baron  had  handed  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  emperor,  but  it  was  semi- 
officially stated  today  that  the  differ- 
ences are  not  serious  enough  to  make 
the    baron's    resignation    necessary. 

The  optimistic  offlciaJ  opinion  ex- 
pressed regarding  the  emperor's  health 
are  not  confirmed  from  th©  best  In- 
formed private  sources,  whence  it  is 
persistently  stated  that  the  Inflamma- 
tion continues  to  be  a  bad  symptom, 
and  does  not  give  promise  of  the  pa- 
tient's speedy  convalescence.  The  im- 
perial physicians,  it  is  added,  desire 
to  give  the  emperor  to  another  and 
more  suitable  room,  but  he  steadfastly 
refuses  to  permit  them  to  do  so.  The 
room  now  occupied  by  his  majesty  is 
the  one  In  which  he  was  born,  and, 
therefore,  he  has  a  sentimental  attach- 
ment for  it.

POW£R. 

The  census  bureau  has  issued  an  interesting  report 
on  the  power  used  in  manufactures,  showing  that  in  1904, 
the  year  covered  by  the  report,  this  country  was  using 
14,000,000  horse  power,  divided  as  follows:  Power  from 
steam  engines,  nearly  11,000,000,  or  73.9  per  cent;  water 
wheels.  113  per  cent;  electric  power,  owned  or  rented, 
10.9  per  cent;  gas  or  gasoline  engines,  2  per  cent;  other 
kinds,  1.9  per  cent. 

Compared  with  the  returns  for  1900,  those  for  1904 
showed  an  increase  of  more  than  40  per  cent  in  total 
horse-power;  270.5  per  cent  in  owned  electric  motors; 
141. 9  per  cent  in  rented  electric  power;  gas  and  gasoline 
engmes,  114.9  per  cent;  water  wheels,  13.3  per  cent; 
steam  engines,  Ji  per  cent. 

Practically  every  source  of  power  except  gasoline, 
a  comparative  small  factor,  and  water  wheels,  is  de- 
rived directly  or  indirectly  from  the  use  of  fuel.  The 
steam  engines  are  propelled  by  coal,  and  even  the  elec- 
tric power  13  created  usually  by  steam  engines.  Water 
power  is  relatively  a  small  factor  in  these  returns,  but 
It  is  a  growing  factor,  and  its  importance  is  today  far 
greater  than  it  was  in  1904,  and  it  will  grow  still  greater 
as  the  years  go  by. 

Coal  is  diminishing  in  quantity;  it  cannot  last  forever. 
Its  expense  as  a  source  of  power  will  increase  as  its 
reserves  dwindle.  Gasoline  can  never  become  a  great 
factor.  Electric  power  will  always  be  in  large  use,  but 
to  create  it  there  must  be  either  a  steam  engine  or  a 
water  wheel. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  this  same  report 
will  be  too  years  from  now.  Even  ten  years  from  now 
water  power  will  cut  a  vastly  greater  figure  than  it  does 
in  this  report.  The  use  of  water  power  is  only  in  its  in- 
fancy, compared  to  what  can  be  developed  from  it.  Un- 
like coal,  it  will  not  decrease  with  use.  Unlike  coal,  its 
cost  will  tend  to  decrease  rather  than  to  increase. 

The  time  will  come  when  the  many  water  powers  of 
Northern  Minnesota,  for  instance,  will  all  be  in  opera- 
tion. If  it  does  not  become  possible  to  transmit  power 
from  small  -vaterfalls  long  distances,  it  will  become  pos- 
sible to  locate  factories  close  to  the  source  of  power. 
All  over  Northern  Minnesota  there  is  an  enormous 
amount  of  power  going  to  waste  every  day  that  should 
be  economically  turning  the  wheels  of  industry.  In  the 
days  to  come  that  power  will  be  operating  industries  yet 
unborn. 

According  to  the  census  report,  the  South  outranks 
New— England  in  the  amount  of  power  used.  Pennsyl- 
vania leads  in  steam  power  and  New  York  is  third,  but 
New  YL>rk  leads  in  water  power.  There  has  been  an 
extraordinary  increase  in  electric  power,  and  this  devel- 
opment will  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  development  of 
water  power,  because  the  best  use  of  water  power  is  in 
the  creation  of  electric  energy.  This  prospective  devel- 
opment should  afford  comfort  to  holders  of  copper 
stocks,  because  electric  development  means  the  increased 
use  of  copper  in  making  electrical  wires  and  appliances. 


SOCIALISM? 

Says  the  Omaha  World-Herald:  "The  destruction 
of  competition  means  Socialism." 

Possibly. 

Suppose  we  decide  that  centralization  of  business  and 
industry  involves  an  economical  gain  which  we  cannot 
afford  to  throw  overboard;  suppose  we  determine  that 
it  would  be  as  impracticable  to  abolish  great  aggrega- 
tions of  capital  and  combinations  to  control  production 
and  prices  as  it  would  be  to  abolish  labor-saving  ma- 
chinery; suppose  we  agreed  that  by  the  elimination  of 
■friction,  the  unnecessary  expenses  of  competition,  and 
the  expense  of  superfluous  superintendnts  and  laborers, 
society  is  the  gainer  by  consolidation  of  industry. 

If  we  came  to  that  point,  we  should  immediately  see 
that  no  matter  how  much  society  might  be  gaining 
theoretically,  the  system  is  absolutely  wrong  so  long  a.s 
the  gains  are  going  to  a  few  while  the  many  are  being 
oppres.sed  by  the  loss  of  these  gains  and  by  the  addi- 
tional profits  that  monopoly  demands  upon  its  watered 
stock   to  appease   its  inordinate  greed. 

Seeing  this,  our  obvious  course  would  be  to  regulate 
the  trusts,  to  see  that  their  capitalization  and  profits  are 
within  reason,  and  to  make  sure  that  the  general  public 
gets  its  due  share  of  the  gains  from  the  elimination  of 
waste. 

Then  v/e  should  have  something  that  would  not  be 
far  removed  from  Socialism,  and  it  would  need  only  a 
step  further  to  go  the  whole  way. 

It  might  not  be  at  all  improbable  that  after  the  people 
had  been  regulating,  say,  the  coal  trust  for  a  time,  they 
would  come  to  the  conclusion  that  progress  required  the 
further  step  of  taking  over  the  coal  business  from  private 
and  corporate  ownership,  and  operating  it  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  public.  That  would  spread  among  the 
people  the  rich  fruits  that  would  still  be  accruing  to  the 
capitalist  class  that  owned  the  coal  trust,  and  it  would 
be  as  logical  and  as  plausible  as  the  encouragement  of 
combination  foe  the  obvious  benefits  to  be  derived 
itom  it. 

That  would  be  Socialism,  pure  and  simple.  If  we  did 
it  with  the  coal  industry,  we  could  do  it  with  the  oil  in- 
dustry, with  the  timber  industry,  with  the  steel  industry, 
ivith  all  other  industries  of  a  public  or  quasi-public 
nature.  It  wouldn't  necessarily  involve  public  owner- 
ship of  retail  business,  and  the  Socialist  does  not  neces- 
sarily advocate   S'.ich  public  ownership. 

However,  a  much  more  palatable  form  of  Socialism 
may  come  about  if  the  efforts  of  the  people  to  eliminate 
the  abuses  of  great  wealth  are  successful.  If  stock- 
watering  is  stopped,  if  directors  are  made  personally 
responsible  before  the  criminal  courts  for  the  misdeeds 
of  their  corporations,  public  confidence  in  these  indus- 
tries V.  *iild  be  greater,  and  the  ownership  of  the  stock 
in  the  corporations  controlling  them  would  come  into 
the  hands  of  the  people  by  purchase.  With  the  stock 
owned  by  the  people,  with  the  directors  rigidly  held  to 


the  line  by  strong  and  vigorously  enforced  laws,  the 
"capitalist  class"  would  include  the  majority  of  the 
people,  and  a  wholesome,  safe  and  profitable  form  of 
Socialism  would  be  in  vogue. 


A  CH£CK  ON  CORRUPTION. 

One  feature  of  the  federal  railroad  rate  law  that  has 
not  received  much  attention,  but  that  ought  to  result 
in  great  improvements  not  only  in  railroad  service,  rail- 
road earnings  and  railroad  dividends  but  in  the  purity 
of  the  public  service,  is  the  provision  opening  to  public 
scrutiny  the  books* of  the  railroads. 

The  law  provides  that  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission may  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  bookkeep- 
ing for  the  railroads,  and  that  the  agents  of  the  com- 
mission shall  have  access  to  these  records  at  all  times. 
Failure  to  use  the  commission's  system  of  bookkeeping 
or  to  give  the  commission's  agents  access  to  the  books 
is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $500  for  each  offense  and  for 
every  day  such  offense  continues. 

Further,  any  person  who  makes  a  false  entry,  or 
destroys,  mutilates  or  alters  a  record,  or  neglects  to 
make  "full,  true  and  correct"  entries,  may  be  fined  $1,000 
to  $5,000,  or  imprisoned  for  one  to  three  years. 

The  commission  has  prescribed  the  uniform  system 
of  bookkeeping,  and  is  now  trying  to  get  it  put  into 
force. 

The  object,  of  course,  is  to  enable  the  commission, 
where  the  propriety  of  rates  is  in  question,  to  determine 
by  the  expenses  of  the  railroads  whether  the  rate  is 
justified. 

But  it  means  more  than  that.  It  means  that  it  will  be 
exceedingly  dangerous,  if  not  impossible,  for  the  rail- 
roads to  conduct  "yellow  dog  funds"  with  which  to  in- 
fluence politics  and  legislation. 

Of  course  the  railroads  might  lump  a  lot  of  their 
expenses  for  this  purpose  under  a  vague  and  unenlight- 
ening  head,  such  as  "legal  expenses,"  but  the  commis- 
sion will  have  the  right  to  have  that  item  analyzed  and 
resolved  into  its  constituent  elements.  Money  spent 
upon  the  purchase  of  lawmakers  is  not  a  legitimate  rail- 
road expense,  and  rates  based  upon  such  expenditures 
are  not  fair  rates.  It  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pub- 
lic and  railroad  stockholders  that  such  practices  should 
cease,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how,  if  the  rate  law  is 
vigorously  enforced,  they  are  going  to  continue. 

Of  course  the  railroads,  when  reproached  with  these 
practices,  say  they  are  forced  to  it  by  corrupt  legislators 
who  are  in  the  legislature  for  what  they  can  get  out  of  it. 
Partly  that  is  true;  actually  it  is  wrong.  If  the  railroads 
had  no  corruption  funds,  there  would  be  no  use  in  venal 
lawmakers  trying  to  get  their  fingers  into  them.  So 
long  as  it  is  known  that  railroads  have  money  to  spend 
in  politics,  just  so  long  will  there  be  politicians  and 
public  officers  to  help  them  spend  it. 

If  the  rate  law  works  out  the  way  it  ought  to,  there 
will  be  no  more  railroad  political  funds;  no  more  manipu- 
lation of  party  machines  and  public  officers  by  the  use  of 
railroad  money;  no  more  incentive  to  draw  the  greedy 
blackmailer  into  the  legislature. 
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''STILL  CONSIDERED  LOW. 

Hastings  Gazette:  The  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion made  no  change  in  the  $191,000,000  valuation 
placed  upon  the  iron  ore  properties  by  the  tax  com- 
nii.Hsion.  It  is  a  raise  ot  $1JO,000,0()0  over  last  year,  and 
is  still  considered  very  low.  A  tonnage  tax  would  be 
much   fairer  for  all  concerned. 

This  is  an  example  of  comment  based  on  prejudice 
instead  of  thought.  Those  rolling  millions,  which  flavor 
the  speech  so  piquantly  nowadays,  seem  t(3  mean  noth- 
ing to  this  observer.  He  nimbly  drops  the  words  off  his 
tongue,  as  though  $191,000,000  were  a  mere  bagatelle, 
and  proceeds  to  sagely  remark  that  the  valuation  is  "still 
considered  too  low." 

Bless  your  innocence,  who  "considers  it  still  too 
low?" 

Is  there  a  single  class  of  property  in  the  state  that 
is  assessed  at  anywhere  near  such  a  proportion  of  its 
value  as  the  iron  mines  are  now  that  the  state  authorities 
have  finished  with  them? 

The  very  board  of  equalization  that  raised  them  to 
$70,000,000  last  year  and  thought  it  had  done  something 
worth  while — as  it  had — debates  over  whether  it  shall 
not  raise  them  still  further,  after  the  tax  commission  has 
tacked  $121,000,000  more  on,  and  when  it  decides  to  let 
the  enormous  figure  stand  instead  of  piling  more  un- 
meaning millions  upon  it,  the  Hastings  Gazette  comes 
out  and  says  the  figures  are  "still  considered  too  low." 

The  total  valuation  of  the  state  last  year,  including 
everything,  was  $917,017,413.  oi  which  more  than  $70,000,- 
000  was  on  the  iron  mines.  One  class  of  property  in 
that  total  has  been  raised  $121,000,000,  and  the  Hastings 
Gazette  declares  that  that  property  is  still  assessed  too 
low. 

The  total  value  of  land  outside  of  town  lots,  including 
the  mines  and  the  farm  lands,  was  last  year  $459,000,000. 
This  year  the  mines  alone  are  assessed  at  nearly  $200,- 
000,000. 

Dakota  county,  in  which  Hastings  is  situated,  is  a 
farming  county  located  beside  the  great  Twin  City  mar- 
ket, and  its  farming  lands,  none  of  which  could  be  bought 
for  less  than  $60  an  acre,  if  a  foot  could  be  bought  for 
that  price,  are  assessed  at  $14.73  an  acre. 

If  the  iron  mines  are  to  be  considered  as  "still  too 
low,"  what  is  to  be  considered  about  the  farm  lands  of 
Dakota  county? 

Afld,  says  the  Gazette,  "a  tonnage  tax  would  be  fairer 
for  all  concerned."  A  tonnage  tax  would  be  fair  to  no- 
body. It  might  afford  a  way,  if  it  could  stand  the  test 
of  the  courts,  to  take  away  from  St.  Louis  county,  and 
the  other  counties  in  which  there  are  iron  deposits,  the 
taxes  from  their  chief  industry,  leaving  the  farm  lands 
and  the  villages  to  stand  the  full  e.xpense  where  they 
now  stand  25  per  cent  or  less,  but  would  there  be  any 
fairness  in  that? 

There  is  neither  fairness  nor  practicability  in  the  ton- 
nage tax.  All  it  could  do  would  be  to  give  the  state 
a  shifting,  unreliable  revenue,  while  impoverishing  the 
local  communities.

He  had  been  working  at  the  thresh - 
inging  fur  one  of  his  neighLfors  during 
the  day,  and  towards  evening  the  ma- 
chine was  moved  on  to  his  farm  in 
ordei-  to  be  ready  for  the  next  day's 
work.  Mr.  John.son  left  his  home  be- 
fore nightfall,  saying  that  he  was  go- 
ing to  one  of  his  neighbors  to  get  him 
to        assist        at         threshing.  He 

did  not  return  home  In  the  even- 
ing, but  his  family  was  not  alarmed, 
thinking  that  he  had  concluded  to  stay 
overnight,  as  It  was  very  dark,  and 
it  was  known  that  Johnson  was  near 
sighted.  When  he  did  not  put  in  an 
appearance  in  the  morning,  his  folks 
thought  that  he  had  gone  to  another 
neighbors  farther  away,  but  when 
they  learned  that  he  had  not  been 
there  either,  they  began  to  suspect 
that   something  was   wrong. 

At  noon  the  whole  threshing  crew 
began  a  search  for  him,  and  after  a 
time  found  him  in  a  small  poplar 
grove^  a  short  distance  from  his  home, 
his  body  hanging  from  a  tree  by  a 
piec3    of    binding    twine. 

Word  was  sent  immediately  to  the 
county  authorities,  and  Sheriff  Fors- 
berg  and  Coroner  Baker  went  to  the 
scene  of  the  suicide,  but  held  no  in- 
quest, as  It  was  plain  that  the  de- 
ceased had  met  his  death  at  his  own 
hands.  Neither  his  family  or  any  of 
the  neighbors  can  throw  any  ligbt  on 
the  cause  for  the  action.  His  domes- 
tic relations  have  always  been  plea-  j 
itant,  and  he  wa^  in  easy  financial  cir-  j 
cumsctances,  the  owner  of  360  acres  of 
land  and  other  farm  property,  all  un- 
incumbered by  debt,  and  besides  had 
money  In  the  bank.  He  was  not  a 
drinking  man,  and  his  habits  were 
simple.  He  was  52  years  of  age.  and 
had  lived  in  the  town  of  Comstook  for 
twenty- Ave   years.

State  Officers  Make  Extensive  Purchase 
Near  Hartley's  Farm. 

Bemidji,  Minn..  Oct.  14. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— State  Senator  L.  O. 
Cooke  of  Wabasha  county;  Creorge  H. 
Ralph,  engineer  to  the  state  drain- 
age commission;  George  Welsh,  state 
commissioner  of  immigration,  and  Ju- 
lius A.  Schmahl.  secretary  of  state, 
have  shown  their  faith  in  Northern 
Minnesota  by  the  purchase  of  S.OuO 
acres  of  so-called  swamp  lands  lo- 
cated in  the  southwestern  extremity  of 
Itasca  county  and  Northern  Aitkin 
county,  through  which  the  Great 
Northern  railway  traverses,  and  on 
which  the  station  of  Wawina  is  lo- 
cated. 

The  land  adjoins  the  celebrated 
island  farm  of  G.  O.  Hartley  of  Du- 
luth. on  the  western  boundary  of 
that    tract    of   swamp    lands. 

The  negotiations  for  the  immense 
tract  was  the  direct  result  of  the  visit 
of  the  most  of  these  purchasers  to 
that   territor>'  two   weeks  ago. 

The  four  men  who  made  the  pur- 
cha.se  paid  a  second  visit  to  the  tract 
S.aturday  and  s  ated  that  they  were 
more  than  pleased  with  their  purchase. 

While  Messrs.  Schmahl,  Cooke,  Ralph 
and  Welsh  were  at  Wawina,  they  niaiie 
preliminary  arrangements  for  tlie  sys- 
tematic drainage  of  the  tract,  ditches 
to  be  constructed  either  aide,  with 
laterals  at  an  interval  of  every  quar- 
ter of  a  mile,  thus  establishing  one  if 
the  most  perfect  system  of  drainage  in 
the  state.  The  main  ditches  will  run 
north  to  the  Floodwood  river  and 
south  to  the  Rice,  with  a  fall  ranging 
from  eighteen  to  twenty-eight  feet.

The  pre.s^nt  hospital  at 
Ninth  avenue  east  and  First  street  is 
a  credit  to  the  city  and  to  the  North- 
west, but  the  demands  upon  it  have 
already  taxed  its  facilities  be.vond 
their  capacity,  and  there  is  a  demand 
in  the  name  of  humanity  that  it  grow.

One  of 
these  buildings  will  be  devoted  to  the 
care  of  patients  afflicted  with  con- 
tagious diseases.  Ample  room  for 
nurs'.'s  and  other  purposes  will  be  pro- 
vided for  the  present.  Eventually  the 
site  will  be  occupied,  it  is  expected,  by 
a  first-class  addition  to  the  present 
hospital,  as  already  sfited.

The  general  public  is 
doubtless  well  aware  that  .St.  Luke's 
hospital  docs  much  charitable  work.

^vbether  he  or  ithe  ban  money  or 
not,  providing  there  in  room  Xo  re- 
ceive taim  or  her.  Many  patients 
are  received  as  patients  who  expect 
to  pay  for  their  attendance,  but  wno 
find  they  cannot,  and  have  no  friends 
who  are  willing  to  pay  for  them.  The 
hospital  has  $2,539.41  in  unpaid  ac- 
counts of  this  kind,  and  the  estimated 
value  of  the  total  is  only  10  per  cent. 
But  the  policy  to  receive  all  is  a  fun- 
damental principle  and  will  ever  be 
maintained. 

The  city  of  Duluth  and  the  coun- 
try adjacent  is  growing,  and  the 
needs  of  St.  Luke's  hospital  are  grow- 
ing, with  it.  It  is  not  a  business 
proposition  in  any  sense,  for  there 
is  nobody  in  the  hospital  association 
that  profits  by  the  institution.  The 
entire  return  is  a  rich  one,  however, 
in  the  satisfaction  of  having  a  lai'^e 
and  well  equipped  and  conducted  hos- 
pital to  meet  the  demands  of  the  sick 
and  injured.  Nobody  who  reads  this 
knows  how  soon  he  or  she  may  re- 
quire the  facilities  that  exist  at  this 
hospital  and  the  skilled  attention  of 
the  nurses. 

The  St.  Luke's  Hospital  association 
was  organized  in  Duluth  in  IvJl.  The 
first  board  of  managers  was  composed 
of  Rev.  C.  A.  Cuinmings,  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Hooker.  Colonel  C.  H.  Graves,  Mrs. 
A.  M.  Miller.  H.  M.  Peyton.  H.  F. 
Thompson  and  Miss  Minnie  J.  Cul- 
ver. T.he  first  hospital  building  was 
a  one-story  frame  building  of  mod- 
est ground  dimension,  whioii  is  now 
used   as   a   blacksmith   shop  on  Third 

avenue  east,  between  Superior  and 
First    street,      fter    a    few    years    the 

association  secured  a  larger  woodd.-a 
building  at  First  avenue  east  and 
Fourth  street.  While  it  was  of  ad- 
vantage to  enjoy  more  space,  for  liia 
demands  up<jn  tiie  hospital  were 
growing  then  as  now.  the  building 
was  ill-cfcapted  to  liie  purposes,  and 
being  of  frame  construction  there  was 
ever-present  the  haunting  fear  of  a 
contlagration.  The  need  of  a  new 
and  larger  building,  modern  and 
tireprijot,  Wiis  pressing.  and 

this  was  provided  through  the  gener- 
osity of  the  public.  The  new  hospital 
has  now  been  In  use  about  five  years, 
and,  as  already  stated,  there  is  preas- 
ing  need  of  more  space  to  relieve  the 
overcrowded  condition.

Notice  of  the  first  dl.^trlct  court  to 
bo  held  on  the  ranges  has  been  issued 
by  J.  P.  Johnson,  clerk  o«  the  district 
court  of  the  Eleventh  judicial  district, 
and  are  being  published  In  the  range 
papers. 

i^cting  under  the  new  law  passed 
by  the  last  legislature  for  counties 
having  more  than  a  certain  popula- 
tion, the  three  judges  of  the  district 
court  of  this  county  have  decided  to 
hold  sessions  each  year  at  Hlbbing 
and  Virginia,  at  which  time  the  judge 
assigned  to  that  duty  will  hear  and 
dLsp^se  of  the  court  cases,  or  those 
based  on  questions  of  law.  The  law 
does  not  contemplate  court  on  the 
range  for  the  hearing  of  jury  cases. 

The  first  term  on  the  range  will  be 
held  at  Hlbbing,  laeginning  Monday, 
Oct.  28.  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  Court  will 
be  held  in  the  municipal  courtroom 
of  that  city. 

Since  the  announcement  by  the  judges 
of  a  court  to  be  held  on  the  range, 
several  of  the  cases  from  various 
range  towns  that  were  noted  for  trial 
in  Duluth  have  been  moved  off  the 
calendar  and  transferred  to  the  range 
courts. 

The  calendar  for  the  term  at  Hlb- 
bing, although  not  yet  complete,  shows 
seven  cases  ready  for  trial,  while  the 
Virginia  calendar  shows  four  cases 
noted  for  trial  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  three  judges  will  determine 
among  themselves  which  one  will  hold 
court  at  Hibbing  and  Virginia,  and 
Clerk  of  the  District  Court  Johnson 
will  either  attend  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity or  send  a  deputy  to  hadle  the 
court    records.

John  H.  Brigham  will  be  forced  to

Oct.   14.— The  bodies 
of   nineteen   memij>ers  of  the  crew  of   the 
steamer     Cyprus,      which     foundered     in 
Lake     Superior     Friday     night    off     Deer 
•  Park,  have  been  recovered  and  have  been 
j  brought   to   this  city.     Second  Mate  C.  J. 
|Pitz  of   Manitowoc,    the   sole   survivor   of 
the    crew    of    the   ship,    arrived    yesterday 
afternoon  on   the  tug  Schenck.     The   bod- 
ies of   Capt.    F.    B.    Huyck   and   two   sea- 
men,   whose    names    are    not    known    are 
still   missing. 

Mate  Pitz,  who  has  somewhat  recov- 
ered from  the  exposure  and  battering  he 
received  from  tlie  waves  while  beimj 
washed  ashore  on  a  life  raft,  gave  out. 
when  he  arrived  here,  the  first  correct 
list  of  the  crew  of  the  Cyprus.  They  are 
as  follows:

Each  body  had  a  life  preserver  on, 
but  it  was  evident  that  the  victims  had 
died  from  exposure  in  tho  cold  waters 
of  the  lake  before  they  could  reach  .shore. 
All  the  laodles  have-  now  been  recovered 
except  those  of  Capt.  Huyck  and  two 
flrmen.  The  Ijodies  have  been  removed 
to  the  morgue-  here  to  wait  instructions 
as    to    their  disposal. 

The  Cypru.s  lif-s  in  90  fathoms  of  water 
on  the  Dyluth  cours"-.  eighteen  mlle.s 
n<jrth  of  Deer  Park.  It  la  now  known 
definitely  that  the  wreck  was  due  to  the 
shifting  ot  thp  iron  ore  cargo,  which 
caused  the  sf-amer  to  list  and  take  in 
water   around   the   hatches. 

Capt.  Huyck's  wife  and  two  children, 
who  were  thougSit  to  have  been  on  the 
Cypru.<?  when  slie  was  wrecked,  left  the 
boat  when  it  arrived  at  Superior  and  are 
now  at  St.  Paul. 

.Sole  Survivor's  Story. 

Recovering  con.'^clousness  last  night, 
ScK^ond  Mate  P»tz  g>\ve  a  graphic  ac- 
count of  the  last  moments  of  the  crew 
on    tward    the   ill-fated   vessel. 

The  mate  .laid  that  the  Cyprus  was 
making  fairly  good  he^adway  in  the  storm 
when  .-suddenly  the  cargo  -sliifted  giving 
the  craft  a  h^^avy  list.  This  was  about 
7  p.  m.,  when  the  vessel  was  oflf  Deer 
Park  in  the  regular  course  of  ve.ssels 
bound  up  and  down.  Water  began  pour- 
ing into  the  hatches  and  a  panic  ensued, 
many  of  the  crew  putting  on  life  preserv- 
ers. Capt.  Huyck;  however,  felt  confid- 
ent he  could  reach  shelter  behind  White 
Fish  Point  and  the  boats  were  not  low- 
ered. Both  engine  and  pumps  were 
working  and  the  crew  felt  sure  that  the 
vessel  would  not  sink  before  morning, 
but  .•^uddfnly  the  big  freighter  ro4lt;d 
over  on  her  side  and  almost  instantly 
plungrd    to    the   bottom. 

Four  on  Life  Raft. 

WhPn  the  ves.sel  rolled  over,  the  first 
and  second  mates,  a  watchman  and 
wheel.qman  were  close  to  a  life  raft 
which  they  cut  loose  and  cast  off  just  iu 
time  to  escape  the  whirlpool  caused  by 
the  Cyprus  as  she  plunged  beneath  the 
suraface  of  the  water.  The  boat  s.ink 
about  8  o'ol4>ck  In  th*-  .evening  and  until 
2  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  four  men 
clung  to  their  frail  support  while  the 
wav€^s  drove  them  towards  shore.  Five 
times  in  the  angry  surf  of  the  rockv 
shore  the  raft  was  up.set,  the  men  each 
time  having  to  fight  the  heavy  undertow 
for    their    lives. 

Each  fight  weakened  the  benumbed  and 
disheartened  sailors  and  after  the  fifth 
battle  with  the  surf  only  one  of  the  quar- 
tet remained  on  tlie  raft.  But  the  next 
time  the  raft  was  caught  upon  the  surf 
it  was  thrown  upon  the  beach.  Mate 
Pltz  had  just  strength  enough  left  to 
crawl  out  oif  reach  of  the  waves  before 
he  fell  exhaust«Hl,  where  he  was  found 
later  by   the   llfesavers. 

NEW  channeTcompleted. 

Water  Tamed  in  at  West  Neebish  for 
First  Time. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Oct.  14.— Water  was 
truned  into  the  channel  of  the  St.  Mary's 
river  at  West  Neebish  yesterday,  mark- 
ing the  completion  of  one  of  the  biggest 
projects  undertaken  on  the  Great  L.akes 
since  the  building  of  the  Poe  lock. 

The  nfw  channel  is  over  two  miles  in 
kngth.  9,000  feet  of  Which  is  cut  through 
solid  rock.  The  channel  is  300  feet  in 
width,  with  a  depth  at  minimum  stage  of 
water  of  twenty-two  feet.  It  is  located 
eighteen  miles  below  the  Soo  and  lies  to 
the  west  of  Neebish  Island. 

The  present  channel  U  to  the  east  of  the 
island  und  will  l>e  used  solely  for  up- 
bound  boats,  the  heavily  laden  down 
iKiund  boats  using  the  new  waterway, 
which  has  none  of  the  sharp  turns  that 
are  embarrassing  to  the  modern  600-foot 
freighters. 

The  new  channel  will  not  be  formally 
opened  to  navigation  until  spring.  "Th^j 
project  has  cost  upwards  of  :^,000,000. 

Veteran  Captain  Dead. 

Detroit,  Oct.  14.— Capt.  WUUam  Aldred. 
one  of  Windsor's  oldest  residents,  suc- 
cumbed to  the  ravages  of  age  Saturday 
morning.  The  captain  was  17  years  old 
and  for  the  past  fifty  years  haid  been  a 
resident  of  Windsor.  He  was  born  in 
London,  England,  but  came  to  Canada 
when  24.  He  was  a  sailor  by  profession 
and  spent  three  years  in  Toronto  before 
he  catne  to  Windsor  and  sought  employ- 
ment on  the  t)oats.  He  served  on  various 
boats  and  finally  became  captain  of  the 
car  ferry  Great  Western.  This  post  he 
held  for  fifteen  years  and  retired  at  the 
age  of  65.  Since  then  he  has  liv^d  with 
ills  family  at  the  residence,  22  Windsor 
avenue.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Oct.  14.— One  man  was 
killed  and  the  steel  steamer  John  W. 
Moore  was  sunk  yesterday  iu  a  collision 
between  the  Moore  and  the  Queen  City 
in  the  Detroit  river  just  above  the  Lime- 
kiln crossing.  The  Queen  City  Is  at 
the  Ecorse  yard  of  the  Great  Lakes  Engi- 
neering works  with  bulwarks  flattened  to 
the  deck  and  her  forepeak  filled  with 
water.  The  steamers  met  almost  head 
on  and  the  Queen  City  crushed  in  the 
bows  of  the  John  W.  Moore  as  far  back 
as  the  pilot  house.  Wheelsman  Duncan 
Mclntyre  of  Sombra,  Ont.,  waij  asleep 
in  his  room  on  the  port  side  of  the  Moore 
and  was  crushed  to  death  in  the  collision 
and  his  body  carried  down  with  the 
steamer.  It  was  recovel*«>*'  yesterday  by 
a  diver.  Little  can  be  lesfned  about  the 
cause  of  the  accident,  '-as  the  crew  of 
neither  steamer  will  tailb.  ^ 

The  Moore  was  up-boMBdiwith  coal,  and 
the  Queen  City  was  bo«nd,  down,  towing 
the  barge  132,  both  ore  laden.  The  Moore 
is  owned  by  Frank  M.  and  M.  O.  Osborne 
of  Cleveland,  and  is  24<j  feet  long.  The 
Queen  City  is  owned  by  ^the  Pittsburg 
Steamship  company.  •  The  Moofo  is 
close  to  the  channel  twd!  vessels  are 
warned  to  be  careful  in :  passing.

Oct.  14.— "If  the  United  States 
government  should  ever  abandon  the  mail 
service  on  the  Detroit  river  I  can  say 
without    contradiction    from    my    brothers 

of  the  Lake  Carriers'  association  that 
we  would  feel  it  a  duty  toward  our.'^elves 
that  we  take  it  up  at  our  own  expense," 
said  President  William  Livingstone,  who 
wa.s  a  member  of  the  inspection  party 
which  took  a  trip  recently  on  the  new 
mall  boat  C.   F.  Bielmaii,  Jr. 

"Our  brother,  or  fatht^r,  or  friend  is 
on  the  way  down  to  Buffalo  from  Du- 
luth  and  we  have  a  most  important  mes- 
sage to  be.  delivered  to  him.  We  give 
it  to  the  carriers  on  the  mail  boat  and 
it  is.  delivered  to,  the  vessel  it  is  ad- 
dressed to.  Witliout  the  mail  boat  the 
mes-sage  would  not,  be  delivered  until  the 
vessel  reached  Biiffalo.  A  great  d'^al 
could  happen  durmg  that  time.  A  rela- 
tive may  have  died  or  he  may  have  sus- 
tained a  financial  loss/' 

The  pai'ty.  which  numbered  fifteen, 
were  the  guests  of  C.  F.  Blelnaan,  owner 
of  the  small  boat,  at,  a  dinner  at  Shore 
Acres. 

It  is  .said  that  C.  F.  Swan,  superin- 
tendent of  the  city  delivery  of  mails,  was 
the  man  who  first  originated  the  marine 
mail  .service  idea  and  that  the  new  steel 
boat  is  the  realization  of  his  dreams. 

NO  tarpauOns  aboard. 

Cypros  May  Have  Lacked  Ttiis  Part  of 
Equipment. 

Was    the    steamer    Cyprus      equipped 

with    canvas    tarpaulins    to    cover    the 

hatches  when  she  left  the  Head  of  the 

Lakes    last    Thursday?     It    is    believed 

by  some  of  the   marine  men   In   Duluth 

that  she  was  not.    Beiag^^  new  boat  it 

may  have  been  that  »hc'  had  not  yet 
been   fitted  out  with   tarpaulins. 

If  she  was  not  equipped  with  the  tar- 
paulins the  blame  tor  the  terrible  dis- 
aster is  not  quite  so  ileavy  upon  the 
d<^ad  captain.  If  there  were  no  tar- 
paulins on  the  boat  he  could  not  put 
th -m  on  the  hatches  and  serious  delay 
would  have  been  caused  If  he  had  in- 
sisted upon  being  furnished  with  them 
before  leaving  on   the  down  trip. 

It  is  said  that  the  tarpaulins  are  part 
of  the  equipment  of  the  boat  and 
should  be  furnished  when  the  vessel 
leaves  the  shipyard  where  she  was 
built.  Marine  men  say, -however,  that 
many  of  the  new  boats  arc  not  so 
equipped  and  that  this  was  the  case 
with  the  Cyprus.  That  She  had  no  tar- 
paulins  on   board. 

Dlscu.ssion  of  the  terrible  wreck  of 
the  Cyprus  has  geen  general  at  Duluth 
for  the  last  two  days  and  It  is  the  gen- 
eral opinion  that  if  the  h.atches  had 
been  properly  covered  with  tarpaulins 
well  battened  down  she  would  have 
lived  through  the  storm.  It  is  also  the 
opinion  that  Capt.  Huyck  did  not  real- 
ize the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and 
did  not  try  to  head  Into  the  storm 
when  there  was  danger  of  his  cargo 
shifting. 

Capt.  Huyck  was  well  known  in  Du- 
luth. He  is  said  to  have  been  in  com- 
fortable circumstances  and  had  a  fine 
farm   in   the  vicinity  of  Buffalo. 

Several  steamers,  among  them  the  F. 
B.  Squire  and  F.  J.  Hecker.  Capt.  Ste- 
venson and  Capt.  Byers,  arrived  in  port 
yesterday,  which  had  gone  through  the 
same  storm  in  which  the  Cyprus  went 
down.  They  were  surprised  to  hear  of 
the  dKsaster,  as  they  had  not  consid- 
ered the  storm  any  worse  than  the 
average.

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STURGEON  BAY  SOUNDINGS 

Report  of  Major  Judson  Is  Received  by 
Lake  Survey. 

The  United  States  Lake  survey  at  I>e- 
trolt  has  received  the  following  report 
of  soundings  and  dredging  in  the  Stur- 
geon Bay  and  Lake  Michigan  Ship  canal, 
under  direction  of  MaJ.  W.  V.  Judson, 
United  States  engineer  at  Milwaukee. 

Soundings  completed  Oct.  1  indicate 
that  a  bar  50  feet  wide  with  a  minimum 
depth  of  18.7  feet  has  formed  across  the 
channel  between  the  harbor  piers  at  the 
Lake  Michigan  end,  at  a  point  about  SBO 
feet  inside  the  pierheads.  This  bar  and 
the  shoal  at  the  mouth  of  the  piers  prob- 
ably will  be  removed  during  October. 

Dredging  is  in  progress  abreast  of  Hills 
Point  in  Sturgeon  Bay,  where  the  channel 
has  been  widened  300  feet  on  the  norther- 
ly side  to  a  minimum  depth  of  21  feet. 
In  the  vicinity  and  through  the  draw  of 
the  bridge  at  the  city  of  Sturgeon  Bay, 
the  channel  has  been  widened  and  deep- 
ened to  21  feet. 

Vessels  drawing  19  feet  would  probably 
experience  no  difficulty  in  navigating 
the  entire  waterway. 

HECKER  WaTaGROUND. 

Went  On  Cliannel  Bank  But  Was  Soon 
Released. 

The  steamer  F.  J.  Hecker  of  the  Gil- 
christ line,  went  aground  shortly  before 
noon  today  while  coming  down  from  the 
Missabe  docks  loaded  with  ore.  She  was 
on  for  about  fifteen  minutes  and  was 
then  released  by  tugs  and  came  on  down 
the  harbor. 

The  steamer  went  on  the  bank  near  the 
turn  where  the  cross  channel  In  St.  Louis 
bay  opens  Into  tine  Wisconsin  channel. 
The  tugs  Record  and  Carrlngton  went 
to  her  a.ssistanco  and  soon  pulled  her 
off.  She  was  not  damaged.  Capt.  J.  C.

Park,  have  l>een  recovered  and  have  been 
brought  to  Ihi^  city.  Second  Mate  C.  J. 
Pitz  of  Manitowoc,  the  s-jle  survivor  of 
the  crew  of  the  ship,  arrived  yesterday 
aftern<joii  on  the  tug  Sclienck.  The  bod- 
ies of  Capt.  F.  B.  Huyck  aad  two  sea- 
men, wliose  names  are  not  known  are 
still   missing. 

Male  Pitz,  who  has  somewhat  recov- 
ered from  the  exi><>sure  and  battering  he 
received  from  tlie  waves  while  bein-^ 
washed  ashore  on  a  life  raft,  gave  oui, 
when  he  arrived  here,  the  first  correct 
list  of  ihe  crew  of  the  Cyprus.  They  are 
as  follows:

It  is  now  known 
definitely  that  the  wreck  was  due  to  the 
shifting  of  tho  iron  ore  cargo,  which 
caused  the  st'aisjer  to  list  and  take  in 
water   around    the    hatches. 

Capt.  Huyck's  wife  and  two  children, 
who  were  thouj?ht  to  have  been  on  the 
Cypru.s  when  .sl'.e  was  wrcck.?^.  left  the 
Iwat  wh(»n  It  arrived  at  Superior  and  are 
now  at  St.   Paul. 

Sole  Survlvor'.s  Story. 

Recovering  con.^oiousness  last  night, 
Sooond  Mate  Pitz  gave  a  graphic  ac- 
count of  the  la.st  moments  of  the  crew 
on    board    the   ill-fated   vessel. 

The  mate  .<»aid  that  the  Cyprus  was 
making  fairly  good  headway  in  the  storm 
when  suddenly  the  cargo  .shifted  giving 
the  craft  a  heavy  list.  This  was  about 
7  p.  m.,  when  the  ve.tsel  was  off  l>^ftr 
Park  In  the  regular  cour.se  of  ve.ssels 
bound  up  and  down.  Water  began  pour- 
ing into  the  hatches  and  a  panic  ensued, 
many  of  the  crew  putting  on  life  preserv- 
ers. Capt.  Huyck.  however,  felt  confid- 
ent he  could  reach  shelter  behind  White 
Fish  Point  and  the  boats  were  not  low- 
ered. Both  engine  and  pumps  were 
working  and  the  crew  felt  sure  that  the 
vessel  wotild  not  sink  before  morning, 
but  .suddenly  the  big  freighter  ro^ltd 
over  on  her  side  and  almost  instantly 
plunged    to    th.>   bottom. 

Four  on  Life  Raft. 

Wh."»n  the  vessel  rolled  over,  the  first 
and  second  mates,  a  watchman  and 
wheelsman  were  close  to  a  life  raft 
whlf^h  they  cut  loose  and  cast  Off  just  in 
time  to  escape  the  whirlpool  caused  by 
the  Cyprus  as  she  plunged  beneath  the 
suraface  of  the  water.  The  boat  s.xnk 
about  8  o'olock  In  th^  evening  and  until 
2  o'clock  in  the  morning  tliH  four  men 
clung  to  their  frail  support  while  the 
waves  drt)\e  them  t<i wards  shore.  Five 
times  in  the  angry  surf  of  the  rockv 
sliore  the  raft  was  upset,  the  men  each 
time  having  to  fight  the  heavy  undertow 
for   their    lives. 

Each  fight  weakened  the  benumbed  and 
disheartened  sailors  and  after  the  fifth 
battle  with  thf>  surf  only  one  of  the  quar- 
tet remained  on  the  raft.  But  the  next 
time  the  raft  was  caught  upon  the  surf 
It  Wixs  thrown  upon  the  b»xich.  Mate 
Pitz  had  just  strength  enough  left  to 
crawl  out  ol  reach  of  the  waves  before 
he  fell  exhausted,  where  he  was  found 
later  by   the   llfesavers. 

NEW  channeTcompleted. 

Water  Turned  in  at  West  Neebish  for 
First  Time. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Oct.  14.— Water  was 
truned  into  the  channel  of  the  St.  Mary's 
river  at  W^est  Neebish  yesterday,  mark- 
ing the  completion  of  one  of  the  biggest 
projects  undertaken  on  the  Great  Lakes 
&jnce  the  building  of  the  Poe  lock. 

The  new  channel  is  over  two  miles  in 
kiigth.  9.fXJ0  feet  of  which  is  cut  through 
solid  rock.  The  channel  is  30U  feet  in 
width,  with  a  depth  at  minimum  stage  of 
water  of  twenty-two  feet.  It  is  located 
eighteen  miles  below  the  Soo  and  lies  to 
the  west  of  Neebish  island. 

The  present  channel  is  to  the  east  of  the 
island  and  will  be  used  solely  for  up- 
bound  boats,  the  heavily  laden  down 
iK'und  boats  using  the  new  waterway, 
wlitrh  has  none  of  the  sharp  turns  that 
are  embarrassing  to  the  modern  60a-fuot 
freighters. 

Tlie  new  channel  will  not  be  formally 
opened  to  navigation  until  spring.  Th'3 
project   has  cost  upwards  of  ^S.O^.OOO. 


Queen  City  Crashes  Into 

Moore  Near  Limekiln 

Crossing. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  Oct.  14.— One  man  was 
killed  and  the  steel  steamer  John  W. 
Moore  was  sunk  yesterday  in  a  collision 
between  the  Mo<>re  and  the  Queen  City 
in  the  Detroit  river  just  above  the  Lime- 
kiln crossing.  The  Queen  City  is  at 
the  Ecorse  yard  of  the  Great  Lakes  Engi- 
neering works  with  bulwarks  fiattened  to 
the  deck  and  her  forepeak  filled  with 
water.  The  steamers  met  almost  head 
on  and  the  Queen  City  crushed  in  the 
bows  of  the  John  W.  Moore  as  far  back 
as  the  pilot  house.  Wheelsman  Dimcan 
Mclntyre  of  Sonibra,  Qnt.,  was  asleep 
in  his  room  on  the  port  side  of  tlKJ  Moore 
and  was  crushed  to  death  in  the  collision 
and  his  body  carried  down  with  the 
steamer.  It  was  recovel««<d  yesterday  by 
a  diver.  Little  can  be  learned  about  the 
cause  of  the  accident,  as  the  crew  of 
neither  steamer   will   talk.  - 

The  Moore  was  up-bowndiwith  coal,  and 
the  Queen  City  was  bo«n(>,  down,  towing 
the  barge  1.32.  both  ore  laden.  The  Moore 
is  owm-d  by  Frank  M.  and  M.  O.  Osborne 
of  Cleveland,  and  is  24tJ  feet  long.  The 
Queen  City  is  owned  hy  •'the  Pittabirrg 
Steamship  company.

President  Livingstone  Says  Marine  Post- 
office  is  fine  Institation. 

Detroit,  Oct.  U.-"If  the  United  Slates 
government  should  ever  abandon  the  mail 
service  on  the  Detroit  river  I  can  say 
without  contradiction  from  my  brothers

Without  the  mail  boat  tiia 
me.ssage  would  not  be  delivered  until  the 
ve.ssel  reached  Buffalo.  A  great  deal 
could  happen  durmg  that  time.  A  rela- 
tive may  have  died  or  h*?  may  have  sus- 
tained a  financial  loss;"

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NO  TARPAULINS  ABOARD. 

Cyprus  May  Have  Lacked  This  Part  of 
Equipment. 

Was  the  steamer  Cyprus  equipped 
with  canvas  tarpaulins  to  cover  the 
hatches  when  she  left  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes  last  Thursday?  It  is  believed 
by  some  of  the  marine  men  In  Duluth 
that  she  was  not.  Being^^a  new  boat  it 
may  have  been  that  she  had  not  yet 
been   fitted   out   with   tarpaulins. 

If  she  was  not  equipped  with  the  tar- 
paulins the  blame  lor  the  terrible  dis- 
aster is  not  quite  so  iaeavy  upon  the 
d<-ad  captain.  If  there  were  no  tar- 
paulins on  the  boat  he  could  not  put 
th 'm  on  the  hatches  and  serious  delay 
would  have  been  caused  if  he  had  in- 
sisted upon  being  furnished  with  them 
before  leaving  on   tae  down   trip. 

It  is  said  that  the  tarpaulins  are  part 
of  the  equipment  of  the  boat  and 
should  be  furnished  when  the  vessel 
leaves  the  shipyard  where  she  was 
built.  Marine  men  say. -however,  that 
many  of  the  new  boats  are  not  so 
equipped  and  that  this  was  the  case 
with  the  Cyprus.  That  She  had  no  tar- 
paulins  on   board. 

Discussion  of  the  terrible  wreck  of 
the  Cyi)rus  hiis  geen  general  at  Duluth 
for  the  last  two  days  and  It  is  the  gen- 
enil  opinion  that  if  the  h.atches  had 
been  properly  covered  with  tarpaulins 
well  battened  down  she  would  have 
lived  through  the  storm.  It  is  also  the 
opinion  that  Capt.  Huyck  did  not  real- 
ize the  seriousness  of  the  situation  .and 
did  not  try  to  head  Into  the  storm 
when  there  was  danger  of  his  cargo 
shifting. 

Capt.  Huyck  was  well  known  in  Du- 
luth. He  is  said  to  have  been  in  com- 
fortable circumstances  and  had  a  fine 
farm   in   the   vicinity   of  Buffalo. 

Several  steamers,  "among  them  the  F. 
B.  Squire  and  F.  J.  Hecker,  Capt.  Ste- 
venson and  Capt.  Byers,  arrived  in  port 
yesterday,  which  had  gone  through  the 
same  storm  in  which  the  Cyprus  went 
down.  They  were  surprised  to  hear  of 
the  di.saster,  as  they  had  not  consid- 
ered the  storm  any  worse  than  tlie 
average.

STURGEON  BAY  SOUNDINGS 

Report  of  Major  Judson  is  Received  by 
Lake  Survey. 

The  United  States  Lake  survey  at  De- 
troit has  received  the  following  report 
of  soundings  and  dredging  in  the  Stur- 
geon Bay  and  Lake  Michigan  Ship  canal, 
under  direction  of  MaJ.  W.  V.  Judson. 
United  States  engineer  at   Milwaukee. 

Soundings  completed  Oct.  1  indicate 
that  a  bar  50  feet  wide  with  a  minimum 
I  depth  of  18.7  feet  has  formed  across  the 
channel  between  the  harbor  piers  at  the 
Lake  Michigan  end,  at  a  point  about  aSO 
feet  inside  the  pierheads.  This  bar  and 
the  shoal  at  the  mouth  of  the  piers  prob- 
ably will  be  remov*»d  during  October. 

Dredging  is  in  progress  abreast  of  Hills 
Point  in  Sturgeon  Bay,  where  the  channel 
has  been  widened  200  feet  on  the  norther- 
ly side  to  a  minimum  depth  of  21  feet. 
In  the  vicinity  and  through  the  draw  of 
the  bridge  at  the  city  of  Sturgeon  Bay, 
the  channel  has  been  widened  and  deep- 
ened to  21  feet. 

Vessels  drawing  19  feet  would  probably 
experience  no  difficulty  in  navigating 
the  entire  waterway. 

HECKER  W^^AGROUND. 
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Went  On  Channel  Bank  But  Was  Soon 
Released. 

The  steamer  F.  J.  Hecker  of  the  Gil- 
christ line,  went  aground  shortly  before 
noon  today  while  coniing  down  from  the 
Missabe  docks  loaded  with  ore.  She  was 
on  for  about  fifteen  minutes  and  was 
then  released  by  tugs  and  came  on  down 
the   harbor. 

The  steamer  went  on  the  bank  near  the 
turn  where  the  cross  channel  in  St.  Louis 
bay  opens  Into  tine  Wisconsin  c'aannel. 
The  tugs  Record  and  Carrlngton  went 
to  her  assistance  and  .so<m  pulled  h'T 
off.

poration under  the  Sherman  anti-tru'.-t 
law,  has  been  received  with  interest. 

The  appearance  of  Mr.  Rockefeller 
as  a  witness  will  mark  the  initial  ap- 
pearance of  any  any  member  of  the 
Rockefeller  family  in  the  federal  build- 
ing. He  will  be  asked  to  explain  why 
and  to  whom  more  than  $32,000,000  was 
lent  by  the  Standard  Oil  company  of 
New  York  last  year,  over  and  above 
all  money  loaned  or  transferred  to 
Standard  Oil  interests. 

Mr.  Rockefeller,  in  addition  to  being 
assistant  treasurer  of  the  New  Jersey 
or  holding  corporation,  Is  treasurer  of 
the  Standard  Oil  company  of  New 
York,  and  Mr.  Kellogg  thinks  that  he 
should  be  able  to  explain  the  entire 
transaction  without  trouble. 

While  Wiliam  G.  Rockefeller  has  not 
a  share  of  stock  in  the  Standard  Oil 
company  of  New  Jersey  appearing  un- 
der his  own  name,  he  has  for  many 
years  been  actively  interested  in  the 
affairs  of  the  company.  During  the 
first  two  weeks  of  the  hearings  before 
Examiner  Ferris,  Mr.  Rockefeller 
visited  the  court  room  every  day  and 
listened  attentively  to  the  testimony. 
Of  late  he  has  remained  away. 

It  is  likely  that  no  other  member  of 
the  Rockefeller  family  will  be  called 
as  a  witness  by  Mr.  Kellogg  for  he 
decided  a  fortnight  ago  that  he  would 
not  subpoena  the  individual  defend- 
ants in  the  case  unless  absolutely  ob- 
liged to.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Western  Pas- 
senger association,  to  be  held  in  Chi- 
cago. Oct.  23,  important  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  new  2-cent  tariff 
in  those  states  that  recently  adopted 
the  new  fare  schedule,  will  be  made.  As 
the  Western  Passenger  association  has 
direct  supervision  over  the  Duluth  ter- 
ritory, any  changes  or  regulations  that 
may  be  made  at  that  meeting  will  prove 
of  interest  locally. 

The  mileage  committee  of  the  West- 
ern mileage  bureau,  affiliated  with  the 
Western  Passenger  association,  will 
make  its  report,  and  the  report  will  be 
acted  upon  by   the  association. 

Individual  mileage.  Interchangeable 
mileage  and  other  forms  of  mileage 
will  be  taken  up  at  the  Chicago  meet- 
ing, and  as  the  question  of  passenger 
rates  under  the  recently  adopted  2-cent 
fare  schedule  is  in  a  most  imperfect 
state  at  the  present  time  some  changes 
looking  toward  modifications  are  ex- 
pected.

James  L.  Cromwell  of  this  city,  who 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Judges  of  the 
district  court  to  act  as  one  of  the  view- 
ers in  the  proceedings  instituted  by  the 
state  to  establish  public  ditches  No.  53, 
54  and  55.

The  steel  manufacturers  are  so  behind
